TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 
To His Honor JosIAnH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library make the following as 
their report of its condition for the year ending on January 
31, 1898: 

For statistics and information relating to the great increase 
in all departments of library work, to the number of books 
and number of readers, to the interest in the Children’s room, 
and in the Newspaper room; to the need of greater facilities 
for administration in the central building and in the branches, 
to the work of printing and binding, and to the co-operation 
with neighboring libraries, we refer to the full report of the 
Librarian upon each one of these subjects, and we invite par- 
ticular attention to the very complete appendices accompany- 
ing the report. Rather than give any abstract of these, we 
ask every person who wishes to know what the work of a 
great library is, and what opportunities are open to it, to 
make a careful study of them. The following statistics are 
all that need be quoted here :

The balance of the cost . . : ; $13,645 81 
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was obtained from rents of the old library building, receipts 
from sale of catalogues, fines and miscellaneous gifts. 

Books.— The number of books in all the departments of 
the Library on January 381, 1898, was 698,888, of which 
528,079 were in the Central Library —an increase of 35,129 
over the number on January 31, 1897. 

Use of the Inbrary.— The total number of active cards 
outstanding January 31, 1898, was 64,9738, a gain of 19,367 
over those of the previous year. 


During 1897, 1,199,658 books were circulated for home. 


use —a gain of 194,639 volumes, or 192 per cent. over those 
used in 1896. 

It will be seen by the foregoing that the immense home use 
of the books of the Central Library (to which should be 
added those of the branches and reading rooms), the great 
use of the books and other matter in Bates Hall, in the 
Children’s room, in the Periodical and Newspaper room, and 
generally throughout the Central building, show that the 
people appreciate the benefits of this great educational insti- 
tution. This anticipated appreciation led to its organization 
and made it an object of constant solicitude on the part of 
the citizens from the beginning. The money required for 
its maintenance has always been readily given, and the Trus- 
tees indulge the hope that whatever is needed in the future 
to supply its wants will also be granted. 

Endowments. —'The popular interest in the Library is fur- 
ther shown by the many endowment donations during the 
year. We gratefully mention that of the Twentieth Regiment 
Association of Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry of $5,000, 
the income of which is to be expended in the ** purchase of 
books of a military and patriotic character ;” that of $1,000, 
from the Papyrus Clubin memory of John Boyle O'Reilly, 
the income to be used “forthe purchase of books ;” that of 
~ $1,000 from the estate of the late Caleb D. Bradlee, D.D., 
for any library purpose deemed proper by the Trustees. 

Mr. William C. Todd, pursuant to his intention expressed 
in his letter of June 16, 1893, paid to us in October last the 
sum of $50,000, the income of which is to be appropriated to 
the purchase of current newspapers, domestic and foreign, 
for the use of all, whether citizens or strangers, who desire 
to read them —a valuable addition to our Library which is 
well appreciated.

The bequest of the late John C. Paige, whether or not it 


result in a substantial addition to the funds of the Library, is 
noticeable for the wise humanity of its purpose and for the 
generosity of its terms. It is unfettered by condition, but

accompanied by the expression of a desire that it “shall be 
used, so far as may, in the judgment of the Trustees, be ex- 
pedient, for the purposes of the Children’s Reading-room.” The 
Trustees gratefully commend to prospective benefactors of 
this institution the phraseology of the above provision. It 
indicates how a donor, interested in a special department of 
the Library, may direct his gift to the benefit of that depart- 
ment by the expression of a desire which is certain to be 
respected, without imposing an absolute restriction which, 
under later conditions, may nullify the very benefit which he 
purposed, or prevent a larger benefit than he could have 
foreseen. 

Books. — As the selection of books which shall suit the 
tastes and supply the demands of those who use the Library 
requires careful consideration, the difficulty of judicious pur- 
chases of nearly 30,000 books in a year is apparent, and the 
Trustees are pleased to know that in the opinion of the Ex- 
amining Committee, expressed in their recent report, the 
work has been fairly successful. They endorse the policy we 
have adopted of uniting the “four great libraries of Boston 
and Cambridge and the several special libraries of Boston, 
to avoid unnecessary duplication’ and * develop certain lines 
of subjects in which each should endeavor to be exhaustive.” 
By such action the benefits of all these libraries would be 
enhanced and their usefulness promoted. 

The recommendations of the Committee in this connection 
deserve careful consideration. 

Libliographies. —'To the serious student nothing is of 
greater value than a good bibliography of the subject which 
engages his attention ; and the officers of the cataloguing de- 
partment have accordingly always devoted much time and 
study to the preparation of bibliographies and classified lists 
in various departments of literature. The work done in this 
direction during the past year has been peculiarly important 
and varied in its character, as will be seen by reference 
to the Librarian’s report. The demand for such _ publi- 
cations has usually furnished satisfactory evidence of the 
public appreciation of the value of this work, but this year 
one of the most interesting publications of the Library and 
one for which a ready sale was anticipated has remained 
almost uncalled for. This is the List of periodicals,-news- 
papers, transactions and other serial publications currently 
received in the libraries of Boston and vicinity. 

Since this volume enables the reader to ascertain at a 
glance where any given periodical is to be found if taken by 
any one of thirty-six libraries in this neighborhood, it was

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supposed that it would be an indispensable work of reference 
on the table of every student. Yet though offered at the 
nominal price of twenty-five cents, not more than 146 copies 
have been sold. It is difficult to understand this indiffer- 
ence of students to such a valuable aid. 

Use. — Since the Library is properly regarded as the crown 
of the city’s educational system, it is with great pleasure 
that the Trustees call attention to the extensive use which 
has been made of its collections by classes and clubs of 
students as recorded in the Librarian’s report. It is the 
desire of the Trustees to furnish every facility to teachers 
who thus seek to utilize the material of the Library for the 
purpose of systematic instruction. In this connection should 
also be mentioned the exhibits of library material and of loan 
collections which have been held from time to time during 
the year. ‘The enumeration of these exhibits by the Librarian 
shows their varied character and their interesting nature. 
The educational value of such exhibitions would, of course, 
be greatly enhanced by explanations of the material exhibited, 
given by competent lecturers. One such explanatory lecture, 
on the Art of Ancient Greece, which has been already deliv- 
ered, proved so attractive that it had to be repeated in order 
to accommodate all who desired to hear it. 

It is obvious that this is a direction in which the work of 
the Library may be extended to the great advantage of the 
public. To facilitate the presentation of such subjects to 
large audiences it has been proposed to have lantern slides 
prepared which may, under proper restrictions, be also loaned 
for the illustration of lectures given outside of the Library 
building. The photographic room of the Library affords an 
excellent opportunity for the preparation of such slides with- 
out removing any of the material from the building. 

The classes and audiences thus seeking instruction have been 
accommodated on the Special Library floor, but this portion 
of the building is very imperfectly adapted to the purpose. 
The need of small class rooms in which instruction can be 
given without interfermg with the general readers is seri- 
ously felt, and can be only very inadequately supplied by 
screens or movable partitions in the large halls. The 
Barton-Ticknor room, in which most of the exhibits have 
been made, contains many of the most precious treasures of 
the Library, and, owing to the character of its collections, 
should be reserved for the use of special students. One of 
the fine arts rooms has therefore been recently fitted up as an 
exhibition room but we still lack a hall suitable for the 
accommodation of audiences likely to be drawn to the 
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explanatory lectures: above alluded to. This embarrassment 
has arisen from the fact that when Mr. Todd’s generous gift 
to the Library made it necessary to provide a Newspaper read- 
ing-room, no other space in the building seemed to be avail- 
able for the purpose except that which in the original plan 
had been reserved for a lecture-room. The extensive use 
which is made of the Newspaper-room makes it quite impos- 
sible to think of transferring it to smaller quarters. 

It is evident, therefore, that if these high educational func- 
tions of the Library are to be properly developed, additional 
accommodations must be provided. For these purposes as 
well as for the structural changes required for efficient 
administration, as set forth by the Librarian it seems proper 
that funds should be provided in the same way as for the 
original construction of the building. The Trustees appeal 
with confidence to the City Government and to the Legisla- 
ture to provide the means for rendering the Library all that 
the citizens have a right to demand, calling attention to the 
fact that the changes of construction are rendered necessary by 
the fact that the usefulness of the Library has far exceeded 
the most sanguine anticipations. Had the use of the Library 
by the citizens remained within the limits anticipated by those 
who planned the building, its structural defects would not have 
been apparent. In spite of the great cost of the building and 
in spite of the fact that the administration of the Library 
demands a large and an annually increasing appropriation, 
there can be no doubt that the money thus expended must 
be regarded as a good pecuniary investment for the city. 
To say nothing of the influence of a Library like ours in pre- 
venting idleness, drunkenness and crime, and thus indirectly 
increasing the wealth of the city, it is interesting to note the 
effect which the sumptuous installation of learning has had 
in stimulating the generosity of the community. The gifts 
to the Library since the erection of the present building have 
equalled in value approximately one-twelfth of its entire 
cost. 

In this connection the Trustees would say that they find 
it quite necessary to pursue some definite policy in regard to 
accepting works of art. for the Library. Before we had a 
building of such architectural merit it was not so important 
to consider the artistic worth of the gifts offered to us, and 
their appropriateness to the atmosphere of the place; but the 
Trustees feel that now a just responsibility rests upon them 
to exercise great care in the acceptance of such gifts with all 
due regard to the good and generous intentions of the 
donors. 
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As works of art eminently suitable for preservation in a 
library may be mentioned: 

1. Portraits, busts and statues of men eminent in litera- 
ture, science and art, of patrons of learning, and of men 
prominent in the history of the country, state or city. 

2. Paintings or engravings illustrative of historical 
events. 

Works of art not belonging to either of the above classes 
should be received only in association with special libraries, 
or as completing existing art collections. 

Among the most interesting gifts of books may be men- 
tioned the entire libraries of the Browning Society and of 
the Numismatic Society, the latter accompanied by a gift 
of $300, ‘for the benefit of the study of numismaties.” 
Gifts of this sort are always welcomed by the Trustees, 
especially when unaccompanied by restrictions as to their 
use. The fact that societies are willing to intrust their 
highly specialized collections to the care of the city, although 
their members can receive no special privileges in their use, 
is a gratifying testimony to the confidence felt by the com- 
munity in the careful administration of the Publi Library. 

In conclusion, the Trustees desire to call the attention of 
the City Government to the importance of adopting, without 
delay, some definite policy with reference to the treatment of 
Copley square. A public square around which such magnifi- 
cent public and private buildings have been erected should 
certainly be laid out in a manner worthy of its surroundings. 
At present the fine architectural features of the square will 
fail to teach the lesson in westhetics they are so well fitted to 
impart.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my report for the year ending 
January 81, 1898. | 

During the year the library system has been augmented by 
the establishment of one new delivery and deposit station. 
The deposit feature has been extended to three of the existing 
delivery stations. Books have been sent on deposit from the 
Central Library to eight additional engine-houses, to two 
erammar-schools, to the House of Reformation at Rainsford 
Island, to the Marcella-street Home in Roxbury; and from 
branches to the Fleet-street Free Reading-room for Men, and 
the West Roxbury Parental School for Boys. 

The branch system now comprises : 

Ten branches, with large permanent collections of books. 

Five reading-rooms, all of them delivery and deposit 
stations, and one, Station P, having also an imdependent 
permanent collection of books. 

Twelve delivery stations, all but one having the deposit 
feature. 

Twenty-two engine-houses receiving deposits of books. 

One grammar-school regularly receiving such deposits. 

Six institutions receiving such deposits. 

Total, fifty-seven outlying agencies, as against forty-three 
such in existence February 1, 1897. 

The portion of the library system directly under lbrary 
administration (Central Library, Branches and Stations) is 
exhibited in the map which is submitted as a suggestion for 
the frontispiece to the forty-sixth report. 

The Central Library has been open every day in the year, 
except June 17, July 4, September 1 (Labor Day) and De- 
cember 25. On the other legal holidays (Washington’s 
Birthday, Patriots’ Day, Memorial Day and ‘Thanksgiving 
Day) the Central Library was open as on Sundays, that is, 
from 2 until 10 P.M., in all departments directly serving the 
public. Of the branches, the West End has been open on 
Sundays during these same hours throughout the year; the 
Charlestown, East Boston and South Boston Branches from 
November 7, and the Broadway Extension Reading-room from 
October 10. 
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Statistics. — Reports for the statistical year have been sub- 
mitted to me in writing by the chiefs of the several depart- 
ments. One of these I quote nearly in full, others I quote 
in part, while others I am obliged wholly to omit as extend- 
ing my own report into too great detail for publication. 
Many of the statistics accompanying these reports are of 
interest to one investigating closely the resources and oper- 
ation of the Library; and the collection entire has been 
type-written and, as last year, will be on file for reference. 


FINANCE. 


The Auditor's statement (Appendix I. of this report) 
shows in detail the receipts and disbursements of this depart- 
ment during the year. 

In the examination of this statement there must be borne 
in mind the double system of accounts necessitated by the 
fact that in addition to the relations which the Trustees as a 
city department sustain with the financial departments at 
City Hall they are charged as a corporation with the custody 
and direct expenditure of certain moneys placed in their 
hands for direct expenditure, and with the custody and final 
expenditure of the income of trust funds, and occazional 
reserve balances of special appropriations for books, turned 
over to them in bulk by the City Treasurer and placed abroad 
for the payment of foreign invoices upon direct draft by them. 
Moneys of the former class have not customarily appeared in 
the books of the City Treasurer, while income of trust funds 
and reserve balances turned over to the Trustees in bulk ap- 
pear in his books as actual disbursements, while standing in 
the books of the Library Auditor merely as credits transferred. 

The financial statements of the Library Auditor must 
agree with those of the City Collector, City Auditor and 
City ‘Treasurer, so far as their scope is the same; but they 
must also exhibit certain transactions which do not appear 
in the books of the City Collector, City Auditor or City 
Treasurer. With this necessity in view the form which they 
adopt will, I think, be easily intelligible. 

In the figures quoted by me in my last report (pp. 15-18), 
from the Auditor’s exhibit for 1896, there were, it appears, 
several misprints. These were repeated in the report of the 
Trustees (pp. 6-8). If any comparison is to be instituted 
between the accounts of 1896 and the accounts of 1897, not 
the figures given on the above pages of the 1896 report, but 
the figures in the Auditor’s exhibit itself, constituting Ap- 
pendix I. of that report, should be referred to.

EXPENDITURES: FROM GENERAL INCOME. 


General Appropriation. — In addition to the detailed state- 
ment of expenditures for the past year, Appendix I. gives a 
comparative exhibit of the expenditures of this with the 
years 1895 and 1896, distributed under the several accounts. 
This shows that the expenditures met by the general appro- 
priation, supplemented by the revenue from the old building 
and receipts from fines and sales, were, in 1897, $246,541.79 
as against $231,525.33 in 1896, 

The cost of maintaining the branches and stations is in- 
cluded in the above figures. In 1896 this was $62,785.39 ; 
in 1897, owing chiefly to a decreased expenditure for books, 
it was $58,282.49.

BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


An entirely new hoisting machine for the passenger ele- 
vator has been substituted for the one originally installed and 
found imperfect in operation. The roof of the arcade has 
been relaid with a coating of slate to remedy the leaks which 
had given much concern, causing defacement, if not more 
serious injury. ‘The expense of this was $1,800, of which 
the Library itself bore one-third. This amount, with the 
cost of the new hoisting machine ($1,200), had to be ad- 
vanced out of the general appropriation for 1897. 

Various improvements, properly chargeable to construction, 
- have been under contemplation during the past year. These 
have included additions to the system of heating and ventila- 
tion ; a service elevator; a system of intercommunication be- 
tween the stacks; enlargement of the space for the issue of 
books; adaptation of other space for administrative uses; 
the construction in the Newspaper-room of a gallery or mez- 
zanine floor to accommodate the patent collection, freeing 
the present Patent-room for a Children’s room; the equip- 
ment for immediate use of space on the rear wing and in the 
basement which had been assumed to be unnecessary for use 
for some time to come; and miscellaneous work about the 
building, including work upon the the terrazzo floors. } 

For the most important of the above improvements plans 
have been drawn and estimates secured. ‘The various ap- 
plications for an appropriation of $100,000 with which to 
carry them out have not yet (February 1, 1898) met with 
SUCCESS. 

In the meantime the only addition to the general facilities 
that has been possible has been the construction in the base- 
ment of cheap shelving for such of the files of bound news- 
papers as could not find place in theupper room. ‘To render 
this space habitable for this material, steam-pipes had to be 
run through it to offset the natural dampness. 
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The attractiveness and serviceability of the Children’s 
and Delivery rooms have been added to by chandeliers, and 
of the domed rooms on the upper floor by an adequate array 
of electric lights circling the domes. 

As to the works of art, which have added to the embel- 
lishment of the rooms at the Central Library, I report in 
detail under “ Gifts.” 


BRANCHES. 


I shall this year append to my report the annual report, 
almost entire, of the Supervisor of Branches, and refer to 
it for a statement explicit as to the condition and equipment 
of our outlying system, and accurate as to its operation. 

The only special resource for permanent improvements in 
this system has been the special appropriation of %5,000, for 
the Broadway Extension Station. This appropriation was 
not specifically requested by the Library Department; but 
as it would increase facilities for a work of great moment in 
a district ill provided, it could not well be rejected. The 
station was moved toa larger room, more prominently located, 
and was effectively and attractively equipped with furniture 
and with books. The result has been a greatly increased use 
and the development of an important use of anew character. 

But the special appropriation, being only for “ permanent 
improvements,” could not be used for rent or service. ‘The 
increase in these has had to be borne by the general 
appropriation, without, however, any corresponding increase 
therein for this purpose. As a result of the special appro- 
priation therefore, and in order to utilize it, we have had to 
throw upon our maintenance account an additional burden 
which each year will reach six or seven hundred dollars. 

Whenever, therefore, an appropriation for ‘“‘ improvements ”’ 
is under consideration, it is to be borne in mind that each 
such increase of facilities calls for an increased outlay in 
maintenance, and this out of funds already overpressed. 

The effort to secure better accommodations for the East 
Boston Branch has continued and become defined during the 
year. In June last a mass meeting was held under the 
auspices of the East Boston Citizens’ Association, at which 
one of the Trustees of the Library, Mr. Whitney, as Acting 
Librarian, and the Supervisor of Branches, assisted. A com- 
mittee was appointed, with Dr. William H. Ensworth as 
chairman, which has worked actively ever since in aid of the 
project. Several hearings have been had before the Mayor, 
and petitions representing a large and important public sen- 
timent presented to the City Council. An order for the 
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appropriation of $100,000 for the purchase of land and erec- 
tion and equipment of a pbuilding has been introduced into 
the City Council, and may this year receive attention. é 

Certain other directions, in which permanent improvements 
in the outlying system are desirable if, and when, funds can 
be provided, were mentioned in a communication addressed 
by your Board to the Mayor, which though subsequent to 
the nominal date of this report may fitly be quoted here: 

“The Branch Library at Charlestown is inadequately pro- 
vided for in unsuitable rooms over a police station; that at 
South Boston is in rooms whose rent costs the city $2,500 
per year —the equivalent of 3 per cent. on a principal sum of 
$88,000; that at the South End is retaining with difficulty 
rooms in the High School building, inadequate in themselves 
and urgently demanded for school uses; that at West Rox- 
bury is in a building which should be remodelled for its 
accommodation according to the plans prepared by the Public 
Buildings Department at your request. A branch reading- 
room and delivery station is urgently desired in Ward 17, 
and miscellaneous improvements of a minor character are 
needed at the various other existing branches.” 

Various orders introduced into the City Council touching 
this department, and for the most part suggesting improve- 
ments in the outlying system, are quoted in Appendix XIV. 


WorRKS OF ART. 


Among the works of art received as gifts and placed dur- 
ing the year have been the following: 

Paintings by Howard Pyle.— Nineteen oil paintings, by 
Howard Pyle, of colonial subjects or episodes in colonial 
history, particularly of scenes in the life of Washington, 
were subscribed for by various citizens of Boston and given 
to the Library in April last. The list of the donors is given 
in full in ‘Appendix XIII. ‘These paintings have from their 
historical accuracy a value to the Library auxiliary to its 
main purpose, which might be lacking in an ordinary work of 
art.: They have been hung in the Children’s room, but have 
as yet neither suitable frames nor escutcheons. 

Franklin. — The bust of Benjamin Franklin, once attributed 
to Horatio Greenough, but by the donor thought to be the 
work of Ceracchi, was given by Mr. Frank Wood of Boston. 

O Reilly. —'The bust of John Boyle O’ Reilly, for which a 
special appropriation was made by the City Council in 1894, 
was ordered last spring of John Donahue. It was received, 
approved by the Art Commission, and accepted before the 
end of the year. It lacks still a pedestal, as does the Holmes 
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bust, also ordered by the City Council. The need of a pro- 
vision for pedestals in such cases was communicated by your 
Board to the Mayor on February 12 last. 

Powers’s Greek Slave.— A marble copy of the bust of 
Powers’s Greek Slave was received as a gift from Mrs. Mar- 
garet S. Otis. It has been aptly placed in the Fine Art 
Department. 

Cabot Portrait.— An excellent portrait of Edward C. 
Cabot, first president of the Boston Society of Architects, has 
been hung in the room occupied by the Department of Archi- 
tecture. It is not a gift, but was received on deposit from 
the society. 

Bronze Doors. — In August last sketches were approved 
by the Board for the bronze doors for the main vestibule, to 
be furnished by Mr. Daniel C. French. 

Bacchante.— The group of dancing nymph and child, offered 
by Mr. Charles F. McKim for the fountain of the courtyard, 
was at his request returned to him in June last. It is now 
placed in the Metropolitan Museum at New York. 


Books. 


Appendices II.—V. give the extent of the Library by years, 
a summary of the contents of the Library on January 31, 
1898, the net increase of the several departments during the 
past ten years, and the classification of the material in the 
Central Library and branches on January 31, 1898. 

According to last year’s report it appears that the number 
of volumes in the Central Library and branches on January 
31, 1897, was 663,768, of which 492,901 were in the Central 
Library. By the tables appended to this report it appears 
that on January 31, 1898, the number in all departments is 
698,888, of which 528,079 are in the Central Library. The 
net increase is thus 35,129 volumes.! Thirty-five thousand 
one hundred and eighty-two volumes have been added to the 
Central Library; and a net loss, through transfer, of 53 
volumes is chargeable to the branches. <A large portion of 
_the increase in the central collection, as appears by Appendix 
III., is, however, due to accessions to the Duplicate-room, 
from the branches and elsewhere. 

The total expenditure for books and periodicals during the 
past year was $40,351.62 as againt $40,430.23 in 1896. 
This amount does not include $480.10 paid for books out of 
the special appropriation for Delivery P (Broadway Exten- 
sion) nor $410.29 expended by the Fellowes’ Athenzeum for 
books for the Roxbury Branch.

As stated in my last report, in a comparison of expendi- 
tures with statistics of additions, the number of accessions 
rather than the number of books actually located, should be 
considered. ‘The accessions during the past year, excluding 
mere transfers from one department to another, have been as

Purchases. — Purchases along the ordinary lines have main- 
tained their usual proportions. In addition during the past 
year there have been certain purchases in group which have 
a special significance. 

In a library of thig sort, such purchases may find their 
occasion: (1) in the sudden availability of some new fund 
for purchase; (2) in some special sale bringing to the sur- 
face unusual material; (3) in the compilation of some bibliog- 
raphy which involves a close investigation of the resources 
of the Library in a particular direction and suggests gaps to 
Ye filled; (4) in replenishment of the shelves to make good 
ome existing subject catalogue, or (5) in the recommenda- 
tion of some specialist, who in connection with his own use 
of the Library, or perhaps simply out of a generous desire for 
the advancement of the institution, lends his advice as to the 
development of the department as to which he is expert. 

During the past year all of the above influences have con- 
tributed to a rather unusual group of special purchases. 
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1. Longfellow Memorial Collection. —The Artz Fund has 
enabled a beginning to be made of the Longfellow Memorial 
collection, through the purchase of about 400 volumes of 
early American literature, principally first editions of the 
poets. It is believed that nearly every American edition of 
the works of Longfellow, Lowell, Holmes and Whittier has 
been secured. ‘The first year of the availability of this fund 
has happily coincided with opportunities particularly favor- 
able in the way of auction sales. 

2. Mexico. — The private sale of the library of the late 
Julio Zarate led to the acquisition of a number of unusual 
books on Mexican history, topography and literature. 

3. Australia and Polynesia. — A special sale catalogue 
induced the purchase of a number of works on the exploration 
and early history of Australia and Polynesia, among them ~ 
Admiral Litke’s “ Voyage autour du monde,” with its atlas 
of fine plates; Captain Dillon’s account of his adventures 
among the Fiji cannibals, and Vason’s * Tongataboo.” 

In the selection of material of this class the Library has 
recently had within its direct service expert judgment in the 
association with the force of Mr. John Murdoch. Mr. 
Murdoch’s recommendations have induced the purchase of 
a great number of miscellaneous works of early exploration 
on the ground that they embody the only records at first hand 
of racial characteristics and customs of peoples now fast dis- 
appearing. An important accession (this, however, of a 
comparatively recent expedition, but to little known regions) 
has been the report of the Horn Scientific Expedition to 
Central Australia published in 1896, in four volumes. 

4. Anthropology. —The proposed publication by the 
Library (see infra) of the “ Bibliography of the geographical 
anthropology of Europe,” compiled by Prof. Wm. Z. Ripley, 
has induced the purchase of nearly, 500 volumes recom- 
mended by him as necessary to round out the literature of 
the library on this subject. Among them are the following 
important serials: ‘Archivio per Jlantropologia e la 
etnologia,” Florence 1871-97 and “ Beitrige zur Anthropo- 
logie und Urgeschichte Bayerns,” Munich 1877-97. 

d. English Prose Fiction. — Much complaint on the part 
of the public of failure to get works of standard English 
prose fiction listed in the subject catalogue issued in 1893, 
and a decision against the revision of the catalogue, induced 
the purchase of over 4,000 volumes of English prose fiction 
as replacements and additional copies, to replenish the shelves 
and make good the catalogue as it stands. 

The purchase of current English fiction, ‘on the other hand, 
has been as conservative as last year. One hundred and 
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seventy-eight titles have been selected out of 587 books read. 
But copies have been multiplied so that the total of volumes 
purchased of this class has reached 2,566, representing an ex- 
penditure of some $2,274. 

6. Psychology.—The purchases have included 150 
volumes recommended to the Library by Prof. William 
James as the most important contributions to the subject 
within the past two and a half years. 

Slavie. — The purchases of Russian and Polish literature 
in the original have included nearly 400 volumes recom- 
mended by Prof. Leo Wiener and by Mr. Joseph Adam- 
owski. 

Scandinavian. — If there be added to the above the special 
purchase of some 400 volumes of standard Norwegian, 
Swedish and Danish literature, the first large accession of 
its kind, and the various works French, German and Italian 
history and miscellanies, secured upon recommendation of 
Mr. Thomas Sergeant Perry and others, it will appear, I 
think, that the literature of the continent has had especial 
recognition during the past year. 

American Patents.— A close investigation of our patent 
collection, undertaken last summer, proved United States 
drawings and specifications to the number of 97,938, all prior 
to 1869, to be lacking. The list price of these would be five 
cents (formerly ten cents) per copy. But under a recent act 
of Congress, suggested, I think, by the application of this 
Library for a reduction in price where a large number are 
subscribed for en bloc, the Commissioner was enabled to fix a 
price of one cent per copy. In September last we remitted 
to him the sum of $1,000 to cover the above 97,938. The 
lacking copies are therefore gradually being supplied to us. 

Kelmscott Press.— Among the important accessions by 
purchase during the past year should be mentioned also 
eleven issues of the Kelmscott Press (including the Froissart, 
the Beowulf, the Sir Perecyvelle, and the Historyes of Troye); 
and in connection with them Vallance’s notable work on the 
“Art of William Morris.” Nor should there be overlooked 
among the examples of sumptuous book-making the “Altar 
book,” issued by D. B. Updike of Boston. 

Deposit Collection. — The extension of the system of 
deposit stations has involved the selection and purchase 
of a collection of books to be devoted exclusively to this 
service. ‘This collection has gradually grown until it now 
numbers 5,041 volumes. In the enumeration, these books 
are credited to the Central Library; but as they are used 
solely through the outlying system they should really be 
reckoned as part of the equipment of the latter. 
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Photographs. — As to the photographs, which have formed 
a special feature of our purchases during the past year, I 
report in a later paragraph under “ Gifts.” 


GIFTS. 


Works of Art. (See supra.) 

Endowments. —'The endowments of the Library have been 
increased by the following very important contributions : 

April, 1897. — From the Twentieth Regiment Association 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry the sum of $5,000, the in- 
come to be used “for the purchase of books of a military 
and patriotic character, to be placed in the alcove appro- 
priated as a memorial of the Twentieth Regiment”; that is 
to say, with the collection to be known as the Twentieth 
Regiment Memorial collection, the exact location of the col- 
lection being subject to possible change. 

A beginning has already been made with this collection by 
the purchase of miscellaneous books relating to the Civil 
war. It is proposed as little as possible to duplicate material 
already in the general library. 

May, 1897. — From the Papyrus Club of Boston the sum 
$1,000, to be known as the John Boyle O’Reilly Memorial 
Fund, the income to be used “for the purchase of books.” 
With the gift, the Papyrus Club supplies an appropriate 
book-plate, which will be inserted in each of the volumes. 

October, 1897. — From William C. Todd, Esq., of Atkin- 
son, N. H., the sum of £50,000 as an endowment for the 
Newspaper reading room. ‘This gift is made in pursuance 
of the intention communicated by Mr. Todd, June 16, 1898, 
in connection with his proposal to provide, temporarily, each 
year the sum of $2,000 for direct expenditure for this pur- 
pose; but the offer in its final form, October 21, 1897, was 
addressed, not to the Trustees but the City Government ; 
and it was an offer to pay over to the City of Boston the 
sum of $50,000 on an agreement by the city not merely to 
hold and invest this sum and use the income for the pur- 
chase of current newspapers, but on the further agreement, 
should the income in any year fall below $2,000, that there 
should be appropriated the amount necessary to make the 
income up to $2,000, for the above purposes. (See letter of 
gift in appendix.) These conditions were accepted by the 
city government and ensure the application of $2,000 yearly, 
in perpetuum, for the supply of this department. 

November, 1897. — From the estate of the late Caleb D. 
Bradlee, D.D., of Brookline, the sum of $1,000, a bequest 
to the Library without condition or restriction. 
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Mention is appropriate here of the bequest contained in 
the will of the late John C. Paige of Boston, the full terms 
of which are given in the appendix. It is a residuary be- 
quest, postponed to a life interest; and its exact amount 
cannot of course now be stated. But its terms are so 
liberal, and yet the suggestion that accompanies it, that it be 
used so far as practicable for the benefit of the children, is 
of such interest that it should take a foremost place among 
the benefits of the year. Mr. Paige died on May 8, 1897. 
His will is dated January 28, 1897.

Photograph Fund.— The usefulness of the Graupner col- 
lection of photographs given to the library last year sug- 
gested how large a service might be effected by a collection 
more widely representative of the various schools of painting, 
and which would include also other departments of art, and 
the more noted monuments of architecture. The advantages 
of direct purchase abroad of such material being obvious, an 
appeal was made to the public of Boston, prior to my departure 
for Europe in May last, for contributions towards such a 
purchase. The response was cordial in terms and consider- 
able in amount. ‘The full list of donors appears in the ap- 
pendix. ‘Two hundred and fifty dollars, as will be noticed, 
was voted by the Boston Society of Architects, an action im- 
plying an indorsement which was in itself of value, and 
$200 came from a class of young women pursuing the sys- 
tetnatic study of the fine arts. There was even a brave little 
contribution from the pupils of a grammar-school class, 
whose enthusiasm had been stirred by the use of the art books, 
and who were determined ‘to do something.” 

The total amount subscribed was $1,321. 

The purchases were made in Italy, of Messrs. Anderson 
at Rome, and Alinari and Brogi at Florence; in London, of 
Messrs. Clarke & Davies, Mansell Hollyer, and Hanfstaengel, 
a Munich firm. What I took with me by way of lists 
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were, as regards paintings, affirmative lists of necessary 
examples lacking in the Graupner collection. This list was 
compiled by Mr. Allen A. French of Boston, whose expert 
service in this matter has laid the Library under great obliga- 
tion. As regards sculpture and architecture, it was more 
convenient and sufficiently explicit to take lists of what the 
Library already possessed. The classic and the Tuscan sculp- 
tors were for the most part already reasonably available in 
the works of Brunn & Bode, which, although in book form, 
might temporarily be utilized. But the important collections 
in the British Museum are not included in these, and of 
Italian sculpture, outside of the Tuscan masters, the Library 
had nothing. 

The photographs purchased were unmounted, and for the 
most part silver prints and small in size (8 by 10 inches). 
They included, however, a considerable number of “ carbons,” 
and a large selection of the fine Hollyer platinotypes of the 
works of Burne-Jones, Watts, Rossetti and others of the 
English Pre-Raphaelite school. They included practically the 
entire Assyrian and Egyptian, Greek and Roman series of 
sculpture in the British Museum, lsted in Mansell’s Cata- 
logue. The lists compiled by Mr. French were purchased 
entire. They comprised some 1,600 examples of the Italian 
masters in northern, as well as in Italian galleries. 

The total purchases to February 1 out of the $1,321 
subscribed reached 6,765 photographs ; $85.21 remains still 
on hand to meet outstanding orders. Other orders outstand- 
ing will be met out of library funds otherwise available. 

The work of mounting the photographs has been done at 
the Library by special contract. The expense for the 6,765 
thus far received has been $579, all of which has been met 
by the Library. As fast as they are mounted they are classi- 
fied, numbered and located in the case recently constructed 
for their reception. 

The entire collection of photographs owned by the Library 
and in active use now numbers over 9,000. Auxiliary to 
this collection is the collection gradually forming of process 
reproductions, which coming to us in serial form are mounted 
and made available for classification under subject. The 
serials, without text, that are now dissected for this pur- 
pose include the Matériaux et documents d’architecture et 
de sculpture (Raguenet), Formenschatz, Blitter fiir Kunst- 
gewerbe, Architecture et sculpture en France, L’art pour 
tous, Portefeuille des arts décoratifs, and Portafoglio delle 
arti decorative in Italia. 

The usefulness of all this material when properly classified 
and conveniently accessible, the service which it may ren- 
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der to the individual student of the fine arts or industrial - 
arts, or of history or institutions, or to the class under trained 
guidance, or as the basis of occasional exhibits that reach a 
larger general public can be fully appreciated only by close 
observation of such a departmentin operation day after day. 
The obvious and proved service with even the present collec- 
tion is already so great that we are anxious to enlarge its 
scope. 

What should next be added are: (1) Examples of the 
northern and of the Spanish schools of painting and of 
. architecture, and (2) examples of the remains of Greek art 
and architecture now in Greece itself. 

In the meantime the donors to this project, will, it is 
hoped, feel that their contributions have been used to good 
purpose. 

Gifts of Books. —'The number of givers of books has in- 
creased from 1,545 in 1896, to 1,776 during the past year. 
The full list of givers appears as usual in Appendix XIII. 
But certain of the gifts have been so important in themselves 
and so significant in the interest which they indicate, that I 
insert fuller mention of them here. 

Two notable accessions represent the entire libraries of 
certain Boston societies organized for study in a special direc- 
tion, and amassing a collection of books as incidental to this 
purpose. The one of these is the Boston Browning Society, 
the other the Numismatic Society. The inducement to the 
transfer of these collections to the Public Library was doubt- 
less the conviction that they would be safe and well cared for 
here and do a service to a larger public without any essential 
deprivation of service to their original owners. ‘This is a 
view which the Library greatly welcomes and trusts may 
generally prevail. It is especially applicable when the col- 
lection in question is highly specialized upon a single subject. 

Some of the important gifts of the year I note here. 
They are arranged alphabetically according to their donors. 


GIFTS OF ESPECIAL IMPORTANCE, 1897-98. 


From Michael Anagnos, Esq., Director of the Perkins 
Institution for the Blind, South Boston, twenty-seven vol- 
umes in embossed type, nineteen of which have been recently 
published. These include Don Quixote, Hamlet, The Mer- 
chant of Venice, and Fiske’s War of independence, and. sup- 
plement the collection of over 500 volumes for the use of 
the blind, a great part of which was placed here through the 
kindness of Mr. Anagnos. 
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From the Boston Browning Society, its library, numbering 
291 volumes, “without conditions further than are implied 
by the expressed wish that it be kept together as a reference 
collection so long as the well-being of the Public Library 
itself permits, and that it be made accessible under the same 
rules that the Public Library maintains in the case of other 
similar collections.” (Letter of gift.) This collection is 
notably rich in rare editions of the works of both Robert and 
Elizabeth Browning, and contains, besides these, a large num- 
ber of critical and illustrative works relating wholly or in 
part to the Brownings. Among the single works of Robert 
Browning are the following first editions: Paracelsus, 1836 ; 
Strafford, 1837; Sordello, 1840; Bells and pomegranates, 
Nos. 1-8, 1841-46; and among those of Elizabeth Brown- 
ing, ‘The Seraphim, and other poems,” 1838; “ Aurora 
Leigh,” 1857, and “ Casa Guidi windows,” 1851. There is 
also a slender volume bearing the title “Two poems by Eliza- 
beth Barrett Browning and Robert Browning” (first edi- 
tion), London, 1854; some eighteen poems by Browning, set 
to music; a series of photographs and engravings of the 
Brownings, which is of much interest, and a bronze cast of 
their clasped right hands by Harriet Hosmer. ‘The members 
of the Browning Society have expressed their intention of 
enlarging this collection from time to time by the gift of the 
additional material which they are constantly collecting. 

From the Boston Numismatic Society, through its Secre- 
tary, William 8. Appleton, Esq., “its collection of books and 
pamphlets, and also the sum of $300 for the benefit of the 
study of numismatics, with no other conditions.” (Letter of 
gift.) The collection numbers sixty bound volumes and 150 
pamphlets, largely general and special histories and catalogues 
of the medals and coins of various countries. Among the 
noteworthy older works may be mentioned * Historische 
Remarques der neuesten Sachen in Europa,” 1699-1706, 
in nine volumes, which gives a general history of the coinage 
of Europe; Tentzel’’s Monatlche Unterredungen einiger 
guten Freunde von allerhand Bichern, in ten volumes, 
1690-1697, which devotes considerable space to the history 
of numismatics ; Medalische historie der Republyk van Hol- 
land, by Bizot, Amsterdam, 1690; and Vaillant’s Numismata 
imperatorum Romanorum, Paris, 1694.” 

From Allen A. Brown, Esq., 343 volumes for the collection 
of music, consisting of scores, operas and chamber music. 
Among these is an almost complete set of the orchestral 
works of Richard Strauss,and the rare full score of Saint- 
Saéns’s Samson et Dalila. 
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From Heman W. Chaplin, Esq., Dedham, Mass., 205 vol- 
umes (two gifts) consisting principally of the works of New 
England theologians, biography and early school books. 

From the Church of the Unity, a set, complete in seven- 
teen volumes, of ‘Unity pulpit,” the sermons preached in 
Boston by Rev. M. J. Savage, D.D. This set, which for- 
merly belonged to the church, was presented to the Library 
for preservation by the Standing Committee, through Alfred 
Ewer, Treasurer. 

From Miss Lilian Freeman Clarke, Jamaica Plain, Mass., 
125 volumes and 559 pamphlets, comprising many United 
States documents and reports, library publications, theology 
and biography. 

From J. Templeman Coolidge, Esq., an album containing 
the portraits of prominent characters at the time of the 
French Commune of 1870, and fifteen photographs of views 
of Paris after the siege, 1870. 

From Messrs. Copeland and Day, thirty-two volumes of 
their current publications, in continuance of their practice of 
giving to the Library a copy of every book issued by them. 

From the Commission for directing geological and geo- 
eraphical investigations in Greenland, at Copenhagen, a 
nearly complete series of ‘“‘ Meddelelser om Gr¢nland,” a val- 
uable Danish government publication, embodying the results 
of all the Danish scientific researches made in Greenland. 

From Maj. Gen. John Watts de Peyster, Tivoli, New 
York, sixteen volumes of his writings, relating principally to 
the Waterloo campaign. 

From the Imperial University of Dorpat, Russia, fifteen 
dissertations on anthropology and ethnology, given in re- 
sponse to a request by the Library for material to be used in 
the list of books on these subjects, compiled by Prof. W. Z. 
Ripley, and to be published by the Library. 

From the German Patent Office (Kaiserliches Patentamt), 
Berlin, 5,517 numbers of the “ Patentschrift,” continuing 
the file of German patents, which have been sent gratui- 
tously to this Library by the German Government since 
1892. 

From Dr. D. D. Gilbert, Roxbury, thirty-four volumes, in- 
cluding a biographical dictionary in twelve volumes, Dr. 
Grew’s “ Cosmologia sacra,” and the Laws of Massachusetts, 
folio edition, 1789. 

From Miss Matilda Goddard, a fine copy of Binion’s 
“ Eoypt” in two folio volumes, and twenty-two volumes of 
“Current and passing events,” educational, scientific and 
national, made up of newspaper cuttings.

From the children of the late Dr. Benjamin Apthorp 
Gould of Cambridge, Mass., “without conditions or restric- 
tions,” 4,105 volumes, consisting mainly of scientific material 
relating to meteorology, astronomy and physics, especially 
concerning the Argentine Republic. Dr. Gould was evi- 
dently the recipient of many monographs on scientific sub- 
jects, the issues of various institutions and academies, which 
do not find their way into ordinary channels; and these form 
a considerable part of the gift, which includes also the 
Annals of the Argentine Scientific Society (Sociedad cien- 
tifica Argentina) in fifty volumes; the Annals of the 
Meteorological Office of the Argentine Republic (Oficina 
meteorolégica Argentina) in fifty volumes, and the Meteo- 
rological year-book of the Netherlands (Nederlandsch Meteo- 
rologisch Jaarboek) in twenty volumes. The gift as a whole 
is a distinct reénforcement to the Library, in a depart- 
ment of literature which it is hoped to develop systemati- 
cally. 

From the Commissioner of Patents of Great Britain, 222 
volumes, continuing the set of British patents, which exists 
unbroken upon the Library shelves from 1617 to the present 
time. 

From Augustus Hemenway, Esq., a very interesting copy 
of Bergomensis (Jacobus Philippus Foresti) ‘* Nouissime 
historiarum omnium repercussiones,’ printed in Venice, 
1502-1506. The book was purchased by Mr. Hemenway as 
a specimen of artistic binding, from a collection on exhibi- 
tion in this city last sprmg. ‘The binding is a copy or adap- 
tation of one executed by a Dutch artisan for Diane de 
Poitiers and consists of oak boards covered with calf and 
inlaid in colors in a pattern of geometrical design, with a 
monogram, a crown, interlaced crescents and the fleur-de-lis. 

From Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, forty-two vol- 
umes for the Galatea collection, also three manuscript letters 
of George ‘Ticknor to Mr. Stephen Higginson and Mrs. Hig- 
ginson, written from Europe in 1816, 

From His Majesty the King of Italy, two volumes, con- 
tinuing the military campaigns of Prince Eugene (‘* Cam- 
pagne del Principe Eugenio di Savoia’). 

From the Minister of Agriculture, Industry, and Com- 
merce, Italy, 177 volumes of most important statistical 
reports, relating to the industries, commerce, railroads, edu- 
cation, finance, posts and telegraphs of Italy. These various 
reports consist for the most part of material new to the 
Library, although some continue files which had lapsed for 
many years. They were obtained through the courtesy of 
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the Minister of Agriculture in response to a request made 
personally by the Librarian while in Rome. 

From Dr. B. Joy Jeffries, sixty-two volumes, chiefly medi- 
cal works (made up of three gifts), and two hundred and 
fifteen numbers. 

From George B. Knapp, Esq., 103 volumes (2 gifts) of 
history, biography and travel. 

From His Holiness Pope Leo XIII., the ninth volume of 
the folio edition of the works of Saint Thomas Aquinas 
(“Opera omnia iussu impensaque Leonis XIII., P.M.) of 
which the previous volumes were received in 1895 and 1896. 

From Hugh J. Leonard, Esq., New York City, the edition 
de luxe of his “Handbook of wrestling” published in 
1897. 

From a special donation given by Mrs. John A. Lewis 
there was purchased for the Lewis Collection a copy of 
Increase Mather’s “Solemn advice to young men,” printed 
in Boston in 1695, also the second part of the ‘“ New-Eng- 
land Magazine of knowledge and pleasure. By various 
authors. Printed and sold by Benjamin Mecom in Boston.” 
(1758), and of which the Lewis collection already contained 
Part 1. 

From the Duc de Loubat, through George H. Baker, Esq., 
_ Librarian of Columbia College, “Galerie américaine du 
Musée dethnographie du Trocadéro,” by E. T. J. Hamy, 
a magnificent representation on folio plates, with explanatory 
notes, of the American antiquities and ethnology contained in 
the Museum. 

From George R. R. Rivers, Esq., Milton, Mass., 207 vol- 
umes. This gift from Mr. Rivers contains the important set 
of Buffon’s “ Histoire naturelle,’ in 111 volumes, in the 
edition of 1798-1808. 

From Richard $. Simonds, Esq., the “ Gaceta de Madrid,” 
a daily newspaper, published at Madrid from 1877-18983, in 
sixty-two bound folio volumes. 

From Theodore Stanton, Esq., Paris, France, seventeen * 
volumes relating to the history of woman, for the Galatea 
collection. Many of these are of especial interest as being 
from the lbrary of Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton. 

From Dr. Franklin Bache Stephenson, U.S.N., Charles- 
town, 248 volumes of biography, theology, school books, and 
fourteen volumes of Dwight’s “ Journal of music ”’ ; also forty- 
four broadsides and one map. 

From C. A. M. Taber, Esq., of Wakefield, Mass., a Manu- 
script letter-book of John Rowe, 1759-62, containing the 
correspondence of a Boston merchant with his ship-masters. 
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From William C. Todd, Esq., of Atkinson, N. H., a file of 
the London “Times” from 1809 to the present day in 252 
volumes. The importance of this gift can hardly be over- 
estimated. It is an acquisition of which the Library may be 
justly proud, and although lacking the first twenty years (the. 
“Times ”? was begun under that name in 1788) the set covers 
the important period of the War of 1812 and the later. 
Napoleonic campaigns. ‘The Library was particularly fortu- 
nate in effecting the purchase for Mr. Todd through one of 
its London agents, as the opportunity for obtaining so large a 
file lessens each year, and rarely occurs except, as in this 
case, on the breaking up of an old institution. 

From Alfred T. Turner, Esq., Treasurer of the City of 
Boston, a valuable coliection of between 400 and 500 vol- 
umes of Boston City documents including thirty-two 
volumes of the “ Municipal register”? between the years 1851 
and 1894. 

The initial purchases of books for the 20th Regiment 
Alcove have been made this year by the Library under the 
direction of the Committee of the 20th Regiment Associa- 
tion. The 205 volumes bought at an outlay of $407.03 are 
chiefly regimental histories of troops serving in the civil 
war. 

From Robert Walcott, Esq., Cambridge, Mass., seventy 
volumes of rare classical works, including Fabricius, ‘* Biblio- 
theca Graeca 1721-28,” in fourteen volumes, and the follow- 
ing old folios: Estienne (Stephanus) “Thesaurus Greecae 
linguae ab Henrico Stephano constructus. (Geneva) 1572,” 
five vols.; Hornanus’s ‘“ Dictionarium Graeco-Latinum. 
Basileae, 1557,” and Scapula, ‘ Lexicon-Graeco-Latinum, 
1652.” 

From William B. Ware, Esq., thirty-four volumes of 
church music, mainly collections made by Lowell - Mason, 
George F. Root, and Loring B. Barnes, and published in 
Boston. 

From Mrs. A. C. Wheelwright, fifty-five volumes of 
general English literature, including a few old Boston and 
Cambridge imprints. 

From Messrs. James D. Law, Laurens Maynard, David 
McKay, Harrison $8. Morris, Herbert Small, Horace L. ‘Trau- 
bel and Francis H. Williams, a second instalment of books 
and pamplets for the Whitman collection. (The first instal- 
ment was made last year.) Also a large number of news- 
paper clippings, magazine articles and broadsides relating to 
Whitman from Dr. R. M. Bucke. 

From the Most Reverend John Joseph Williams, Arch- 
bishop of Boston, a set of the “ Acta Sanctae Sedis,” or Acts 
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of the Holy See, in twenty-eight volumes, published in Rome 
by the Society for Propagating the Faith. This is the official 
publication, issued periodically, containing the decisions, etc., 
of the Congregations and Commissions of the Roman College 
of Cardinals, advising or reporting to the Pope on various 
matters relating to the doctrine and practice of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

The set is indispensable to the student of Roman Catholic 
doctrine and practice, and the acquisition of it has been 
urgently desired by the Library. This fact having come to 
the attention of the Archbishop he generously ordered this 
set to be purchased, to be specially bound, and to be delivered 
to the Library as a gift from him. 

From Robert C. Winthrop, Jr., Esq., a volume comprising 
the first four parts of the “Suffolk Manorial Families,” re- 
lating exclusively to the Winthrops of Groton and families 
allied to them, a publication largely composed of matter 
nowhere else to be found in print.

It is not apparent that the reduction in the working day 
in this department (from ten to nine hours) has reduced the 
output. The present force, sixteen hands, is not sufficient, 
however, for the work to be done, and two more assistants 
(one forwarder and one sewer) have been asked for. 

The outside contract work (binding in cheaper form of 
branch books and old Lower Hall books) has comprised the 
binding of 13,929 volumes, as against 8,931 in 1896, at a 
total cost of $3,802.11; 7,862 of the above were branch 
books. 

During the year the contract with the outside binder has 
been revised. The material now called for Ginstead of a 
leather) is Holliston Grade E book cloth; and the authors 
and brief titles are lettered on the backs. Methods of sew- 
ing and other details have at the same time been improved. 
The result now secured is a binding more comely, cleaner 
and more durable. The lettering adds a great convenience. 
The cost is a fraction greater. 


CATALOGUES. 


As to the work of the Cataloguing Department during the 
year I quote very nearly verbatim the summary contained in 
the report of the Chief Cataloguer.

These surprising figures need the explanation that they 
stand in part for the large purchases of popular books for 
Stack 4, the branches and deposit stations. As these 
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are largely duplicates the work of the cataloguer is reduced 
to the minimum; 17,861 volumes represent the recata- 
loguing of old books rendered necessary by the receipt of 
new editions, or new copies given particularly for the special 
collections, — all this work tending to the clearing up of the 
card catalogue and bringing it up to the present standard. 
It is cheaper and less laborious to reprint these combined 
titles than to take out the cards from the catalogues and alter 
them. ‘This we owe to the reduction of cost brought about 
by the Linotype. Three thousand two hundred and eighty- 
one volumes of continuations of serials are included, also 
work on the Music collection, as hereafter detailed. 

The difference between the number of titles and volumes 
is explained by the duplicates already referred to and by long 
sets of periodicals recently catalogued. or example, in the 
case of the London “Times” lately received one title repre- 
sented 242 volumes. 

The cards placed in the various catalogues at the Central 
Library, as far as it has been found convenient to count them, 
number 95,783. Beginning early in the year the cards for 
the branch libraries were counted at each branch, and they 
are not entered in the above enumeration. 

Periodical Inst. — One of the most interesting publications 
of this department for many years is the list of periodicals, 
newspapers, transactions and other serial publications cur- 
rently received in the principal libraries of Boston and 
vicinity, which was published in May. The material fur- 
nished by the thirty-six lbraries interested was arranged, 
edited and printed, at this library, in a volume of 152 pages, 
(comprising over 5,600 titles), which has attracted wide 
attention and given a decided impulse to the movement for 
co-operation among librarians. 

The Higher Education of Women.— Another codperative 
undertaking has been edited and printed at this Library, bear- 
ing the title Contributions towards a bibliography of the 
higher education of women. ‘This lst was compiled by a 
committee of the Association of Collegiate Alumnz and 
edited by Miss Mary H. Rollins of the Cataloguing Depart- 
ment. ‘Two thousand copies were purchased by the Asso- 
ciation, the balance remaining for distribution by the 
Library. 

Bibliography of Boston. — Still another codperative under- 
taking is the list of the publications of the Town of Boston, 
which began to appear in the Bulletin of February, 1898. 
Here is collected a record of documents found in the Boston 
Public Library, the Massachusetts State Library, the Boston 
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Atheneum, and the libraries of Harvard University, the 
American Antiquarian Society and the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society. ‘This list was prepared by the Chief Cataloguer 
in part from material furnished at the request of the Library 
by Mr. Edwin M. Bacon. It is intended as the first instal- 
ment of a Bibliography of Boston, for which the titles are 
mostly at hand. 

While the special lists of books published from time to 
time by this Library are valuable as revealing what it has on 
any given subject, they are still more useful in indicating 
what is lacking, to be supplied by purchase or by gifts. 

The Annual Inst. — This year marks the beginning of a 
new and significant enterprise, namely, the Annual List of 
additions to the Library. ‘Lhis list contains over six thousand 
titles selected from the monthly bulletins from January, 1896, 
to October, 1897, inclusive. 

In adopting the Linotype for the printing of its catalogues, 
it has been the purpose of the Library from the beginning to 
repeat these catalogues in various forms, by using the solid 
lines of types or “slugs” of this machine, retaining them 
for this purpose after their first use. The Annual List is 
attractive and popular, and the experiment has proved a 
success. 

The preparation of this lst has been in the hands of the 
Editor of Library Publications, seconded by the Chief of the 
Printing Department. 

The Bulletin. — Under the charge of these same officers the 
Monthly Bulletin has appeared regularly. Besides the titles 
of new books the Bulletin has contained lists of books on the 
Eastern question since the Turko-Russian war of 1877 and 
1878, and on the Yukon gold fields and Alaska. The latter 
list, which was prepared by Mr. Murdoch, proved timely and 
popular, and a second edition was called for. 

The Chamberlain Autographs.— A description of the 
Chamberlain collection of autographs, now in this Library, 
has been edited by Mr. Swift, from material furnished by 
Mr. Edwin M. Bacon, and was published in April last. 

Other Lists.— A Supplement to the English Prose 
Fiction List of 1893 has been printed; also a new select list 
of books for younger readers. A card catalogue of books 
sent out on deposit has been prepared. 

Science. — Mr. Murdoch’s work for the year on catalogues 
of works of science is summed up as follows:

Lists Nos. 1 and 4 are completed. Any additions to these 
lists in future will represent actual new accessions. » 

One thousand seven hundred and forty-six titles of List 4 
have been compared with the catalogues of this Library. Of 
these, 443 were found to be in both libraries, 1,303 in the 
library of the Society only. When the work of examination 
is extended to the other libraries in this vicinity there will 
be at hand the basis of a co-operative movement of great 
importance. 

The Galatea Collection.— A List of the Galatea collection 
of books relating to the history of women, given to this 
Library by Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, will be pub- 
lished in the Bulletin for March, 1898. The titles of these 
books have been added to the card catalogues. They num- 
ber 1,066 volumes, counting composite volumes as one. 

The Codman Collection. — The collection of books on land- 
scape gardening, given to this Library by Mr. and Mrs. James 
M. Codman, has been catalogued, and the cards are in the 
hands of the printer. This collection numbers 691 volumes. 

Mistorical Fiction. — During the year the Historical Fic- 
tion list has been continued by Mrs. Seaver, from material 
collected by her and by the chief of the department. The 
cards for Italy, Greece, ancient and modern, Persia and As- 
syria are ready for revision. 

Newspapers. — A temporary card catalogue of the bound 
volumes of newspapers has been prepared under the super-

Military LInbrary.— The books on the Civil war given 
to this Library by the Twentieth Regiment of Massachusetts 
Infantry, through its committee, have been catalogued by 
Miss Barlow, and considerable work has been done on the 
revision of our own collection of like material. 

Miscellaneous .Work.— The transfer of many thousand | 
volumes to different shelves in the new Library building has 
thrown much labor on the Catalogue and Shelf Departments. 

The work of clearing the catalogues of the cards for books 
lost or worn out has been continued. ‘Two thousand two 
hundred and sixty-five cards were taken from the Stack 4 


*Mr. Murdoch has devoted a portion of his time to the systematic examination of 
the resources of the neighboring collections of scientific literature, and the actual 
transcription of titles from their catalogues, in order to avoid unnecessary duplica- 
tion of material in purchases for the Public Library. 
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catalogue in the months of February, March and April alone. 
In this task aid has been given by the Issue Department. 

Special Libraries. — Duplicate sets of cards are furnished 
for the collections of books in the Special Libraries’ Depart- 
ment. Mr. Fleischner is having the titles in the Thayer col- 
lection cut from the printed catalogues and mounted on ecards. 
He has also prepared a selected list of books in the Boston 
Public Library recommended for reading in connection with 
the illustrated lectures ‘on historic art given by James Fred- 
erick Hopkins, Director of Drawing in the Boston Public 
Schools. This list was printed in the syllabus of this course 
of lectures. 

Work Begun — Music. — During the year Mr. Hunt has 
catalogued of the Allen A. Brown collection 4,658 volumes 
and 2,157 parts, with a total of 6,333 titles, and has also 
recatalogued 76 volumes with 67 titles. The number of 
volumes catalogued since the beginning is 12,967, with 
12,000 titles; also 13,045 parts. Since Mr. Brown is con- 
stantly adding to his collection the end recedes as Mr. Hunt 
advances ; but he confidently hopes to finish the cataloguing 
of the collection and to have most, if not all, of the titles in 
the general catalogue, and practically ready to print in book 
form during the present year. 

Codperative Indexing of Scientific Periodicals. — Arrange- 
ments have been made for the codperative indexing of cer- 
tain scientific serials by the following libraries: The Boston 
Public Library, the Columbia University, the Harvard Uni- 
versity Library, the John Crerar Library of Chicago, and the 
New York Public Library. The lst at the outset comprises 
some 184 serials not elsewhere indexed. They may be classi- 
fied as follows: 

General (the more important learned societies), 74; Soci- 
ology and Political science, 21; Anthropology and Ethnology, 
10; Archeology, 12; Philology, 15; Oriental studies, 7; 
Geography, 10; History, 12; Philosophy, 8; and the balance 
scattering. Publications devoted exclusively to the natural 
and mathematical sciences have not been included, as they 
will come within the scope of the Royal Society Index, which 
is to begin in 1900. ‘The editing and printing of this Index 
will be under the direction of the Publishing Section of the 
American Library Association. The index entries begin 
with the volume current on January 1, 1898. The results 
come to each of the five codperating libraries in card form 
(two copies of each card), and are available to other institu- 
tions on payment of a moderate subscription. The first in- 
stalments of copy have been sent to Mr. William C, Lane, the 
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editor. Mr. Murdoch is in charge of the indexing to be done 
by this Library. | 

Social Reform. — A list of works on certain questions of 
the day, economic and social, compiled by Miss Rollins, is 
partly in type. 

Anthropology and Kthnology. — Professor W. Z. Ripley, 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, has compiled 
a list of works on the Geographical anthropology of Europe, 
which will be submitted to other scholars for suggestions, 
and, on its final revision by the Library editor, will be pub- 
lished by this Library. 

Library Buildings. — Ten years ago this Library issued a 
list of the pictures and plans of library buildings in this and 
other countries. This was a record of the material collected 
by this Library, and also an index to what had been pub- 
lished in architectural periodicals. This list having proved 
of service to those planning libraries, a new and much en- 
larged edition has been prepared by the chief of the depart- 
ment. 

Biography. — A list of collected biographies in this Library 
has been undertaken. 

- Historical Documents.-—:‘The pamphlet to contain the text 
of the four great historical documents, forming the four 
large tablets in the Chamberlain series, is in the press. 

The Branch Inbraries. — Finding lists for all the branches 
were printed during the year, bringing their record of new 
books up to the time when a common shelf-number was given 
to the same books in these different libraries, thus enabling 
all to use the same catalogue. Early in the coming year a 
new joint Finding List of new books can be printed. By a 
new arrangement the past year the cataloguing of books for 
the branches is now done at the Central Library, and not at 
the branches. An author-card is kept by the Catalogue 
Department at the Central Library, to which department an 
acknowledgment is returned for books and cards received by 
the branches. The experiment of printing titles instead of 
writing them has proved a success. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


There were issued 1,038 pages of printed matter during 
the past year as against 560 during the preceding. The pub- 
lications issued, as tabulated by the editor, Mr. Swift, are as

The fortune of these publications in use, distribution and 
sale has varied greatly. The Annual List, the Periodical . 
List and the Monthly Bulletins have been distributed free to 
nearly one thousand persons and institutions on our Exchange 
List. Of the Chamberlain Pamphlet 577 copies were so dis- 
tributed, and of the Bibliography of the Higher Education of 
Women, £08 copies ; of the English Fiction Supplement, 309. 
The Monthly Bulletins (distributed free to all applicants) 
meet with ready interest; and beginning with the January 
(1898) issue the monthly edition was enlarged from 5,000 to 
7,500 copies. Of the publications for which a charge is made 
only the Annual List and the Y List have found ready sale. 
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The end of the year finds the edition of the latter, issued at 
the beginning, very nearly exhausted. The Annual List is 
at the “reserve ” point within three months of its date of 
issue. But the sale of this has been effected through unusual 
efforts to interest the individual reader. 

The English Fiction supplement, however, the Higher Ed- 
ucation List and the Periodical List, have sold almost not at 
all. The two former were let take the usual course. But in 
the case of the Periodical List a special effort was made. A 
circular, descriptive of the scope of the list and suggestive of 
its value, was sent to every member of the faculties of Har- 
vard University, Boston University, Tufts College, the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology and Boston College; and 
copies for distribution to the librarians of seven other of the 
higher institutions of learning throughout New England. 
This circular contained also a description of other Library pub- 
lications, and a reference to the system of inter-lbrary loans. 
Copies of the Serial List were, by permission, placed for sale 
at Harvard, the Institute, Boston University and Tufts 
College. 

The additional suggestion was made (in the circulars ) that 
this list represented an undertaking at great labor and con- 
siderable expense, in the interest of the higher learning, and 
that its failure to interest the scholars associated with the 
higher institutions of learning would tend to discourage such 
undertakings hereafter. 

The total sale of the Periodical List has reached to date 
but 146 copies. Of the Higher Education List, but thirty- 
four copies have been sold. T’wo thousand copies of this were, 
however, subscribed for by the Association of Intercollegiate 
Alumne. 

And yet the cheapness of paper to-day is such that the 
bare possibility of sale advises the printing of a large first 
edition of such untried publications rather than to risk the 
expense of resetting the forms for a later second run, when 
the presses can ill be spared from other work. 

But it will be noticed that only a portion of the cataloguing 
enterprises of the Library involve publication, with its uncer- 
tainties. The great bulk of the work of the department goes 
to strengthen the card catalogue. This work is less osten- 
tatious. It advertises less the Library abroad. But it is 
certain, it involves no waste, and it is durable. 

The number of publications distributed free of charge by 
this Library during the year has reached 83,282 copies. ‘This 
includes 5,305 copies of Annual Reports and 11,242 of the 
Rules and Regulations. The total amount realized from sales 
during the year was but $441.30. 
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PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


As last year the work of the Printing Department has 
included a mass of work not implied in the list of ordinary 
library publications. As stated by the Chief of the Printing 
Office: 

“The output of the department continues to include prac- 
tically all of the printed work of the Library (except that 
from intaglio, lithographic and heliotypic plates, the printing 
of which constitutes special trades), amongst which may be 
mentioned : 

“Cards for the Card Catalogue: 3,000 forms, equalling 
15,000 titles as counted by this department, 7.e., ‘main 
cards,’ whether with one title more or less to the card. Ref- 
erence cards (and other mere duplicates so far as the work of 
this department is concerned, numbering from eight to ten 
for each ‘main card’), are not included. It is expected 
that the printing of the cards representing the Allen A. 
Brown Collection of Music will considerably increase this 
amount during the coming year. 

‘Oards for the Card Catalogues at the branches: Sixty- 
three forms, equalling 544 titles (with reference cards and 
other duplicates amounting to from fifty to sixty to each 
‘main card’). 

“Call slips (of eight kinds), 2,290,475. 

“Stationery: Currently consumed stocks of all kinds, 
363,507. 

“ Blank books, 117. 

‘“‘ Circulars, ete., 9,354. 

“Signs, etc., 1,394.” 

The equipment of the department has been improved by 
the addition of a one-half-medium Colt’s Armory Press. 

The second linotype, taken originally on lease, was last 
May purchased outright. 

The use of the linotype for such work as ours is matter 
of general concern to the library profession. At the Inter- 
national Conference of librarians held at London last sum- 
mer there were accordingly exhibited by us examples of the 
work of the machine, with a pamphlet compiled by the chief 
of our office, descriptive of our experience with it to that 
date. Both exhibit and description awakened decided in- 
terest. 


REGISTRATON. 
Appendix VI., as last year, relates to the card-holders in 


the library. The tables classifying the persons holding cards, 
by sex, by age, by occupation and by residence (as between 
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the several districts of the city) will be found both interest- 
ing and significant. The statistics as to the distribution of 
card-holders throughout the city are more graphically indi- 
cated in the map to which I have previously referred, which 
has been prepared to show (1) the library system as it stands 
to-day, representing facilities; and (2) the percentage of 
card-holders to the entire population in each ward, indi- 
cating the relative amount to which the facilities have been 
taken advantage of. The report of the Supervisor of 
Branches contains some comment upon these figures, which 
is worthy of consideration. 

The total number of active (“live”) cards outstanding 
January 31, 1898, was 64,9738, as against 45,606 outstanding 
February 1, 1897, showing a gain of 19,367 card-holders 
during the year. This means that on January 31, 1898, 424 
per cent. more ‘persons stood qualified to draw books for 
home use than stood qualified on February 1, 1897. 

The gross number of present active card-holders exceeds, 
I beleve, the number reported by any public library, except 
the system known as the New York Free Circulating Libra- 
ries. 

During the past year pupils’ cards have for the first time 
been issued under Article I., section 2, clause 4, of the Rules 
and Regulations. The provision does not specify a lower 
age limit; but the issue will be confined for the present to 
the ages between ten and twelve (twelve years being the 
minimum for the ordinary card). 

Six additional educational institutions have entered into 
agreements with the Trustees to be responsible for books 
taken for home use by their non-resident students, thus 
making thirty-seyen such institutions now on the list. 


USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


I. — Reference Use. 


As stated in my last annual report (pp. 39-40), full sta- 
tistics of reference use are no longer possible nor attempted. 
The general testimony of the custodians of the various refer- 
ence departments is that the volume of use has perceptibly 
increased. ‘This is true in the Bates Hall Reading-room, in 
the Periodical and Newspaper-rooms, and in general through- 
out the central building. It is also true at the branch libra- 
ries, where the introduction of “open shelves” and the 
display of the periodicals upon the tables have added attract- 
iveness to reference as against home use. 
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On twelve Sundays of the year an account was taken of 
the persons entering the Central Library building between 2 
o'clock and 6 o’clock, P.M. The smallest number on any 
one day was 1,541 (July 18th); the largest was 5,309 
(February 27th, 1898; the count began with March 7, 1897, 
and over-ran the fiscal year). The average per Sunday was 
3,060; and the total for the twelve Sundays was 42,731. 
Of these 33,543 were adults and 9,188 children. ; 

A count for a single week has been taken for the week 
~ ending March 5, 1898. It resulted as follows:

Deductions must be made for mere “ visitors; but the 
proportion of such on week days is not in fact very great. 
The week selected was in a season of heavy use. But an 
inference that, on the average the year round, 30,000 persons 
a week enter the Central Library building, and that of these 
the large majority come to use in some way, the collections in 
the Library would not be unjust. 

Special Libraries.— The activities of the Special Libraries’ 
Department have advanced in scope and volume since last 
year. ‘The visits of classes and clubs for the study of mate- 
rial in the Fine Art collections (chiefly photographs) so far 
as recorded have included the

But the informal use by teachers and pupils (e.g., of the pub- 
lic schools), especially on Saturday, is not recorded. 

The Allen A. Brown Collection of Music was made gen- 
erally accessible, with an attendant in charge, beginning in 
October last. To it were removed the current numbers of 
important musical periodicals. Since the room has been open 
the display on the tables from week to week of scores repre- 
sented in the Symphony and other important concerts has 
added a special interest to students. 

Exhibits have been continued on appropriate occasions ; 
sometimes of material owned by the Library, at other times 
of material specially loaned for the purpose. Among these 
exhibits have been the following as reported by the Custo- 
dian of the department. ‘These are in addition to periodical 
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exhibits of photographs and plates selected out of the Library 
collection and displayed for a week or a fortnight at a time. 

Special exhibitions have been given in the Barton room ; 
i.e, others than .the regular exhibitions of photographs, 
which are changed every week, as follows: 

February 14. Kelmscott Press publications. Complete 
set of sixty-five volumes from the Library collection, and loans 
by Messrs. F. W. French, F. H. Day, F. W. Lee, etc.; also 
photographs of Kelmscott Manor. 

February 22. Loan collection of Washington portraits, 
loaned by Mr. George R. Barrett. 

March 13. Photographs of buildings on Copley square, 
and plans in connection with the movement for the in- 
provement of the square. 

April 3-19. Industrial arts in connection with Arts and 
Crafts Exhibition. 

Book-plates by Boston artists. Loans by Messrs. H. 8. 
Rowe, IF. J. Libbie, R. Lichtenstein, and direct contributions 
by living artists. 

Book-bindings. Examples loaned by Mrs. John L. Gard- 
ner, and by Messrs. F. W. French, A. L. Hollingsworth, C. 
H. Taylor, Jr., F. H. Day, ete. 

April 22. Loan exhibition by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
the Youth’s Companion and Prang & Co. Lithographs, prints 
and drawings showing modern methods of illustrating books, 
in connection with the Massachusetts Library Club meeting 
and lectures by Mr. W. S. Scudder and Mr. Louis Prang; 
and a lecture by Mrs. H. J. Carter on travelling exhibitions 
of pictures. 

June 10. _ Autographs, views and books in connection 
with the transfer of the Bradford manuscript. 

July 10. Maps and books, views, ete., for Cabot celebration. 

October 4. Portraits, drawings, etc., in celebration of the 
400th anniversary of the birth of Hans Holbein. 

October 15. Original drawings and paintings for book 
illustration by Howard Pyle, E. H. Garrett, Eric Pape, Van 
Muyden, Myrbach, ete. Loaned by Little, Brown & Co., 
Roberts Bros., and by the artists themselves. 

November 12. Hollyer photographs of the English Pre- 
Raphaelite school. 

December 6. Complete set of photographs of the Par- 
thenon frieze and other views of the Acropolis of Athens. 

December 20. Photographs of Nativities. 

January 1. American mural decorations. 

But the above list represents but a portion of the ‘service 
to which the collections of the Fine Art Department are 
put. During the past year portfolios of photographs and 
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process reproductions (mounted plates of the Klassischer 
Bilderschatz and Klassischer Sculpturenschatz and other 
cheap series, dissected for the purpose) have been made up 
and sent out to the branches and to certain of the public 
schools, where they are either displayed for a time onthe 
walls, or used to illustrate some subject in art or history, or 
geography under study at the time. One such portfolio may 
illustrate Venice, another the art of Ancient Greece, ete. 
The cost of this material is shght in proportion to the service 
it renders and the enthusiastic interest it awakens; and the 
field offers tempting opportunities for extension. 

At the Central Library it is increasingly difficult to con- 
trive suitable space for persons coming in groups to consult 
this material. The ordinary use of the several collections on 
the Special Libraries’ floor is encroaching on the rear wing ; 
and unless by a folding partition or similar device a space be 
set off for the use of clubs and classes, they can hardly be 
accommodated without inconvenience to ordinary readers. 
To the need of class-rooms there should be added the need 
of a lecture hall—a room capable of seating an audience 
of from 400 to 600 persons. Already the Library has had 
the tender of competent lecturers who would interest the 
public in much material that could not otherwise or so effec- 
tively be brought to notice. Since the nominal date of this 
report, one such lecture (under the auspices of the Unity 
Art Club) has been given, on the Art of Ancient Greece. 
The audience so outnumbered the capacity of the only room 
available (the Barton-Ticknor) that the lecture had to be 
repeated. An audience of 500 persons can readily be secured 
for any such occasion. : 

It is exceedingly to be hoped, therefore, that in course of 
time a provision may be made for class and special study- 
rooms and for a lecture-hall of reasonable proportions. 

Newspaper-room.— The use of the Newspaper-room is as 
large and as nearly continuous as that of almost any other 
single reference department. ‘The number of readers at one 
time now exceeds 200 (on March 28, 1897, e.9., at 6 
P.M., it was 225 persons, of whom 189 were reading the 
American papers and 36 the foreign, while in Bates Hall the 
maximum at one time, January 22,4 P.M., was 256); and 
the attendance is surprisingly large during hours when the 
other departments are comparatively deserted. At the be- 
ginning of the winter, placards, calling attention to the exist- 
ence of this Reading-room and its resources, were printed and 
distributed to the leading Boston hotels. These notices state 
that the room is free, that there are over 300 newspapers on 
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file, and append a list of the places represented. These 
placards were generally accepted, and now hang in the lob- 
bies of fifteen hotels. They have doubtless attracted to the 
room many strangers who would otherwise have remained 
ignorant of its existence. 

The number of papers now currently taken is 319. Of 
these 181 are published in America in English; 20 pub- 
lished here in foreign languages. ‘Thirty-nine are English 
papers, published in England; twelve published in English, 
outside of England and the United States. The remainder, 
sixty-seven, are foreign papers, in foreign languages. 

Children’s room. — The service rendered by the Children’s 
department at the Central Library is something more than 
the merely kindly and stimulating service of suggesting and 
supplying wholesome general reading. A very considerable 
amount of reference work is carried on in this room and in 
the Patent-room and Bates Hall under the guidance of the 
Custodian of the Children’s room. School children having 
topics requiring special research commonly apply to this de- 
partment for aid; and the aid given is the more effective 
from the cordial relation already established in the use of the 
miscellaneous collection. The influence of this department 
is not to be reckoned in figures ; but it is apparent to even the 
most casual observer. And in sustaining and extending it, 
the bequest of Mr. John C. Paige, when it comes to be avail- 
able, may achieve a service that falls to few. gifts for public uses. 

The department needs more space and greater seclusion. 
The present room, besides being a passageway, is thrust too 
much upon the attention of the mere sight-seers. The re- 
moval of the Patent Collection, as is proposed, to a gallery 
in the Newspaper-room, would at least add to the space for 
children’s use and secure a partial seclusion. 

Loss of Books. — The loss of books in the reference de- 
partments continues slight in volume, although in instances 
aggravating in character. The total number of books 
“missing ”’ from the Bates Hall reference shelves (some 8,000 
volumes ) on January 31, 1898, is forty-six. The most of these 
are small text-books and hand-manuals. A few are volumes 
from sets. None are costly to replace. Mutilation is occa- 
sionally discovered in more costly works, and is more difficult 
to forgive. A volume is often taken away with intent to 
return it after use; but mutilation indicates a deliberate 
intent at final expropriation, and thus more conclusively a 
moral turpitude. It indicates, moreover, a defiance of that 
ordinary regard for the integrity of a book as a book, a rem- 
nant of which is apt to reside in the ordinary book-thief. 
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The loss of books from the “open shelves ” in the Circu- 
lating departments (the Children’s room at the Central 
Library, and the main rooms at the branches) has, however, 
reached several hundred volumes. Many of these books are 
(as we have proved) taken by small children in ignorance of 
the rules, and then withheld in terror of the penalty. But 
the number has come to be so large that measures have been 
adopted at the branches to control more effectively the exits 
from the Delivery room. 

Bates Hall. —'There is little special to the year which can 
be reported as to the operation of this department. The use 
grows in volume and in seriousness; but it cannot. be tabu- 
lated. As an indication of the range of inquiry made of the 
officials at this pomt, the Custodian of the hall and 
the officer at the centre desk have kept a memorandum of the 
subjects as to which information was asked during the past 
few weeks. Although routine and oft-repeated subjects have 
been omitted, the list numbers several hundred topics. Irom 
it I have selected at random some two score, which I append 
below. ‘The mental agility requisite to cope with such a 
diversity of inquiry in quick succession is indicated by even 
so brief a list. 

Some of the subjects on which information has recently 
been asked at the Boston Public Library: 

A Lantern of the 14th century; Statistics of gas and 
water in large cities; Statistics of females employed in fac- 
tories; Coat of arms of Florence; Motor engines; Libby 
prison; Date of eruption of Krakatoa; Method for the 
cornet; ‘Toasts; Egyptian customs; What Irishmen have 
done for the country; Feldspar; Date of the building of the 
Tower of London; Inventions; The Stock Exchange; A 
poem for April and June; Warships; Is a territory repre- 
sented in Congress? Ornamental alphabets; Number of 
deserters durimg Civil war; Art of the 15th century; 
Japanese mythology ; Picture of Traddles; Origin of num- 
bers; House furnishing; Agricultural statistics of Georgia ; 
Plumbing in the Roman towns; Price of a 100-trip ticket 
to Wellesley; Cultivation of coffee; Glue and mucilage 
making; The first Thanksgiving; Toleration act of Mary- 
land; Sleep; Government of Ireland; A Turkish Bible in 
German; Fluctuations of cotton in 1895; Account of the 
“Blessing of the Bay”; Defence of mathematics; Manu- 
facture of fibre goods; Dutch painters of 19th century; 
Chateaux in France; The Tersanctus; Emancipation in 
the West Indies; Pierre de Provence; Popular election of 
United States senators; Maya language; Vestal virgins; 
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Training of wild animals; By-laws for a manufacturing cor- 
poration; Physical culture; Springs ; Religious orders; The 
alpaca. 

Delays. — The delivery of books to readers in Bates Hall 
is not yet as rapid nor as effectiveas it should be. It is true 
that the readers themselves are guilty of frequent inac- 
curacies which render precision in delivery very difficult. 
Of the mishaps recorded during the past year 747 were 
accounted for by the omission of the reader’s name on the 
call-slips; and 1,973 more by the omission of the table num- 
bers; 405 cases were traced to errors in the Library records, 
imperfection in the mechanism of transmission or carelessness 
on the part of the library attendants. The fact that in 9,929 
eases the applicants were not to be found at the tables when 
the books were brought may indicate further negligence on 
the part of readers; but it may also suggest that the delivery 
had been delayed beyond the patience of the applicants. 

That delays do occur beyond those recorded is well known 
to the administration. They cannot be obviated fully until 
increased facilities for issue be provided by the improvements 
on the Blagden street wing, for which plans have been drawn 
and funds requested. ‘These improvements involve among 
other changes the widening of the “ tube-room.” through the 
present Librarian’s office, a system of intercommunication 
between the stacks; and a service elevator. Perfection in 
service cannot perhaps be hoped for under a system of 
arrangement which attempts to consolidate the two species of 
demand represented by Home Use and Reference Use. But 
the changes proposed would certainly better present condi- 
tions to the great advantage of each class of readers. 


. IT. — Home Use. 


Appendix VII. gives the number of books circulated for 
home use during the past year from each department of the 
Library, and compares this with suchcirculation for the year 
1896. 

From this table it appears that the circulation for home use 
in 1897 compared with that for 1896, is as follows:

In certain departments, however, the gain has been dis- 
proportionate; in the Children’s department at the Central 
Library it has been nearly 30 per cent.; 78,005 volumes have 
been issued from this room for home use during the past year. 
The circulation of the West End Branch has increased in a 
like ratio, and now exceeds by 30 per cent. the circulation of 
any other branch library. 

Charging System.— By charging systems of the older 
type the borrower was required to write his name and ad- 
dress upon every slip presented by him in application for a 
book. ‘The more modern systems accept his signature in the 
original registration as sufficient to cover his use of the 
library during the life of his card; and permit him to 
identify himself upon his applications for books by his card 
number in leu of his name and address. The older system 
had been continuously in use in this Library until last year. 
Beginning with last June, however, it was discarded for the 
new. A further change was the return to the readers of the 
application slips, which formerly had constituted the record of 
issue. This record is now made by the Issue Desk attend--— 
ants upon an independent ship. ‘The slips returned to the 
applicant form a convenient memorandum of the call-num- 
bers of the books required and may be used over again. 

Unsatisfied Applications for Books. —I1 quote from the 
report of the Chief of the Issue Department: 

“To workers in a large library it is evident that there 
must always be a large shifting mass of books, volumes on 
their way from or to the shelves. To readers it is not always: 
clear why books are not available for issue when it cannot be 
said that they are charged out. In the January (1898) report 
for the Issue Department, a full statement was given of the 
results of an investigation of such unsatisfied applications 
made during one month, December 11, 1897, to January 11, 
1898. Reference is made to the statistics in that report. 

“ Complaint Slips.—In February, 1897, a form of slip 
was adopted, of which the following is a copy:

“These slips were placed in the call-slip boxes and have 
also been handed out to each borrower when definite explana- 
tion of the failure of the application could not be given. 

“ From February, 1897, to September 17, 1897, these slips 
were destroyed after each complaint had been investigated, 
and such action taken as seemed feasible. 

“ Beginning September 17, 1897, through January 31, 
these slips have been kept and, from time to time, have been 
submitted to you for inspection. They have then been filed. 
The following is the record from September 17, 1907 to 
February 1, 1898:

The work of the Issue Department involved in the recovery 
of books over-detained and in the collection of penalties is by 
no means small in proportions nor shght in difficulty. The 
number of “ mail notices ” sent out from the Central Library 
in 1897 was 8,023; the number of messenger notices, 737 ; 
the net amount collected (including payments for eighty- 
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two volumes lost by the borrowers) «vas $3,001. Only sixty- 
nine volumes were unrecovered of 388,489 circulated from 
this department for home use. ‘This statistic, it is to be 
remembered, is under a system which requires no guarantor, 
but in effect limits its recourse to the card-holder himself. 

The above work, and other work, incidental to issue, raising 
questions as to the standing of card-holders, requires con- 
stant reference from the Issue to the Registration Depart- 
ments. The departments are at present too remote; and 
should the funds be available for the improvements planned 
on the Blagden-street wing, a space must, if possible, be con- 
trived for the Registration-desk in a corner of the Delivery 
room. 

Branches and Stations. — As to the work of the branches 
and stations I again refer to the report of the Supervisor, 
appended. 


SERVICE. 


The Library has sustained a loss during the past year of 
one of its most faithful associates, — José Francisco Carret, 
who died on December 8, 1897. A record of Mr. Carret’s 
twenty-two years of service in the Library would be extended 
here had not such a record been published in full and widely 
distributed in the January (1898) Bulletin. 

Resignations have occurred in several of the departments. 
The most important position left vacant in this way is that 
of Supervisor of Branches, Mr. Wellman having accepted the 
position of librarian over ‘the Public Library of Brookline. 
His work as supervisor has been in a high degree competent, 
energetic and tactful; and his year and a half of effort has 
resulted in a marked progress towards the organization of 
our outlying system upon an efficient basis. , 

His resignation will take effect from May 30. 

Appointments. —'The most important appointments have 
been to the custodianships of the Brighton and the East 
Boston Branches. ‘To the former (after a temporary provi- 
sion) Miss Martha N. Hobart (formerly of the Branch Divi- 
sion at the Central Library) has definitely been transferred ; 
and to the latter Miss Elen O. Walkley was appointed on 
July 1, 1897, after an open examination for the position held 
on May 4. 

Examinations. — Six general and eleven special examina- 
tions were held during the year. One hundred and _ fifty-six 
papers were received, sixty-one from male applicants, ninety- 
five from female. 
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The total number of appointees to the force have been 
thirty-three, of which fifteen were male, eighteen female, 
classified as follows :

On April 16 you voted it the opinion of the Board that 
when funds shall permit the position of Custodian in the 
Branch libraries should be regraded in Grade A. 

International Conference of Librarians. — For the purpose 
of attending the International Conference of Librarians at 
London, for certain purchases (including the purchase of 
photographs above described), and for other library business 
I was absent from Boston from May 6 until July 24 last. 
During this absence the conduct of executive work, except 
as the responsibility was taken directly by the Trustees, fell 
chiefly upon Mr. Whitney and Mr. Savage. After Mr. 
Whitney’s departure in June for the Conference (which he 
also attended at your request), that work until my return 
fell almost entirely upon Mr. Savage. The responsibility 
for the conduct of each department within itself was left 
howeyer with its chief. 

That the administration of the Library as a whole moved 
so smoothly is evidence of the interest, efficiency and devo- 
tion of those thus variously responsible. And in general I 
have excellent reason to be grateful for associates who are 
so ready to receive suggestion and so cheerful, so earnest, 
and so competent to carry it out. 

The statistics themselves show that various departments 
— for instance, the Ordering, the Catalogue and Shelf, and 
the Special Libraries — have, during the past year, been called 
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upon for work unusual in volume or in character or in both ; 
and this all has been undertaken with a cordiality of interest 
that seems only to increase with the new demands. Where 
every responsible official is so zealous to do what he may to 
enlarge and better the service, I hesitate to select out any 
one for special mention. It would be unfair, however, to 
omit a special reference to the service rendered by Mr. Whit- 
ney. In December, 1896, he,was Chief of the Catalogue 
Department. On January 1, 1897, he took upon him the 
additional care and responsibility of the Shelf Department. 
' And since that time, without increase of salary or of privi- 
leges, he has conducted both these departments. His services 
in recommending books for purchase have taken him outside 
the routine even of these departments and outside of the 
Library day. During my absences from Boston, including the 
major portion of my absence in Europe he has served in 
addition as Acting Librarian. For twenty-eight years he had 
not, I believe, taken more than the regular library vacation 
when in May last you requested him to attend the London 
Conference and voted him two months’ leave of absence for 
the purpose in addition to the regular library vacation. He 
attended the Conference, but was back at his desk before the 
two months with vacation had expired. Since I took office 
there have been various occasions on which special difficul- 
ties of administration have occurred, — incidental, for instance, 
to a resignation or reorganization. In no instance has Mr. 
Whitney failed to assume or to offer to assume additional bur- 
den for the sake of relieving me or of saving expense to the 
Library. 

And I must not fail to express my most hearty gratitude 
to the Trustees as a Board for the consideration with which 
they have treated such recommendations as I have had 
occasion to lay before them from time to time; and to them 
individually for the attention which during my somewhat 
lengthy absence of last summer they gave to details of 
administration with which in ordinary course they ought not 
properly to be troubled.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF 
BRANCHES. AND STATIONS. 


To the Librarian : 
EXTENT OF THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 
[See Librarian’s Report. ] 


I append to this report a map showing the location of the 
various branches and stations. In each ward are entered 
figures furnished by the Registration Department showing 
the proportion of card-holders to the population. In con- 
sidering the location of the stations in connection with these 
figures, other factors besides the extent of territory and the 
number of inhabitants must be borne in mind, — such as the 
density of the population, its distribution on avenues of 
communication, its character — whether poor, or foreign or 
intelligent. | 

In general the proportion of card-holders to population is 
smallest in the districts to the north and east of the Central 
Library, which contain a large mixture of foreigners; it is 
largest in the immediate vicinity of the Central Library ; 
grows smaller again to the south, where a poor population ex- 
tends as far as Roxbury ; it Increases again at Roxbury, and 
remains large throughout the suburban districts beyond. 

The four districts with the smallest proportion of card- 
holders to population are: The North End (Ward 6), .0392 ; 
East Boston (Wards 1, 2), .0654; Charlestown (Wards 3, 
4,5), .0709, and South Boston (Wards 13, 14,15), .0757. 
It is naturally smallest in Ward 6, which has probably the 
largest foreign element. The district is not badly circum- 
stanced as regards library facilities, having access to the 
West End Branch, having a delivery of books from the 
Central Library to the Girls’ grammar school, and soon to 
have a similar delivery to the Boys’ grammar school. 

At East Boston the case is different; its needs are fully 
borne out by these statistics. With the exception of the 
small area at the North End mentioned above, East Boston 
has the smallest percentage of card-holders to population of 
any similar district in the city. It is noteworthy, also, that 
the ward in which the branch is situated has a proportion of 
card-holders but .0509, against .0802 in Ward 1, extending 
some three miles to the north-east. These facts strengthen 
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the contention that the branch should be moved northward, 
and emphasize the desirability, pointed out in my last report, 
of placing a station in the further end of Ward 1. 

In South Boston, similarly, the reading -population lies to 
the east of the branch, but as lines of travel to the city pass 
the present location, the situation does not seem especially 
unfortunate. Ward 17 has no library facilities near at hand, 
nor does it lie on avenues of communication leading to them. 
It has a large population, with a proportion of card-holders 
but .0746. Unless the conditions are alleviated by moving 
the South End Branch up town (perhaps to a point near the 
corner of Washington and Northampton > streets), in my 
opinion this region should be entitled to the first new station 
established. 

The district of the city to the south and west is reasona- 
bly well provided for since the opening of the Boylston 
Delivery. There is either a branch or station at every im- 
portant centre, and no thickly settled district which is not 
within reach of some agency of the Library. Owing partly 
to this fact and partly to the mtelligence of the population 
the proportion of card-holders is high almost everywhere 
south of the Roxbury Branch. In general it grows some- 
what smaller as the districts he farther from the city, where 
the population, being more scattered, is more difficult to 
serve. It is low in Ward 22, but, as I mentioned above, the 
remedy has been instituted by the establishment of the 
Boylston delivery. 

Ward 19 has no station, but the bulk of the population 
reach the Roxbury Crossing peleety so that the need is 
less urgent than elsewhere. 

-At first sight there seems a super abundance of stations in 
the small district containing the Warren street, Blue Hill 
avenue, Bird street and Upham’s Corner deliveries. The 
conditions justifying this number are to be found in a dis- 
trict thickly settled, with a highly intelligent reading popu- 
lation, located on different lines of travel, so that three of 
these four are among our most used stations. The Bird- 
street Station, it is true, might be discontinued with little 
resulting inconvenience, but the compensation being based 
on circulation it costs very little more to serve the people of 
the region through this station than it would to serve them 
through one of the neighboring deliveries. 

The stations at Neponset, Lower Mills, Mattapan and 
North Brighton are among those showing the smallest circu- 
lation, and the explanation lies in the fact that they lie in 
districts having a sparse population and on the outside edges 
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of these districts. Yet for the population to be served they 
are conveniently located, and could not well be discontinued. 

To sum up, new stations are, in my opinion, desirable, first 
for Ward 17, then for Ward 1, and in course of time for 
Ward 19. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


In my last report I described in detail defects of form, 
method and of record in the management of the outlying 
departments of the library system, particularly of the deliv- 
ery Stations. 

The first part of the year was devoted to reorganizing this 
work. By introducing uniform methods, by defining these 
‘methods in written instructions and in a printed pamphlet, 
and finally by requiring a strict observance of these rules, 
this part of the work has been brought into smoothly run- 
ning order, and the result has not only produced far greater 
economy of administration, but has contributed towards a 
closer union with the Central Library. 

This latter end has been served also by more frequent com- 
munication. Besides the weekly meetings of the custodians 
of the branches at the Central Library, the assistants at the 
branches and the custodians of the stations have come in 
from time to time, and, on the other hand, I have visited the 
stations monthly, the branches at more frequent intervals. 


Branches. —The most important features of the year at 
the branches have been, viewed from within, — 

Improvement in the service. 

Closer union with the Central Library. 

Reorganization and unification of administrative methods. 

While viewed from an outsider’s standpoint, the noticeable 
events have been: 

Extension of the open-shelf system. 

Exhibitions of pictures. 

Sunday opening at Charlestown, East Boston and South 
Boston. 

The staff has been strengthened by the addition of Miss 
Walkley and Miss Hobart as custodians at the East Boston 
and Brighton Branches respectively. 

Besides weekly visits to the Central Library the custo- 
dians have attended the meetings of the Massachusetts 
Library Club, and have from time to time inspected neigh- 
boring libraries. Such intercourse has spurred them to 
greater activity in many directions, especially observable in 
their efforts to interest and accommodate the public, and 
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their endeavors to do better work with the schools. I should 
be glad to dwell on this point at greater length, for it seems 
to me that there has been in this direction a marked advance 
which is very creditable to the custodians, and fully as 
important as any other feature of the year’s work. 

There is also a desire on the part of the subordinate 
employees to increase their efficiency. At Brighton, for 
instance, both assistants have been either studying at home, 
or attending evening school, while practice in penmanship 
has yielded good results. 

Better use of the Central collection is shown (1) by the 
increase of 83 per cent. in the number of volumes issued on 
cards from here through the branches, and especially (2) by 
deposits on special subjects obtained from the Central Library 
to supplement material at the branches for the use of schools, 
classes, literary clubs, ete. 

The system of records and of administrative methods has 
been reorganized and unified. ‘The details have been reported 
from time to time. <A brief summary might include the pro- 
vision of an “accession book” in which are entered all books 
added, whether new purchases, replacements or gifts; a 
‘losses book” for all books discarded, transferred, con- 
demned, unrecovered, missing, etc.; a “circulation” record ; 
a new form of shelf-lst suitable for a movable system of 
classification; uniform records of “missing” books; new 
monthly catalogue reports; forms for reporting and replacing 
condemned books and for reporting books unrecovered from 
the borrower; receipts for supplies; receipts for new books 
sent out; new rules of payment for lost books ; new bindery 
schedules ; periodical and frequent reports of the receipt and 
distribution of Library publications. 

The introduction of these and other innovations has 
involved constant adjustment to new conditions on the part 
of custodians and staff, and my thanks are due for, their 
ready acquiescence and adaptability. 

The most important changes have been those looking 
towards a union finding list. It was decided to adopt the 
West End classification because fairly convenient, and already 
in use. ‘Then the whole West End shelf-list was copied as 
the basis of a union shelf-list (which in time, with acces- 
sions, will serve equally well as a subject-card catalogue for 
use at the Central Library), and also to prevent conflict with 
books already classified at the West End Branch. Next 
printed finding-lists were issued for each branch (except 
West Roxbury), covering accessions up to June 1. Since 
that date new books have been classified according to the 


a 
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West End scheme, and bear the same numbers at all 
branches. With but few exceptions the same books have 
been bought for all the branches (except West Roxbury), 
so that we now have material ready, and are about to print 
one finding list of accessions since June 1, which shall serve 
equally well for all of the nine larger branches. 

This is the first step towards a union printed catalogue. 
The next will be to ascertain what books are at the branches, 
to supply those desirable where lacking, then to re-classify 
the books on the new scheme. This will furnish material 
for a select finding-list of the important books at all the 


- branches, but involving, besides the work of compiling the 


list, great labor in renumbering, cataloguing and listing the 
books at the branches, it cannot be completed in the near 
future. The enterprise is, however, under way, and I hope 
for the appearance of the section containing “ history”’ early 
in the fall. 

This union printed catalogue will need to be supplemented 
by a complete card catalogue at each branch. Such a cata- 
logue has been perfected this year at Roxbury and at West 
Roxbury. Work towards such a catalogue has also been 
carried forward at East Boston and at Brighton. I hope in 
time to be allowed special assistance to complete the card 
catalogues at the other branches. 

The reference books and books for younger readers were 
in general the only books at the branches accessible to the 
public last year. ‘This year the system has been extended, 
and “open” shelves have been provided for books of interest 
to adult readers. Besides fiction, works of solid worth — 
history, biography and travel— have been unearthed from 
the stacks and placed on these shelves, and because of being 
thrust upon the attention, have circulated. In addition, all 
the new books are placed where they may be handled. I 
estimate that, counting both branches and_ stations, there 
are now on shelves open to the public some 35,000 volumes. 

The loss of books from these shelves last year was detailed 
in the annual report. It has averaged this year forty-two 
volumes for each branch. Most of these volumes are miss- 
ing from the “open” shelves on which are located the books 
for children, and we find that the greater part of the loss 
occurred at the branches in South Boston, Roxbury, and the 
West End, where these books were particularly exposed. 
Accordingly arrangements have been made to fence in the 
space about these shelves, so that by placing the exit where 
it may be controlled from the Delivery desk, excessive loss 
may be prevented. 
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The “open” shelves made it desirable to have author and 
title stamped on books rebound. In April, therefore, a new 
contract was made with H. M. Plimpton & Co., for binding 
octavos and smaller volumes, in full cloth, with lettering in 

old. 

i Since September, portfolios of reproductions of painting, 
sculpture or architecture, have been sent monthly to the 
branches for exhibition. ‘These pictures are designed mainly 
for use by schools. The object in exhibiting them is partly 
to advertise the pictures, but more to attract people to the 
branches. They are examined by the general visitor, and, 
where there are accommodations, by whole classes from the 
schools. In other cases they are loaned to the schools for 
short periods. ‘The statistics of the use of these portfolios 
will, I am informed, be reported at length by the Custodian 
of the Special Libraries. 

The “ Boston Evening Transcript” has proved an attrac- 
tion. It has been received at the branches by gift from the 
publishers since November 1. 

The branches at Charlestown, East Boston, South Boston 
and Brighton, have been advertised by placards posted in 
public places, detailing the location, the hours and the priv- 
ileges offered. | 

The West End Branch has continued open Sundays, as 
heretofore, with a good attendance. The plan has been tried 
of opening also the branches at Charlestown, East Boston 
and South Boston for reference and reading, from 2 to 10 P.M. 
on Sundays, from November 1 to April 80. The experiment 
tried in March and April, 1896, was unsuccessful owing to 
the season. ‘This year the opening was begun November 7. 
No provision was made, and there has been no demand, for 
an issue of books for home use. Consequently only one 
attendant has been necessary, except part of the time at 
South Boston. The cost for attendants is $2.80 per Sunday 
at Charlestown and East Boston, $5.08 at South Boston. 
Two dollars additional is paid in each case to the janitor for 
heating the rooms. Below are figures showing the average 
attendance. when the branches were opened in 1896, and 
from last November to January, 1898.

The percentage of adults seems very small at East Boston, 
but there is a large attendance here, and at the other branches 
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also, of young men from eighteen to twenty-one years of age 
who are not classed as adults. : 

A police officer is present at each branch, and the order is 
excellent. 

In general it may be said that the rooms are comfortably 
filled, sometimes crowded, with men and children reading 
quietly for recreation. 

The Broadway Extension Station has been open Sundays 
since October 10, from 2 to 6 and 7 to 9 P.M., both for read- 
ing and for the issue of books. During the last three months 
the circulation has averaged fifty-three volumes per Sunday, 
while a count shows an average of forty-three readers 
present at some one time in the afternoon, fifty-four readers 
in the evening. This means, the seating capacity being 
about fifty, that the room is practically filled every Sunday. 

Stations. — November 1 a delivery and deposit station 
was opened at Boylston-street Station, making the total num- 
ber of stations seventeen. The deposit system has been 
extended to include stations “A,” “D,” « K ” and “ T,” leav- 
ing Neponset the only station without a deposit. ‘The reason 
for delay there was uncertainty as to the permanent location 
of the station. The question being settled now, a deposit 
will be sent as soon as practicable. 

The rate of compensation has been reduced, as stations 
have been transferred to new parties, to twelve dollars for 
the first 300 volumes or less circulated per month, and two 
cents for each volume additional so circulated, and on Febru- 
ary 1, 1898, this rate went into effect everywhere. 

The question of controlling the quality of the issue from 
deposits by paying a lower rate for fiction circulated has 
been considered, but the plan is not now practicable. A very 
simple classification of books added to the deposit collection 
was adopted in July, which willin time make the plan feasible 
if necessary. Onthe whole, I think we can govern this issue 
by carefully selecting the books sent on deposit. Of the 
books now at the stations, less than 65 per cent. are fiction, 
and this includes a large proportion of juvenile books, some 
of which are not fiction. ‘The fiction is largely either current 
or standard; and while there is a greater demand for it, ex- 
amination of the charging slips shows also a very good 

circulation of books of a more serious character. 

In this connection a great deal can be accomplished by 
. suiting the selection of books to the constituency for which 
they are intended. Thus a volume of literary essays which 
will circulate well at Lower Mills will remain on the shelves 
at Roslindale; and Darwin’s “ Origin of Species,” which went

like a novel at Roslindale, would perhaps not be touched at 
Lower Mills. 

These considerations lead to a comparison of the type of 
station where we pay the proprietor of a store, with that 
where we have our own attendant. 

At these latter stations, children and parents resort to the 
attendants constantly, not only for advice on what to read, 
but for information on all sorts of subjects, ranging from the 
“meaning of the word opaque,” and the * length of one-six- 
teenth of an inch,” to “ how to write a letter of introduction.” 

The cost of maintenance of a station, with rooms and attend- 
ant devoted solely to our use, may be estimated as follows :

This does not include an allowance for periodicals, while if 
no provision be made for a reading room, the item for rent 
might be cut down. 

Our stations at Roslindale, Upham’s Corner, and Warren 
street, which are in charge of storekeepers, cost last year 
$774, $673 and $667 respectively. 

The objections to the type of station devoted to our exclu- 
sive use are (1) somewhat greater cost of maintenance; (2) 
shorter hours. Against these objections may be balanced ; 
(1) more accurate and prompt administration ; (2) provision 
for the use of books on the premises; (3) a decidedly educa- 
tional influence upon the reading of the public. 

Because of this last consideration, and in the light of the 
very satisfactory work now being done at two of our own 
stations, 1 am becoming strongly convinced that after pro- 
vision for immediate needs by the addition of two new 
delivery stations, further advance should be in the direc- 
tion of converting the larger delivery stations into stations 
devoted to our exclusive use, and administered by our own 
employees. 

Schools. — The Custodians of the branches have made 
especial efforts to accommodate teachers and pupils. When- 
ever notice of the topic under study is sent to the branch, 
the books relating to the subject are set aside for convenient 
use by the pupils. If necessary, the resources of the branch 
are supplemented by books from the Central collection. In 
many cases there is apathy on the part of teachers, so that 
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the Custodians are obliged to take the initiative. In other 
instances the teachers are eager, and in response to their 
requests some 300 volumes have been sent out in small lots 
relating to special subjects for use at the branches or stations 
by the school children. ‘The teachers sometimes visit the 
branches with their classes; but in general prefer to send 
the pupils. 

Lwenty-nine volumes have been sent direct for use at 
the Martin grammar school; and fifty-six volumes from the 
Central Library with sixty-seven from the Brighton Branch 
have been issued on deposit to the Brighton High School. 

So much has been tried in the way of experiment. The 
results show that the privilege is appreciated. ‘The transpor- 
tation is provided by the schools. To extend the system 
would involve some expenditure for service, and a con- 
siderable amount for books. Though we have seldom been 
obliged to refuse sending these deposits for use at the 
branches and stations, we are frequently unable to supply 
the particular books desired. Jor this purpose I should 
recommend the purchase of a collection of books especially 
selected in connection with the courses of study. 

A delivery twice a week of books, issued on cards, has 
been maintained during the school year in connection with 
the Hancock grammar school for girls at the North End. 

This school perhaps represented as unpromising a field as 
could be chosen for the experiment, the children being largely 
of foreign birth or parentage, and yet the issue during the 
winter months has ranged from 200 to 275 volumes per week. 
The distribution of the books at the school, the discharging 
of the books returned through the school, and the collecting 
of fines, have been attended-to by one of the teachers. The 
transportation has been done by our own wagons. 

In April we are to undertake a similar delivery with the 
Eliot grammar school for boys at the North End. Any 
further extension will involve additional assistance in the 
Branch Division, and can hardly be undertaken without 
increased accommodations, especially in the way of book 
elevators. 

Engine-houses. —The number of engine-houses receiving 
deposits of twenty-five volumes per month has been increased 
from thirteen to twenty-one. I do not see how more can be 
added without increased resources. An extension of the 
system to include police stations would doubtless be appre- 
ciated. 

Other Places of Deposit. — Bede the Cottage Place and 
North Bennet-street Industrial Schools, the. House of 
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Reformation at Rainsford Island and the Marcella-street 
Home in Roxbury have deposits of books, 150 volumes, of 
which twenty-five are changed monthly at the former, fifty 
volumes exchanged every two months at the latter. Besides 
these institutions, the Parental School for Boys at West 
Roxbury receives thirty books each month from the branch 
there; and the Fleet-street Free Reading-room for Men at 
the North End has a small deposit from the West End 
Branch. Other institutions would be glad of similar privi- 
leges, and in this direction also our opportunities are bounded 
only by our resources. | 

Service, Equipment, ete.—For a full history of each 
branch, I beg leave to refer to the reports of the Custodians 
submitted herewith. I note below certain items regarding 
service, equipment, etc. [The details of this section of the 
report are here omitted. | 

Broadway Extension Station. — On September 1 this sta- 
tion moved to larger rooms at No. 13 Broadway Extension, 
and was fitted with oak furniture, shelving, tables, desks, 
chairs, etc., ete., costing $368.25, and paid for from a special 
appropriation. 


STATISTICS. 


It remains briefly to review the statistics of the year com- 
pared with those of the previous year. 

Books. — Four thousand six hundred and _ fifty-seven 
volumes of new books have been purchased for the branches 
this year against 14,266 volumes the year before. But the 
bulk of those bought in 1896-97 were either reference books 
or “ Y” books,! so that the accessions of the past year repre- 
sent, I am informed, a larger selection of general current 
literature than the branches have usually received. A con- 
siderable number of books, besides those published currently, 
has been purchased also, to fill incomplete series, to contrib- 
ute towards uniformity of the collections, with a view to the 
union catalogue as well as to present needs. 

One hundred and forty-seven volumes have been received 
as gifts to the branches against ninety-eight gifts the year 
previous. This figure, 147, does not include a great many 
books. offered for the branches, but either unsuitable, or 
more suitable, for the Central collection. : 

One thousand six hundred and seventy-nine volumes have 
been worn out at the branches against 1,832 volumes the 
year previous. One thousand and sixty volumes have been 
bought as replacements against 1,135 the year before. 


ite selected for Younger Readers. (Select list of about twelve hundred 
es. 
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Eighty-six volumes have been destroyed because of being 
exposed to contagious disease, while only eighteen volumes 
were so destroyed the year before. This probably does not 
mean that a greater number of books has been exposed, but 
that owing to the reports of cases of contagious disease which 
are now sent daily to every branch and station, a greater 
number of books so exposed has been detected. 

The weeding out of useless books has gone forward, and 
4,255 volumes have been transferred to the Central Library 
against 1,888 volumes in 1896-97. 

Of the books missing from “ open” shelves, I have spoken 
above. Forty-five volumes are missing from the closed 
shelves against twenty-four volumes the year before. 

Seven thousand eight hundred and sixty-two volumes have 
been bound by the contract binder against 6,139 volumes the 
year before. The increase is due to the fact that the “ Y” 
books purchased new in 1896 and placed on the open shelves 
subject to constant wear, are now coming to need binding; 
the case is similar with regard to the books of the West End 
Branch which were nearly all new in 1896. More than- one- 
fourth of the total, or over 2,000 volumes, have been bound 
for the Roxbury Branch. ‘This is due to the fact that this 
branch supplies two stations with books for deposit use, 
which involves constant handling and wear. Custodians and . 
assistants have been carefully instructed in methods of bind- 
ing and repairing. I have given personal supervision, and 
can report that the work has been economically administered. 

Circulation. —I submit a table of circulation showing an 
increase at almost every branch and station. The gain of 
8 per cent. in the home use issue at the branches is, in my 
opinion, due partly to the addition of many attractive books 
the past two years, partly to greater activity of custodians 
and assistants. ‘The gain of over 97 per cent. in the number 
of volumes issued directly from the stations, is probably due 
largely to the extension of the deposit system. ‘The gain of 
$8.9 per cent. in the issue from the Central Library through 
the branches and stations may be accounted for partly by 
our efforts to supply the books applied for, by the addition 
of more books, etc., and partly, I think, to closer relations 
between the Central Library and the outlying system. 

The gain in the issue through the entire branch system is 
21 per cent. 

It should be noted that the increase in the circulation of 
the branches means more than would appear on the face of 
- it, as by the extension of deposits and the establishment 
of new stations much of the branch clientage has been 
diverted. 
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Though the issue for the year at East Boston shows a 
slight loss, the issue since July 1, when Miss Walkley took 
charge, shows a decided gain over the corresponding period 
last year. The only branch which is running behind is the 
South End, and there, it is fair to assume, the loss, which is 
small, may be due to a larger use of the Central Library by 
persons formerly using the South End Branch. 

Expenditures. — In connection with statistics of circula- 
tion is submitted a table showing an itemized account of the 
expenditures for each branch and station. 

The total amount spent on the branches has been, roughly, 
$6,000 less than the previous year, the decrease being mainly 
in the expenditure for books. 

While the circulation at the stations has nearly doubled, 
the total cost has remained about the same. 

To show the comparative efficiency, I have calculated the 
cost per volume of circulation of each branch and station, 
excluding the item of rent for branches which occurs in only 
two cases, but including the rent of stations and reading- 
rooms. 

It may seem that the high cost per volume of certain of the 
reading-rooms makes against my recommendation to convert 
the larger deliveries into similar stations. It is, however, due 
to the small population served, and consequent small circula- 
tion at these reading-rooms. At Broadway Extension and 
at Mt. Bowdoin the cost per volume is low, and a high rate 
need not follow a change in the type of the most used 
deliveries. 

For comparison of branches with stations, I have calcu- 
lated the cost per volume of circulation, excluding the cost 
of books and binding, as follows:

At the five reading-rooms the cost per volume of circula- 
tion, owing mainly to the larger issue, has fallen from 15.6 
cents in 1896-97, to 8.8 cents in 1897-98. 

The cost per volume of the issue of books on cards from 
the Central Library through the branches and stations has

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But these estimates, which for the sake of comparison with 
former years, include one-third the cost of maintenance of the 
reading-rooms charged against this issue from the Central 
Library, are too liberal. A fairer estimate would allow five 
cents per volume for the cost of transportation and two and 
one-half cents per volume for the cost of distribution, giving 
a total of seven and one-half cents per volume. 


BRANCH DIVISION. — CENTRAL LIBRARY. 
The Daily Issue. 


Our great aim has been to increase the issue of books on 
cards to the branches and stations, and the first step 
towards this seemed to be to give the borrower a reasonable 
chance of securing a book appled for. We have tried to 
diminish the number of unsuccessful applications (1) by re- 
quiring the custodians to see that slips sent in are properly 
made out; (2) by ascertaining and stamping on the call-slip 
the reason why the book cannot be supplied, and so cutting 
off repeated applications for books missing, reserved for hall 
use, at the bindery, or otherwise unavailable; (3) by having 
the call-slips stamped by the person handling them in the 
stacks, at the indicator, in the Children’s room, etc.; (4) by | 
supplying copies located on other numbers than those asked 
for; (©) by introducing a space on the call-slip in which the 
borrower may request us to supply a substitute if the book 
he applies for is out; (6) by replacing many books pre- 
viously condemned or missing — notably those listed in the 
“Catalogue of English Prose Fiction.” 

Two publications, the “Supplement to the Fiction Cata- 
logue” and the “ Annual List,” have helped towards render- 
ing accessible at the stations information of the books 
contained in the Central Library. 

The issue has increased from 40,694 volumes in 1896—97 
to 56,534 volumes in 1897-98, a gain of 38.9 per cent. 
At the same time the percentage of unsuccessful cards has 
fallen from 57 per cent. to 49.4 per cent., while for the last 
five months of the year the figure was 44.2 per cent. 

Of the books sent, 72 per cent. were fiction, or juvenile; 
35 per cent. of those sent to branches and 82 per cent. of 
those sent to stations being fiction. 

Of the unsuccessful cards 72 per cent. were for fiction, 
including juveniles. Of these unsuccessful applications 48 
per cent. of those from the branches and 86 per cent. of 
those from the stations were for fiction, or juveniles. I am 
unable to submit figures showing the exact proportion of 
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these unsuccessful applications which were for current fiction, 
but I can say in a general way that neglecting the unsuc- 
cessful applications for a half-dozen recent novels of the 
very greatest popularity, the proportion has not been large. 


Deposit Work. 


At the beginning of the year there were twenty -seven 
places to which deposits of books were sent from the Central 
Library ; at the close, forty-two. The statistics of issue have

There were out on deposit February 1, 1897, 8,906 vol- 
umes; February 1, 1898, 5,520 volumes. 

A year ago the deposit collection numbered 8,247 volumes, 
of which about 80 per cent were fiction and juveniles. Dur- 
ing the year 1,794 volumes have been added, considerably 
less than half of which was fiction, making the percentage of 
fiction and juveniles now in the collection 66 per cent. 
Below is a rough classification.

The deposit collection is now nearly large enough to supply 
the miscellaneous collections sent out for circulation at the 
stations. In this way a great saving of time is effected 
in selecting the works sent out. 

The collection is, however, quite inadequate to supply the 
requests for deposits on special subjects to be used at the 
branches, by schools, literary clubs, etc. And this for two 
reasons, because the collection is composed of books suitable 
for general reading, and includes few of the heavier works 
which could not be expected to circulate from the stations ; 

and secondly because practically the whole collection is con- 
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tinually out at the places of deposit, and so unavailable for 
this special use. 

On the other hand, it is often felt that where there are but 
one or two copies of a book in the circulating collection here, 
they cannot be spared for two weeks or amonth. Frequently 
the works asked for are restricted to hall use, so that for 
the past year we have been greatly embarrassed in our 
attempts to supply these special deposits. I should, there- 
fore, recommend the formation of a special collection to be 
kept here for just this use. 

As we do not yet contemplate sending deposits directly to 
the schools, it would at first be inexpedient to duplicate 
books commonly in the branches. Buta collection consist- 
ing perhaps of five hundred titles chosen with reference to 
courses of study in the schools, and advertised by a small 
annotated list sent to the teachers would, I feel sure, meet 
with instant favor, and lead, incidentally, to better use of the 
Library by the schools in general. My plan would contem- 
plate sending these deposits for use only at the branches 
and stations in the beginning, but would undoubtedly lead 
in the end to systematic work directly with the schools. 

With the extension of the deposit system the methods of 
recording books sent out have necessarily been completely 
remodeled. 

The deposits issued monthly to the engine-houses have 
been organized into travelling libraries so as to allow of shift- 
ing the entire twenty-five volumes from one to another with 
the least possible inconvenience. 

The collection of cards recording books sent out on de- 
posit to the stations was bulky, and growing at the rate of 
twenty feet a year. Consequently it became urgent to sub- 
stitute a system simple, compact and more economical to 
operate. The form of record adopted shows what books are 
at any station at a given time; what stations a given book has 
already visited, and whether a given station has had a given 
book; and, finally, the whereabouts of every book in the de- 
posit collection. . The transfer from the old system to the 
new involved considerable difficulty and, begun in March, 
was not completed till June. 

Then followed a verification of the books charged to each 
station. This, I understand, was the first general account 


_ of stock taken since the first deposit was sent out in 1895, 


and, owing to defects in records started experimentally and 
continued by many hands, involved a very great deal of patient, 
pains-taking labor. ‘Twenty-nine volumes were found to 
have disappeared, and were paid for by the Custodians of the 
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stations where they were lost, with the exception of fifteen 
missing from our own station at Broadway Extension. 

After the verification of accounts with stations was com- 
pleted, a shelf-reading of the whole collection was made in 
connection with the shelf-list. This was also the first shelf- 
reading since the books were set aside for deposit, and so 
covers a period of more than one year. 

Of the 5,041 volumes with which a circulation in the 
neighborhood of 150,000 volumes has been maintained the 
past year, twenty-one could not be accounted for. Of these 
we have no record of ever having issued fifteen, so that there 
is a fair presumption against their ever having been in the 
possession of the Branch Division, leaving an undoubted 
loss of but six volumes. 

During the year we have been in the habit of exchanging 
twenty-five volumes monthly with each station. Now that 
the organization of the work is completed, we have begun to 
exchange fifty volumes per month, and so to keep the collec- 
tions on deposit at the stations fresher by the addition of 
more new material.

Twenty-eight applications, or 17 per cent., have been 
denied because the books could not be issued under the limi- 
tations imposed. 
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SHIPPING DIVISION. 


Nineteen branches and stations, the Hancock School, the 
twenty-one engine-houses, and four other places of deposit 
are served by our wagons, while eight branches and stations 
are served by local expresses. These eight stations are so 
scattered and so distant that for the present local expresses 
are cheaper and, arriving and delivering earlier, probably 
give better service than could be obtained from an additional 
Library wagon. 

For miscellaneous bundle work the Merchants’ Five-Cent 
Parcel Delivery is employed, which appears to be cheaper 
than would be a tricycle carrier owned by the Library.

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In the appointment of these sub-committees every member, 
except the chairman of the general committee was put upon 
two sub-committees, upon the theory that such an arrange- 
ment would acquaint each member with the details of the 
working of the Library better than to serve upon one com-. 
mittee only. } 

For the purpose of giving the Committee ample time in 
which to make their investigations and report, the Trustees 
notified the members of their appomtment April 20, 1897. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the pressure of other matters upon 
some of the members of the committee made it difficult to 
procure full attendance at meetings, which, with the necessary 
unfamiliarity with the details of lbrary administration on 
the part of most of the members, has made it impracticable to 
submit the report at as early a date as was desired and 
anticipated. 

Numerous meetings of the several sub-committees have 
been held, and preliminary and final reports of these com- 
mittees have been submitted to and considered at meetings 
of the general committee, which unites in submitting the 
following report: 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Fully impressed with the fact stated in the report of our 
immediate predecessors, that “the vital point of the connec- 
tion of the Library with the daily needs of the public, and 
the one that needs to be fashioned and lubricated until the 
highest possible degree of efficiency is reached, is the placing 
of the books called for in the hands of the reader within the 
shortest possible time after the call is indicated,” special 
attention has been given to the inquiry as to how far the 
book-delivery service has recently been improved, and how far 
it is capable of further improvement in the near future. 
While, without doubt, substantial progress has been made in 
minimizing the time required for the delivery of books after 
they are called for, very much remains to be desired. While 
it must be remembered that the volume of work in the way 
of book-delivery to be done in this Library is so large that no 
system will reduce the time to the point attainable in smaller 
institutions, we yet feel that the difficulty which now exists 
is due chiefly to the structural defects of the delivery system 
in use. Attention was called in the last report to the neces- 
sity of the utmost promptness and expedition on the part of 
those employed in procuring the books apphed for and de- 
livering them to applicants. We know of no present reason 
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to complain upon this point, but our opinion is that the phys- 
ical difficulties in the present system of book-delivery cannot 
be overcome by any personal diligence of the employees. 
That these difficulties are capable of being overcome if the 
proper methods of construction are adopted, was made plain 
by an examination by the Chairman of the Committee of the 
system in use in the new Congressional Library at Washing- 
ton. The book-stacks there are nine stories high, and are all 
directly connected with each other and with the delivery desk 
in the centre of the Library by a simple but entirely effective 
endless book-railway. The slips for books are sent in to the 
stacks by means of pneumatic pressure, and the noise from 
the use of the pneumatic tubes is not found to be sufficient 
to disturb the readers. Upon the receipt of the slip, the 
books are immediately placed in a basket on the continuous 
railway, and are delivered within two or three minutes from 
the time they are sent for. 

No such promptness of delivery will ever, in our opinion, 
be attainable in the Boston Library until the stacks are con- 
nected with each other and with the delivery desk in a method 
entirely different from that now in use. This might be done 
without changing the method of book-delivery, but by simply 
providing such inter-communication between stacks as would 
dispense with the present necessity of returning every card 
to the delivery desk over the same route it took when it left 
the desk. Any such change, whether to the Washington 
system of inter-communication and delivery or to a simpler 
system of inter-communication only, would undoubtedly in- 
volve large expense, and might still leave something to be 
desired; but considering the individual and aggregate loss of 
time and patience involved in any unnecessary delay in the 
receipt of books by those applying for them, no reasonable 
expenditure ought to be avoided, if thereby the time of 
delivery could be materially shortened. 

In last year’s report the committee endorsed the applica- 
tion to the Legislature for the passage of an act to authorize 
the city to borrow the sum of $100,000 for the completion 
of the Library building, including the necessary changes to 
facilitate the delivery of books. Nothing came of this appli- 
cation. But certain changes, involving the expenditure of 
upwards of $30,000, will not admit of further delay, if the 
convenience of the public and the reputation of the Library 
are to be considered. . Some system of direct inter-communi- 
cation between the stacks —including small elevators to 
expedite book-delivery, one or more service elevators for 
handling books in bulk, a supplementary system of pneu- 
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matic tubes, and, perhaps, a stairway from stack to stack — 
is imperatively demanded. In connection with these changes, 
there must be an enlargement of the present tube-room, where 
the whole work of book-delivery is done, by the addition to 
it of the room now used by the Librarian’s Secretary. The 
issue of books has reached a volume entirely disproportionate 
to present facilities. The delivery force is much hampered 
in its work; the issue at times is clogged, and long delays 
sometimes occur, to the extreme inconvenience of the public. 

Application having been made by the Trustees to the City 
Government for an appropriation to cover these expenditures, 
the committee desires to express the opinion that the admin- 
istration of the Library can never be made to meet the 
reasonable demands of the public until such an appropriation 
has been granted, and the suggested changes made. 

The new system of filling out cards has been a convenience 
to the public, but in itself does not seem to have reduced 
materially the time required for obtaining books. This now 
averages seven or eight minutes, which is too long, and no 
pains should be spared to reduce this time to its lowest limit 
In one way or another. 

If it is impractical to make the radical structural changes 
already suggested, or, at least, to secure the immediate 
enlargement of the Delivery-room by the addition to it of the 
room adjoining it, we think it worth while to suggest, as a 
measure of at least temporary relief, the putting of the de- 
livery-desk, indicator and time-tray into the Delivery-room, 
and moving farther forward the desk already there. The 
space now occupied by the fine-desk could be utilized, if 
required, and that desk transferred to the south-west corner 
of the room. This would give space enough not only for 
the present needs, but for a greater number of attendants, 
in case an increase of force becomes necessary. 

The two windows between the Delivery-room and the 
alcove could be cut down into doors and used for passage. 
It would then be possible to remove the platform in front of 
the present door, so that the moving book-shelf, used to carry 
books into Bates Hall, could be wheeled into the alcove, a 
change that would save the labor and injury of unloading 
the books in the Delivery-room and carrying them to the rail- 

way in a tray. 

While we are desirous of not being misunderstood as sug- 
gesting these alteratious as adequate for the future, they 
would cost little, and would temporarily, at any rate, relieve 
the congestion about the entrance to the alcove, and yet 
leave ample space in the Delivery-room, which is seldom over- 
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crowded. We are inclined to the opinion that they would 
not injure the architectural appearance of that room, though 
upon this point we would, of course, yield our judgment to 
that of the architects and artists who would be consulted 
before any such changes were made. 

The overcrowded condition of the Children’s room on 
Saturdays and Sundays, and the fact that there is no quiet 
corner for -the many grammar-school children who come to 
study, makes it highly necessary, in our opinion, that a second 
room be devoted to this purpose. We therefore suggest that 
the plan already under discussion, of taking the Patent room 
for a second Children’s room, be carried out, and that the 
patent collection be removed to some other room, where the 
necessary quiet can be secured for those who consult its 
volumes. If another suitable room cannot be spared for 
this purpose —as certainly should be done, if possible —a 
gallery or mezzanine-floor could be constructed at one end of 
the Newspaper-room, at comparatively small expense. At 
crowded times the children are already allowed to read at the 
tables in the Patent-room; but, in order to convert it into a 
proper room for their use, the committee recommends that 
more tables and a sufficient number of proper lights be intro- 
duced into it; that the room be reserved for the use of chil- 
dren desiring to study or do serious reading; and that a 
sufficient reference library, containing, among other standard 
books for school children, dictionaries, encyclopedias, gazet- 
teers, maps and atlases, be placed upon the shelves. <A sloping 
surface should also be arranged in this room for the proper dis- 
play of maps and pictures. At present there is no collection 
of reference-books in the Library for children alone; and their 
time and the time of the attendants is wasted, and the atten- 
tion of older readers is diverted, by their excursions into 
Bates Hall, for the purpose of consulting encyclopedias and 
other books of reference. 

Another advantage of having a second room for the use of 
children is that the fifteen-minute talks to children upon the 
“Choice of Books,” which a majority of our committee con- 
sider a desirable addition to the work of the Children’s de- 
partment, could be given in one room, while those readers 
who preferred not to listen could remain in the other. Some 
members of the committee, however, believe in omitting 
these talks altogether, and giving the children the same 
privilege of quiet which their elders enjoy. 

Two sources of disturbance in the Children’s room are the 
registration desk and the entrance to the Newspaper-room, both 
of which cause the constant passing and repassing of many 
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persons. We suggest that it would be desirable to find a 
new place for the registration desk, and to provide another 
entrance to the Newspaper-room. ‘The _ Boylston-street 
entrance might be utilized for the latter purpose, and some 
interior communication found or provided between the News- 
p2per-room and the other portions of the Library. The 
latter should not involve the use of the Children’s room or 
any other room where quiet is desirable. 

The last suggestion with regard to this department is easily 
carried out: The Children’s room should contain at least one 
clock. Indeed, throughout the building there is a dearth of 
necessary time-pieces. 

Two matters mentioned in the report of the last Examining 
Committee still provoke criticism; one is the poor lighting of 
the Newspaper-room, which remains as described in the last 
report; the other is in the provision of towels for use in 
common in the lavatories. While both of these reforms 
would involve additional expense, we feel that they deserve 
attention. 


BRANCHES. 


The committee notes with satisfaction marked improve- 
ment in the conduct of the branches and deposit stations, 
and increase in their circulation of books. 

Of the thirteen delivery stations only one is now without 
a deposit of books. ‘These deposits seem particularly well 
chosen. Regular deposits of books are also made at thirteen 
engine-houses, the Marcellastreet Home, the House of 
Reformation, two Industrial Schools and at a Men’s Reading 
room in the North End. Books are regularly delivered at 
the Hancock School, and are shortly to be delivered also at 
the Eliot School, North End. 

In branches and reading-rooms an increased number of 
books placed upon open shelves’ tempts visitors to read upon 
the premises. The circulation of books in branches has in- 
creased 50,000 during the year, while that of deposit stations 
has almost doubled. The circulation of books from the Cen- 
tral Library through branches and stations has increased 
15,840 during the year; and of the persons who apply thus 
for the books of the Central Library, thirteen per cent. more 
are successful than at this time a year ago. 

It is gratifying to note that the use of reference-books in 
all branches and stations by school children is rapidly growing. 

Among the improvements we have noted, the following 
deserve special mention : 
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Station P on Broadway — thanks to the appropriation of 
last year—now deserves to be called a reading-room. Its 
seats will accommodate forty-five readers ; it has 1,700 books 
upon open shelves; and its circulation of books was 27,483 
during the year. 

The new Station T at Boylston meets a large demand. 

The North End will now be supplied from two grammar 
schools and the Men’s reading-room. 

Card catalogues have been completed at the Roxbury, 
West Roxbury and South End Branches, and work on card 
catalogues is going on atother branches. <A new finding-list 
has been issued from each branch. The West End Branch 
leads all the others in its circulation of books, having made a 
gain of 27,483 during the year. This shows what may be 
accomplished in a branch which is well situated and well 
equipped. 2 

The service at Brighton and East Boston has become more 
effective under the custodians now in office. In East Boston, 
however, little further can be accomplished in the present 
quarters. 

The committee makes the following recommendations, 
which it considers of importance: 

The conditions in East Boston remain unchanged, and the 
need for improvement has become more pressing. We renew 
our recommendation of last year, and make it first, namely: 

1. That a special appropriation be granted to relocate and 
properly equip the East Boston Branch. 

2. We renew our recommendation for the removal of the 
South End Branch to Washington street. 

3. We think a new deposit station near Northampton 
street desirable. After this is established, we advise 

4. That the next deposit station be placed in the North 
End. 

5. The Library certainly does not benefit the public by 
offering the opportunity to read in light injurious to sight. 
We find the lighting of several branches insufficient, — 
notably, East Boston, Jamaica Plain, South End, Charlestown, 
West Roxbury, and the lower floor of the Roxbury Branch. 
We urge immediate improvement in these conditions. 

The committee finds that the office of Supervisor of 
Branches, which was created a year ago, has amply justified 
itself. The attention to the needs of the branches and ° 
stations and the careful supervision thus made possible have 
increased the efficiency of these parts of the Library system. 
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Books. 


The committee believes that the collection of books at 
present in the Library represents moderately well the tastes 
and needs of the people of Boston and vicinity. 

The committee recognizes the difficulties in the judicious 

purchase of books for a library which already possesses 
500,000 volumes. The principle now in practice should be 
adhered to, and if practicable, extended, — that is, the four 
great libraries of Boston and Cambridge and the several 
special libraries in Boston should avoid unnecessary duplica- 
tion, and should develop certain lines of subjects in which 
each should endeavor to be exhaustive. 

Among the special subjects upon which the Boston Library 
should be as complete as possible, the committee mentions 
especially the Literature of Boston and the immediate vicinity 
(the Metropolitan Boston) in every aspect from which this 
localty can be viewed, —- commercial, religious, educational, 
geographical, historical, etc., etc. Possibly some relations 
might be established between the Library and the great 
business interests of the city which would render additional 
services to the man of affairs and business. The Library 
should have a copy of every newspaper published in Boston 
up to the time that the city charter was adopted. 

It does not seem advisable that the Library should aim at 
complete collections of the literature of Law, Medicine, etc., 
but should content itself with the recognized text-books and 
authorities on these subjects. 

The present collection of maps is perhaps less complete 
than most other subjects, and should be enlarged. 

Rare and valuable books should, as far as possible, be lim- 
ited to the use of persons who can appreciate and take 
proper care of them, and should never be issued, even for 
hall use, to children unaccompanied by responsible persons. 

The number of books of reference, dictionaries, encyclo- 
peedias, etc., in all principal departments of the Library 
should be increased, if practicable. 

The suggestion is offered, whether it might not be well to 
start a card catalogue of desirable books for purchase. Such 
a list might, perhaps, give strength to the policy of the 
Library in pursuing a fixed course through the ephemeral 
pressure now exercised by indiscriminate suggestions from 
all quarters. 

The effort to meet the popular demand in art instruction, 
especially by the purchase of photographs, is highly appre- 
ciated. The Library was never so active, so helpful and so 
comprehensive in this respect as it is to-day. 
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CATALOGUES AND BULLETINS. 


In the matter of catalogues and bulletins the committee 
has few suggestions to make. The special subject lists, 
which are printed by the Library more and more freely, are 
of high value, and it is a pity that they are not more gen- 
erally used. In spite of constant efforts to bring them to 
the attention of the public, some readers, interested in the 
subjects which they cover, still use the Library without 
knowing that any such lists exist. They can be found on 
shelves in the Catalogue-room of Bates Hall; but there is 
nothing to indicate their presence. <A sign over the shelves 
would perhaps help to attract attention to them. 

In this connection another suggestion about the special 
lists may be made. ‘Those which deal with subjects of per- 
manent interest gradually lose their value, unless kept up to 
date. ‘This is true, for example, of the lists in Electricity 
and on the Telephone, published in 1892 and 1895. In such 
cases cards with the titles of later works are often collected, 
but they are kept in the Catalogue Department. Whenever 
this is done, it would be a benefit to the public to have a 
duplicate collection of the cards placed in the Catalogue- 
room in Bates Hall in a special drawer, distinctly marked 
with the name of the subject, so that any one at work on 
the matter may easily find titles that carry the special list 
down. to date. 

It is not, perhaps, out of place to point out that although 
a card catalogue is probably the most convenient method 
now in use of keeping the titles of books constantly 
arranged in alphabetical order, yet it is, after all, a crude 
and clumsy system. It has several defects. In the first 
place, the time wasted in consulting it is not inconsiderable ; 
for a hundred titles can be ran down on a printed page with 
vastly greater rapidity than the same number of cards can 
be turned over. In the second place, it is perishable. The 
catalogue in Bates Hall might be burnt up, and even if the 
duplicate in the room underneath should escape, the expense 
of copying it would be very great. A third, and by far the 
most important, defect in the card catalogue is the fact that 
it can be kept only in one place, and this, with the present 
endeavor to extend the use of the Library as widely as pos- 
sible, is a grave disadvantage. These defects would be 
entirely done away with if the titles of books could be kept in 
such a form that they could be used mechanically for print- 
ing. The most obvious suggestion is that the slugs, made 
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by means of the linotype, and from which the cards are now 
printed, should be preserved in alphabetical order. In that 
case the type for the catalogue would be always set up, and 
the printing could be done from time to time at compara- 
tively small expense. The amount of metal required for 
this purpose is, however, so great as to make it impractica- 
ble; but the Chief of the Printing Department of the 
Library is of opinion that a process for accomplishing this 
result is likely to be perfected in the near future. If this 
proves to be true, it is to be hoped that the Library will put 
the system into operation, even at a large initial expense, for 
the value of the catalogue would be vastly increased thereby. 
It could be wholly reprinted in book form every few years, 
and brought down to date by annual supplements and 
monthly bulletins. Copies would, of course, be placed in 
the branches as well as in Bates Hall. Moreover, when the 
system had been generally adopted, a catalogue of every 
important library would be found in every other, and this 
would not only help to save money by avoiding duplication 
of sets of books which are expensive and rarely used, but 
would enable scholars to get the full benefit of all the collec- 
tions of books throughout the country. 


PRINTING AND BINDING DEPARTMENTS. 


After a thorough examination of the system of audit ap- 
plied to the financial operations of the Library, the committee 
of last year reported that it was excellent and comprehen- 
sive, but that it would be advisable, if practicable, to have 
the expenditures in the Binding and Printing Departments 
examined by some disinterested person not connected with 
the Library, — preferably a member of the Examining Com- 
mittee, especially appointed for that purpose, and familiar 
with the market-rates of labor, material and supplies for 
which payments are made. 

This suggestion was adopted by the Trustees, and a thor- 
ough examination of the financial and business operations of 
these departments has been made. Methods of work, cost 
of material, economy of administration, etc., have been 
looked into carefully, with the result that the departments 
in question are found to be in excellent condition. 

The only. important defect noted in these departments was 
a lack of system in keeping an account of stock which could 
be easily audited, and would be self-balancing, so that dis- 
crepancies or waste could be instantly detected, if the books 
were properly kept. Such a system should show an account 
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of all stock received, and all stock used, and for what used, 
together with the exact amount and kind left on hand at any 
time. 

Upen the desirability of such a system being suggested to 
the heads of these departments, they approved of the change, 
and took steps to procure the proper books to put it into opera- 
tion. Sufficient time has not yet elapsed to judge of the 
measure of success which will attend this addition to the 
otherwise satisfactory system of audit in use in the Library 
adminstration, but we have no doubt that it will prove per- 
manently useful and satisfactory. 


In GENERAL. 


We assume that the Examining Committee is, as suggested 
by our immediate predecessors, “a portion of the machinery 
to be examined and commented upon,” and we are of 
opinion that, as at present constituted, it is not as efficient a 
piece of machinery as it ought to be. Last year’s committee 
pointed out the difficulties, which, under existing conditions, 
minimize the usefulness of its work, but refrained from 
making any suggestion as to the solution of those difficulties. 
We venture to go one step further, by suggesting at least one 
method of securing an improvement. 

Every committee as now appointed is, practically, a new 
committee. While some of its members may have served 
before, it was with no assurance of reappointment. In the 
discharge of their duties they are under the impression from 
the first that their service is but temporary, and, for that 
reason, their investigations are likely to be superficial. <A 
new member of the committee immediately recognizes the fact 
that he is a tyro or amateur, so to speak, in the subjects sub- 
mitted to his consideration, and is discouraged at the outset 
in any attempt to make himself intelligently acquainted with 
the broad principles and the numerous details of library 
administration. A sense of dependence upon others, espe- 
cially upon the Librarian and heads of departments, for any 
intelligent understanding of the problems presented for con- 
sideration, attaches to the inception and accompanies the 
prosecution of the work of the average member of the com- 
mittee. 

One way of remedying this manifest defect in the system 
of outside examination would be to make membership on the 
committee less temporary than it is. If, for example, the 
committee should always consist of fifteen members, each to 
serve for three years, and only five of whom should annually 
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retire to make room for five new members, the character of 
the work of the committee would, in our opinion, be more 
satisfactory to its members, if not to the Trustees and the 
public. 

We also desire to suggest the query whether it is best that 
the report of the Examining Committee should always be 
printed in connection with the report of the Trustees. The 
committee’s report is to the Trustees and for their benefit ; 
and the object of the report might be as well or better 
accomplished by its submission, in print, to the Trustees, with- 
out the necessity of its subsequent publication in the annual 
report. If the committee’s report were not to be made 
public, the committee might be inclined to speak more freely 
and frankly upon some topics than they otherwise might 
think advisable; and some matters of real, but perhaps 
temporary, importance might be included, which might not 
be thought to merit a permanent place in the annual report 
of the Trustees. We are aware that the printing of the re- 
port of the Examining Committee is now required by an 
ordinance of the city ; but this should be repealed or amended, 
if its present requirement is inconsistent with good practice. 
We suggest that the ordinance should leave the printing of 
each report of the Examining Committee discretionary with 
the ‘Trustees. 

In closing this report, we cannot refrain from commending 
the improvement in the administration of this great public 
institution from year to year. ‘The standard of excellence is 
all the time advancing. Repeated visits to the Library and 
examinations of its various departments by the individual 
members of the committee have discovered, as a rule, efficient 
administration united with commendable courtesy. Our 
citizens may well be proud of such an institution, “ built by 
the people, and dedicated to the advancement of learning.” _

TICKNOR BEQUEST. — By the will of the late Grorar TicKknor, of 
Boston, he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his 
books and manuscripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about 
four thousand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. 
After the receipt of said sum, the city is required to spend not less 
than one thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five 
years next succeeding (i.e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the 
rate of five per cent. per annum), in the purchase of books in the 
Spanish and Portuguese languages and literature. At the end of 
twenty-five years, the income of the said sum isto be expended annually 
in the purchase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or 
Portuguese language, or in such other languages as may be deemed 
expedient by those having charge of the Library. These books, be- 
queathed or purchased, are always to be freely accessible for reference 
or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. 
If these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trust and con- 
ditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts and money are to 
be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

-In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right 
to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them 
under the control of the city, the City Council having previously 
accepted the bequests, in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests 
on behalf of the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and 
custody of the books and manuscripts.

TRUSTEES FOR FORTY-SIX YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board from 
1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; William W. 
Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, Esq., May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. 
Prince since October 8, 1895. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five citi- 
zens at large till 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the city government upon the Board, by an 
alderman and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as 
at present, consisting of five citizens at large.

SYSTEM OF SERVICE. 
As IN Force May 1, 1898. 


The system of graded service with provision for examinations 
as set forth in Article VI. of the By-laws quoted below was 
adopted by the Trustees in April, 1895. Employees then in the 
service were graded thereunder. ‘The application of the system 
to such employees was, however, made with this proviso: that it 
should not of itself entitle any employee to an increase of salary 
nor subject him to a decrease. In many cases, therefore, the 
salaries of present employees do not yet accord’ precisely with 
the salaries of the grades under which they are classed. But 
increases of salary that may be recommended on the ground that 
the service rendered is entitled to higher pay will be made only 
in accordance with the system. And all promotions, as well as 
new appointments, will be made in accordance with the system. 


Extracts FRoM By-Laws. 


ARTICLE VI., Srcrion 1.— Haaminations. Semi-annu- 
ally, or oftener if expedient, examinations shall be held under 
the direction of the Librarian, for admission, by promotion or 
otherwise, to all grades of employment. in the Public Library, 
except the positions of Librarian, Assistant Librarian, Libra- 
rian’s Secretary, Auditor, Chief Cataloguer, Chief of Shelf 
Department, Custodian of Bates Hall, Chief of Ordering Depart- 
ment, Chief of Issue Department, Supervisor of Branches and 
Stations, Chief Engineer, Chief of Printing Department, and 
Chief of Bindery. 

From the list of those persons who have successfully passed 
the examinations of the grade in which they seek employment, 
appointments shall be made by the Trustees upon nomination by 
the Librarian in consultation with the head of the department in 
which the appointment is to be made. 


ARTICLE V., Section 2. — Vacations and other Absences. 
All persons regularly employed in the Library, except persons 
employed in the Engineer’s or Janitor’s departments, or in the 
Bindery, shall be entitled to a vacation at the rate of twenty-four 
days for each year in the service, exclusive of legal holidays, and 
of the weekly half-holiday allowed by the city ‘ordinance, to be 
arranged by the Librarian. No allowance shall be made for 
absence from duty except as above provided. 
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Section 3. The President or Librarian shall have power to 
suspend, with loss of pay, any person in the Library service 
until the first succeeding meeting of the corporation. 


The following notice and application blank are furnished to 
applicants for employment in the library service :

Norice to APPLICANTS FOR EMPLOYMENT. 


Applications must be made upon the printed blanks furnished 
by the Library. Examinations for applicants will be held from 
time to time as the needs of the service may require. Each 
applicant will be notified of the examination to be held next 
after the filing of his application. 

The examinations are not strictly competitive.- Other capaci- 
ties being equal, preference will be given to persons attaining the 
highest mark; but in making selections from among those who 
have taken the examination, other elements of fitness for the par- 
ticular positions to be filled will be taken into account. 

The purpose of the examination being not to test the intelli- 
gence of the applicants by an absolute standard, but rather to 
‘range the applicants according to the relative intelligence dis- 
played by them, no absolute pass-mark is fixed; nor is any cer- 
tificate or diploma given, but candidates will, if they desire, be 
informed of their relative rank among those who have taken 
examinations for the same grade. 

The examination, moreover, is regarded as a preliminary test 
merely. It must be followed by a test of capacity in actual ser- 
vice during a probationary period. And all appointments to the 
service, even where carrying pay, are provisional and conditioned 
upon proof of capacity for the particular positions to be filled as 
shown in actual service. 

The entire library service (excepting the Engineer, Janitor, and 
Printing Departments and the Bindery, and the Sunday and Even- 
ing service which is paid by the hour) is divided into grades. 
Each grade begins with a minimum salary and progresses, by an 
annual increase, to a maximum. No such increase, however, 
will be paid, unless the work of the employee has proved satisfac- 
tory to the Trustees. The maximum reached, no further increase 
is possible, except by promotion to a higher grade. Such promo- 
tion also is based upon an examination, combined, however, with 
certificate of capacity from the head of the department in which 
the employee has served. 

The ordinary grades are supposed to provide for positions 
where academic knowledge is necessary; the special grades for 
those positions where special capacities (as knowledge of type- 
writing, executive ability, etc.) are more particularly required.

Dear Sir: Impressed with the increasing importance and 
influence of newspapers, and the great demand for them by all 
classes of the community, I addressed, June 16, 1893, while the 
new building was in process of erection, a communication to the 
Trustees of the Public Library, offering to pay two thousand 
dollars annually for the purchase of newspapers, if the Trustees 
would connect with the Library a newspaper department. My 
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proposition was accepted. After three years’ experience of its 
operation, the Librarian has assured me of its success, of the 
increasing interest shown in it by citizens and strangers, and of 
its value as a part of the Library. I have been paying two 
thousand dollars annually since its opening, and wish to insure 
that amount permanently for the maintenance of this newspaper 
department of the Library. | 

I therefore offer to give to the City of Boston the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, provided that the City Government requires its 
City Treasurer to accept this sum, hold the same in trust, and 
expend the income annually in payment for such current news- 
papers of this and other countries, as the board of officers for 
the time being having charge of the Public Library of the city 
shall purchase, the same to be kept in a suitable room in the build- 
ing in which the Central Public Library is now or may hereafter 
be located, and use no part of said income for the maintenance 
of the department where such newspapers are kept, or for any 
other purpose than the payment for such newspapers, it being my 
desire that the whole of the annual income shall be used solely 
for the purchase of newspapers; and provided further, that the 
City Government authorizes the Mayor of the city to execute and 
deliver to me an agreement of the city that if the annual income 
from said fund shall in any year be less than two thousand dollars, 
the city will appropriate the necessary amount to make the income 
up to two thousand dollars, to carry out the purposes for which 
this fund is given. 

This gift is subject to the understanding that said board or 
officers shall have the entire discretion as to the length of time 
which the newspapers are to be kept on file, or to be preserved, 
or as to their disposal, and as to the restrictions and regulations 
under which the use of said newspapers shall be enjoyed. 

I am not a citizen of Boston, but regard it as a city of rare 
privileges, and it will certainly be one of them to have free access 
to representative newspapers of the world. It is the metropolis 
of New England, the centre of a large and cultivated population, 
and the : ttractive resort at all times of strangers from every 
section of the globe, ever anxious to see their home papers. I 
repeat, as I said in my communication of June 16, 1893, that my 
only interest in this matter is the wish to do some good to a great 
many people. 

If this proposal meets your approval, I would ask that you 
submit the matter to the City Council, and request that, if it 
meets their approval, such steps may be taken as will enable me 
to pay this money to the city at once.

I do not think it was by 
Greenough. The party I purchased it from said he obtained 
it from Horatio Greenough, and I have little doubt that his 
brother Alexander Greenough used it as a model for the head of 
the Franklin statue in front of City Hall. I am of the belief 
that it was by Ceracchi, a Corsican sculptor who came to this 
country during Franklin’s lifetime and made two busts of him 
studied from life. One was illustrated in the ‘*‘ McClure Maga- 
zine ’’ article on Franklin portraits last year. This is, so far as 
I could see, an exact fac-simile of that bust. I think it more 
than possible that it is the second bust spoken of in the article, 
which in some way fell into Horatio Greenough’s possession. I 
think the matter worth investigating, as, if it is an original Ce- 
racchi bust itis very valuable. It impressed me as the best and 
most characteristic portrait bust of Franklin that I ever saw.

DEAR SiR: In conformity to chapter 3, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Department of Markets for the year ending January 31, 
1898. 

The work of providing better drainage for the market 
building which was in progress at the date of the last report, 
has been completed, and the annoyance which has existed for 
many years has been removed. ‘The benefit it has been 
hoped would result appears to be fully realized. A new 
sewer in South Market street, to take the place of one con- 
demned several years ago, has been completed, and so far as 
drainage and sewerage of the market district is concerned, 
we are in good condition. The pavement on South and 
North Market streets, Faneuil Hall square and Commercial 
street, owing to its having been disturbed so frequently dur- 
ing the past four or five years, is in very bad condition and 
should at as early a day as possible be renewed with the 
same style of paving as has been laid in State street. The 
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market buildings are generally in good repair, and, with the 
exception of the porches at the easterly and westerly entrances 
of Faneuil Hall Market, which should be renewed, as well as 
some of the storm doors, only the ordinary repairs will be 
needed during the present year. I would suggest also the 
necessity of snow-guards being placed on the Faneuil Hall 
Market building, as during a heavy fall of snow there is 
danger from slides. The expense attending this work would 
be saved to the city in a short time, for, as matters are at 
present, we are obliged to have the snow removed from the 
roof after every storm. In addition to ordinary improve- 
ments made by the lessees of the markets, which are not only 
a saving of expense to the city, but a benefit to the market 
property, the lessees have, at an expense of over $10,000, 
erected a permanent awning around the market to take the 
place of canvas awnings, which has not only added greatly 
to the comfort of those whose business or pleasure calls 
them to the market, but has been a great improvement to the 
property of the city. 

During the year I have condemned and destroyed, as being 
unfit for food, 2,313 pounds poultry, 217 pounds ducks, 580 
pounds beef, 120 pounds lamb, 180 pounds veal, besides large 
quantities of fruit and vegetables which have been sent to the 
dumping-scow. 

The police detailed for duty at the market have made 
sixty-two arrests and convictions for the following offences, 
viz.: Larceny, twenty-eight; drunkenness, twenty-four ; re- 
fusing to move team, three; larceny of team and contents 
(recovered), two ; selling tainted poultry, two ; embezzlement, 
obtaining goods under false pretence, and non-support of 
family, one each. ‘The appropriation for the Market Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1898, was $8,000. An 
additional appropriation of $615.07 was required to provide 
for work which unexpectedly was obliged to be done, making 
the total expense for the department $8,615.07 and was 
expended as follows:

STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
3,398, an increase of 45 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 322 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 249 families residing in Boston, 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 832, 
an increase of 67 over the year previous. ‘The total number 
of cases dealt with since 1864, is 33,864. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year, was 18,599. In addition, 821 visits were made by 
two physicians in our employ.

This Home is a Wayfarers’ Lodge for women and children. 
By comparing the record cards of the last five years we 
find a gradual decrease in the number of its women inmates. 
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In 1893 there were 1,395 different women who came to the 
house 2,982 times, while this year there have been but 1,065 
different women who came 1,797 times. 

A closer study of details shows that each year this whole 
number falls quite clearly into two groups ; those who have 
never been admitted before, whom we call the “new” 
inmates, and the somewhat larger group of “old” inmates, 
well known to us, because they have been more or less fre- 
quently admitted in previous years. 

The above table illustrates this statement, and also indicates 
the general character of the women who drift into a free 
city home, and their tendency to return to it. 

A large proportion of our inmates are wanderers without 
permanent homes of their own, and are drinkers or habitual 
drunkards, and many are known to have been in prison or 
almshouse, or both. Drink is their besetting sin, and though 
many are good-tempered women and excellent workers, their 
strength is not sufficient to enable them to resist temptation, 
and for this reason they are never permanently settled any- 
where, but drift from place to place, and often come back to 
the Home many times each year. ‘Those who return most 
frequently are generally well known also at some city or state 
prison or almshouse, and when they drop out of the Home for 
a long period we often find that they have passed the time in 
one or more of those institutions. 

It is impossible to gain much influence over such women 
during a temporary stay in a place where no authority exists 
except to enforce the rules of the house; but it is our effort 
to understand sufficiently their history and character, to do 
something to meet special needs, and tostart them on their 
way by advice and suggestion, or by securing the protection 
of friends or institutions. Much can be done for the “new” 
women (of whom there have been 393 this year), who use the 
Home as a refuge for a few days only, and among whom are 
many who have missed their way, or lost their money, or are 
in search of employment or friends. 

Such work requires knowledge of and co-operation with 
other agencies, both public and private, and our matron has 
this year consulted and gained help from the Associated 
Charities, the St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Children’s 
Aid Society, the Trustees for Children, the Pauper Institu- 
tions Department, the Dedham Home, the North End Mis- 
sion, the Salvation Army, the Meonah Home, the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, the State Board, ete. 
Our agent visits the House of Detention every morning, and 
often sees the woman probation agent in regard to special 
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women, and we are in frequent communication with the 
Police Department. The Industrial. Aid Society has given 
most efficient and constant help in finding places at service. 

The results of this kind of work may perhaps be most 
easily suggested by the following cases : 

A most respectable woman of sixty, without friends, too 
sick to work, came for a dinner. We kept her, sent for a 
doctor and got her into the City Hospital, where she died. 

A young girl, alone in the city, was brought from an em- 
ployment office. She told many improbable stories, which 
afterward proved to be false, as to her friends and relatives, 
her reason for being in the city, etc. We at length discov- 
ered her home in another city and sent her to it, and a 
responsible person was asked to look after her there. 

A young woman, ill and in great trouble, threatened to 
commit suicide. She stayed with us a short time, and at 
length found an asylum in the Dedham Home. 

A woman and her husband, hearing that plenty of work 
was to be had in Boston, walked from a country town some 
forty miles away. Their feet were swollen and blistered. 
The man was sent to the Lodge, the woman stayed with us 
and worked hard and willingly, anxious to pay for her lodg- 
ing. Inquiry at their home proved the truth of their story, 
and a place was found for them by the Associated Charities 
on a farm, where both secured work. 

An unmarried girl, with two children, whose mother was 
ereatly distressed about her future welfare, was, after much 
consultation with her mother, induced to go willingly to the 
Salvation Army Home. Great interest is taken in her there, 
and she is very contented. 

A young woman who had been in Sherborn prison was at 
length induced to go the House of the Good Shepherd. 

A girl of twenty, out of work and discouraged, was tried 
in two places, and is now doing well in a family, at three 
dollars per week. 

A very attractive young girl had lost her way. She spoke 
a dialect no one could understand, but after much difficulty 
the address of her brother was found, and she was received 
into his comfortable home in a neighboring town. 

Our statistics show that 764 children have been admitted. 
Those brought by the State or private societies were gener- 
ally taken away by them as usual. Foundlings were pro- 
vided for at once by the State, and lost children were re- 
turned to their homes, through the agency of the police. 
Those who come with their mothers usually leave with them. 
Our nursery department contains on an average about six 
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children per day, but rarely the same children for two days 
in succession. The ages range from babies to grown girls, 
and the length of stay varies from afew hours to several 
weeks. It can be seen, therefore, that these conditions do 
not easily admit of the introduction of kindergarten or other 
training. 

The house has lately been completely renovated with paint 
and whitewash, for which there has long been urgent need. 

In July our matron, Mrs. Parsons, resigned, and we secured 
in Miss Sarah R. Berry a person who already possessed much 
experience for the position which she is now filling most 
satisfactorily. 

We shall continue to work the coming year on the lines 
here indicated, and hope to make an advance by co-operating 
more effectually with other organizations, and especially with 
the Board of Trustees of Pauper Institutions, whose work 
is so closely connected with our own.

WAYFARERS’ LODGE AND Woop YARD. 


The sale of the premises occupied by us for many years 
as a wharf for the receipt and storage of wood necessitated 
hiring a new wharf. One was secured at East Cambridge, 
which answers our purposes very well, although much smaller 
than the old wharf. The number of tramps lodged dur- 
ing the year increased slightly over the previous year. ‘This 
marks the end of the steady decrease in numbers which has 
been constant from 1894 to the present year. It would seem 
as if we might reasonably expect to receive about 22,000 
tramps each year under normal conditions. 

The character of the applicants for lodgings has perceptibly 
improved during the last few years, but the unwillingness to 
work and the lack of any special calling or trade are still 
almost universal. A special and earnest effort was made by 
the Industrial Aid Society to co-operate with us by securing 
places for those of our lodgers who were willing to work. A 
man was detailed by that Society for some weeks who talked 
with the men daily and nightly, and gave application cards 
to all whom he thought in the least promising, to be presented 
by them when applying for positions at the Society’s office. 
But few took the trouble to go to the office with the cards, 
and the results were on the whole discouraging. 

A system of registration of the men applying for meals has 
recently been instituted in the hope of acquiring additional 
and valuable information for possible future action. 

The attendance of a policeman at the desk of the night 
clerk where applicants for lodging must register has been 
discontinued. ‘The rule requiring a card from a police sta- 
tion or other source has been abolished. ‘The unwritten law 
limiting the time of residence to three days has also been 
given up. All these changes are in the line of increasing 
the usefulness of the Lodge to the community. It stands 
ready to receive all comers whose poverty is such as to pre- 
vent them from paying for their night’s lodging. ‘The citizen | 
may rest assured that the tramp who asks for money with 
which to get food or lodging will be fed and lodged without 
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money and without doubt, if sent to the Lodge on Hawkins 
street. 
REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The storehouse where our groceries are kept and from 
which our deliveries are made has been put in thorough re- 
pair; and some much-needed improvements have also been 
made during the year, new drainage and plumbing and new 
ventilators having been put in. 

Our main office building has also been very much improved 
and thoroughly cleaned and put in repair. The plumbing 
has all been completely overhauled and a great deal of new 
work done, and an immense amount of new drainage work 
has been putin. New skylights in the roof, new floors in 
some of the rooms, and fresh paint and whitewash have 
made a most agreeable change in the appearance of the 
building. | 

The expense of these alterations, especially of the drains 
and plumbing, was so great as to swell the total of our ex- 
penses to an unusually large sum, but we trust the thorough 
manner in which the work has been accomplished will pre- 
vent the need of similar expenditures for a long time to come. 


RESIGNATION OF MEMBERS. 


During the year we have lost the services of two valuable 
members by resignation. Mr. John Lamb resigned early in 
the year after a service of nearly six years, on account of 
private business reasons ; and Mr. Charles Logue resigned in 
January to accept the position of head of the new Repairs 
Department of the city of Boston. 


DEATH OF MR. KILLION. 


In the death of Mr. Michael J. Killion the Board loses the 
services of one of the most efficient and valuable members of 
its staff. He served us for many years in a most admirable 
manner, performing the duties of a visitor carefully and con- 
scientiously. He was kind-hearted and considerate to the 
poor ina marked degree. His capacity for work was unusual. 
His memory of his cases and of all the details about the 
various families under his charge was most remarkable. ‘The 
Board passed resolutions appropriate to his. memory and a 
delegation attended his funeral. 


(JUARTERLY CONFERENCES. 


Under the law of 1897, separating the various city institu- 
tions and establishing unpaid boards of trustees for their 
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control, provision was made for quarterly meetings or con- 
ferences between delegates from these various boards and the 
Institutions Commissioner and our own Board. These have 
been regularly held and our Board has been represented by 
delegates. It is hoped that much good may result from 
them. ‘The co-operation between these boards and our own 
is now very close. Both the Temporary Home and the 
Lodge for Wayfarers receive inmates at the request of the 
Trustees of Pauper Institutions and keep them for a longer 
or shorter time, as may be thought wise by the Trustees. 


Trust Founpbs. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $716,860.47, an increase during the last 
year of $2,252.50. 

The number of pensioners now aided from the Pemberton, 
the Boylston Rehef, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt, and the Goodnow Funds is two hundred and ninety- 
one, seven more than on February 1,1897. During the year 
thirteen have died, one has gone to a home, four have become 
self-supporting, three have withdrawn, and one has been 
transferred to the city list. Twenty-nine new names have 
been added. } 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $6,260.60 for the board of children, conformably 
to the terms of that trust. 

For details of the various trust funds held by us, and re- 
ceipts and expenditures since February 1, 1897, see the tabu- 
lated statement herewith submitted. Extracts from the wills 
establishing these trusts will also be found at the end of this 
report. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


Reports of the secretary and treasurer are herewith ap- 
pended. ‘These show all receipts and expenditures during 
the last twelve months, so arranged that the expenses of the 
several branches of our work can be readily ascertained. <A 
schedule of the personal property in our hands February 1, 
1898, is also annexed.

Pemberton Fund. —This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the city of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “ A 
Citizen of Boston,’ Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, 
George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and William B. Spooner. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 
1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. ‘The income of this fund is to be expended, at the dis- 
cretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the 
poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by the 
acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
vice.” ‘The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund. — A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called” ; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. ‘The interest is now paid semi-annually towards 
the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund. — A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported 
in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Over- 
seers of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
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providence of God, are or shall be reduced and obliged to 
take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived reputably ; 
the Overseers of the Poor to be the judges as to the persons, 
but always giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the city of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
city of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable. 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton:  “ In- 
come to be annually expended forever in purchasing and 
distributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct that in such periodical 
distributions unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
that lone class of citizens.” 
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Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: ‘ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving 
day or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said 
Brighton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
iam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the city of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the 
government or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a- 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars, in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.”’. 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. —‘ The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charles- 
town.” $10,000, received March 7, 1889, has been invested 
in a city of Boston note.

PARK DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1897. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: The Board has the honor herewith to submit to you 
its report for the financial year 1897-98. 

The comprehensive report of our Superintendent, herewith 
presented, leaves little to be said by the Commissioners. 

The work of the present Board is to complete such parts 
of the parks as have been left unfinished, and to put the 
whole system into such condition as will call for the least 
annual expense for maintenance. ‘To accomplish this, we 
propose to avoid as far as possible the erection of buildings 
not absolutely needed for the convenience of the public, and, 
when buildings, bridges and other constructions are required, 
to build them in such a manner that the cost of repairs will 
be reduced to the minimum. For a similar reason we deem 
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it advisable to dispense with roads and paths which are not 
really necessary, and, in some cases, where new roads and 
. paths are built, to restrict their width to present needs. 

The large amount of road-building carried on in the parks 
during the past fifteen years, in order to open them to 
public use, has much delayed the planting of trees and the 
improvement of the natural woods. We have, therefore, 
devoted special attention to this branch of park construction ; 
30,000 trees and 100,000 shrubs have been purchased ; new 
nurseries have been laid out and filled, and preparations 
have been made for extensive plantations in all the parks and 
along the parkways which still remain unshaded. A _ begin- 
ning has been made toward restoring the old wocds in the 
different parks to a natural condition by gradually removing 
from them tree weeds which, escaping from neighboring 
gardens and springing up often in great quantities, have pre- 
vented the growth of native trees and the undergrowth 
essential to their welfare, and have spoiled the beauty and 
naturalness of the park woods; and many trees, most of 
which were dead, dying or diseased, have been removed, in 
order to allow the development of their more healthy and 
vigorous neighbors. The good results of this work can be 
seen already, and will grow more apparent as time goes on. 
In Franklin Park the blending together into one harmonious 
natural picture of an aggregation of large and small country 
places and farms, each planted independently, has made it 
necessary to cut many trees along old boundary lines. 

We propose in future park plantations to use largely the 
trees and shrubs native to Massachusetts, because these grow 
here more successfully, live longer, and require less labor to 
keep them in good condition than the trees and shrubs of 
foreign countries. More natural and therefore more artis- 
tic results can be obtained by the use of the native flora, than 
by a promiscuous mingling together of the plants of different 
parts of the world; and such a selection we believe, moreover, 
will have the effect of reducing very materially the future 
cost of keeping the park plantations in a healthy and satis- 
factory condition, especially if the plantations are made in 
the first place, as we propose to make them, in a thorough 
manner. In Franklin Park, especially, natural woods, glades 
and meadows, which should be its essential features, can be 
reproduced, as far as itis possible for art to reproduce nature, 
by employing only such plants as nature herself, undisturbed 
by man, uses in this part of the country. Many boundary 
trees have been, and are to be, planted, to mark the limits of 
the parks, and to protect those who use them, as far as pos- 
sible, from the sights and sounds of the city. 
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One of the greatest enemies to the peace and quiet of the 
parks, and, therefore, to the great end for which city parks 
exist, is the electric street railway with its hum and buzz 
and its disfiguring poles and wires. 

A successful resistance was made to the strongly urged 
scheme of carrying an electric road across Boylston Bridge in 
the Fens, and the road is now being built around the Fens, 
instead of across them, to the incalculable advantage of the 
park-using public, and, we feel sure, to the ultimate profit of 
the owners of the neighboring lands. 

The condition of the Back Bay Fens is a cause for serious 
anxiety. The water from Stony Brook, during periods of 
ordinary flow, is carried round the Fens and discharged 
directly into the Charles river. During periods of freshet, 
however, the extra flow is discharged directly into the Fens 
with the result that the basin is being gradually filled with 
an offensive deposit. These overflows usually occur at 
periods of high tides which cover the marshes, and leave, 
when the tides recede, a deposit of sewage matter on the 
marsh grasses. The amount of the discharge of vegetable 
matter is likely to increase rather than to diminish, as the 
country about the head of Stony Brook is developed and new 
streets are laid out. The largest part of the offensive matter 
in the Fens now consists of street surface drainage brought 
down from catch-basins in the streets of Roxbury and 
Jamaica Plain. It seems to us that this evil can only be 
remedied by providing a covered channel, either through one 
of the streets adjacent to the Fens or directly under the 
water of the Fens, large enough to carry all the flood water 
of Stony Brook into Charles river and thus prevent any flow 
into the basin of the Fens except the tide-water from the 
river. 

The only lands acquired by the Board during the past year, 
other than for playgrounds, are the land and flats between 
the Old Colony Railroad and the land formerly taken for the 
Strandway. The proposition for the removal of the Old 
Colony Railroad from its present location to a new one 
farther west brought up the question whether the proposed 
abandonment of its old road-bed did not offer an opportunity 
to secure the extension of the Strandway much more quickly 
and at far less cost than the original plan. The Mayor 
strongly supported this view in connection with a plan to 
connect Franklin Park with the Strandway on the line of 
Columbia street. A bill for this purpose was introduced 
into the Legislature and became a law, under which the 
Street Commissioners were authorized to construct a road, 
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part of which should be a parkway and part a traffic-way, 
from Franklin Park to Marine Park, traversing Dorchester- 
way and Strandway where necessary for the accomplishment 
of this object. Plans were accordingly prepared by the Street 
Commissioners, in consultation with this Board, and adopted 
for the construction of the new Columbia road. The passage 
of this act made it desirable to secure the land and flats, 
lying between the original line of the Strandway and the 

Old Colony Railroad, and the Board, therefore, made a taking 
on June 9, 1897, of so much of the land and flats as the ap- 
propriation ayailable therefor would warrant. 

As the city has grown, the vacant land, on which children 
have heretofore had a chance to play, becomes more and 
more scarce. Some parts of the city are already so built up 
that, unless spaces in the way of parks and playgrounds are 
secured, the young people will: be deprived of the healthy 
sport of childhood, which is their birthright. 

' It is a wise policy to provide local playgrounds throughout 
the city, before land becomes too expensive, particularly as, 
in thickly inhabited localities, a playground large enough to 
accommodate baseball and football players must of necessity . 
be very costly. But money wisely spent to purchase such 
land will be the best and most permanent investment. possi- 
ble for the city, and generations yet to come will be thankful 
for our forethought. 

Some parts of the city are now well provided with play- 
grounds, while other localities have none. ‘Therefore it has 
seemed wise to the Board to apply to the Legislature for an 
act, which shall provide for a comprehensive system of 
playgrounds in the city. It is hoped that power will be 
given to the Board, with the approval of the Mayor, to pur- 
chase land for playgrounds in such different localities, not 
exceeding twenty in number, as they may deem best adapted 
for such purpose. 

The improvement and equipment of newly-acquired play- 
grounds and those already in existence not improved must 
be left to the future. It is hoped that the city will provide, 
inside of the debt limit, each year, sufficiently for this 
object. 

The Board suggests to our citizens that they have the 
opportunity to use their money for the lasting benefit of the 
public in the purchase or equipment of playgrounds and 
thus to create for themselves an ever-enduring memorial. 

A descriptive list of the playgrounds will be found in the 
Superintendent’s report, those acquired during the past year 
being so marked.

PARK DEPARTMENT. 5 


The contract work of the department was continued dur- 
ing the year with Mr. E. W. Howe of the City Engineer’s 
department as assistant engineer in charge, an account of 
which work will be found in the City Engineer’s report. 

As the engineering force was disproportionately large for 
the amount of work on hand, and as the period of park 
construction was about at an end, the Board concluded that 
the present engineering force at the department headquarters 
would be sufficient for all present needs, and notified the 
City Engineer that the department desired to be relieved 
from further expense on account of the services of Mr. Howe 
and his assistants. In taking this action the Board placed 
the following on its records: The Board of Park Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston desires on parting with the 
services of Mr. Edward W. Howe, to put on record its 
high appreciation of the ability, fidelity and integrity with 
which he has performed his duties to this department during 
his many years of service. ' 

The Board took occasion also to thank the City Engineer 
for his constant and appreciative interest in its work, and 
his many and most valuable services. 

We cannot close our report without expressing our entire 
satisfaction with the work of our Superintendent, the good 
results of which are everywhere manifest in the parks, as 
well as in our financial statement. The City is fortunate in 
having secured the services of so devoted and competent a 
man as Mr. Pettigrew.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT, AND JOHN 
T. WHEELWRIGHT, Board of Commissioners of the 
Department of Parks, Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my report for the year 
ending January 31, 1898: 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The current year commenced with tree thinning in the 
woods and plantations of Franklin Park. This is one of the 
important operations in park making: sound, healthy trees 
cannot be grown under crowded conditions, the side branches 
are killed for want of light and air, and nothing is left but 
the top branches, each struggling to overcome the other in 
search of ight. While it is not necessary, or even desirable, 
in woodland to have each tree a perfect specimen, yet -each 
may retain in some measure its individuality or characteris- 
tic beauty, without impairment of naturalness in massing for 
woodland effects. 

The careful and intelligent thinning out of such wood- 
lands produces better conditions for tree growth: the 
branches spread out, the boles, under the influence of more 
hight and air, gradually put forth branches, while ground 
cover, undergrowth, and saplings for the same reason begin 
to grow below. In this work care is taken to retain and em- 
phasize, in the direction indicated, any natural or pleasing 
features already existing, and at the same time to bear in 
mind the difficulty of policing dense tangles of wood growth. 

On the sites of old residences, and on fence lines within 
the park, considerable cutting had to be done, to thin out 
the neglected tangle of former plantations of trees and shrubs 
of foreign origin, which, from their position, character, or 
condition, could not be blended into a harmonious connection 
with their surroundings. 

On the boundary lines of Franklin Park, including Mor- 
ton street, Canterbury street, Blue Hill avenue, Seaver street, 
and Sigourney street, large areas have been prepared for 
screen belts of timber trees; the ground, having been ploughed 
and subsoil-ploughed several times during the past summer, 
is in a fine mellow condition for planting next spring. The 
intended permanent trees will be planted at from twenty- 
five to forty feet apart, according to their expected growth, 
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and the intervals thickly planted with other trees to serve 
as protection. As growth progresses and they interfere 
with each other, the nurse trees may be removed for trans- 
plantation elsewhere, so that the plantation will serve the 
purpose of a nursery as well. ‘To encourage rapid growth in 
these border plantations, cultivation should be maintained for 
at least three years, when grass or some suitable ground 
cover may be planted among the trees. 

Franklin Park and other portions of the park system con- 
tain a large area of rocky, sterile hills and slopes, where the 
thinness of the soil will not permit of fine tree growth. 
During the past season, such grounds have been treated with 
a dressing of commercial fertilizer, containing a large propor- 
tion of the elements that enter into tree growth. This is 
good in its way, yet under such conditions it is simply beg- 
ging the question. The want of asuitable depth of soil must 
be met, or the same stunted growth that we see to-day 
will meet the eyes of posterity. ‘True economy and a re- 
gard for the future demand that this essential to successful 
tree growth be supplied without delay. A large quantity of 
trees and shrubs of mostly native kinds has been purchased 
during the past year, amounting to about 80,000 of the 
former and about 100,000 of the latter. The stock is 
in very fine condition; maples, oaks, beeches, ash, and lin- 
dens, predominate among the trees, while the shrubs consist 
largely of cornels, thorns, viburnums, Judas trees, sumacs, 
and witch hazels. The greater proportion of this stock will 
be planted next spring, on the grounds that have been pre- 
pared during the past summer. 

The removal of the Williams house and repair shops from 
the centre of Franklin Park has been’accomplished with 
gratifying results, the site bemg graded and made ready for 
planting to bring it into harmony with the surrounding 
grounds. 

By the transfer (which you have ordered) of the sheep 
from the barn at Scarboro’ Hill to the barn at Franklin Field, 
which will be accomplished early this spring, another disfig- 
urement on the face of the park will be obliterated by the 
tearing down of the sheep barn and_ shepherd’s house. 
The repair shops moved from the site of the Williams place 
have been set up as temporary shops in a hollow near the 
greenhouses at Morton street, a location easily hidden from 
the park drives. The selection of this place will enable the 
department to concentrate all shops, barns, storehouses, 
greenhouses, and necessary administration buildings, for a 
large district at one point, effecting thereby a saving in time 
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and money by reason of convenience and availability, as well 
as ease of management. For the permanent buildings, it 
would be well to have plans prepared, so that the work of 
erection could be completed during the coming summer. 

The grading and planting done last spring in Franklin 
Park comprised the planting of the border mound at Blue 
Hill avenue; the grading and planting of the refectory and 
horse-shed grounds; and the grading and planting of the 
‘grounds on either side of the drive from Forest Hills street 
to the forks of the road east of Forest Hills bridge. A num- 
ber of young hemlocks have been moved from various parts 
of the park, where too thickly crowded, to the hill on which 
the Peters’ house stands. ‘These were transplanted with frozen 
balls of earth, and ranged in height from five to nine feet; to 
quicken the foliage effect and to give shelter, clumps of 
birches have been planted among them. ‘This plantation will 
in time tend to broaden the evergreen effect along the drive 
leading to Scarboro’-Pond bridge, the hill of the opposite 
side of the drive being clothed principally with a growth of 
fine white pines. 

Among the improvements planned and ordered by the 
Board for the coming season in Franklin Park may be men- 
tioned the drainage of Nazindale. ‘This charming valley is a 
natural drainage course, the flow of which is not sufficient to 
form a brook, and which frequently is dry altogether. Thereby 
it forms a marshy hollow for the greater part of its. course, 
and is filled with coarse marsh-grasses and rushes. ‘These, 
trampled by the feet of golfers and other frequenters of the 
park, produce an effect neither natural nor artistic. The plan 
of drainage will carry the water in an underground channel, 
which, with tile drains running laterally, will bring the 
ground into condition for the forming of a simple turf-covered 
valley. This will greatly enhance the beauty and simplicity 
of the large meadow, and will be a great convenience to the 
public. In connection with this a branch pipe will be carried 
to Scarboro’ Pond to replenish its waters when necessary and 
opportunity offers. 

Another work of improvement planned for execution this 
season is the formation of a long grassy glade, extending 
from Blue Hill avenue to the Playstead, and lying between 
Glen road and Seaver street. The natural features favor 
this treatment of the ground, and the work will not be of a 
costly character, being simple in design. The heaviest item 
of cost will be loam, the rock being mostly near the surface. 
It willeffect, too, the removal of the piles of stone which have 
so long littered the ground, and bring into use and enjoy- 
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ment a very beautiful and convenient part of the park. The 
glade will be bordered on both sides by a meandering path, 
which will be of great convenience to those wishing to reach 
the Playstead from the cars at Blue Hill avenue. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The principal works of improvement at Franklin Field, 
during the past year, consist of the erection of two commo- 
dious sanitary buildings, with connection with the sewerage 
and water systems of the city; the seeding of five or six 
acres of its surface, and the preparation, by loaming, of a part 
of its Blue Hill avenue boundary line for planting. 

This noble playground is growing in popular favor; the 
turf is improving in condition with each season. It is to be 
regretted, however, that cavalry manceuvres damage the turf, 
the character of the soil over the greater part of its area being 
peaty, and it would be greatly to the benefit of all users of 
the Field were equestrian exhibitions prohibited. 

No extensive improvements are planned for the Field this 
summer, nor are any especially called for, excepting possibly 
that a shelter for the public is needed against storms; a 
large open-sided pavilion would best serve -the purpose. 
Preparation also might be made for planting by loaming the 
bordering belt of the Field. 


THE ARBORETUM. 


Work on the Peters’ Hill extension of the Arboretum was 
continued early last spring by contract for sub-grading a part 
of the encircling driveway, about 2,600 feet in length. On the 
completion of this contract in the fall, the work was con- 
tinued by the park force on the remaining portion, about 4,200 
feet long, which was nearly completed before the advent of 
cold weather. Nearly the whole length of the drive required 
tile drainage to take the seepage from the hill. A consider- 
able quantity of ballast was also laid, and the work will be 
pushed to completion as soon as the season opens. ‘This 
will open to the public, a drive from which charming views 
of the surrounding country can be had, by reason of its ele- 
vation and commanding position. 

Early in the spring the old crusher plant was removed 
from Franklin Park to the ledge on the line of Bussey 
street in the Arboretum. This, with the new plant erected 
the previous year, was kept in operation during the season 
crushing stone for the traffic roads of the Arborway. The 
stone, except a vein or two of poor material, proves to be 
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very good. A new engine and boiler have recently been 
purchased for the old plant, which will add much to its 
effectiveness. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


Work, under a contract, was begun in Jamaica Park last 
spring by the sub-grading of the driveway along the west 
side of the pond. .On the completion of the contract for 
erading, the Board ordered the drive macadamized. The 
work was barely commenced, when it had to be suspended 
to allow the Metropolitan Water Commissioners to lay their 
large main through the bed of the driveway. ‘The season 
being far advanced when they finished, macadamizing of the 
roadway was postponed until spring. 

About 4,100 cubic yards of loam were spread on the slopes 
on the Prince and Perkins street sides, in the endeavor to 
get the ground in readiness for planting; the Perkins street 
side was completed, but considerable loam is yet needed for 
the Prince street side before planting can be done. 

A walk has been constructed along the pond at Perkins 
street, which will be continued down the west side of the 
pond, to connect with the walk near Pond street. 

The slope at Perkins street will be planted with red 
maples, thorns, viburnums, and other native shrubs, while 
on Prince street side, beeches will be introduced, wherever 
- practicable. 

The threatened permanently low level rf the water in 
Jamaica Pond discloses a larger margin of gravelly shore than 
is desirable. ‘To correct this and bring the foliage line nearer 
to the water, part of the beach at Perkins street has been 
excavated and loam substituted, and, to prevent any damage 
by a temporary stage of high water, the sill of the overflow 
will be lowered. Should conditions arise, however, promis- 
ing a continued stage of high water, the sill can be restored 
to its original height. On account of the abandonment of 
the bathing-house scheme at the south end of Jamaica Pond, 
the coves have been filled up and graded to correspond with 
the slopes adjacent. The old laundry building at Pine 
Bank has been removed, and the stable will follow when the 
horse-sheds, which have been authorized by the Board, are 
erected next season. The construction of a road and path 
to the offices of the Board from the parkway, and the contin- 
uation of the path to the steps at Perkins street, are the 
immediate necessities at Pine Bank, second only to the desir- 
ability of doing the necessary planting at the earliest possible 
time. 
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LEVERETT PARK. 


The low water in Jamaica Pond rendered ineffective the 
pond and brook arrangement at Ward’s Pond, since they were 
supphed from the overflow of Jamaica Pond, to remedy 
which, the Board decided to fill up two of the ponds and 


make a rearrangement of the paths to conform to the change. 


THe RIVERWAY. 


Considerable work was done last spring remodelling the 
plantations along the Riverway; scattermg shrubs were 
gathered together in groups and masses ‘of irregular shape, 
openings being occasionally left for turf spaces or for plant- 
‘ing with low ground cover. A large number of shrubs were 
added, and a number of willows were removed and used for 
nurse trees in the Wood Island plantations. 


THE FENs. 


Throughout the Fens district, a good deal of work has 


been done during the fall months in rearranging shrubberies. 
The shrubs “ planted thickly ” have grown into tangled masses, 
strong-growing kinds overcrowding and killing the smaller. 
In great part the herbaceous plants have been removed from 
the borders of the driveways and bridle paths, and the ground 
dug over to plant with prostrate or low growing shrubs. 
The reason for this change being that the leaves and flowers of 
the herbaceous plants lose much of their charm and attract- 
iveness from the dust thrown on them from the roads. ‘These 
plants will still be retained along the inner paths. 

The Fens charm because of an apparent wildness, and an 
appearance of being left to nature. The opinion prevails 
that such a treatment is economical and easily maintained. 
Never was greater mistake; constant attention is necessary 
to prevent the loss of colonies of plants from overcrowding 
of trees and shrubs, or from weeds and grasses. It is not 
too much to say that, as between an arrangement with her- 
baceous plants, as now obtains, and a treatment with shrubs 
and trees with grassy open spaces, the difference is as three 
to one in favor of the latter in point of economy. 

The silt from Stony Brook has accumulated in the 
Fens channel, in a deposit extending from the outlet to 
Agassiz bridge, averaging about three feet six inches in 
depth. This deposit is very offensive when the water is 
lowered in the Fens, and is probably a menace to health. The 
removal of this deposit is a necessity. At a conference 
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between the park and sewerage engineers of the city, held 
on the spot, the opinion prevailed that the method of removal 
that would cause the least annoyance and prove the cheapest, 
would be to pump the material through the conduit to Beacon 
street, then dredge or pump it again into dump scows, and 
carry it out tosea. The cost of the work has been estimated, 
and an appropriation for it asked for by the Street Depart- 
ment of the city. This work ought to be completed before 
warm weather sets in. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The work of improvement at Wood Island Park was again 
taken up during the past summer; stones and boulders col- 
lected during the process of grading, and amounting to about 
2,000 cubic yards, were crushed into macadam. Paths 
ageregating 6,500 lineal feet were outlined and subgraded 
with shingle from the beach, on which substantial footpaths 
were constructed of the crushed stone, packed with fine stone 
screenings. Most of the slopes and open grassy spaces have 
been ploughed and subsoiled and planted with trees. The 
trees are planted very thickly so that they may afford pro- 
tection to each other, the situation being a very exposed one. 
Several species of trees are planted,— willows, Norway maples, 
and ash, predominating, the intention being to select the 
species that thrive best for permanent trees, and cut out the 
_ less suitable ones when they interfere with the growth of 
the permanent ones. 

The plan for this park provides for a driveway round its 
borders. This driveway does not seem to be either desirable 
or necessary; the park is small, containing only about forty- 
six acres, and a large part of its area is taken up by the ball 
field and gymnasium ground. It would be a pity to 
further curtail the space that should be occupied by trees 
and grass for the use of the people by cutting a drive through 
it. The necessity for a drive is not apparent, as_ the 
park can be covered from one end to the other in a walk of a 
few minutes. A carriage-stand could be constructed near 
the entrance for the accommodation of visitors bringing 
vehicles. 

To meet a demand for out-door bathing, the building on 
the beach was opened to the public, and, in spite of the poor 
facilities afforded, large numbers of women and children 
availed themselves of the privilege, demonstrating the fact 
that the completion of this building as originally planned 
with wings for bathing-houses would meet a popular want. 

The gymnasium and ball grounds were flooded during ik 
past winter, and used for skating by many thousands. 
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MARINE PARK. 


The only work of improvement at Marine Park consisted 
of the purchase of about 500 yards of loam to increase the 
soil depth of the old plantation running parallel with Q 
street. The trees already planted indicate by their stunted 
erowth the poverty of the soil and the severe exposure of 
the situation. This will be corrected by adding other trees. 
of strong growing qualities for protection, planting between 
them the permanent trees, and adding loam to the surface. 

The grounds surrounding the “Natural History Pools ’’ 
have been subgraded, but nothing further has been done for 
several years, pending the settlement as to their disposition. 


- In their present condition they are bare and uninviting, 


and a detriment to that portion of Marine Park. The filling 
up of the pools would prove very costly, and is not necessary, 
for by loaming, planting, and the making of a few walks, the 
place could be made attractive, and still would be available for 
the original purpose for which it was designed, should the 
funds for its execution at any time in the future be provided. 


CASTLE ISLAND. 


This delightful resort on the bay is deservedly popular 
with the public. Castle Island, in its simplicity, is always 
charming and inviting to those seeking rest and recreation. 
No work of improvement has been carried on here, nor is 
much needed, beyond the planting of shade trees, and the con- 
struction of sanitary buildings and of a shelter from sudden 
storms. ‘The old hospital building has been cleared out, 
painted, calcimined and fitted with seats to serve as a tem- 
porary shelter until a permanent one can be erected. A 
2-inch pipe for water-supply of the island was laid last spring 
along the Causeway from Marine Park. 


CHARLESBANK. 


This delightful breathing-spot is situated within easy reach 
of a large population in a congested part of the city. Its 
importance can hardly be overestimated, and its broad 
promenade commands a fine view of the Charles river. A 
necessary work of improvement is the reconstruction of the 
promenade; a pavement of brick or granolithic would be 
preferable, and one commensurate with the value and 
importance of the place. The present bed of the path is of 
loose, sandy gravel, very dusty under the influence of the 
strong breezes of the Charles-river valley. A pathway of 
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macadam, with a binder of stone screenings, would give less 
cause for annoyance in this respect. 

The gymnasium gives opportunity for physical recreation 
to the adult population, and the children’s playground for 
small children, but, for the romping children of larger size, 
Charlesbank offers no facilities. This might, in a measure, 
be remedied by levelling off a portion of the undulating 
ground, retaining only a mound along the Charles street side 
for a screen, and relaying the turf again, and thus providing 
a romping-place suitable for most games indulged in by boys 
and girls, excepting baseball, for which there is not sufficient 
space. Trees of value could be moved to other locations. 

The usefulness of Charlesbank hes in its health-giving 
opportunities to a crowded population, and every advantage 
should be taken to improve those opportunities. 


NortH ENp BEACH. 


At North End Beach, during the past season, were 
erected bathing-houses for men and women, with a pier ex- 
tension into the bay, from the women’s bath-house, of 522 
feet, and from the men’s bath-house, on the opposite side of 
the park, the pier extends 560 feet into the bay. Of these 
piers the women’s is single-decked and canopy-covered, and 
the men’s double-decked, the upper deck being open. The 
women’s bath-house contains 150 bathing-rooms, laundry and 
laundry machinery, sanitary and heating arrangements. It 
was opened to the public July 4, and had a fairly successful 
season; the patronage, however, did not seem to be com- 
mensurate with the great advantages offered at a cheap rate, 
sea-bathing being brought right to the doors of the people 
living in the most congested part of the city at five cents per 
bath, including room, bath, suit and towel. The men’s bath- 
ing-house was not completed in season for bathing. They 
were, however, accommodated in the women’s bathing-house 
without overtaxing its capacity. A band stand was erected 
in the park for open-air concerts. 

The experience of the past summer suggests that the 
proper treatment of North End Beach would be to transform 
it into a playground; arrangements of grass and shrubbery 
would be trodden out immediately; no reasonable effort 
could prevent it. The necessity for open spaces in the dis- 
trict is very great, and a plan has been prepared, by the de- 
partment engineer, for simply grading to as easy a slope as 
can be adapted to the grade of the buildings, and one that — 
will permit of flooding for winter skating. Even the removal 
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of the open brick sheds and the mound of earth on the north 
line is advisable, to give greater space for the swarming 
forth of the dense resident population in search of fresh air. 
The corner where the brick sheds now stand could be fenced 
off and filled up with clean sand for small children, a row 
of trees and a row of fixed seats could be established on the 
street line and north boundary line. 


Copr’s Hm TERRACES. 


The masonry retaining walls, steps and granolithic pave- 
ments of these terraces were completed last summer, and the 
borders were loamed in readiness for planting next spring ; 
a drinking fountain was also erected. 


GYMNASIUMS. 

On page 29 will be found statistics of attendance at the 
various gymnasiums under the control and direction of your 
department. 

At Charlesbank no expenditures have been incurred on 
extensions or improvements. <A public exhibition was given 
on July 26, of the past summer, conducted by Mr. J. W. 
Bowler, who has charge of athletic instruction at this gym- 
nasium. The attendance was large, and the work performed 
by the pupils was very creditable. 

At the close of the summer session at Charlesbank, Mr. 
Bowler was transferred to Paris-street Gymnasium for the 
winter session. At that place he has been successful in 
establishing morning and afternoon classes, designed, in the 
character of work performed, to qualify the pupils, as far as 
physical qualifications are necessary, as candidates for the 
Police and Fire Department service. These classes have had 
a marked success. 


PARIS-STREET GYMNASIUM. 


The gift of Paris-street Gymnasium, by Mrs. Esther P. 
Ahl, added to this department an indoor gymnasium. ‘The 
building is a wooden structure 137 feet by 98 feet, of one 
story and truss-roofed. A space 111 feet by 21 feet is set 
apart for reading-rooms, in which are to be found many of 
the leading papers and magazines. The lockers number 789. 

The building will need extensive repairs if retained for its 
present purpose much longer, the foundations and roof being 
in bad condition. There can be no question of the benefits 
to be derived from the institution, by the crowded population 
in whose midst it stands. Apart from the advantage of 
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instruction in physical culture, the bathing facilities offered, 
even under the present arrangement, are a boon to many, as 
the statistics on another page will show. It would seem, 
then, that as the institution is well patronized and successful, 
it would be a waste of money to spend any large sum in 
repairs or alterations on an old building, and that it would be 
more desirable, and in the lhne of economy, to erect a new one 
—a plain brick structure, in which accommodation could be 
added for plunge and tub bathing, and for other features that 
it might be found desirable to include. The cost of a suit- 
able building might be brought within very reasonable limits, 
were all unnecessary embellishments omitted. Its location 
and character do not demand any other requisites than, sub- 
stantiality, neatness and adaptability. 

At this gymnasium a new hot-water apparatus has been 
installed durmg the past summer, with new sprays for the 
shower-baths, and no trouble is now met from a want of 
hot water, the service being able to care for all comers. A 
set of six new chest-weight apparatus has been set up, re- 
placing an old worn-out lot, and other pieces of apparatus 
have also been added. Patent burners of incandescent pat- 
tern have been affixed to the gas fixtures, to lessen the large 
gas bills. The place as a whole is in good running order, 
and, as the table of statistics shows, well patronized. Mr. 
James A. Walsh conducts classes in the afternoon and even- 
ing, and has general supervision of the special work in 
athletics of the gymnasium pupils, in class intervals, the 
work being divided between Mr. Walsh and Mr. Bowler, 
who has a similar charge during the mornings and two after- 
noons of each week. 


Woop ISLAND GYMNASIUM. 


This gymnasium during the summer months is under the 
direction of Mr. Walsh, and has, during the past summer, 
maintained its character as a popular resort for those in 
search of instruction in physical culture. 

It is to be regretted that so many of the frequenters of the 
department gymnasiums are averse to performing class-work, 
and prefer to attempt to develop some particular qualification 
of which they fancy themselves possessed. The mission of 
the gymnasiums under the control of the department is prin- 
cipally to give such instruction as will tend to build up 
strong healthy frames, not to encourage the development of 
special parts for special lines of work, which is frequently 
done at the expense of other parts of the body. The dangers 
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arising from this abuse of privilege could be entirely reme- 
died, were such lines of work permitted only on certificate, 
of a competent authority, that the pupil was fit physically to 
undertake the work proposed. By thus making special work 
dependent on general physical development, the classes would 
be more largely attended, and the intent and purpose of the 
gymnasium be the more fully carried out. 


THE PARKWAYS. 


The work of improving the parkways was continued during 
the past season. ‘Traffic roads for the accommodation of 
abutting residents were constructed on the Arborway, between 
Prince and Centre streets, and from Centre street to the top 
of the hill toward South street ; the loam spaces were enlarged 
to admit of a larger body of loam for tree growth; red oaks 
were planted along the Arborway from South street to Centre 
street, and shrubbery on the borders and sloping banks. 
American lindens were planted for line trees on the Riverway 
from Brookline avenue to Leverett Park. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Pending the adoption of a more permanent improvement, 
a cinder walk is now being laid on the central promenade. 
This material, while a little dusty occasionally, has the merit 
of being at all times pleasant and dry for the feet. A part 
of the roadway two blocks long, and two street crossings, 
were, during the past fall, surfaced with five inches in depth 
of crushed stone; the remainder of the drives was surfaced 
with coarse screenings and rolled. 


PLAYGROUND REQUIREMENTS. 


Under the control of the Park Department are a number 
of playgrounds on which the work of development will soon 
commence, and the question of how it shall be done is an 
important one. Tentative plans have been prepared for the 
work, but the treatment proposed in most cases would seem 
to be too elaborate for a useful and hardworked playground. 
Shrubbery and grass, except in playgrounds of large extent, 
could not be maintained, and it is not to be expected that 
boys and men, in the excitement of games and contests, 
would respect such embellishments, if they came in their way, 
nor should it be required of them. ‘The ground should be 
clear of all obstacles or decorations of a nature that would 
interfere with its full and free use. 
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Generally speaking a field simply graded, drained, and 
covered with three inches of screened cinders, surrounded by 
a fence and a row of trees planted within the fence, with a 
continuous row of fixed benches next to the trees, for protec- 
tion to them and for the convenience of onlookers, together 
with suitable sanitary and shelter buildings, would meet the 
requirements of a playground. When space can be spared, 
apparatus of a simple character could be introduced for those 
wishing gymnastic exercise, such as would not need the in- 
struction of anexpert. By the simplification of these details 
much can be saved in maintenance expenses. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


The location, area, and present condition for use of the 
playgrounds of the city are as follows, those acquired by 
this department during the past year being marked with an 
asterisk : 


BACK BAY. 


Boston Common. — A portion of the Parade Ground has 
been used as a playground from early times. (In charge of 
the Public Grounds Department.) 


NORTH END. 


(a.) North End Beach and Copp’s Hill Terraces. — Con- 
taining three acres of upland, and four acres of beach and 
land covered by water. About two acres are being prepared 
for use as a playground, in addition to which the terraces, the 
beach, the promenade piers and bath-houses, are available for 
recreation. 

(*b.) North End Playground.— This playground contains 
about one-fourth of an acre, and is located in the most densely 
populated part of the North End, lying between North Ben- 
net and Prince streets and adjoming Paul Revere School. 
The site was cleared of buildings last summer, and levelled. 
In the spring screened ashes will be spread over the surface. 
For a permanent surface, a granolithic pavement would be 
best. 


WEST END. 


Charlesbank. — Containing ten acres, two acres of which 
are devoted to the men’s gymnasium, and one acre to the 
women’s gymnasium and children’s playground. Both gym- 
nasiums are fully equipped with gymnastic apparatus, and 
locker and lavatory buildings. The men’s gymnasium 
grounds are used in winter for skating. 
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SOUTH END. 


(*a.) Fellows-street Playground. — This playground is a 
small plot of three-quarters of an acre, suitable for a little 
folks’ playground, its restricted areanot permitting it to be 
used for ball games and other rough sports. The original 
lot had been laid out with walks, trees, and shrubbery, leay- 
ing aplayground in thecentre. The result proved the futility 
of planting shrubbery in a playground, both shrubbery and 
trees being ruined by the rough usage of the boys. The 
subsequent acquirement of more ground necessitates a 
change of plan, when a more rough and ready style of 
treatment can be adopted, including teeter boards, swings, 
sand-pits, etc., suitable for children, leaving as much space as 
possible for their games. 

6.) Orchard Park. — Containing two acres. (In charge 
of the Public Grounds Department. ) 


EAST BOSTON. 


Wood Island Park. — Containing forty-six acres of upland, 
besides beach and flats covered by tide water. Four acres 
are laid out, and equipped for a men’s gymnasium with field 
house, and five acres are devoted to a playground. Skating 
is provided for at these grounds in winter. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


(*a.) Mystie Playground. — Chelsea street and Scott’s 
court. This playground contains about two and one-quarter 
acres, and adjoins the Mystic river. It is too restricted in 
area for ball games, and the best use to make of it would be 
to adapt it entirely to the use of children, equipping it in 
about the same manner as Fellows-street Playground. No 
other work of improvement has been done than simply grad- 
ing the ground, and dressing the surface with screened 
cinders. 

(6.) Charlestown Heights. — Baker Hill and St. Martin 
streets; containing four acres of upland (one acre in chil- 
dren’s playground) and six acres of flats. The latter, when 
filled in, will serve as a playground and bathing-beach. 

(c.) Charlestown Playground. — Main and Alford streets, 
near Sullivan square; fourteen acres, enclosed by sea wall. 
The work of filling in this playground is going on rapidly. 
About nine acres have been filled, and a large part of it has 
been leveiled, and is in good condition for ball playing. The 
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preparation of the loam spaces for tree planting could be 
advantageously done during the coming season. 


SOUTH BOSTON. 


(*a.) First and M-street Playground. — This playground, 
containing about five acres, was formerly a city lot, in charge 
of the Public Institutions Department. It was afterwards 
put in charge of the Public Grounds Department, and later 
was transferred to this department. During the past season 
it was roughly sub-graded and the lawn spaces were loamed 
under contract ; subsequently it was finely graded, and a gym- 
nasium ground and ball-field laid out according to plans by 
Olmsted, Olmsted & Eliot. Sewerage and water systems were 
also laid. ‘To complete the design there is yet needed a fence 
and the apparatus for the gymnasium ground, as well as build- 
ings for shelter and sanitary arrangements. The grounds 
were much used last summer for ball playing and other games, 
and arrangements were made for flooding for winter skating, 
but, on account of the mild season and the porous nature of 
the ground, great difficulty was experienced in maintaining 
good ice. , 

(6.) Commonwealth Playground.— Containing about 
twelve acres, near Bullock and Anchor streets. (In charge 
of the Public Grounds Department.) The temporary use of 
this ground, which is the property of the Commonwealth, is 
eiven to the city, but as this section will be a warehouse 
district, it will not be a proper place fora playground. When 
this development takes place, the marshes at the head of 
“Old Harbor,” lately taken by this department for the 
Strandway, would furnish a suitable location for another 
playground for the South Boston District. 

(e.) Castle Island furnishes a delightful playground, 
particularly for little children. 


ROXBURY, JAMAICA PLAIN AND DORCHESTER. 


(a.) Washington Park,—Dale and Bainbridge streets ; 
containing nine acres. (In charge of the Public Grounds 
Department.) Could be arranged so as to be made available 
for a playground. 

(b.) Franklin Park. — The Playstead and Glade furnish 
grounds for ball and other games, open to children not over 
twelve years of age; besides which there are tennis courts 
and golf linksin the Country Park; the whole comprising 
about 125 acres. 
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(c.) Franklin Field. — Containing seventy-seven acres. 
Forty acres are in playground, and are flooded in winter for 
skating. 

(d.) Dorchester Park. — Containing twenty-six acres of 
forest land. ‘The city ledge lot adjoining can be converted 
into’a playground after the stone has been removed. 

(e.) Neponset Playground. — Containing eighteen acres 
of salt marsh, lying between Neponset avenue and the Old 
Colony Railroad. A dam with tidal gate has been built to 
keep out the tide-water, and, by the construction of an open 
ditch on thé northerly border of the field, the laying of tile 
drains, and the filling of the creeks and ditches, will make the 
ground available for temporary use as a playground, until it 
can be filled and properly surfaced. An embankment was 
thrown up and the enclosure flooded for skating this winter, 
which was enjoyed by thousands. The mild season, however, 
prevented a long continuance of this sport. 

(*f.) Christopher Gibson Playground. — Dorchester 
avenue and Park street. This playground, containing six 
acres, was known as “ Dorchester Town Field,” and belonged 
to the city as Trustee of the Gibson School Fund. ‘The recent 
extension of Geneva avenue divided the field into two parts. 
Although a part of the land is considerably below the grade 
of the adjoining streets, both of the lots can be used in their 
present condition for ball and similar games. 


WEST ROXBURY. 


Billings Field.— This playground is located between 
Bellevue and La Grange streets in West Roxbury, and con- 
tains eleven acres. Part of the ground is a steep slope, run- 
ning off to astretch of bog land. A fill of sixteen to eighteen 
inches will be necessary on the low ground. The work of 
grading has commenced by the purchase of surplus excava- 
tion from contractors of the railroad grade crossing operations 
near by, and a plan for the drainage of this playground is 
under consideration. A portion of this ground was flooded 
the past winter and used for skating, with good results con- 
sidering the unfavorable season. 


BRIGHTON. 


(a.) North Brighton Playground. — Western avenue and 
North Harvard street. This playground contains fourteen 
acres, about three acres of which are above  tide-water, 
the remainder being subject to the overflow of high tides. 
No work has been done on it except to grade the high ground 
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for temporary use as a playground. Filling is now being 
received on the low ground, and a plan of drainage is being 
prepared. Plans for a fence have also been made, and esti- 
mates for its construction received. 

(b.) Rogers Park. — Foster and Lake streets ; containing 
seven acres. (In charge of the Public Grounds Depart- 
ment.) About four acres of this park is low land, which 
can be drained and made available for a playground. A con- 
siderable area of similar lands adjoining could be added to 
make a large playground in this central location.

MAINTENANCE. 


The subject of park maintenance is one to be closely con- 
sidered in connection with every plan for improvement. The 
Boston Park System, covering as it does a large territory, 
with numbers of small, detached parks and playgrounds, is 
necessarily a costly one to maintain, and every acre of 
ground improved, every foot of road or walk constructed, or 
each building erected, adds to the cost of maintenance. One 
of the main considerations should be to so construct or 
improve as to entail the least possible cost for this service. 
Landscape effects should be simple, the planting should be of 
the character that needs the least care; walks and roads 
built only where necessary as a means to an end, and build- 
ings erected only of substantial materials and simple design, 
all, however, constructed on the best known methods, for 
cheapness of construction is not generally conducive to inex- 
pensive maintenance. 

The amount credited to us last year on this account was 
inadequate for maintaining a high degree of excellence, and 
if not substantially increased for the present season, with the 
roads, walks, plantations, and playgrounds added since, it will 
be beyond the energy and skill of the department to maintain 
a presentable appearance throughout the system.

Str: I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done, and of the matters of interest in connection with the 
work placed under my direction by your Board, the work 
being under the immediate charge of Assistant Engineer E. 
W. Howe. 

RIVERWAY. 


Plans were prepared during the early part of the year by 
Mr. A. H. French, engineer of the town of Brookline, in 
consultation with this department, for building the bridge 
on Longwood avenue. The construction of the bridge is now 
in progress. 

JAMAICA PARK. 


The work of grading the drive and adjoining grounds on 
the westerly side of the pond under a contract with F. A. 
Snow, dated December 14, 1896, was completed in the 
autumn. The total payments under the contract were 
$7,584.60. | 

Five hundred and fifty-five linear feet of wall for supporting 
the drive and the slope above it were built by the Park De- 
partment force. 

The Metropolitan Water Board has laid a 48-inch water- 
pipe through this drive from Perkins street to the Arborway. 

The pumps and boilers at the pumping-station were re- 
paired in the spring, the mains from the pumps to the reser- 
voir on Franklin Park have all been laid, and the reservoir is 
now ready for use. It will be necessary to erect and connect 
the water-posts with the main pipe before the water from this 
source can be used for watering the roads. 


ARBORWAY. 


The wall built under a contract with Thomas F. Broderick, 
dated December 1, 1896, was finished on July 15, at a cost 
of $5,670. | 

On June 21, a contract was made with John A. Whitte- 
more’s Sons for building a wall on the line between the 
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Parkway and the grounds of the Bussey Institution; this 
work was completed on October 2, at a cost of $2,589.50. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM AND BUSSEY PARK. 


The work of grading the road on the northerly side of 
Peters’ Hill from the junction of Bussey and South streets 
to the junction of Bussey and Walter streets, under a con- 
tract with James Doonan, dated October 5, 1896, was com- 
pleted on September 28 ; the amount of the final estimate was 
$7,388.57. | 

A plan was made of the land to be taken for an entrance 
to the Arboretum from Fairview street. 


FRANKLIN PARK. ' 


The drains from the carriage shelter at the Refectory have 
been finished and underground wires laid and lamps erected 
for the lighting of the section of the Park between the en- 
trance opposite Columbia street and the Refectory. 


STRANDWAY. 


In June a plan was made of the land afterwards taken for 
park purposes between the Strandway and the Old Colony 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 

The work of filling, under a contract with Hugh Farrell, 
dated October 19, 1896, was continued during the year. 

The extensions of the storm overflow sewers at I and N 
streets have been completed, at a cost of $1,618.70 for the 
former, and of $2,887.50 for the latter. 

Work under a contract with Jones & Meehan, dated June 
4, 1896, for building a wall and grading between O street and 
Marine Park was continued until June 29, when the work 
was taken possession of by the Park Commissioners and bids 
were advertised for finishing the work. On July 26, a con- 
tract was made with Simon J. Donovan for completing the 
work, which work is now in progress. 


MARINE PARK. 


During the summer it was discovered that a cast-iron 
section in each of six of the columns supporting the iron pier 
had cracked vertically ; the cracks in each case are in a single 
section of a column between high and low water; they were 
probably caused by the freezing of water which had in some way 
leaked into the column and filled the space between the iron 
and the concrete. The cracks will cause no injury to the 
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structure except in appearance. A report was made to the 
Superintendent of Parks recommending that the cracks be 
filled by calking them with a mixture of sal-ammoniac and 
iron filings. This method had been followed successfully in 
the case of two of the columns which cracked soon after the 
pier was built. 


NortH ENp BEACH. 


The sea-wall for supporting the approach to the westerly 
pier, built under a contract with William L. Miller, was com- 
pleted on May 20, at a cost of $8,858.95. 

On February 19, a contract was made with Alexander 
McInnis for building two promenade and bath-house piers. 
This work was finished on November 20, at a cost of 81,- 
090.85. The westerly pier is located with its outer line five 
feet back from the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; it is fifty feet 
in width and extends from the line dividing the park property 
from that of the Street Department, easterly, a distance of 
442 feet, the easterly end being semi-circular in plan. The 
pier has two floors and the upper floor is covered by a roof 
for a length of 100 feet at the outer or easterly end. Con- 
nection is made with the shore by separate approaches to 
both floors at the westerly end, each approach starting from 
the abutment at grade 21 above city base. The approaches 
are each 19 feet wide and about 90 feet long. 

The work included the building of the pier for the founda- 
tion of the men’s bath-house, which is built parallel to the 
division line between the Park and Street Department prop- 
erties ; the portion of the pier next to the shore for a width 
of 19 feet and a length of 60 feet has the floor at grade 18 
and is covered by the main building; the remaining portion 
is 15 feet 6 inches wide and 168 feet long. 

A fender-guard was built on the property lne and also 
along the Harbor Commissioners’ line to and around the 
curved end of the pier. 

The approach to the water from the bath-house is by a 
passageway under the shore end of the approaches to the 
promenade pier, to a platform from which inclines extend to 
the beach, one towards the shore to about high-water line and 
the other towards the water to about mean low-water. 

The easterly pier extends from the wall built in 1896 
parallel with and 7 feet 8 inches from the division line 
between the Park property and that of Fiske’s wharf; it is 
20 feet in width and 822 feet in length; it has but one floor, 
but is built of sufficient strength to support a second floor 
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if it shall be found desirable in the future; the pier is 
covered by a roof except for a length of 45 feet at the shore 
end; a fender-guard was built on the property line and 
around the end of the pier. 

Both piers are of wood, the piles and spur-shores being of 
oak; the caps, stringers and floor plank are of hard pine, 
all surfaces exposed to view being planed. ‘The roofs are 
supported by hard pine posts, girders and rafters with spruce 
purlins and boarding all planed; the roofs are covered with 
canvas, well painted. ‘The hard pine is finished in oil and the 
spruce is painted. 

On September 10 a contract was made with the James 
Russell Boiler Works Company for building iron railings on 
both of the piers and on the masonry approaches to them. 
This work was completed on December 31, at a cost of 
$3,678. The railing is 8 feet 6 inches high; the posts are 
of cast-iron about 13 feet 6 inches apart on centres, every 
alternate post on the uncovered portion of the piers being a 
lamp-post; there are two rails of 23-inch wrought-iron pipe 
with #-inch round wrought-iron palings between the rails. 
The total length of the railing is 2,978 feet. 

A wooden approach from the women’s bath-house to the 
beach was built in June; this is similar to the approach from 
the men’s bath-house. 

Drains were built connecting the two bath-houses with the 
sewer in Commercial street. 


Copp’s Hitt TERRACES. 


The work being done under a contract with Perkins & 
White, dated September 16, 1896, was finished on September 
24, 1897. The total payments under the contract were 
$24,606.57. This work consisted of the doing of all grading 
and loaming, the building of all walls, drains and artificial 
stone walks on this park. Electric wires for lighting have 
been laid in conduits, and two posts for are lamps have been 
erected. A drinking-fountain has been placed on the upper 
terrace. ‘This park is now completed with the exception of — 
the planting. 


FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


This ground was cleared and graded early in the year and 
the surplus loam was carted to the Strandway and stored for 
use there. 
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FELLOWS—-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Drains and catch-basins for this ground were built in the 
spring, and the land taken for an extension of the playground 
has been filled to the grade of the adjoining streets. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


The work of construction done here consisted of the build- 
ing of a bulkhead with tide-gates on the easterly side of 
Tenean street, across the creek which drains this territory. 
This allows a free outlet for the water from the playground, 
but prevents the tide-water from backing up on to it.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU-— 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
GYMNASIUM AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 31, 1898. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN: The total week-day attendance for the seventh 
year of our superintendence of Charlesbank was 218,572, an in- 
crease of 27,676 over last year; the total Sunday attendance, 
20,715 and the Sunday average, 863. The highest attendance on 
any single day was, on May 29, 4,332. Of these numbers 71,632 
took gymnastic exercise or a daily average of 498. In classes 
for gymnastic practice 1,267 have been gathered, 420 begin- 
ners, 213 advanced pupils, 175 large girls and 459 women. 
There have also been seventeen special pupils, several of whom 
were sent by physicians for treatment. These special cases and 
the class of women proved very interesting, since they were both 
old and humble enough to realize the benefit to their health from 
such regular out-door exercise. 

There were but six minor accidents, which testify to the ex- 
ceeding watchfulness of the superintendents. The novelty of the 
baths has worn off, and their utility is not yet widely accepted. 
We have, therefore, but 3,020 spray and 244 tub-baths to record. 
Whether or not the use of the baths should be more widely ex- 
tended than confined as at present to those who take regular 
gymnastic exercise, is a matter for serious consideration, though 
we have neither space nor means to accommodate a large number 
at any one time, as there are but four spray and two tub-baths. 
Certainly, if the little children were admitted to the privileges of 
a spray-bath, several women would have to be employed as bath- 
tenders. 

The playground, with its kindergarten department, is one of the 
delightful features of Charlesbank. Miss Maud Wessel, kinder- 
gartner, had during the public school vacation 3,589 pupils or a 
daily average of fifty-five. The freedom of the grassy playground, 
the joy of the sand pens, the varied amusements in games and 
books inside the Lodge, are more and more widely appreciated. 

The winter classes are held twice a week in the evenings, under 
the teaching of Miss Mary Mahoney and the piano accompaniment 
of Miss Katherine Purcell. We have been fortunate in securing 
the voluntary services of several of the pupils of Dr. Sargent, 
director of the Hemenway Gymnasium at Harvard University ; the 
winter classes serving as a kind of practise school to these 
students where they give their first lessons in gymnastics. This 
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arrangement is of such practical benefit to them and to our classes 
that we trust it may be a permanent one. 

The rare fidelity and discretion of the superintendent, Miss E. 
C. McMartin, and her assistants, make the work of the committee, 
in the general oversight of the Women’s Division, a most pleasant 
duty, one which all the members of the committee share in turn 
with fresh interest each year in the varied life of Charlesbank.

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STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH RELATING TO 
PUBLIC PARKS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


[Stat. 1897.— Chap. 162.] 


An ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON AND THE TOWN OF 
BROOKLINE TO REBUILD LONGWOOD—-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


Section 1. ‘The city of Boston by its board of park commis- 
sioners, and the town of Brookline by its board of park com- 
missioners, are hereby authorized to construct a new bridge in 
place of the existing bridge between said city and town, forming 
a part of Longwood avenue said new bridge to be in such loca- 
tion and of such width, grade and materials as said boards may 
agree upon. All expenses incurred by said boards in building 
said bridge and the abutments thereof shall be borne equally by 
the two municipalities, and shall be paid by the respective treas- 
urers thereof on the certificates of said boards, and shall be 
deemed and accounted for as expenditures for park purposes. 

Sect. 2, The provisions of sections one hundred.and seven- 
teen to one hundred and thirty-eight, both inclusive, of chapter 
one hundred and twelve of the Public Statutes, and of any acts 
in amendment thereof, shall not apply to said bridge, but where 
the bridge crosses the location of the Boston and Albany railroad 
it shall not be constructed at a height less than eighteen feet 
above the tracks of said railroad, except with the written consent 
of the board of railroad commissioners. 

Sect. 38. Each of said municipalities within its own limits 
shall, at its own expense, by the board of park commissioners 
thereof, construct the approaches to said bridge, and the public 
ways connected with said approaches, of such widths, grades and 
materials as the board may deem proper, and may alter or widen 
existing approaches and connected ways; but neither of said 
municipalities shall be liable to pay any expenses of construction 
of such approaches or connected ways, or any land, grade or 
other damages incurred in constructing such approaches or con- 
nected ways which are not within its own limits, the joint liability 
of said municipalities under this act for the expenses of con- 
struction being limited to the expenses of constructing said bridge 
and the abutments thereof: provided, however, that no such 
bridge, bridge-approach or public way within the limits of the 
town of Brookline shall be laid out, altered or widened until the 
laying out, alteration or widening of the same is by the park com- 
missioners of said town reported to the town and filed, accepted 
and allowed in the manner provided by section seventy-one of 
chapter forty-nine of the Public Statutes, in the case of the laying 
out of town ways; and no such bridge, bridge-approach or public 
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way in the city of Boston shall be constructed, altered or widened 
until the same is approved by the board of street commissioners 
and the mayor. 

Sect. 4. Each of said boards shall within the limits of its 
municipality take, by purchase or otherwise, such lands in fee or 
rights in land for carrying out the purposes of this act as the 
board may deem necessary therefor, and shall determine the dam- 
ages sustained by any person by the taking of land or any other 
act done under authority of this act; and any person aggrieved 
by any such determination may have his damages determined by 
a jury in the superior court in the same manner as damages are 
determined for the taking of land in the laying out of ways 
within the limits of such municipality, and costs shall be taxed 
and execution issued as in civil cases. 

Secr. 5. Such parts of said Longwood avenue, of said bridge, 
bridge-approaches and public ways as lie within the limits of the 
town of Brookline shall be and remain town ways, and such parts 
of said Longwood avenue, of said bridge, bridge-approaches and 
public ways as lie within the limits of the city of Boston shall 
be and remain highways: provided, however, that said boards 
shall jointly maintain and keep in repair the said bridge and its 
abutments, and said city and town shall be jointly liable for all 
damages occasioned by any defect or want of repair therein or 
want ‘of sufficient railing thereon, subject however to ¢ll the pro- 
visions. of law now or hereafter in force limiting or regulating the 
right to recover damages for defects in public ways. 

Sect. 6. The said town of Brookline may raise from time to 
time, by borrowing or otherwise, and may appropriate and expend 
such sums of money as may be deemed necessary for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses that may be incurred by said town 
under the provisions of this act, subject to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth limiting and reg ulating municipal indebtedness : 
provided, However, that any debts incurred for the purposes men- 
tioned in this act may be made payable in or within twenty years. 

Sect, 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An AcT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS OF 
-THE CITY OF BOSTON TO LEASE LANDS OR BUILDINGS UNDER 
THEIR CONTROL FOR BOATHOUSES AND OTHER PURPOSES. 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston may lease any lands or buildings under their control, to 
be used for boathouses, refectories and other purposes, and may 
orant concessions for keeping boats, carriages and other things 
for the accommodation of the public, for such terms and on such 
conditions as the board, with the approval of the mayor, may 
deem proper: provided, that nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to affect in any way any contract or agreement 
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entered into by said board of park commissioners prior to the 
passage of this act. 
Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE BUILDING LINE AND HEIGHT OF 
BUILDINGS ON PARKWAYS, BOULEVARDS AND PARKS. 


Section 1. Section one of chapter three hundred and thirteen 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-six is hereby 
amended by striking out all of said section after the word ‘‘ feet ”’, 
in the tenth line, and inserting in place thereof the words :— ex- 
clusive of such steeples, towers, domes, cornices, parapets, 
balustrades, sculptured ornaments, chimneys and roofs, as the 
board of park commissioners may approve,—so as ,to read as 
follows :— Section I. The board of park commissioners of a 
city or town may, in the manner and in accordance with and 
subject to the provisions of chapter four hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three, estab- 
lish a building line, at no point more than twenty-five feet 
distant from any exterior line of a parkway, boulevard or public 
way on which a park borders; and the extreme height to which 
buildings may be erected upon such parkway, boulevard or 
public way shall be seventy feet, exclusive of such steeples, 
towers, domes, cornices, parapets, balustrades, sculptured 
ornaments, chimneys and roofs, as the board of park commis- 
sioners may approve. | 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO PARKWAYS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. The board of street commissioners of the city of 
Boston, acting under the provisions of chapter three hundred and 
twenty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, and 
from the proceeds of the bonds and certificates authorized to be 
issued for laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and 
constructing highways under said provisions, may locate anew, 
alter, widen, lay out and order to be constructed, a public way 
over public ways and private lands, connecting Franklin Park 
with the Marine Park in said city, and the same shall be con- 
structed under the provisions of said acts; and in making any 
such laying out and construction the directions, widths and 
grades shown on a plan pr plans made under the provisions of 
said acts may be followed, or such others as said board or the 
officer making such construction may deem best for the public. 

Sect. 2. Said board may designate a certain part or parts of 
said public way to be under the charge of the board of park 
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commissioners of said city as a parkway, and said board of park 
commissioners shall, after the construction thereof, have the 
charge and control of such parkway, as if the same had been 
placed in its charge under the provisions of chapter three hundred 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three. 

Sect. 3. Said board of street commissioners, with the con- 
currence of said board of park commissioners and the approval 
of the mayor, shall specify to the treasurer of said city the 
amount required for carrying out so much of the order of said 
board of street commissioners as applies to the part or parts of 
said way to be used as a parkway as aforesaid; and said 
treasurer in issuing said bonds and certificates shall cause the 
same, to the amount so specified, to be designated on their face 
as Public Park Loan, and the proceeds thereof shall be ex- 
pended and deemed and considered as expenditures for public 
park purposes. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO ABATE A PORTION 
OF THE BETTERMENT ASSESSMENT MADE ON ACCOUNT OF THE 
LAYING OUT OF DORCHESTERWAY. 


Section 1. The City of Boston may at any time within two 
years from the passage of this act authorize the board of park 
commissioners of said city to abate such proportion, not exceed- 
ing sixty per cent., of any assessment for a betterment made on 
account of the laying out of the parkway known as Dorchesterway, 
as said board shall deem just and expedient, and may authorize 
the treasurer of said city to repay such proportion of any assess- 
ment which is paid into the treasury of said city as said board of 
park commissioners shall approve. ‘The expense incurred under 
this act shall be charged to the appropriation for the park depart- 
ment of said city. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A HIGHWAY AROUND THE BACK BAY 
FENS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. ‘The board of street commissioners of the city of 
Boston, with the approval of the mayor, may lay out under the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty-three of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and acts in amend- 
ment thereof or in addition thereto, a highway from such part of 
Boylston street or road on the easterly side of the Back Bay 
Fens to such part of Boylston street on the westerly side of said 
Back Bay Fens over and under said Fens northerly of Boylston 
road, and any parkway, or other way, and may lay out said high- 
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way, and Boylston street from said Fens to Brookline avenue, 
according to such directions, grades and widths not less than 
fifty feet in any part, as they shall deem the public convenience 
may require, and shall not be confined to any plan heretofore 
filed of the territory in ‘which such ways or any part thereof are 
situated, and may hereafter establish a new building line on said 
ways or any part thereof: provided, however, that the lines, di- 
rections, widths, grades and construction of all parts of said high- 
way lying northerly or easterly of Lansdowne street, so-called, 
and of any bridges over, or forming a part of said highway, shall 
be subject to the approval of the board of park commissioners 
and the mayor of said city. 

Sect. 2. Upon the passage of said order the superintendent 
of streets of said city shall proceed to construct said highway 
under the provisions of said acts and the other acts relating to 
the construction of ways laid out under the orders of said board 
of street commissioners, and shall construct any bridge that may 
be required for a parkway or other public way over said highway. 

Sect. 3. The expenses incurred in carrying out the provisions 
of the preceding sections shall be paid from the proceeds of the 
bonds authorized to be issued by chapter three hundred and nine- 
teen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, 
and so much of the assessable cost of the part of said highway 
that lies south of the southerly side of Lansdowne street, so-called, 
as said board of street commissioners shall determine, and said 
mayor shall approve, shall be repaid to the city by the owners 
only of the estates abutting on said part, as provided in said 
chapter three hundred and twenty-three of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one and acts in amendment thereof 
and in addition thereto; and so much of the assessable cost of 
the part of said highway that lies east of said Fens as said board 
shall determine, and said mayor shall approve, shall be repaid to 
the city by the owners only of the estates abutting on said part, 
as provided in said acts, and the remainder of the cost of said 
highway and bridges shall be assumed by said city, and no part 
of said remainder shall be assessed upon abutting or other estates. 

Secor. 4. ‘The West End Street Railway Company, when said 
highway shall be ready for the laying of its tracks therein, shall 
have a location therein subject to revocation in the same manner 
as fhe other locations of said company in said city, and shall 
construct and operate its railroad by electricity from a junction 
with its other tracks on Massachusetts avenue or Boylston street, 
across Massachusetts avenue, to and upon said Boylston street, 
to and upon said highway, to and upon said Boylston street, to 
and upon Brookline avenue, to a junction with the tracks hereto- 
fore constructed by said company upon said avenue; and shall 
place its tracks, turn-outs, switches and other structures in said 
street, highway and avenues, in such places, in such manner and 
of such construction as said board of park commissioners and 
mayor shall approve. 
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Sect. 5. Said board of street commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor, within six months after the passage of this act 
may, on the plan of the territory between said Fens, said Brook- 
line avenue and the Boston and Albany railroad, made by Pierre 
Humbert, Junior, and filed in the office of the city surveyor or 
city engineer of said city, make such changes in the lines, direc- 
tions, widths, grades and building lines of any streets shown 
thereon, where they connect with Boylston road or Audubon road 
as they may deem necessary; and may make such changes in the 
lines, directions, widths, grades and building lines, or discontinue 
any building line, or any part of any street leading northwesterly 
from either of said roads, as they deem necessary; and the plan 
as so changed shall have the same effect and consideration as 
before the changes were made. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sir: The Board of Pauper Institutions Trustees herewith 
presents its report for the financial year ending January 31, 
1898: | 

The Pauper Institutions Department was created by Act 
of the Legislature of 1897, Chapter 451,! which took effect on 
June 14. Previous to this time the Pauper Institutions of 
Boston formed part of a general “ Institutions Department,” 
comprising all the Penal, Children’s, Pauper and Insane In- 
stitutions of the City, and were in charge of Mr. Ernest C. 
Marshall, Institutions Commissioner. 

The Board was appointed by the Mayor on June 14, 1897, 
as follows:

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and organized on June 19 by the choice of William T. Sedg- 
wick as Chairman and Alice N. Lincoln as Secretary. In 
July, by courtesy of the Mayor, two adjoining rooms were 
provided and furnished for the office and headquarters of the 
_ Trustees, at No. 28 Court square. 

The Board has held twenty-three regular and fourteen 
special - meetings, nine of which have been at Long Island. 

By request of the Mayor, contirmed by a vote of the Board, 
Mr. Ernest C. Marshall, Penal Institutions Commissioner, 
consented to act as Executive Agent of the Board until it 
should become familiar with its new duties. Mr. Marshall’s 
service in this capacity extended from June 14 to August 
1, and the Board desires to acknowledge with thanks his 
valuable assistance. 

The offices of Superintendent at Long Island and at 
Charlestown are held by Dr. L. F. Wentworth and Mr. 
Chandler Eastman, respectively. 


DISCONTINUANCE OF PRISON LABOR. 


At the outset the Trustees determined that no radical 
changes should be made either in employees or methods 
without careful preliminary study of the economic and 
humanitarian needs of the institutions under their care. In 
accordance with this policy, and mainly for the purpose of 
completing certain farm-work which could not be delayed, the 
Trustees requested the Penal Institutions Commissioner to 
resume for a time the practice, which had long prevailed, of 
sending daily to Long Island a detail of prisoners from Deer 
Island, this practice having been discontinued by him for a 
few days by reason of the Act separating the Penal and 
Pauper Institutions. The question of the employment of 
penal labor had therefore to be taken up on a new basis, and 
the Board soon after its organization decided that one of the 
most important improvements which could be instituted at 
Long Island would be the total discontinuance of any and all 
prison labor. ‘The use of such labor was consequently done 
away with on August 1, 1897. This change cut off from 
Long Island the usual supply of men who had furnished 
regular or emergency service, and necessitated greater care 
and vigilance on the part of the officers of Long Island in 
employing to the best advantage such men as were able to 
work on the farm or in the buildings. The benefit to the 
institution, however, was immediate and gratifying. There is 
now a feeling of greater independence and self-respect on the 
part of the inmates themselves, even though more work is 
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required of them, and there is no longer the mingling of two 
different classes, namely, those sentenced to an institution, 
and those voluntarily seeking the aid of the city, which 
before was inevitable when prisoners and paupers alike 
worked on the same island. No change inaugurated by the 
Trustees has probably done as much as this to raise the 
standard of the institution, and to make it, as it was originally 
intended it should be, an almshouse for the respectable poor, 
where they should be free from any contaminating influence 
or association. 


EMPLOYMENT AND CLASSIFICATION OF INMATES. 


The Trustees, for the benefit of the institution, have deter- 
mined to secure the largest possible employment of inmates, 
believing that this will not only conduce to their happiness 
and usefulness, but will also aid materially in that classification 
which an enlightened philanthropy demands, namely, that 
the sick shall be placed in hospital, the feeble and infirm 
shall be cared for and the able-bodied shall labor, both for 
their own sake and for the good of all. During the seven 
months that the Trustees have held office, they have at- 
tempted to raise the character of the work done in the insti- 
tutions, and to enforce stricter discipline in its performance. 
As a result, the institution at Long Island is perceptibly 
cleaner than formerly; the Charlestown Almhouse leaves 
little to be desired in this respect, and is carried on witha 
very small working force of officers. There is still need at 
Long Island for a more careful system of classification than 
is at present attainable by reason of the large number of 
inmates and the construction of the buildings, which in- 
volves placing too many men or women in large wards. One 
of the valuable suggestions made by the Relief Officers of 
Massachusetts, who visited Long Island on October 13, 1897, 
was that these large wards in the men’s institution should be 
sub-divided. 


PURCHASING OF SUPPLIES AND BOOK—KEEPING. 


The Pauper Institutions Trustees have placed in the hands 
of their superintendents the purchasing of the supplies used 
in their respective institutions, but all requisitions for the 
same are required to be transmitted to the Trustees, and are 
carefully supervised by them. All bills for goods purchased 
come before the committee on finance, and are approved by 
the chairman of the Board. The quality of the supplies has 
been perceptibly improved’ by this method of purchasing. 
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The most noteworthy instance of improvement is perhaps to 
be found in the quality of the flour now used at Long Island. 

The Board has also, as a result of the entire separation of 
the pauper institutions from the other institutions with which 
they were formerly connected, made new arrangements for 
the keeping of the books and accounts, transferring them 
from the central office in the city, where they were kept in 
common with the accounts of other institutions, to the office 
on Long Island. By this change the accounts of the institu- 
tions are more directly under the supervision of the Trustees. 


MAKING AND BAKING OF BREAD. 


Another change of fundamental importance which has 
been initiated by the ‘Trustees, is the making of bread for the 
institutions at Long Island and Charlestown in the institutions 
themselves. The bread used in both almshouses had _hith- 
erto been brought from a distance, and was not as satisfactory 
as could be desired. A marked improvement in quality has 
resulted from the change. 


EMPLOYMENT OF PAID Cook. 
The employment of a paid cook and helper has done much 
to improve the general dietary of the institution. 


THE FARM. 


The Farm Department has never been developed to its 
fullest capacity, and the ‘Trustees hope soon to see an 
improvement in the quantity and variety of vegetables raised 
and of crops grown on Long Island. The herd of cows has 
been increased by the addition of twelve tested animals, and 
it is hoped that by another summer enough milk may be pro- 
vided by our herd to supply nearly, if not quite, all the needs 
of the Island. It is also recommended that a modern and 
more convenient piggery be built. 


RANDIDGE EXCURSIONS FOR CHILDREN. 


By request of the Mayor the use of a portion of Long 
Island was granted by the Trustees for excursions for poor 
children, given under the Randidge bequest. These excur- 
sions were conducted by the Penal Institutions Commissioner, 
and were in charge of officers serving under his direction. 
The children were taken to the south-western extremity 
of Long Island, which is remote from the institutions and 
buildings, and there allowed to play games and to bathe. 
Suitable arrangements were made for their refreshment and 
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tents were provided for shelter, but it is desirable that these 
should be replaced by structures of a more permanent and sat- 
isfactory character. About 5,000 children benefited by these 
excursions. ‘They are to be continued during the summer of 
1898, the Trustees having, by request of the Mayor, granted 
the use of a portion of Long Island, which is to be enclosed 
-and reserved for this purpose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


New Male Ward. 


There is need of additional hospital accommodation at 
Long Island. There are at present eighty-five patients in 
the male wing, but its condition is overcrowded, and the 
best interests of the patients cannot always be secured when 
so many acute and chronic cases have to be treated within a 
limited space. 


New Ward for Tuberculous Patients. 


There is still need also of a separate building for patients, 
both men and women, suffering from tuberculosis, and of an 
isolation ward for sporadic cases of other infectious diseases. 
It has been suggested that one way of solving the difficulty 
of enlarging the hospital would be by adding a separate wing 
for tuberculous patients, thus relieving the other wards of the 
hospital. 


New Mortuary. 


There is an increased and urgent need of a new mortuary. 
The medical staff of the hospital find the present building 
entirely inadequate, and have repeatedly urged that some 
provision should be made by which autopsies can be _per- 
formed in a well-lighted and properly-heated room. ‘The 
Trustees would recommend the erection of a stone or brick 
mortuary adjoining one wing of the hospital. 


Enlargement of Kitchen and Laundry. 


Additional laundry and kitchen facilities are required. 
With a population of between eight and nine hundred in- 
mates, two hundred and fifty of whom are hospital cases, a 
large amount of washing must be done, and the present 
laundry is cramped in space and inconvenient in arrange- 
ment. We recommend that the present rear wing of the 
men’s building be remodelled and enlarged in such a way as 
to provide proper arrangements for kitchen, laundry, bakery 
and cold storage. At the same time much needed changes 
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could be made in the engine-room and boiler-room now located 
in this wing of the men’s building. We also recommend that 
a suitable system of ventilation be introduced into the men’s 
building. 

Condition of Buildings. 


It is our duty to inform your Honor that in the near future 
it may become advisable to move one of the main buildings at 
Long Island, because of the encroachment of the sea, which 
is slowly undermining the bank on which it stands. 

The hospital and women’s dormitory, finished externaliy 
in cement plastering, have this year required, and wil here- 
after require, frequent repairs, necessitating a considerable 
annual outlay. 

The existing plant for furnishing the heat, light and venti- 
lation of the buildings at Long Island is inadequate to the 
demands made upon it. It will be necessary during the 
coming year to make some radical changes in the methods of 
heating and ventilating the buildings, and for this purpose 
additional electric power will be required. 


Wharves. 


The wharves at Long Island should be extended in order 
to make them perfectly safe for boats to land at any time, 
and also to secure additional storage room for coal. 


Additional Officers. 


The Trustees are of the opinion that in order to improve 
the general character of the institutions at Long Island, 
there must be a slight increase in the number of officers re- 
quired to take charge of the in-door and out-door work. 
While under the former management prisoners under the 
eare of an officer were detailed to do this work, all such 
work is now done by inmate labor, and it is necessary, in 
order to secure the best and most efficient results from this 
form of labor, that there should be a sufficient number of 
experienced officers to direct it. 


Hospital Service. 

There is also need of a slightly increased force of nurses 
in the training-school to enhance its efficiency and make it of 
greater value to the hospital. The influence of the training- 
school is noticeable in the degree of cleanliness, which is 
higher than formerly, and in the attention to small details, 
which now come under the care of women, instead of men. 
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The idea that an almshouse hospital should be conducted on 
any different lines from other hospitals is fast disappearing. 
Whether dependent or independent, sick persons should 
receive the best possible care, and it is better economy, as 
well as better humanity, to insist that the standard of an 
almshouse hospital shall be as good as that of other hos- 
pitals. Not only is the benefit to the patients important, but 
it is of positive service to the community to establish a 
proper standard of nursing, without regard to the circum- 
stances of the patient for whom it provides. 


FIRE PROTECTION. 


The present facilities for dealing with fire on Long Island 
are totally inadequate, and the question of proper defence 
against fire should be considered immediately. It appears 
that a salt-water service would furnish the best protection, 
and we urgently recommend that steps be taken to secure this 
service at the earliest practicable moment. 


SUMMARY. 


In entering upon their first full year of work, the Trus- 
tees hope still further to improve the institutions of which 
they are in charge. It is their earnest desire to raise the 
standard and improve the quality of the service, and to in- 
crease the efficiency of the work done, in the belief that with 
good buildings and proper superintendence the city should 
be able to provide in a thoroughly satisfactory manner for its 
dependent poor. One radical change contemplated by the 
Board may be referred to here, namely, that the almshouse 
in Charlestown shall, as soon as expedient, be made an alms- 
house for women only, and for such aged couples as can be 
sent there. The number of women in that institution is 
almost double the number of men, and it is proposed, by 
making it an almshouse for women only, to secure a more 
thorough classification than is now possible. 

The Trustees have asked the city for a somewhat increased 
appropriation to enable them to carry on the work of the 
pauper institutions in a fitting and creditable manner, and it 
is hoped that during the coming year the improvements 
which have been indicated in this report may be made, and 
that others which naturally suggest themselves in connection 
therewith may be initiated. 

The following changes, already made, are hereby reported : 


1. Discontinuance of prison labor on Long Island. 
2. Employment and better classification of inmates.

The extension of the training-school. 

A new male ward in the hospital. 

An isolating ward for contagious diseases. 

The erection of new mortuary. 

The Almshouse at Charlestown to be for women only. 
Adequate means for fire-protection.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF LONG 
ISLAND. 


Lone IsLAND, Boston HARBOR, February 1, 1898. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees: 

The report of this institution for the year ending January 
31, 1898, is hereby respectfully submitted. 

The year has been fraught with many changes in persons 
and methods, bringing to the work many who were new to 
the institution and to each other, and the period has thus 
brought unusual demands for organization. I assumed 
charge of the institution April 7, 1897, and on the 12th of 
the same month Mr. A. H. Hopkins was transferred from the 
House of Correction, South Boston, to the position of 
Deputy Superintendent, succeeding Mr. W. F. Clark who 
had resigned to take charge of the quarantine station at 
Gallop’s Island. 


THE WorRK OF THE YEAR. 


The general condition of all departments of the institution 
has been kept up to the former standard and the effort to 
better systematize the work has been productive of good 
results, although much must yet be done. 

One of our most marked changes of policy has been the 
discontinuance of prison labor from Deer Island and the sub- 
stitution therefor of inmate labor in the departments where 
prisoners were formerly employed. The change came at a 
critical time for the farm, but by an extra effort on the part 
of the officers the substitution was successfully made. The 
number of able-bodied men in the institution during the sum- 
mer months is very small, and we were obliged to draw upon 
the elderly men to care for the crops. ‘There was at first a 
decided reluctance to work, but this was gradually overcome, 
and before the season was over the habit of industry had 
gained considerable ground in supplanting habitual idleness. 
It has unquestionably been easier to get our men to work 
since the prisoners were taken away. Certainly results have 
justified the change make by the trustees in this particular. 

Believing that self-dependence demanded that we should 
supply our own bread, we discontinued on September 1 the 
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use of bread from Deer Island, and began to do our own 
baking. While we do not wish to appear ungracious, we 
must, in justice to ourselves, claim that we are able to supply 
our tables with a much better loaf than that formerly used, 
and one frequent cause of complaint has thus been done 
away .with. Nochange made has given our inmates so 
general satisfaction as that in the matter of bread supply. 
We employ one baker, and ‘he is assisted by inmate helpers. 
The dormitory oven, six by seven feet in size, has done our 
work so far, but it is too small, and more adequate facilities 
must be supplied at an early date. 

A new house was built on the back wharf in which the 
crew of the steamer “ John Howard” were quartered during 
the summer and fall, but it being impossible to make the 
men comfortable there during the winter they have been 
brought to the larger cottage. 

The smaller cottage has been put in excellent repair and 
lighted with electricity, and is occupied by the engineer and 
his family. 

The lumber in the unused vegetable cellar has been used 
for the construction of a model poultry house, and we refer 
with defensible pride to this new feature in the farm depart-. 
ment. The electrical wiring of the institution has been com- 
pleted, and the fire-alarm system referred to in the last report 
is fully installed. 

The upper front room on the westerly side of the women’s 
building has been taken for a nursery for the larger children 
and their mothers. The latter are detailed to work in the 
hospital and industrial departments, and visit their children 
at stated hours. During their absence the children are 
cared for by the old ladies. This change has worked a 
marked relief for the hospital lying-in department. 

The book-keeping of the Pauper Department was brought 
to this institution December 1, and Mr. James J. Monroe, 
who had been promoted from receiving officer to the clerk- 
ship of the institution, took charge of the work. The office 
has been thoroughly renovated, neatly carpeted with lhnoleum, 
and provided with a large safe. Since the separation of 
the institutions was effected, the superintendent has been the 
purchasing agent. This has added largely to his work, but 
the advantages of the present method more than offset the 
extra labor. 

During the months of July and August the excursions 
under the Randidge Fund were directed to this island, and a 
camping-ground was established on the pasture land on the 
westerly side of our estate. Should these parties come to 
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this island again, provision for landing at some other point 
than the front wharf should be made, in order that the 
children may be kept away from the institution. The camp- 
ground should also be independently supplied with water. 
During the past season our institution felt a decided burden 
in hauling water at inconvenient hours to supply the large 
number of excursionists. 

Wards F, H and K in the hospital have been provided 
with steam wall-coils to supply direct radiation, thus dimin- 
ishing the demands upon the already overloaded electrical 
plant, and serving to keep these wards much more comfort- 
able in extreme weather. 

The electrical plant has been further relieved by placing a 
20-horse-power steam-engine in the laundry which supplies 
all the power for this department. 

The wooden sinks have been removed from the institution 
and hospital kitchens, and heavy cast-iron sinks have been 
put in their places. 

The kitchens have also been equipped with new tinware 
in which to serve the food to the dining-rooms, doing away 
with the wooden “ carryalls ” formerly used. 


Inmates. 


The class of inmates admitted has not materially changed 
from those coming in previous years. Most of those coming 
to us are addicted to the drink habit, and the “ old rounder” 
is a prominent figure in our winter population. The writer 
believes there is no good reason, except in very isolated cases, 
why a man under fifty years of age and in good health should 
go to an almshouse, and he believes there is something radi- 
cally wrong in a system which permits the professional im- 
poster to thrive at the expense of the worthy poor. The two 
classes should be separated, and the former committed to an 
established workhouse. 

A good degree of discipline has been maintained, and pun- 
ishment has been made only a last resort. The cells have 
been used sixty times, twenty-three of which punishments 
occurred during the first two months of the year. The cells 
for women have been removed to a light, well-ventilated por- 
tion of the dormitory basement, so partitioned off that more 
decided isolation can be secured. 


Farm. 
The farm has been the scene of activity during the year, 
and we hope to bring it to a high standard during the coming 
season. 
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Tuberculosis has continued:.to invade our herd, and in April 
all but six of our cows were killed by order of the Cattle 
Commissioners. Upon post-mortem examination, however, 
eight of the seventeen last killed were found to be non-tuber- 
culous. The herd has been replenished by purchases, so that 
we now have twenty-seven head of milch cows. 

The stables have been kept thoroughly whitewashed, the 
hog pens have been removed from the cellar of the barn, 
and a satisfactory state of sanitation about the farm has been 
enforced. 

In order to efficiently carry on the farm work there should 
be considerable additions to the equipment of teams and tools. 

I refer you to the appended tables for a report of the farm 
products. 

Hospital. 


The hospital has steadily improved during the year. The 
resident staff has been attentive and efficient, and through 
the training-school there has been an improvement in the 
nursing. : 

Dr. C. M. Hutchinson, Deputy Medical Superintendent 
continues in immediate charge of the hospital, and Dr. 
Albert A. Taft succeeded Dr. Dunlap as assistant, the latter 
taking a position in the City Hospital. Dr. W. H. Gallagher 
is senior, and Dr. David J. Johnson junior interne. 

On April 2, 1897, Miss Mary A. Morris, a nurse of long 
experience, was made Superintendent of Nurses, and has 
faithfully performed her duties. 

There are now twenty-five pupils inthe school. The course 
has been lengthened to two years. 

The following nurses have graduated after a one-year 
course.

During the early portion of the year the hospital was con- 
siderably embarrassed by the presence of several demonstra- 
tive and otherwise troublesome insane patients. Acting 
upon the theory that these cases should be under the special 
care and treatment afforded by the institutions for the in- 
sane, they were committed to lunatic hospitals. In all, twenty- 
three cases of this character have been so disposed of. I am 
mindful of the increase of pauper expense occasioned by 
these transfers, but I submit that this is a secondary 
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consideration, when we recognize that by their detention here 
the patients were deprived of the special treatment provided 
for their form of disease, and that their presence seriously 
embarrassed the treatment of our patients, and in several 
instances menaced the personal safety of inmates. We still 
have several mental cases, mostly congenitally deficient or 
terminal dements. 

The visiting medical and surgical staff have continued 
their regular visitations, and their valuable services are most 
cordially recognized. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The following recommendations are made: 

1. That a wing be added to the men’s side of the hospi- 
tal with a special view to caring for the specific and phthisical 
eases. This wing should have a large proportion of single 
rooms; should have toilets, baths and linen closets, and should 
provide a suitable room for the treatment of men out-patients. 

2. The recent presence of two cases of diphtheria empha- 
sizes the necessity of providing for contagious diseases. 
Should an epidemic occur we have no place in which to prop- 
erly care for the cases. Wards for contagious cases should 
be provided both for men and women at an early day. 

8. Additional single rooms should be provided for both 
men’s and women’s wards of the hospital. 

4. New plumbing fixtures for the toilets in the hospital, 
and wards of the men’s institution, should be supplied. 

5. ‘To properly care for the dead, it is essential that a 
new morgue with its proper equipment should be built at 
once, that it may be had for use the coming summer. 

6. The hospital kitchen should be enlarged, a freight 
elevator provided, and all of the kitchens should have addi- 
tional steam-cooking apparatus. 

7. The old refrigerators in the basement of the institu- 
tion should be discarded, and an efficient cold-storage plant 
installed conveniently near the kitchen. 
~ 8. I earnestly recommend the building of a new laundry, 
to be equipped with modern machinery. This provision 
would afford an opportunity to locate the bakery and kitchen 
cold storage in the room now occupied by the laundry. 

9. The health of the inmates of the men’s building 
demands that the ventilation of this part of the institution 
shall be no longer delayed. 

10. The recommendation in previous reports that a new 
“tie up” for cattle should be built is here repeated. 
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11. An appropriation should be made for the construc- 
tion of a modern piggery to succeed the makeshift we are 
now using. 

12. In order to efficiently meet repairs and keep up im- 
provements we should have a new carpenter’s shop and a 
moderate equipment of machinery. This would allow the 
present small building used by the carpenter to be taken for 
a paint shop. 

Your attention is directed: to the statistical tables for the 
usual tabulated statements. 

Religious services have been held regularly on every 
Sunday, and the spiritual needs of the inmates have been 
tenderly regarded by Rev. W. B. Toulmin and Rev. Fr. 
Brennan. 

We thankfully recognize that Beneficent Providence which 
has shielded us from any serious calamity durimg the year. 

I take this opportunity to acknowledge the co-operation of 
the heads of the different departments in forwarding the in- 
terests of the institution, and I thank them and all employees 
for the assistance they have rendered. I wish also to here 
record my appreciation of the many courtesies and helpful 
counsels of the Commissioner during the portion of the year’s 
service under him. 

To your Board I make grateful acknowledgment of the 
measure of confidence shown in my administration of the 
affairs of the institution, and I heartily thank you for your 
ready and unvarying support.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING STAFF OF 
LONG ISLAND. 


To the Board of Trustees of Pauper Institutions : 


During the past year the condition of the hospital, from a 
medical point of view, has been satisfactory. There has been 
a constant improvement in the care of patients, due largely 
to the services of the staff of resident physicians. ‘The gen- 
eral appearance and discipline of the wards has also greatly 
improved; they have changed, during recent years, from 
those of a poorhouse infirmary to wards which would do 
credit to a well-equipped and organized hospital. This 
change must be attributed, in great measure, to the present 
nursing system. ‘The visiting staff recognizes and is appre- 
ciative of the willingness of the management to co-operate 
with them in all matters pertaining to the treatment of 
patients. 

While recognizing what has been done, we would respect- 
fully call the attention of the Board of Trustees to certain 
present needs. 

The male wards of the hospital have been constantly over- 
crowded, necessitating keeping many patients, who should be 
in the hospital, in the institution building, to their detriment. 
We therefore recommend a new male ward. With increased 
space it would be possible to separate from the main wards 
tuberculous and other patients suffering from diseases which 
render such isolation desirable. It is furthermore urged that 
there should be an increase in the number of small rooms, 
suitable for one or, at most, two patients, both for men and 
women. 

Proper facilities should also be provided for the care of 
patients with contagious diseases, which not infrequently 
occur. 

Those patients whose condition does not require them to 
be in the hospital are treated as out-patients in an inadequate 
room in the basement of the hospital building. We would 
recommend a larger room, with improved facilities for this 
work. 
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The morgue is not suitable for the proper care of the 
dead, and we earnestly recommend a new one. 

There is need of further improvement in the plumbing, 
to which we call the attention of the Board. 

The hospital kitchen is entirely inadequate, and should be 
much enlarged. 

We would finally suggest the advisability of improving 
the ventilation in certain parts of the institution buildings.

For the Visiting Staff. 
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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE HOSPITAL 
AT LONG ISLAND. 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, 
Boston Harbor: 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the city of 
Boston, and who stands in need of relief, and who is ill. 

2. Any person who, if well, could be supported at his 
home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgical 
care. 

3. Persons standing in need of relief, having no settle- 
ment in Boston, but who are too ill to be removed to the city 
or town of their settlement, or to a State institution if they 
are without a settlement. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the Insti- 
tutions Registration Department, 28 Court square; office 
hours, 9 to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 2 o’clock. Any, 
person able to walk should apply at that office. An ambu- 
lance and carriage are at the disposal of that office, and would 
be sent for persons unable to walk, to carry them to boat or 
train. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the day 
before it is desired that the person should go to the hospital, 
or, if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, to admit of the 
settlement being looked up and the ambulance or carriage 
sent, if necessary. If a person applies at this office too late 
for admission on the same day, he would be sent from this 
office to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or to the City Tem- 
porary Home (women). 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be 
referred to the City Hospital. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English, it is 
desirable that he should be accompanied by a friend who 
could interpret when he makes his application at 28 Court 
square. 

It is earnestly requested that if a person is advised to 
apply for admission to the hospital at Long Island, he should 
be made to clearly understand that it is the Hospital 
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Department of the Boston Almshouse, as much distress has 
often been occasioned by ignorance of this fact at the time of 
going to the hospital. 

The hospital at Long Island is under the care of a medical 
superintendent with three assistants. There is a training- 
school for nurses, with a superintendent of nurses, six head 
nurses, and twenty-five probationers or pupil nurses. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


CHARLESTOWN District, February 1, 1898. 


To the Board of Trustees of Pauper Institutions : 


I respectfully submit the annual report for this institution 
for the year ending January 31, 1898. 

Religious services have been held each Sunday, open to all 
who desire to attend; those of the Roman Catholic faith are 
allowed to attend the St. Francis de Sales Church on Bunker 
Hill street, Mass being said at the almshouse at intervals for 
those who through infirmities are unable to attend. 

Several entertainments have been given during the year by 
friends of the institution; one by Dr. W. H. Prescott, of the 
Penal Institutions Department, illustrated by stereopticon 
views upon Australia and New Zealand, which was highly 
entertaining and instructive; another by Mr. Edward Taylor > 
of Everett, of a musical and literary order, followed by a 
collation of cake, confectionery, fruit, etc., which was very 
well attended and highly appreciated. 

Commissioner Marshall, of the Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment, sent a fine collection of Christmas cards for the old 
ladies, which were very much enjoyed by them. 

The Hospital Newspaper Society, Mrs. Louisa J. Dodge, 
195 Bunker Hill street, and others, have contributed books, 
magazines and papers, for which I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank them in behalf of the inmates of this insti- 
tution. 

The garden was fairly productive, although it was not a 
good year for crops ; carrots and onions were a total failure. 

All the recommendations which were made in my last an- 
nual report have been carried out, or are in progress. I 
would respectfully recommend that the method heretofore 
followed, of purchasing material, and making the repairs by 
the labor of the inmates, be continued. 

Some improvements have been made in the diet. Our 
bread is now baked on the premises, at less cost, and from 
the best flour, with better results. 
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In conclusion, permit me to thank your Honorable Board, 
collectively and separately, for the valuable suggestions and 
the deep interest you have manifested in the welfare of those 
under my charge.

REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF 
THE CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


Boston, February 1, 1898. 


To CHANDLER EASTMAN, EsqQ., Superintendent Charlestown 
Almshouse. 

Sir: As visiting physician to the institution under 
your charge, I herewith submit my annual report for the 
year ending February 1, 1898. 

I am pleased to say that the general health of the inmates 
during the last twelve months has been good, the chronic 
complaints as usual, such as bronchitis, valvular heart dis- 
ease, rheumatism, cystitis, ulcers, eczema, etc., principally 
calling for treatment, and that there has been during that 
period a marked decrease in the death rate as compared 
with previous years. 

There have been in all 11 deaths (8 of males and 8 of 
females) from the following causes: Paralysis, 4; valvular 
heart disease, 3; apoplexy, 1; phthisis, 1; chronic bron- 
chitis, 1; senility, 1; average age of decedents, 69. 

The patients, who durmg the last few months have 
needed constant professional care, have, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Trustees, been removed to the 
hospital at Long Island, where the larger number of attend- 
ants and greater facilities for nursing the sick afford a degree 
of attention impossible with the limited means at our 
command. 

A much-needed improvement has been brought about, 
thanks to the Trustees, by partitioning off a part of the bath- 
room on the second floor to serve as a dispensary, giving a 
commodious room much better fitted to the needs of the 
institution than the former inadequate space appropriated for 
this purpose. 

My sincere thanks are due to you for your courteous kind- 
ness in all our official relations, and to Mrs. Eastman, the 
matrons and nurses, for their constant and unremitting care 
of the patients under my charge.

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APPENDIX. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The children’s institutions department, the pauper 
institutions department, the insane hospital department and the 
institutions registration department, of the city of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and of all other acts relating to the departments of the city of 
Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall be applicable to said departments and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the institutions 
registration department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said de- 
partments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without com- 
pensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first 
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Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the children’s institutions 
department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the house of reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the city of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the pauper institutions 
department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties re- 
lating to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston. 

Secor. 5. The board of trustees for the insane hospital depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the city of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the city of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The institutions department of the city of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the penal institutions department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint 
one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The institutions registrations department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
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commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prison- 
ers, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Secor. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two menfbers of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such ~ 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said de- 
partments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordina- 
tion of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The city of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor there- 
of, by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Secr. 10. Any officers or employees of the institutions de- 
partment of the city of Boston, whose tenure of office or position 
may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be, 
appointed to similar positions in said city at any time within six 
months of the passage of this act, without civil service examina- 
tion or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the institutions de- 
partment of the city of Boston shall be removed or suspended, or 
shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or em- 
ployment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and to 
be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or transfer 
shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor. —[ Ap- 
proved May 18, 1897.

Str: In accordance with chapter 3, section 22, of the Revised 
Ordinances, the Penal Institutions Commissioner respectfully 
presents the report of the Penal Institutions Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1898. 

The institutions of this department are the Houses of Cor- 
rection at Deer Island and South Boston. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


This institution is in a very satisfactory condition, and, as 
compared with similar institutions which the Commissioner 
has visited, is a model of neatness and order. ‘That long 
existing and much condemned institution, known as Loafers’ 
Hall, has been abolished, and the beneficial effect of its 
elimination is well marked upon the whole prison. 

The daily visits of friends to prisoners have been stopped, 
and a visiting day appointed, Friday of each week, and these 
visits are no longer allowed to take place at the institution, 
but the inmates see their friends at the Receiving Office on 
the wharf. This change is working very satisfactorily to all, 
as the inmates and friends have a longer time with one 
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another, and there is not that interference with duty that 
existed under the old plan. 

The electric lighting service has been extended to include 
the library, assembly room, and office in the administration 
building. It is my desire to increase the equipment of the 
dynamo building by the addition of a boiler and dynamo in 
order to further extend the service. The women’s building, 
now lighted by oil lights, should be embraced in the exten- 
sion at an early day. 


Library. 


There has been collected and systematically arranged, and 
catalogued here, a large and serviceable library, one that can- 
not fail to be productive of great benefit to the inmates. All 
who desire are furnished with a card, and books are exchanged 
for the inmates weekly. + 

The establishment of this library is a matter in which I 
have been very much interested, for, with the restrictions im- 
posed upon us in our employment of the inmates, I feel the 
need of some occupation for the minds of the men to prevent 
the brooding and self-concentration of thought that might 
produce harmful results. I feel especial pride that the col- 
lection of this library has been accomplished with but little 
expense to the city. Most of the books have been con- 
tributed by the citizens, and, although in some cases they 
required new bindings, they have been gladly and gratefully 
received, and I desire to extend my thanks to those who so 
kindly responded to my request for books for this purpose. 

In connection with the library, I have established a read- 
ing and assembly room for the officers and matrons, where 
they may spend their leisure hours in consultation of the 
library or in social converse. ‘The room is much appreciated 
by the officials of the institution. 


Hospital. 


The hospital is in excellent condition, and is a model for 
others of its kind. It is excellently conducted, and of its 
class, that of prison hospitals, I do not think there is its 
superior anywhere. 

The new Ward D, opened during the year, affords ample 
accommodation for isolation of noisy or demented patients, 
and for this purpose has been found to be of much service in 
the relief of the other wards. 

Much to my regret, Ward A took fire on Saturday, 
December 11, 1897, and was almost entirely destroyed. That 
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the entire hospital was not consumed reflects great credit 
upon the discipline of the institution and the management of 
the fire. About: three hundred of the inmates assisted the 
officers in extinguishing the conflagration and there was not, 
during its continuance, the slightest appearance of disorder 
or attempt to escape. 

Investigation after the fire resulted in the condemnation of 
the system of ventilation by wooden ducts under the floors 
of the wards, and it is my purpose to replace them with those 
of metallic construction as soon as possible. 


Reservoir. 


Since the fire I have re-opened negotiations with the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commission looking towards the 
building of a reservoir on the high land of the island. These 
negotiations were begun some years ago, but for some reason 
were abandoned. I hope to be able to arrange with the 
Board for a joint construction of such a reservoir on terms 
favorable to them, and at but slight expense to the city. 
Should my propositions be accepted by them, work will be 
begun as soon as the ground is in condition to work, and 
when this basin is completed the institution will be better 
protected against fire and danger from water famine. 

A plan submitted by the City Engineer for a salt-water ser- 
vice in case of fire, is under consideration, and if found 
financially possible, will probably be adopted. 


Sewerage. 


Since the building of the new prison and dynamo building, 
the drainage facilities were found to be extremely deficient, 
and to remedy this condition it was necessary to establish a 
connection with the main sewer of the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Department. This connection has been made, and since its 
completion the sewerage has been found to be satisfactory, 
and the troubles which existed have been entirely removed. 
In this work I have been assisted in a very material way by 
the Superintendent of Streets, Mr. Wells, and his assistants, 
and by the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission and their 
engineers, and to them I desire to extend the thanks of this 
department. 


Discipline. 
The discipline of the institution is in excellent condition. 


The number of inmates punished during the year for breaches 
of discipline, was 606, against 969 in 1895, and 634 in 1896, 
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and the punishments have been lessened, the number of days 
spent in solitary during the past year being 1,786, against 
2.907 in 1895, and 1,851 in 1896. ‘This reduction of punish- 
ments, with an increased population, is very gratifying. It 
is also a fact worth remarking that in this institution, as well 
as in the House of Correction, South Boston, not a single 
machine has been broken purposely by an inmate during the 
past year. 


Wharves. 


I desire to earnestly request that an appropriation may be 
made for the repair of wharves at this institution. ‘They are 
in urgent need of such repair, and provision should be made 
at once for this purpose. 

An addition to the bakery and a coal shed for the dynamo 
building have been erected during the past year. 


HovusgE OF CoRRECTION, SouTH Boston. 


This institution, erected some sixty years ago, is ill-adapted 
to the purposes for which it is used and provision should be 
made at once for the building of the Suffolk County Reforma- 
tory, proposed by chapter 536, Acts of 1896. The buildings 
are unsanitary, opportunities for classification are non-exist- 
ent, and they are not in accordance with the modern ideas 
of the treatment of criminals. 

I earnestly desire that early steps may be taken to dis- 
continue this institution, and to erect a modern prison that 
will be a credit to the city. 

The changes in this institution have been confined to im- 
provements in the care of the mental and bodily welfare of 
the convicts, it being thought unwise to make any material 
changes, involving expense, in their accommodations owing to 
the probability of the discontinuance of the use of the build- 
ings for a prison. 

I have established at this institution a school for illiterates 
that is doing most excellent work (see report of school- 
master appended) and the physical training, which was in- 
troduced last summer with the kind co-operation of Colonel 
Woodruff, commander of the garrison at Fort Warren, is 
achieving excellent results not only in keep’ng the men in 
good condition while in the institution, but also in sending 
them out into the world better fitted mentally and physically 
to resume an honest life. 

The results of the adoption of physical exercise can be ob- 
served, not only in the better appearance of the men, but in 
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the lessened reports of sickness and number of complaints to 
the Commissioner of ill-health and ill-treatment. I have re-. 
ceived from all sides approval of the introduction of the 
exercise, and I am satisfied that its continued use in the 
institution will be productive of much good. The physician 
at the institution bears testimony in his report appended to 
its value in the prison. 


Discipline. 

The discipline of the institution is excellently maintained, 
and that this is so in this imperfect and antiquated institu- 
tion is an excellent testimonial to the master and officials in 
charge. The improvement in discipline may be shown by 
the number of punishments of this year as compared with 
those of the years immediately preceding; in 1895 the num- 
ber punished was 610; in 1896, 426; in 1897, 354; the 
number of days spent in sohtary was in 1895, 1,715 ; in 1896, 
1,042; in 1897, 846. 


RULES. 


The new rules (appendix), adopted by the Commissioner 
in September last, are assisting the discipline in the institu- 
tions very materially. A frequent-complaint by the inmates 
was that they were unaware that they had broken any rule 
until they were to be punished. While this statement may 
not always have been true, yet it could not be denied that 
they were not informed as to the rules as they should have 
been, and the provisions of the new rules as to their promul- 
gation and distribution leave no ground for such complaint. 
Every convict is provided with a copy of the rules, and they 
are read aloud to the inmates on the first Sunday in every 
month at chapel services. ‘Thus no one can now claim igno- 
rance of their requirements. 


LABOR IN PRISON. 


The changes in the laws relating to prison labor, passed 
by the Legislature, chapters 412 and 480 of the Acts of 
1897, will alter materially the system under which such work 
has been conducted. All work in prisons must now be per- 
formed on what is termed the public-account plan; that is, 
that materials must be purchased from which to manufacture 
the goods, and the finished product must be placed upon the 
market by the institution in which they are manufactured. 
Arrangements are now in progress to accomplish the changes 
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made necessary by the laws, and I hope before long that the 
full number of inmates allowed will be actively employed. 
I wish it might be made more of such a kind as would be 
serviceable to the men when they leave the institutions in 
making them useful to themselves and to the community. 
In assisting in the reformation of this class, effort should be 
directed towards making them more helpful to themselves 
and the world. Many of them have fallen into the ways of 
crime by reason of defective or inefficient training in early 
life. It should be the aim in administering penal institu- 
tions to do as much to reform the inmates as to protect 
society, and.it seems to me that to bring about a reformation 
thoughtful effort must be made to compensate for defects in 
early training, if they exist, and to discharge the man better 
equipped to enter life and to do for himself in the world. 
This our present system does not accomplish. It assists to 
render him less able to care for himself and his family. It 
weakens him physically and mentally, and makes more easy 
his relapse again from the ways of good citizenship and 
order. ‘The state thus assists in the increase of crime and 
the degeneration of the criminal. I believe that society can 
do as much toward protecting itself from the criminal by 
thoughtful work within the prison as by effort without, that 
our detection of the criminal and his exclusion from the 
public is but a step towards that protection, that, having 
segregated those of unhealthy mind from the public, we should 
begin our work to restore moral health to them. 

This can be done in no better way than by educating them 
in every way to become self-supporting when they are re- 
leased from confinement. ‘The first step in this direction 
should be the schooling of the illiterates in essentials of edu- 
cation, reading, writing and arithmetic. Of the 10,954 com- 
mitted to Deer Island during the past year, 1,539 persons, or 
about fourteen per cent., could not read or write. Of the 
782 commitments to the House of Correction, South Boston, 
68 could not read or write, or nine per cent., making an aver- 
age percentage of illiterates committed to the institutions of 
this department of about thirteen per cent. 

To abolish this illiteracy I think to be the first step in 
prison reform, and, when one considers the vast difference 
between the capacity of one who possesses ability to read and 
write, and perform simple arithmetical problems, and one 
who does not, it is readily understood that the service per- 
formed by such education is of the greatest benefit to the 
man and to the community to which he returns. 

Next beyond the total illiterates comes the class who 
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possess no knowledge of useful occupations by which to earn 
a living, and to this class effort should be directed to furnish 
them with instruction in some useful trades in order to 
render them more capable of self-support when they leave 
the prison. 

By reference to the tables of Industrial Relation of Con- 
victs, No. 15, it will be seen that many of the inmates have 
no occupation except that of an unskilled laborer; about 
sixty per cent. are of this class. It is my desire to take 
from this class the ones that are likely to be benefited and 
give them instruction in some of the mechanical trades, to 
teach them handicraft of some sort. I am fully aware of the 
discouraging nature of the material in which this work is to 
be attempted, of the disappointments that are likely to occur 
in it, but I am convinced that in this direction good work 
may be done. Complete success, unanimous reformation, is 
not to be looked for; but I have seen enough of success 
among those considered incorrigible to encourage me _ to 
believe that with well-matured and earnest effort much may 
be accomplished. 

The adoption of such a policy as this would relieve the 
men in the prisons of work that is unsuited to them (work- 
ing on sewing-machines ), and give it to the class to which it 
belongs, — the female population, — of whom there are more 
than sufficient in our institutions to do the work allowed us 
by the laws referred to. 


DRUNKENNESS. 


Of the 10,954 persons committed to the Deer Island insti- 
tution, 8,457 or seventy-seven per cent. were sentenced for 
drunkenness,—only 2,517 being committed for all other 
offences. It is much to be regretted that the county is 
obliged to maintain an institution so largely for misdemean- 
ants of this character. I am led to believe, by my experience 
with this institution, that many of the persons sent here for 
drunkenness desire to be so sent, that they wish to relieve 
themselves of their own support, and accept with pleasure 
their sentence to the institution, feeling sure during its dura- 
tion of good food and clothing, and comfortable accommoda- 
tion. I do not believe that confinement at Deer Island is 
looked upon by this class as a punishment, but more as a 
diversion, a vacation, a rest from toil. What should be done 
with this class is a difficult problem; increase their sentences 
at repetition of their offence, and they are pleased. 

I have met few if any instances of mental suffering on the 
part of the inmates here caused by their confinement. They 
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are, in the majority of cases, better taken care of by the State 
than they would be by their own efforts when at liberty. 
Thus what is intended as a punishment is converted into 
reward, and the man committed rejoices in his freedom from 
care and the responsibility of maintaining himself instead of 
feeling that his freedom to go where he pleases is taken 
away; in other words, he gladly exchanges his liberty to be 
free from the care of maintaining himself. This system 
works injustice in another way. In many instances the cul- 
prit has a family dependent upon him, and in such a case the 
punishment for his offence falls with crushing force upon the 
wife and children. Deprived of the one who should support 
them, they are forced to struggle to maintain themselves, 
and in many cases, unable to do this, they apply to the 
Overseers of the Poor for relief. Thus our treatment of 
drunkenness encourages laziness and promotes pauperism, 
causes the innocent to suffer, and pampers and protects those 
who are offenders against public order. 

I have made investigation into the treatment of drunken- 
ness by other states and countries, in the hope that in some 
community there might be found a wiser way of treating 
this class of criminals than by fine and imprisonment; but I 
regret to say that, with sheht modifications, those penalties 
seem to be the ones universally applied throughout the world. 
In Arkansas, a drunken person may be delivered to a discreet 
person, who will care for him, or he may be confined until 
morning, or until sober, and then allowed to go at large. An 
habitual drunkard may be placed under guardianship. In 
Indiana, a person offending for a third time may be im- 
prisoned from five to thirty days and disfranchised for any 
determinate period. In Michigan, a drunkard may be placed 
on probation, with sureties for good behavior, for from sixty- 
five days to one year. In Texas, a city or town may hire 
out drunkards or put them at labor on the streets either 
as a penalty for the offence or for non-payment of fine. In 
the State of Washington, an habitual drunkard is defined 
to be “one addicted to the use of intoxicants and who has 
been twice convicted of drunkenness or of being drunk and 
disorderly,” and the law prescribes that they shall be declared 
as such in open court, and that a list of those so declared 
shall be furnished retailers, who shall keep it posted in their 
places of business, and that no liquor shall be sold to persons 
whose names are on such lists. Persons declared to be 
habitual drunkards may have their names removed from such 
lists after two years of sober life. In West Virginia, the 
fine for drunkenness is one dollar, but the penalty for being 
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drunk near polling-places during elections is a fine of from 
ten to fifty dollars. 

In the Province of Quebec,a judge may appoint a guardian 
for a drunkard, who may be excused from service after one 
year of sober life of the ward. ‘The guardian may commit 
to, or release from, any home for drunkards, his ward at 
pleasure. 

In Switzerland, in 1890, in the Canton of St. Gall, it was 
provided that habitual drunkards may be detained in an 
inebriate asylum for a period not exceeding eighteen months, 
and, if his property is sufficient, he shall pay for his support; 
but if not, he shall be supported as a public charge, and 
application may be made for the support of his family during 
his detention.: 

In Holland, the ducking-stool was used for the punishment 
of female offenders, and was reported to be very effectual. 

With these modifications the penalties imposed upon 
drunkards ar I 
believe that these penalties are sufficient to deter many from 
offending, but they do not prove deterrent always, and it 
would appear as though our treatment of those who repeatedly 
offend against the law should be amended in order that they 
may be more effectually restrained. 

The treatment of these offenders might be regulated by 
the number of admissions. If the serving of one sentence 
has not been sufficient to deter one from being again com- 
mitted, let him feel the rigor of imprisonment more on a sec- 
ond commitment, and still more on each succeeding one until 
the hardship of imprisonment is sufficient to overcome the 
willingness to undergo confinement. It is my purpose to 
study this suggestion and ascertain if classification upon this 
basis cannot be arranged. 


AID FOR DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


One of the most important duties of the department is in 
the aid of those released from the institutions. The work in 
this line has been pursued on rather more definite lines this 
year than before, and it is expected that this change of plan 
will be productive of good results in better discrimination 
between the worthy and unworthy. 

The investigation of cases begins when the prisoner is serv- 
ing his sentence, and when released it usually occurs that our 
agents are ready to aid him to enter upon society not entirely 
unable to assist himself. 

The condition of the man released from confinement with- 
out friends or money is indeed pitiable. Those who knew 
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him before confinement*know him to be a man who has been 
a law-breaker, and he has nothing with which to commend 
himself to others from whom employment might be had. If 
he is without money and has no friends, who, knowing his 
history, will assist him? He is simply a pariah in society, and, 
unable to maintain a place, he must fall either by begging or 
thieving. ‘To assist him over the transition period, between 
his release and time of getting employment, is therefore a 
means of preventing his return to one of our institutions, 
-and, as the amount of money expended, if judicially con- 
trolled, is not a large one, it seems to me wise to foster this 
work, as the expense is saved to the city many times over in 
saving the cost of the maintenance of many of those assisted 
in some of our institutions. 

‘Since the institution of the system there have been assisted, 
in various ways, 2,793 persons ata cost of $480.66.

The boats connecting with the islands in the harbor, the 
“J. Putnam Bradlee” and the’ John Howard,” are in good 
condition generally. The boiler of the “Howard,” has been 
in use for about twelve years, and requires careful treatment 
and will, in the near future, require to be replaced by a new 
one. 

The service of the boats has been very satisfactory. The 
“ Bradlee” performed most excellent service in connection 
with the Randidge Fund excursions and also in transporting 
sick children from the Carney and Children’s Hospitals and 
the Boston Dispensary about the harbor, on the afternoon 
trips, to give them the benefit of a salt-water excursion. A|- 
though thousands of children were transported, and an amount 
of benefit derived by them not easy to be estimated, this use 
‘of the boat did not in the least interfere with her regular 
duties, and there was no inconvenience, disorder or mishap 
connected with such use. 

I cannot conclude my report without expression of my ear- 
nest appreciation of the aid rendered me by those connected 
with the administrative work of this department. Their 
prompt and ready assistance in the carrying out of the details 
of the changes has made the work a pleasure and has light- 
ened its burdens very materially. 

From Assistant Commissioner Hunt and the Medical Di- 
rector, Dr. Prescott, to the Masters and Deputy Masters of 
the institutions of the department, the same earnest spirit of 
helpfulness has been displayed, the same desire to assist in 
all ways the Commissioner in his endeavor to administer the 
affairs of the department in the manner best conducive to 
the interests of the city and of those who have been placed 
in his charge and care. 

It is also a pleasure to state that the work of all connected 
with the department has been such as to commend itself to 
the Commissioner, and in closing my report I desire to thank 
its employees for the interest and zeal displayed in the work 
assigned them. 

I respectfully refer your Honor to the accompanying tables 
of statistics relating to the work of the department.

DEAR Str: I herewith submit my annual report for the 
year ending January 31, 1898. 

There have been committed during the past year 10,954 
inmates, an increase of 828 over last year. Our largest 
numbers during the year have been 1,485 males, 453 females, 
1,918 total; our smallest numbers during the same period 
were 1,203 males, 287 females, 1,490 total. 

We hope there may be a revival in business during the 
coming year that will cause a demand for mechanics and 
Jaborers, thereby making employment for some of the able- 
bodied inmates who are now with us, and who have not 
friends who will provide them with better homes. We 
would be relieved of many who consider the Institution their 
home when work cannot be gotten, and who do not fear a 
sentence during the cold months. We have with us a class 
of unfortunates who, by reason of the loss of one or more 
limbs, cannot work. ‘They lve through the warm months by 
pedling, but are obliged to find a home in some institution 
during cold weather. ‘To many it may be a matter of sur- 
prise that these people prefer to come to a penal institution 
when both our City and State provide such comfortable pau- 
per homes, but even in those dependent, pride shows itself in 
many ways. Many of them, while taking a sentence with 
thanks, would not even ask to be admitted to a pauper home, 
they entertaining the idea that while in prison they still 
maintain their independence, whereas a pauper home would 
brand them as dependent. 

We have enlarged our bake-house, giving us one oven 
more and six additional rooms for officers. 
~ We have established a library, which is much appreciated. 
We have in it some 3,000 books. Adjoining the library is a 
large assembly room furnished for officers. It is occupied by 
them each evening for social entertainment, and on Friday 
evenings only a lecture and praise meeting is participated in. 

On December 11, at about four o’clock P.M., Ward A (our 
nursery wing of the hospital) was discovered to be on fire. 
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We promptly notified headquarters and they responded with 
the Fire-boat Engine 44, which did good service. The town 
of Winthrop sent a hose-wagon and their chemical engine. 
The police-boat ‘* Guardian,” under Deputy Superintendent 
Bragdon, came, ready for any emergency, and with our own 
fire department, manned by officers and inmates, did valuable 
service. It looked at one time as if the whole hospital must 
go, but in less than an hour the fire was under control, with 
a loss to us of about $4,500. If our supply of water had 
been better the loss would have been much less. Workmen 
are now engaged rebuilding, and the wing will be ready for 
occupancy in May. 

I would again call your attention to the need of a new 
prison for women. ‘The one now in use is the building for- 
merly occupied by the House of Reformation and Truant 
School boys. It is not adapted for its present use, being at 
all times overcrowded. <A new building, containing not less 
than 500 cells, with a chapel and modern laundry connected, 
should be erected. The laundry now in use was never ex- 
pected to do the work for over 800 people. The work is all 
done by hand, and could be more satisfactorily done so if the 
laundry building was larger. We do all the washing for the 
2,000 people on this island, as well as the washing for 
the officers and boys of Rainsford Island, and during the sum- 
mer months the washing for the Children’s Summer Hospital. 
We have labor and muscle enough to accomplish all this 
work. What we need is a new plant better adapted for doing 
it, such as a new building could be made to provide. 

Our steamboat and coal wharves are in very bad condition. 
The piling and planking is decayed, making it unsafe for 
travel, and should be rebuilt. | 

On January 1 we were obliged to suspend work on the 
piece price plan, and have not as yet made arrangements for 
keeping our sewing machines running. While I can keep all 
the able-bodied men at work on the farm, I would like in 
some way to derive an income. <A broom-shop would furnish 
labor for some fifty men and provide all the brooms needed 
for this and other institutions. The expense would be only 
for corn and wire, as we could make our own handles.

We are using oil, gas and electricity at the present time 
for lighting. With one more engine and boiler added to 
our dynamo plant we would have enough power to use elec- 
tric lights all round, which would be more economical than 
either oil or gas is. In the women’s department oil is being 
used. This building could be wired for electric lights at a 
very small expense and could be lghted without any addi- 
tion to the plant. 

The chaplain and priest have labored hard, and have ac- 
complished much good for the people of this and the other 
institutions in the harbor. 

My deputy and able corps of officers labor with zeal to 
keep the discipline at a high standard. They have my con- 
fidence and thanks. 

There have been 1,490 prisoners whose fines have been 
paid during the year, the amount received thereby being 
$10,337.88. This does not go to the credit of the Institu- 
tion. 

We have made for the use of inmates 2,440 pairs brogans, 
684 pairs women’s slippers, 696 pairs women’s shoes, 800 in- 
stitution coats, 1,445 institution pants, 718 institution vests, 
675 liberty coats, 634 liberty pants, 648 liberty vests, 179 dozen 
cotton shirts, 214 dozen woollen shirts, 263 dozen overalls, 5 
dozen waiters’ coats, 268 hospital nightshirts, 72 carpenters’ 
aprons, 20 pairs men’s drawers, 821 chemises, 1,035 skirts, 
1,038 dresses, 566 aprons, 778 pairs drawers, 439 tires, 350 
head handkerchiefs, 2,466 sheets, 729 pillow-slips, 24 bed- 
ticks, 4 bed-spreads, 3,061 towels, 334 roller-towels, 69 table- 
cloths, 3 clothes-bags, 22 bakers’ eaps, 12 coffee-bags, 141 pairs 
men’s woollen socks, 164 nightdresses and 206 stand covers. 

We have also made for the Boston Almshouse and Hos- 
pital, Long Island, 404 coats, 276 vests, 277 pants, 8 over-

Island, 6 dozen woollen shirts, 30;%, dozen cotton shirts, 
15, dozen liberty shirts, and 1 dozen drawers; for the 
Charlestown Almshouse, Charlestown, 22 coats, 32 vests, 47 
pants, 4143 dozen woollen shirts, and 6-2 7 pairs woollen 
drawers. , 

During the year there has been given to discharged inmates 
about 7,000 articles of clothing. 

The stone department has had an ¢ average of 150 men em- 
ployed daily. They have cut 52,545 feet edgestone, 170 
catch-basins, 310 curb-corners and 199 extra euttermouths. 
There is on hand finished, 8,876 feet edgestone, 62 catch- 
basins, 86 curb corners and 1,800 paving-blocks. In rough 
stock we have 3,200 feet edgestone and 6 catch-basins. We 
have shipped during the year 50,982 feet edgestone, 152 catch- 
basins, 351 curb-corners and 33 gutter-stones. 

The reports of the Chaplain and Resident Physician, with 
the usual statistics, are annexed.

During the past year, 1,647 inmates of the House of Cor- 
rection were admitted to the hospital and received treat- 
ment. Of this number 30 have died. In the observation 
hospital 283 patients were received. In the nursery 41 
children were admitted. There were 6 births, — 2 male and 
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4 female children. The new wing of the hospital, Ward D, 
consisting of single rooms, opened Sunday, June 6. Decem- 
ber 11, Ward A, the nursery, was gutted by fire. It is now 
being rebuilt, and we hope to occupy it by April 30. The 
following improvements have been made during the year: 
electric light throughout the hospital; the old toilets, bath- 
tubs, and plumbing torn out and the latest and most approved 
system of plumbing along with new toilets and bath-tubs 
substituted in each ward and in the nurse’s quarters, and the 
drainage from the hospital connected with the Metropolitan 
Sewerage System. Rubber matting has been laid in all the 
corridors, and a nicely furnished parlor for the nurses has 
been established. 

Dr. Paul Carson and Dr. William H. Greene are still 
associated with me.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


JAMES R. GERRISH, Esq., 
Superintendent of Deer Island Institutions : 


DEAR Sir: | I herewith make in brief to you my annual 
report as Chaplain and Director of Music. My work continues 
to engage my interest, and I am convinced that the influence 
of religious instruction and moral effort has a beneficiary 
effect, though I am hopeful of still larger and better results in 
reform. May the time soon come when intemperance shall 
erow less and finally disappear. 

Religious services have been regularly held on Sunday, in 
the morning and in the afternoon. Funeral and baptismal 
rites have been administered when required and care given 
the sick and dying. Owing to the increased number of in- 
mates, the attendance at chapel on Sundays has been large. 
Miss Mary A. Barr and Miss Clara W. Baker are the organ- 
ists, and are faithful to their posts. The two choirs for the 
Sunday services are composed of inmates. Miss Baker also 
plays the organ at Long Island every other Sunday. 

The Library Department the past year has undergone ex- 
tensive improvements in the addition of a commodious room 
suitably fitted with bookcases capable of containing 7,000 
volumes. Already we have on the shelves 5,000 carefully 
selected and well-bound books for the instruction and enter- 
tainment of the inmates, as well as for the use of the officers 
and matrons. Since November 10, 1897, to date, a period 
covering a little rismg two months, there have been put out 
5,117 books. Great credit is due Commissioner E. C. 
Marshall, who with untiring effort has placed this library on 
such excellent, permanent basis, and cee such a large 
number of appropriate books. 

Adjoining the library the Gommiigbionee has set apart a 
room suitably furnished, now designated “ Assembly Hall,” 
for the use of the officers and matrons. Here in asocial way 
they spend their evenings, provided with good, current litera- 
ture. For the reading-matter given by the Hospital News- 
paper Society we are very grateful. 

With an earnest wish and purpose of the uplifting of those 
with whom I have to do, I desire, in entering upon the new 
year with renewed hope, to acknowledge your kindly 
assistance.

DEAR SiR: I have the honor to submit the following report 
with statistics pertaining to the Suffolk County House of 
Correction for the year ending January 31, 1898: 

In our last annual report was noted the fact that a less 
number of prisoners were committed 1896-97 than 1895-96 
and that the daily average was also less and that “the re- 
duced number enabled us to vacate our barn-like dormitory.” 
I have now to note reductions for this year 1897-98. There 
was a falling off of 45 committed and 45.43 less in daily 
average. I wish that all of our penal institutions could report 
similarly, but I fear they cannot. 

During the year a school was opened for instructing the 
illiterate (see school teacher’s report annexed) and _ calis- 
thenic exercises, as practised in the United States Army, 
introduced for the benefit of those employed in shops and 
light work. All of that class of prisoners have each about 
thirty minutes’ exercise, in squads numbering thirty to forty, 
in the open air, weather permitting, and in stormy or cold 
weather the exercise is taken in shops. Both innovations are 
of much benefit, especially the drill at this time, for now all 
industry is suspended, except work required for the insti- 
tution. 

Chapter 412 Acts of 1897, regulates prison labor so that 
if any labor is performed or work done for other than public 
institutions it must be on public account. The act prohibits 
‘contracts or piece price” plans, which plans have been in 
operation for several years. With money appropriated for 
that purpose we hope to find something for “idle hands to 
do” which may be of benefit to the prisoner if not to the 
County. 

Religious services on Sundays, in the chapel, are continued 
as formerly; Mass is said at eight o’clock A.M., by a priest 
from the Gate of Heaven parish. ‘This parish also attends 
to any one wishing Catholic services at any time. Services 
at one o'clock P.M., are conducted by the chaplain (see his 
report annexed). Singing by a choir, in place of a quartet, 
as formerly, and the introduction of congregational singing 
at the afternoon service are pleasing changes. 

A fair amount of garden truck was raised on the place and 
some fruit; there was slaughtered 19,683 pounds of pork. 
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See report of Dr. Bancroft, relating to physician’s depart- 
ment, annexed. 

Please accept my thanks for your kindly aid in the man- 
agement of the institution so readily given at all times.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


THE officers of a House of Correction shall be a master, 
deputy master, receiving officer, clerk, physician, chaplain, 
and such number of male and female assistants as the Com- 
missioner may, with the approval of the Mayor, from time to 
time deem necessary. 


Master. 


The Master of a House of Correction, subject to the orders 
of the Commissioner, shall have the control and management 
of all who are employed at the institution, under his charge. 
He shall have the entire management and control of the con- 
victs, subject to the laws defining the powers and duties of 
masters of houses of correction, and such directions, not in- 
consistent therewith or with the ordinances of the city, as he 
may receive from the Commissioner. He shall reside at the 
institution in apartments assigned him. 

It shall be his duty to see that the police and other regu- 
lations for the management of the institution and the em- 
ployment of the inmates, and all orders of the Commissioner, 
are duly enforced, and that the subordinate officers and others 
employed faithfully discharge their duties. 

He shall examine all persons committed to the institution, 
noting on the mittimus such facts as are important. 

He shall have a code of rules for conducting the institu- 
tion, to be approved by the Commissioner, and such parts as 
relate to the prisoners shall’ be read to them in the chapel on 
the first Sunday in every month. He “shall appoint all 
subordinate assistants, employees, and officers for whom he 
shall be responsible,” and at once report the same to the 
Commissioner. 

He shall enforce obedience on the part of the inmates to 
the rules prescribed for them, and shall have power at his 
discretion to punish according to law all wilful infractions, 
such punishments and the cause thereof to be reported to the 
Commissioner on the next daily report after the occurrence. 

It shall be his duty to have all prisoners while in solitary 
confinement visited by the physician once in each day during 
such confinement. 

He shall see that the provisions furnished to the inmates 
are of good quality and in sufficient quantity, and that no 
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waste is allowed, and also that every part of the premises is 
kept clean, and that the several apartments are properly 
warmed and ventilated, and that such of the inmates as are 
able to labor are constantly employed. In case any prisoner 
going out may require clothing he shall make report thereof 
to the Commissioner at least one week before his discharge, 
so that he may be suitably provided with the same; and, 
should pecuniary aid be thought proper in any case the 
Master may grant it to an amount not exceeding five dollars. 

He shall cause regular books to be kept, showing the 
quality and amount of articles received at the institution for 
the supply of the same, and also of the money received for 
the sales of produce or otherwise, which books shall at all 
times be open to the examination of the Commissioner or his 
deputy. 

He shall make requisitions on the Commissioner for all 
articles needed, and receipt at once for all articles received, 
according to forms prescribed, and shall also certify the bills 
of such articles. 

He shall keep a register of all inmates admitted or dis- 
charged, embracing the term of sentence and the offence for 
which committed, and make daily and weekly reports, ac- 
cording to forms prescribed, giving the names of all persons 
admitted or discharged, the offence for which committed and 
the term of sentence, the births and deaths, the physician’s 
report of the sick, the punishments and the causes thereof, 
and such other information as is worthy of remark. Upon 
the weekly report he shall also give a statement of the em- 
ployment of the inmates. 

He shall annually, on the first of February, submit a re- 
port of the condition of the institution, and number of 
inmates, giving the number of admissions thereto and dis- 
charges therefrom, the births, deaths, and number of in- 
mates therein during the year, with such information and 
suggestions as he may deem important, or the Commissioner 
may require. 


Deputy Master. 


During the absence of the Master, or his sickness or other 
disability, the charge of the institution shall devolve upon the 
deputy, and he shall be responsible for its good order and the 
preservation of its discipline, and shall not absent himself 
from the prison without permission of the Master. 

He shall, subject to the directions of the Master, have a 
general and superintending care of the prison, especially its

police and discipline, and see that all the rules and regula- 
tions, and orders of the Master are strictly observed. He 
shall be constantly about the establishment, visiting frequently 
all departments of the prison ; and shall, if possible, be present 
at the opening and closing of the prison, and also,attend in 
the chapel during the performance of religious services. 

On the reception of convicts he shall cause to be read and 
explained to them such extracts from the rules of the prison 
as may be necessary to enable them to understand their duty 
and the discipline to which they are to be subjected. He 
shall assign them their cells, and shall station them in the 
department of labor directed by the Master. 

He shall enforce obedience to the officers on the part of 
the convicts, and report to the Master all violations of disci- 
pline, or rectify them in a prompt and decisive manner. When 
he feels the least doubt as to the proper course to be pur- 
sued, he shall, if possible, not act without consultation with 
the Master. 

In deciding on the propriety and extent of punishment 
necessary to be inflicted during the absence of the Master, he 
shall be governed by previous examples, always keeping 
within the limits of a sound discretion and the laws of the 
Commonwealth, making due allowance for possible ignorance 
of duty, or of mental weakness, on the part of the convict, 
and ever exercising a just degree of lenity, without shrinking 
from the prompt and efficient discharge of his duty. 

fHe shall present to the Master, on the morning of every 
day, a report closed at 7 o’clock of the previous day, stating 
therein all cases of punishment, and the oceasion of them, 
the number in solitary confinement, the names, duty and 
stations of the officers composing the night guard, together 
with an account of any important occurrences that may have 
taken place within the institution during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. 

He shall give notice on the bulletin board, every Saturday 
afternoon, of the time the first bell will ring in the mornings 
of the ensuing week, as fixed by the Master. He shall not 
erant leave of absence to-any officer without consulting the 
Master. He shall not be absent at the same time as the Mas- 
ter, except in case of great emergency. 


- Receiving Officer. 


The Receiving Officer shall receive all convicts on their 
admission, conduct the females to the proper matron of the 
female department, and examine all males at the receiving- 
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room, where he shall cause them to be stripped and thor- 
oughly cleansed. Their beard and whiskers shall be shaven . 
off, and their hair cut, if necessary. 

He shall make an entry, in a book kept for the purpose, 
of the clothing and all articles belonging to the inmates, and 
shall have such property as is worth preserving properly 
cared for, and shall restore the same to them when they are 
properly discharged. 

He shall assist the Deputy Master in the performance of 
his duties, and shall discharge convicts on the expiration of 
their sentence according to a list that will be furnished to him 
monthly. 

He shall distribute rations to those in solitary confinement, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be required of 
him. 

In the absence of the Master and Deputy Master, or their 
sickness or disability to act, he shall have charge of the 
institution. 


Clerk. 


The Clerk shall keep the books of the institution, conform- 
ably to the laws and such plans as may be adopted by the 
Commissioner. He shall keep a distinct account with each 
department of the prison, so as readily to know the result of 
their operations, attend to the subsidiary books of the differ- 
ent departments, make up the daily and weekly reports, and 
perform all necessary writing for the prison. 

He shall give constant attention to the interests of the 
institution and the duties of his office, and perform such 
other duties as may be required of him. 


Physician. 


It shall be the duty of the Physician to visit the institu- 
tion once a day, and as much oftener as may be necessary, 
and to examine carefully into every case of sickness or inabil- 
ity to labor, and prescribe such medicines and course of diet 
or treatment as he may deem proper, and notify the Master 
of all convalescents able to perform labor. He shall from 
time to time furnish the Master a list of such medicines as 
may be needed for the dispensary, and report to him any neg- 
lect or improper conduct on the part of the nurses or those 
in attendance that may come to his knowledge. 

The sustenance and diet of those in the hospitals shall be 
_ regulated by him, through requisitions therefor upon the 
Master, which must be in writing, and given daily. 
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He shall keep a record of patients in the hospitals, desig- 
nating the time of admission thereto, with the nature of the 
disease and the treatment, and the date of discharge or death, 
and shall make a daily report in writing, to the Master, of 
each person in the hospital, and their condition. No critical 
surgical operation shall be performed, except in cases of 
urgent necessity, without the sanction of the Commissioner. 


Chaplain. 


It shall be the duty of the Chaplain to perform divine ser- 
vice on the Sabbath, and at such other times as may be set 
apart by the Commissioner for religious exercises, to visit the 
sick, instruct the inmates in their moral and religious duties, 
counsel and advise with them prior to their discharge, and 
perform such other duty in his capacity as the Commissioner 
or the Master may require. He shall not be allowed to 
exchange or supply any substitute without the consent of 
the Commissioner or of the Master. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE OFFICERS AND 
MATRONS. 


All orders to the convicts should be given with the utmost 
possible distinctness, so as to be clearly understood. Every 
officer immediately engaged in the government of the inmates 
must notice and report to the Master or Deputy Master all 
cases of violation of the rules that may fall under his obser- ~ 
vation. Should a convict refuse or hesitate to obey the 
orders of an officer, he shall be admonished and informed of 
the consequences of disobedience; if he still persists, the 
officer shall send for the Master or Deputy Master, or, if 
they are absent, the Receiving Officer, or shall take such 
measures as the emergency may require to enforce obedience 
for the time being, and report the same to the Master or 
Deputy Master as soon as it is possible so to do. 

No officer shall be allowed to inflict corporal punishment 
or otherwise maltreat any convict, nor shall any punish- 
ment be allowed except by authority of the Master or Dep- 
uty Master; but in case of a rebellion, or insubordination, 
the officer in charge shall use his own discretion, with such | 
means as he may have at command to quell it. 
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No officer or matron, in any case, shall use insulting or 
irritating language towards the convicts. If there is any 
talking or noise in the shops or prison, the officer hearing the 
same must ascertain where it is made, and see that the noise 
or disturbance ceases. At night the outside doors of the 
prison shall be locked as soon as the convicts are in their 
cells, and particular care shall be taken of the keys until they 
are delivered to the Master or Deputy Master. ‘The male 
prison cells must not be unlocked during the night-time, 
unless ordered by the Master or his deputy, nor in the morn- 
ing without three officers being present. ‘The officers are 
reminded that they must not talk with each other, with vis- 
itors, or with agents or superintendents, in the hearing of 
the convicts.» On all occasions as little conversation shall 
be permitted in the prison while the convicts are there as the 
duty required will admit of, and that in a low tone of voice ; 
common conversation with the convicts is inconsistent with 
the dignity of an officer, and is not allowed. 

The officers and matrons are required to see that the public 
property is not wasted or misapplied, and that all complaints 
by the convicts to the officers respecting food, clothing or 
ill-treatment, are communicated to the Master or Deputy 
Master without delay. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


The convicts, while in their cells, shall preserve perfect 
silence, except in cases of illness, when they may speak to 
the officer in charge. 

On Sundays the prisoners shall be conducted to the chapel, 
at the times of public worship, and seated in such manner 
as the Master may direct. During the times when they are 
moving to and from the chapel, or to and from the workshops, 
entire silence and the most perfect order and decorum shall 
be maintained. 

The convicts shall have clean underclothing as often as 
once a week, and as much oftener as the Master shall direct. 
No spirituous liquors or tobacco shall be furnished to any 
prisoner except by order of the Physician. No trafficking 
shall be allowed between the officers and convicts, nor shall 
any officer be allowed to receive any perquisite, in any shape, 
in addition to the compensation allowed him by the Com- 
missioner. Trafficking among the convicts is prohibited, and 
they shall not be allowed to receive anything from without 
the premises, or hold any intercourse with persons outside, 
without express permission of the Commissioner or the Master. 
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When visitors are present no convict shall be allowed to 
address them, without permission, except in answer to such 
questions as may be asked by persons officially authorized to 
ask for information. 


Duties OF OFFICERS OF THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


1. The officers are the agents of the Master in enforcing 
the discipline of the institution, and in carrying into effect 
the laws for the government thereof. 

2. They shall supply themselves with uniform and 
equipment such as shall be prescribed by the Master, which 
shall be worn while on duty, unless otherwise directed by the 
Master; and they shall strictly observe the utmost cleanli- 
ness in dress, person and habits. 

3. While about the prison the officers shall refrain from 
boisterous conversation, exciting discussions of any kind, 
and all other acts which would tend to disturb the good 
order of the institution. 

4. In their intercourse the officers are at all times to treat 
each other with that mutual respect that becomes gentlemen 
and friends, and they are required to avoid all discussions 
that are lable to cause annoyance or hard feeling, and are 
strictly forbidden to treat each other with disrespect or to 
use any ungentlemanly epithets. 

5. They shall not, while on duty, hold conversation with 
each other, except such as shall be necessary in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

6. ‘They shall not be engaged, while on duty, in reading 
or writing other than in making necessary entries, or in any 
employment which will interfere with constant care and 
vigilance. 

7. They shall not under any circumstances allow prisoners 
to speak to them upon any subject not immediately con- 
nected with their duties, employments or wants. 

8. ‘They shall keep prisoners under their charge diligently 
entployed. 

9. They shall require the greatest possible cleanliness in 
the persons and clothing of prisoners, and in their working 
and sleeping apartments. 

10. ‘They shall instruct the prisoners in all the rules of 
the institutiom necessary for their government, when re- 
quested, and admonish them on the least appearance of in- 
subordination. 

11. In their intercourse with prisoners they shall be 
careful to maintain a quiet demeanor under any provocation, 
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and shall not punish a prisoner or strike him except in self- 
defence, to prevent escape, or to quell an insurrection; 
nor shall they use any profane or indecorous language to 
prisoners or in their presence. 

12. Whenever a prisoner is guilty of any infraction of 
prison disciplinary rules the officer shall forthwith report 
the fact to the Deputy Master, stating the nature of the 
offence. 

13. Discipline is the first and highest consideration in a 
prison, and must be maintained at all hazards, but the offi- 
cer who maintains it with the lowest number of punishments 
deserves the highest commendation™ 

14. No officer shall receive from or deliver to a prisoner 
any article or anything whatever without the knowledge or 
consent of the Master or Deputy. 

15. Intemperance will not be tolerated among employees, 
neither will they be allowed to keep or use intoxicating 
drinks in or about the institution. Frequenting saloons or 
disreputable places by employees will be considered as suffi- 
cient cause for their dismissal. 

16. Officers are strictly prohibited from smoking while on 
duty, or in or about the prison, yard, or bath-room before the 
prisoners are locked up at night, excepting in such places as 
are designated_by the Master. 

17. Officers are expected to give their entire time to the 
institution, and are not to leave their places of duty without 
the consent of the Master or his Deputy, and any officer who 
absents himself without leave will be considered as having 
resioned. Leave of absence will not be granted to any officer 
on Sundays or holidays. 

18. All employees are prohibited from discussing while 
on duty the manner in which any officer or employee per- 
forms his work, and from making any remarks which might 
tend to reflect upon the character or management of such 
officer or employee, and from criticising publicly the acts of 
any superior officer or the management of the institution. 

19. They are also prohibited from discussing in the pres- 
ence of prisoners matters relating to the discipline or man- 
agement of this or other similar institutions. 

20. Officers are strictly prohibited from talking with pris- 
oners at any time, except as the nature of their business 
may require, and all familiarity between employees and 
prisoners is absolutely prohibited. 

21. Officers are prohibited from selling to or buying 
from prisoners, or giving to or reciving from them anything 
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in the nature of a gift or present, or conveying to or from 
them any message, either written or verbal. 

22. Upon returning from a leave of absence, officers will 
proceed directly to their rooms, put on their uniforms and 
report at the office for duty at once. Officers not reporting 
at expiration of their leave of absence will be dropped from 
pay-roll. 

Officers will be held to a strict accountability for the 
prisoners under their charge, and will be personally respon- 
sible for their safe custody. 

An officer shall visit daily every person confined in his 
cell or in solitary. e 

The Master will furnish daily to the physician the names 
of those placed in solitary the preceding day, and the doctor 
will visit them on the day reported, and put in his daily re- 
port a statement as to their condition. 


Regulations and Duties of Convicts. 


All convicts shall receive a bath for the whole person when 
being received into the prison, and shall obey such rules as 
to personal cleanliness and bathing as the Master shall from 
time to time prescribe. 

Prisoners will be informed as to their duties and work in 
a clear and comprehensive manner and they will be expected 
to render prompt and exact obedience to the rules. 

Prisoners on entering the institution will bathe and will be 
assigned cells, and will have the rules of the institution for 
convicts read to them. 

Pfisoners will be allowed to have in their cells the follow- 
ing articles, and no others: an iron bedstead and bed fur- 
nished for use, a Bible, library book, a comb, spoon, knife, 
fork, pepper and salt containers and vinegar bottle, one 
bucket, one water can, and a seat. If other articles are 
found in any cell, not there by permission of the Master, the 
one in whose cell they are found may be punished. 

Convicts are expected to keep their cells neatly, and will 
be held responsible for their condition, and while in their 
cells must refrain from all unnecessary noise. 

The first duty of the convict is obedience, and it will be 
for his interest, as it is his duty, to be respectful and obe- 
dient to the officers, and conform to the rules and regulations 
established for his government. 

At the ringing of the morning bell he must turn out, dress, 
wash and comb and arrange his cell. At the signal he will 
open the door gently to the wall and march as directed. 
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On entering the workshop the prisoners will go directly to 
their several places of labor, and commence at once; and 
must be quiet, industrious and faithful in doing the work as- 
signed them. In shops and other places of labor they are to 
obey all orders promptly, exhibit no ill-temper when admon- 
ished by an officer, have no conversation whatever with other 
convicts, nor communicate. any intelligence in writing or by 
looks or signs, nor stare at visitors, nor speak to or answer 
them, nor receive from nor give to them anything what- 
ever without permission from an officer. They must ap- 
proach their keepers in a respectful manner and be brief in 
their communications; they are not to speak to them on 
ordinary topics, nor address them except when it becomes 
necessary in relation to their work or wants. They must 
not leave or go out of their places of labor without permis- 
sion, and when allowed to do so shall go and return directly 
without unnecessary delay. If one is sick or unable to 
labor, he will make it known to his officer and act as he may 
direct. At the signal from the officer, and not before with- 
out permission, they will leave their work, wash and take 
their places in divisions, for marching, as directed by their 
officers, and each in passing the slide will take the first dish 
the hand is put upon and be careful not to spill or drop the 
food. 

On entering the cell they must close the doors gently and 
stand with their hands through the bars until otherwise 
directed. 

Convicts must be cleanly in person, clothing and cell, and 
must be quiet, orderly and decent in their. behavior, and 
never indulge in profanity, vulgarity, nor be guilty of any 
kind of indecency whatever; they must not wilfully or care- 
lessly injure their work, tools or wearing apparel, nor mark 
or any way mar or disfigure their cell, nor injure, mark or 
misuse any book, dish, or other article whatever allowed in 
the cells; nor work in their cell without permission of the 
Master, or bring in or carry out any article from the cells 
contrary to regulations ; nor call the guard except in case of 
sickness or absolute necessity ; nor pass any article or thing 
to another convict while in prison without permission. At 
the ringing of the bell at night every convict shall go to bed 
immediately and observe a profound silence from that time 
until the ringing of the morning bell. 

They shall always march in such order as may be designa- 
ted by the officer in charge. While in their cells and while 
marching, and at all other times, all unnecessary noise must 
be avoided. No convict shall sleep with his clothes on, but 


di 
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shall lay each article separately, that the guard on duty can 
see if this rule is complied with. 

Before entering the chapel they must remove from their 
mouths any substance they may have in it; and when in the 
chapel will take seats as directed by the officers in charge ; 
and while there give strict and silent attention to the ser- 
vices. All disposition to cough as far as possible must be 
suppressed, and no shuffling with the feet, spitting on the 
floor, or movement of the body calculated to disturb the 
order and quiet of the chapel to be indulged in. 

Convicts obeying the rules will be allowed to see their 
relatives, and such of their immediate friends as the Master 
shall permit. 

Interviews of relatives or friends with convicts shall not 
be oftener than once in four weeks, except for some special 
reason, and must be in the presence of an officer. At such 
interviews convicts must sit apart from their visitors and 
their conversation must be distinct, so that the officer can 
see or hear whatever is done or said, and he will allow no 
article to be passed from one to the other, except it goes 
through his hands. Each convict, if he obeys the rules, will 
be allowed to write to his friends once a month, all letters 
to be sent unsealed to the Master’s office, with the name the 
writer is known by signed in full; convicts will write as 
distinctly as possible, so that their letters can be easily read 
before mailing; and must never write between or across the 
lines. No correspondence for publication will be allowed. 
All letters containing profane, obscene or disrespectful lan- 
euage, false statements, or misrepresentations will not be 
forwarded, and the writer thereof forfeits the privilege of 
writing or receiving letters, and may be punished as the 
Master may direct. 

Convicts will be allowed to receive periodicals or maga- 
zines from the office of publication, but they will not be 
allowed to send them out, to be taken away from the prison. 

Prisoners are also allowed to receive from friends reason- 
able quantities of fruit and confectionery, towels, soap, 
handkerchiefs, hair and tooth brushes, comb and pocket 
looking-elass. 

On being discharged, convicts will not be allowed to take 
away with them any letters or pamphlets they have received, 
nor any writing or memorandum they have made while in 
prison. Any money a convict may have when he enters the 
prison, or that he may receive afterwards from his friends or 
other sources, must be placed in the hands of the Master, an 
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account of which will be kept and will be paid to him on his 
discharge. 

For all violations of the above rules convicts will subject 
themselves to severe punishment. It is the duty of officers 
in charge of convicts to see that the rules are promptly ob- 
served, as no officer except the Master has authority to sus- 
pend them or excuse their violation. Convicts should not 
forget that in proportion as they conform to these rules will 
they be likely to receive the ‘« deductions ” allowed by statutes 
of Massachusetts as follows: 


Public Statutes of Massachusetts, chapter 222. 


Section 20. Every officer in charge of a prison or other place 
of confinement shall keep a record of the conduct of each prisoner 
in his custody whose term of imprisonment is not less than four 
months. Every such prisoner whose record of conduct shows that 
he has faithfully observed all the rules, and has not been subjected 
to punishment, shall be entitled to a deduction from the term of 
imprisonment, to be estimated as follows: Upon a sentence of 
not less than four months and less than one year, one day for each 
month; upon a sentence of not less than one year and less than 
three years, three days foreach month; upon asentence of not less 
than three years and less than five years, four days for each month ; 
upon a sentence of not less than five years and less than ten years, 
five days for each month; upon a sentence of ten years or more, 
six days for each month. When a prisoner has two or more sen- 
tences, the aggregate of his several sentences shall be the basis 
upon which the deduction shall be estimated. Each prisoner who 
is entitled to a deduction from the term of his imprisonment, as 
aforesaid, shall receive a written permit to be at liberty during the 
time thus deducted, upon such terms as the board granting the 
same shall fix. Said permits shall be issued as follows: To pris- 
oners in the jail or houses of correction of Suffolk County, by the 
Penal Institutions Commissioner; to prisoners in other jails and 
houses of correction, by the county commissioners of the several 
counties ; to prisoners in the state prison and in the reformatory 
prison for women, by the Commissioners of Prisons; to prisoners 
in the state workhouse, by the trustees of said workhouse. The 
board issuing a permit, as aforesaid, may at any time revoke the 
same, and shall reyoke it when it comes to their knowledge that 
the person to whom it was granted has been convicted of any 
offence punishable by imprisonment. 


A convict attempting to escape is hereby notified that 
such an attempt renders him lable to the penalties of sec- 
tion 50 of chapter 220 of the Public Statutes. 


Section 50. Whoever lawfully imprisoned in any place of con- 
finement established by law, other than the state prison and state 
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workhouse, breaks therefrom and escapes, or forcibly breaks the 
same with intent to escape, or by force or violence attempts to 
escape therefrom, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison not exceeding five years, or in the jail or house of correc- 
tion not exceeding three years, or by fine not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars. . 


Any convict who desires will have materials furnished him 
to write to the Governor, the Mayor, the Board of Prison 
Commissioners, or the Penal Institutions Commissioner, and 
any desiring to interview the Commissioner will notify the 
Master, who will so inform the office in his weekly report.

Str: As chaplain and librarian of this institution it is 
my duty and privilege to submit the following report for the 
year ending January 31, 1898:

In addition to the above we have received one hundred 
prayer books (Protestant Episcopal) from the Margaret 
Coffin Prayer Book Society of the Diocese of Massachusetts 
for free distribution among the inmates ; thirty-nine copies of 
church music, for the use of the choir, from a friend; and 
several religious books which were sent by Mrs. Spooner 
which were placed in the hospital to administer comfort to 
the sick. We also wish to acknowledge the gift of hymn 
cards from the Massachusetts Prison League, and the appro- 
priation by the Commissioner by which we have been enabled 
to purchase volumes from time to time to take the place of 
those which were worn out by constant use. There was a 
large package of magazines sent to the chaplain’s residence, 
but many of the books were such that we could not safely 
bind them and put them into the hands of the inmates on 
account of the peculiar character of the illustrations, etc. 

The chaplain feels very grateful that the New Testament 
with Psalms has taken the place of the small, finely-printed 
Bible. Much might be said in favor of the change, but I 
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refrain from saying anything more than this that, the Old 
Testament contains a great deal of matter that should be 
left to the scholar and divinity student for devout considera- 
tion and given to the lay-mind with careful explanation ; then 
again, the complete Bible when printed in small type and 
convenient size for private reading is so small a book that the 
reader finds his eyesight severely taxed in the perusal of it. 

I cannot speak too highly of our present library system 
with its catalogue (printed a year ago) and distribution cards 
and all that go to make up a satisfactory prison library, and to 
thank the Commissioner, the Master and Deputy Master for 
the part they have taken in making it an assured success. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


Sunday services have been held without interruption at 
the usual hour, 1.15 P.M., and have been very generally 
attended. The clergymen and others who have visited us 
have shown a great interest in our religious work and en- 
couraged us greatly by their words of counsel and comfort. 
Private services have been held when occasion required, the 
sick visited, and those about to be discharged counseled and 
advised. The burial service has been read over the un- 
claimed bodies of two (2) of the inmates during the past 
year at which services inmates were present who had any 
acquaintance with those whose souls had passed away. The 
chaplain wishes to express personal gratitude to the officials 
who have by courteous and kindly helpfulness made the 
prosecution of his duties a privilege and pleasure, and a com- 
fort to those under his pastoral care.

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TEACHER’S REPORT. 


SoutH Boston, January 31, 1898. 
Cou. JOHN C. WHITON, 
Master of the House of Correction : 


Sir: I herewith respectfully submit to you the first report 
of the school of this institution. 

The room chosen for the school is in one of the rear 
buildings of the establishment over what is known as the 
block-shop. It is large, airy and welllighted. Windows on 
three sides of it look out upon the city and the harbor. This 
room was used at one time as a dormitory, but at the cost of 
some trouble and pains to the Master of the House of Cor- 
rection it is now an inviting schoolroom. On the first of 
last April it was ready for use, and was thrown open to the 
pupuls. 

The school thus opened was intended especially for the 
illiterates. A glance at the annual reports of the Master of 
the House of Correction shows that a large number of persons 
who cannot read or write are yearly received at this institu- 
tion. According to the report for the year 1895, of the total 
number committed to the institution in the course of that year 
there were 127 persons who could neither read nor write, 
and twenty others who were able to read, but were not 
able to write. In like manner, the reports from year 
to year give a larger or a smaller number. To provide 
for the special needs of this class of prisoners, and to 
make it possible for them to become more intelligent and 
better citizens, has led to the important step of organiz- 
ing the school in this institution. In accord with this aim 
and purpose the school has devoted itself during the past ten 
months almost exclusively to the interests of this class of 
men. 

From the first of last April to the date of the present 
report 112 men have received instruction in the school. 
There was not, however, so large a number as this going to_ 
school at any one time. In the number of its pupils, as in 
all other respects, the school is the result of a gradual devel- 
opment. On the first of April a beginning was made with 
twenty pupils. By the first of June, the attendance had in- 
creased to forty-six. Sixty-four were in the school by the 
first of August. At present there are seventy-six pupils,’and 
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preparations are being made to accommodate a much larger 
number, The remaining thirty-six men have left the school 
in the course of the past ten months, as their term of 
imprisonment expired within that time.’ Most of these men 
have had the advantage of five or six months’ drill in read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic and had made considerable pro- 
eress in these branches before leaving. 

The 112 men as a body had received very little in the way 
of education prior to their entermg the school. From one 
cause or another, they had had little time or opportunity for 
schooling. Indeed many of them had never been at school. 
A large percentage of them are poor laboring men who were 
forced to leave school at an early age, in order to earn a_ 
livelihood. 

The entrance examination showed that of the 112 men who 
attended the school, there were forty-six illiterates. These 
had not the least idea of reading, writing and arithmetic. 
They were ignorant even of the most elementary principles 
of these branches. This is not surprising as an inquiry in 
each particular case brought out the fact that thirty-nine of 
these men had never gone to school. Forty-two of the re- 
maining sixty-four had been to one school or another, but 
generally for a very short term. None of these men had 
passed the Primary grade. In all, only twenty-three men 
had reached the grammar grade. Some had spent two and 
others three years in the Grammar school. But not one of 
these men was a Grammar school graduate. 

The increase in the number of pupils and their progress in 
the studies have gradually brought about the formation of 
classes and sections in the new school. 

During the month of April and a part:-of May, the pupils 
were few in number, and most of them belonged to the same 
grade. Under these conditions, it was found practicable to 
unite them all into one class. This class, made up mostly of 
illiterates, was called the First Primary. Later, the Second 
Primary class was formed. The more advanced pupils of 
the First Primary were promoted to the Second Primary, and 
their number was further increased by others entering the 
school. Recently, both classes have been subdivided into 
two sections, making in all four sections. This was neces- 
sary in order to meet the growing divergence in the standing 
of the pupils of the two classes. Section A of the First 
Primary contains the illiterates who have entered the school 
within the past two or three months. The pupils in First 
Primary, Section B, have gone beyond the elements of read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic. They can read the Second 
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Reader with ease, and find no difficulty with the fundamental 
processes in arithmetic. 

In Section C of the Second Primary, the pupils, besides 
having the regular reading and spelling lessons, are intro- 
duced to the formal study of grammar and geography. If 
the men in these three sections were divided into three classes 
they would make three well-graded Primary classes, this 
would complete the Primary school. In Section D, there are 
fifteen bright, interested men who have had considerable suc- 
cess in their studies, these might be made the neuclus of a 
Grammar class. 

_ The school is in session four hours a day, two hours in the 
morning and two hours in the afternoon. The morning 
hours are from 9 to 11 o’clock; the afternoon hours are from 

2 to 4 o’clock. School is held six days of the week. |

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: In compliance with the requirements of chapter 8, 
section 22, of the Revised Ordinances of 1892, and the order 
of the City Council of January 6, 1898, I present the fol- 
lowing report of the acts and doings and receipts and expen- 
ditures of the Printing Department for the financial year 
commencing February 1, 1897, and ending January 31, 1898. 

In submitting the first annual report of this department, 
it may not be deemed inappropriate to refer briefly to the 
circumstances attending its inauguration as well as to the 
conditions which have prevailed in its management, inasmuch 
as in the undertaking of this enterprise the city of Boston has 
been the pioneer in this field of municipal ownership and 
operation, and a wide-spread interest has been manifested in. 
the success or failure of the experiment. 

For many years the substitution of the principle of munici- 
pal ownership and control for the contract system on public 
work has been strongly advocated by many thoughtful stu- 
dents of municipal government, and especially by members 
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of organized labor. The notable success of various experi- 
ments abroad in this direction, more particularly in Great 
Britain, seemed to warrant the conclusion that the germ 
of great possibilities is contained in the principle of direct 
employment by municipalities. 

The primary agitation for the establishment of the Munic- 
ipal Printing Plant of Boston must be accredited to the 
membership of Typographical Union, No. 18, of this city. 
The policy of the present administration in giving recogni- 
tion to union labor and union principles made it possible 
for the plans of the union to be carried into practical effect, 
notwithstanding the arrayed antagonism of those having 
interests in opposition. 

The operation of the Plant by the city dates from March 
1, 1897. The total pay-roll for the eleven months amounts 
to $62,992.83 ; the total business done for the eleven months 
to $122,265.52; the total operating expenses to $110,058.12. 
Allowing for depreciation of the Plant, at the rate of 10 per 
cent. per annum, this department is able to report a net gain, 
during the period covered by the report, of $8,004.30 as 
against the old system of contract work. 

Of at least an equal importance with this considerable 
financial gain must be considered the conditions under 
which this money has been expended, and the results obtained. 
Union conditions have been rigidly adhered to in the admin- 
istration of the Plant. A high grade of competency has been . 
insisted upon among the employees, and this has made possible 
the high grade of work produced, which will at least not 
suffer by comparison with that turned out under the contract 
system. 

In the matter of hours and wages the employees have been 
the beneficiaries of the union policy adopted, and a con- 
tented force of workmen is not the least pleasing result of 
this policy. 

The binding, ruling and electrotyping of the department, 
for which the Plant does not possess facilities, is done by 
private houses. 

I herewith submit the report of the examination by the 
expert committee, constituted at your request by the 
Merchants’ Municipal Committee, on the financial results for 
the first six months of the operation of the Plant, which is 
worthy the careful attention of those interested in the sub- 
ject, as it is based upon an exhaustive inquiry of a com- 
mittee, whose qualifications for the work must be conceded 
by all, as they are gentlemen of high standing in the com- 
munity, and of unbiassed judgment. 
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T also submit a report for the eleven months, from March 
1, 1897, to January 31, 1898, by the expert accountant who 
was selected to make the examination for the first six 


‘months. 
When the difficulties attending the inauguration of an en- / 


terprise of the nature of the Plant are taken into account, 
together with the opposition with which it has had to con- 
tend, it may fairly be claimed that the results of its first 
year of operation are of such a character as to afford ample 
satisfaction to those who have stood as its sponsors. 

It must be particularly pleasing to the Chief Executive 
of this city, as it is an assurance to the citizens of Boston 
that the financial calculations upon which he took the re- 
sponsibility of recommending the establishment of a Munic- 
ipal Printing Plant have been fully justified by the results 
of its operation thus far. 

Especially should it be gratifying to the branches of the 
International Typographical Union, for its success has fairly 
demonstrated that the claim of union printers is well 
founded that Municipal Printing Plants, administered upon 


a business basis, will compare favorably with the contract 


system of public work.

Str: As requested by you we have made an examination of the 
results of the operation of the Municipal Printing Plant for the first 
six months to September 1, 1897, the basis being a comparison with 
the cost tothe City for the same work under the contract with Messrs. 
Rockwell & Churchill, which existed prior to the establishment of 
the Plant. 

We employed Mr. William Franklin Hall, an expert accountant of 
large experience and high standing, to make up the accounts, with 
instructions to make a thorough and exhaustive report, based on 
original vouchers. 

The prices for work have beén credited under the supervision of 
Mr. Thomas P. Nichols, of Lynn, a practical printer, thoroughly con- 
versant with work of this nature, and a well-known member of the 
Master Printers’ Club, who has personally examined and valued the 
work done, on the basis of the Rockwell & Churchill contract. 

The cost of the Plant has been carefully calculated by us, on a 
conservative business basis, and we have charged to operating ex- 
pense depreciation at the rate of ten per cent. per annum on the total 
cost of the plant. 

A careful account of stock on hand, and work in process, was taken 
September 1, and all unpaid bills entered in our account. We find 
the actual net cost of the Plant to the City after deducting for 
depreciation as above, to have been $37,787.49. 

We find the result of the six months? operation of the Plant to 
have been a profit to the City of $6,360.16.

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REPORT ON THE MUNICIPAL PRINTING PLANT OF 
LAE ree he ty LON s 


[From March 1, 1897, to August 31, 1897.] 


This report covers the operations of the Plant from its com- 
mencement in March, 1897, to August 381, 1897, inclusive, 
a period of about six months, though in reality it was not in full 
operation until well into the month of March. 

In order to institute a comparison as to the results of carrying 
on the business by the City as against the system which prevailed 
and which had been in existence for many years, of having the 
city printing done by contract, it was arranged that all work 
done should be charged at the same rates as provided for in the 
contract under which the City had been paying those who had 
been furnishing the printing required for their several depart- 
ments. 

As this is the basis upon which the examination chiefly rests it 
was of the greatest importance that these charges should be care- 
fully scrutinized, in order to see if they were made in conformity 
with the rates the City had been paying. 

This portion of the work was entrusted to Mr. Thomas P. 
Nichols, of Lynn, a practical printer of long experience, and 
thereby fitted for the duty. He has carefully examined each item 
of the charges entered upon the books for work done and de- 
livered to the-various departments of the City and County; has 
compared them with the schedule of rates under which the city 
printing was paid for by the contract, and, wherever any differ- 
ences were discovered, has noted the same. ‘The result of his 
examination will appear in the statements which follow : 

In the City Auditor’s Exhibit of October 1, 1897, under the 
head of Printing Department, the amount of money expended 
from January 1, 1897, to date, is there given as $112,435.95. 

This includes all money paid out for every purpose which may 
properly be charged to this department. In order to ascertain 
what portion of this sum had been paid out for matters which 
concerned the Printing Plant, it became necessary to analyze the 
charges for this period. This was done by consulting the bills 
which had been paid, and which were found on the files in the 
office of the City Auditor. These bills were all listed and de- 
scribed so as to determine whether or not they were for supplies 
that belonged to the Plant; the lists were gone over with those 
who are employed at the office of the Plant as to bills about which 
there was any doubt, and finally the charges to the Printing 
Department were classified under three heads: Bills chargeable to 
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operation of Printing Plant; bills chargeable, or on account of 
additions to the Plant itself; bills chargeable to the City Hall 
Office or for matters which did not concern the Plant.

The details of the account of paper stock on hand August 31, 
1897, and of the work in process at that date, are not given in 
this report, but can be supplied if required. Also the details of 
the charges or expenses of operation can be furnished as well, 
but are omitted now, as considerable space would be required to 
give them in full. As to the account of paper on hand and work 
under way, these have been verified by Mr. Nichols, who exam- 
ined the charges for work done at the printing-office and are 
undoubtedly correct.

The amount given in the Auditor’s report ($45,226.93) differs 
considerably from the figures used in my report. This could 
hardly be otherwise, and may be accounted for in the following 
way: 

On the beoks of the Printing Plant the different City and 
County Departments are charged with work done and delivered, 
yet the credits to the Plant through the Collector’s Department for 
all these charges may not have been made at the time of striking 
the balance, and undoubtedly were not ; for instance, in my report 
the Plant is credited with rent of sub-tenants $950.01, this was 
found to have been collected and credited, but the Plant is also 
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credited with heat and ou furnished to the building $911 28

As to the other credits it would become necessary to g0 over 
them with great care in order to seeif they agreed with the books 
of the Plant; and in doing this it would be necessary to elimi- 
nate a good many items which have nothing to do with the oper- 
ation of the Plant, such as requisition for supplies of stationery, 
postage-stamps and stamped envelopes. 

I have, therefore, made my examination independently of the 
Auditor’s office, the system in vogue there and at the City Col- 
lector’s office and the charges on the books of the Plant have 
been examined in the following manner: each piece of work 
or job was based upon a requisition from some department, 
stating what was required; the work was done in accordance 
with this requisition, and, when delivered, was receipted for on 
the same sheet which described the articles wanted; accom- 
panying each requisition was a sample of the work delivered with 
a job ticket showing how the cost of the work was made up; 
this enabled Mr. Nichols to determine the value of the work 
in all its details upon the basis of the contract-rates which were 
used by Messrs. Rockwell & Churchill prior to the establishment 
‘of the Plant; therefore as each department receipted for work 
delivered, it didn’t seem to be necessary that an investigation 
should be made for the purpose of proving that all these depart- 
ments had been charged through the Collector’s Department. 

As to the expenditures given in the Auditor’s report a thorough 
examination was made of all the vouchers, and the result is 
already given in this report, whereby it is shown how these have 
been classified and applied.

Str: In compliance with the ordinance relating to the 
Public Buildings Department, I have the honor to submit 
the following, which is the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings : 

The public buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the city of Boston, number 125, together with 2 leased 
buildings and 85 rooms in different buildings, variously 
occupied for city purposes. The City Hall is occupied 
entirely by the various departments and offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 63 
buildings, occupied as follows : 


41 Engine houses. 8 Ladder-truck houses. 
6 Chemical-engine houses. 1 Repair-shop. 

2 Combination wagon-houses. 3 Fuel-houses. 

1 Hose-house. 1 Headquarters. 


The buildings in use by the Police Department number 
20, 12 of which are in use for police station-houses and 38 
for lock-ups ; the remaining police stations, which number 5, 
are in other city buildings. 


2 City DocuMENT No. 28. 


This department also has charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District), Faneuil Hall and Faneuil-Hall Mar- 
ket-house, Charity Bureau, Old State House, and stables of 
the Department of Sanitary Police. 

Estates numbered 37 Pemberton square, rooms in Ex- 
change building, State street, Tremont building, and Histor- 
ical building, were occupied for city offices. 

The amount expended the past year for rents and taxes 
for outside property has been $19,255.16. 

The public buildings occupy 1,542,929 square feet of land. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 199, occupy- 
ing 3,969,438 square feet of land. 

In addition, 38 buildings were leased for school purposes 
at a rental of $25,815.62, and contained 68 school-rooms. 

The Court House and County Jail are used for county 
purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number seven, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The county buildings cover 232,165 square feet of land.

DEAR Sir: All of the buildings under contract and in 
process of erection at the time of the abolition of the Ar- 
chitect Department, July 1, 1895, have been completed with 
the exception of the Surgical Building, City Hospital. On 
this construction there have been numerous tedious delays 
but it is hoped that by April 1, next, the work will be com- 
pleted and the building used for hospital purposes. 
During the past year, this division has performed the fol- 
lowing architectural work for different departments of the 
city, most of which has been completed or will be within a 
very short time:

As most of the above work is in the nature of alterations 
and as this work is charged for at the rate of 10 per cent. on 
total cost of the work, the saving to the city on account of 
architectural commissions would be approximately $10,000. 

For the different departments of the city of Boston there 
has been performed the following work: 

City Messenger Department.— Plans were furnished for 
movable iron band-stand and also for movable iron review- 
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ing-stand, to be erected on certain occasions in front of City 
Hall yard. 

Cemetery Department.— Plans and _ specifications and 
perspective drawing were furnished at the request of the 
chairman of this department for a gate lodge, chapel, etc., 
to be erected at Mt. Hope Cemetery. Estimates of costs 
were also furnished. 

Engineering Department. — On account of property being 
damaged, through change in grade of Gold street, South Bos- 
ton, this division was asked to make an examination of the 
damaged properties, and furnish estimates for repairs to the 
same. 

Health Department.— Complete drawings and _specifica- 
tions have been furnished the Board of Health for the 
alteration of the morgue building, North Grove street, and 
estimates have been furnished for the work. 

Hospital Department.— This division is still superin- 
tending the completion of the Surgical Building, which will 
be finished in a short time. 

This division has been consulted repeatedly by the Trus- 
tees on matters pertaining to the heating and ventilating of 
the old buildings, and on minor architectural matters, and 
drawings have been furnished and the same followed. 

At present the office is engaged in laying-out and furnish- 
ing working drawings for the proper heating and ventilating 
of the new Laundry Building and the new Nurses’ Home. 

This work alone will result in a saving to the city of ap- 
proximately $2,000. 

Institutions Department. — A complete set of plans and 
specifications were furnished the commissioner for the con- 
struction of boiler-house and chimney at Deer Island. The 
work was performed by inmates. 

Various drawings have been furnished relative to changes 
intending to be made on different buildings under the charge 
of this department. 

Different schemes have been worked up for the Trustees 
for Children, showing arrangeinents for new dormitory 
building. 

Park Department.— A sheepfold was designed, to be 
erected at Franklin Park, and a complete set of drawings 
and specifications furnished. An approximate cost of this 
structure was $12,000. 

This office has been consulted by the Secretary of this 
Board at various times, on matters pertaining to buildings. 

Estimates have been furnished them for the cost of differ- 
ent buildings to be erected at Franklin Park.

Drawings have also been furnished them, showing possi- 
ble enlargement of bathing-closet space at Marine Park, 
South Boston. 

Public Buildings Department.— The drawings for the 
usage of the Massachusetts Historical Society building as 
an office building for city offices were practically completed 
by this division, and the system of heating and ventilating 
the same were worked out. 

_ Drawings have been made, showing practicability of util- 
izing Old Court House as a part of City Hall. 

Various plans have been drawn, showing different arrange- 
ments of offices in Old Court House. 

When it was contemplated some months ago to put the 
old Faneuil Hall building in proper repair, this office care- 
fully measured and worked out complete drawings of this 
building, and a proper system of heating and ventilating and 
refrigerating for the market part were designed. ‘This old 
structure had never been measured before, and, as no plans 
could be found anywhere, this work in itself will prove valu- 
able. The estimated cost of the alterations was in the 
neighborhood of $124,296. The architectural commission 
alone on the perfecting of drawings, etc., would be about two 
per cent., or $2,485. 

Public Grounds Department.— Estimates have been fur- 
nished by this division for the cost of beautifying Copley 
square. 

Street Department.— Plans and specifications, together 
with estimate for the erection of veterinary hospital at South 
Yards, has been furnished to the Superintendent. The plans 
also met with the approval of their veterinary surgeon. 

A complete set of plans and specifications have also been 
furnished the Superintendent for the alterations of the stable 
and buildings in the Child-street yard, Jamaica Plain. 

Plans were also furnished for alteration of stable at West 
City yard, and the work was done under the direction of the 
Street Department. The same is also true of plans fur- 
nished for the construction of an office building at the 
Charlestown yard. 

All the preliminary studies for new ferry head-house for 
South Ferry, East Boston side, were worked out by this 
office and submitted to the Superintendent of Ferries. 

This division has also been consulted by the different 
deputies of the Street Department on architectural matters. 

Water Department.— Complete plans and_ specifications 
were furnished the Water Commissioner for the construction 
of an office building at Ashland, Mass. Estimates of cost 
were also sent to him. 
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The above department was also advised of the necessary 
alterations in the Mt. Bellevue water-tower and plans fur- 
nished. | : 

On other subjects the Water Commissioner has sought this 
office for advice. 

This division has also been asked, both by His Honor the 
Mayor and by the different heads of department, to investigate 
and report on certain matters, among which may be men- 
tioned :

Condition of walls and ceilmgs, Charity Building. 

Condition of floors, ete., Quincy Market. 

Expert services. — Under the directions of the Consulting 
Architect, Prof. F. W. Chandler, this office has carefully 
gone over all plans and specifications prepared for the con- 
struction, heating and ventilating, and plumbing of all the 
different buildings designed to be erected by the city during 
the past year, and suggestions have been made, which in 
most cases have been followed, and have also carefully 
checked up all orders of additions to or deductions from the 
different contracts on buildings now in process of erection, 
and in many cases a considerable saving of money to the city 
has resulted. 

The plans and specifications for the improvement of the 
heating and plumbing of different schools, to be taken care 
of under the special loan of $300,000, were also gone over 
by this division.

The sum of $29,742.77 has been expended for work au- 
thorized by and charged to special appropriations, of which 
amount $26,676.10 is charged to special appropriations for 
City Hospital Electric Light Plant, and $3,066.67 to special 
appropriation for Electric Light Plants for ferry-boats. 

The sum of $15,000 was estimated to cover cost of work 
to be done for Public Buildings Department, and the expenses 
of this division for the year 1897. Of this amount $5,336.66 
has been expended for Public Buildings (see previous state- 
ment), and $6,020.87 is charged to expenses of this division 
leaving a balance of $3,642.47. 

The item of $6,020.87 for expenses of this division covers 
our office expenses and inspections of wiring and apparatus 
throughout the city. These inspections have proved to be 
of great benefit, in keeping the city’s electrical property in 
safe and proper condition. The city now owns and operates 
fifteen (15) electric light plants, details of which are given 
elsewhere, and represent an approximate valuation of $181,200. 
This sum representing only the engines and electrical appa- 
ratus with the exception of the Deer Island Plant which covers 
boiler and building. To this should be added the electrical 
equipment supplied with current from the various illuminat- 
ing and power companies, and also the private telephone and 
bell equipments which bring the estimated total up to 
$300,000 not including the fire-alarm and_ police-signal 
system. 
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The importance of giving this apparatus the best possible 
care can be readily seen when due consideration is given to 
the fact that the use of electricity in some form now enters 
into the equipment of nearly every building, and that while 
under reasonable care it is one of the safest forms of energy 
known to science, it is also true that unless properly installed 
and cared for it is a constant source of danger. 

Much has been accomplished during the past year in the 
way of investigating and gathering information relative to 
the city’s electrical property, and I would recommend that the 
work be continued during the ensuing year, as the service 
can be made of great value to the various departments operat- 
ing electric plants and apparatus by furnishing them reliable 
reports from time to time showing what defects exist and at 
what efficiency their plant is being operated; also any faults 
of management. I would also recommend that records be 
kept with a view to learning, if possible, the cost of operating 
isolated plants. Such records are very scarce and at this time 
when there is so much argument regarding the advisability 
of municipal lighting plants the facts are particularly desirable. 

During the past year this division has furnished electrical 
supplies to the various departments to the amount of 
$4,407.54. 

The division has been badly handicapped by lack of room 
in which to conduct its business and handle its stock, but it 
is expected that by April 15 the new stock-room and _ office 
in the Old Armory Building, No. 11 Wareham street, will be 
completed and occupied. 

The following descriptions of the principal plants designed 
and installed by this division since its organization (May, 
1896) may be of interest, and prove conclusively that the 
city of Boston is no longer neglecting to adopt that which 
other large cities have so long found indispensable, and that 
greater economy and a much better class of work can be 
secured by doing the work under its own management. 

In making this statement I do not claim that we can enter 
into competition with contracting firms doing work under 
their own specifications which means using the cheapest 
materials and labor. 

There is no economy in such construction, as the cost of 
maintenance and repairs more than offsets the difference in 
cost of good construction, which can only be accomplished by 
the use of good materials and first-class labor, both of which 
it has been my aim to secure.

This plant, which is considered to be one of the finest in 
this country, was completed October 14, 1897, and has since 
been running without mishap of any kind. The plant is 
located in the new power-house, shown in Fig. 1, situated 
on the easterly side of Albany street, directly in the rear of 
the hospital grounds, a plan of which is shown in Fig. 2. 
The head-house facing on Albany street is 60 by 40 feet and 
is built of red brick with marble Spa ee from designs by 
Mr. Edmund M. Wheelwright. 

The head-house, marked 21 in Fig. 4, contaims the en- 
gines and dynamos, while the boilers are installed ; in a boiler- 
house, 60 by 50 feet, marked 20 in Fig. 4, in the rear of the 
head-house, with a tank-room annexed. ‘The stack is of 
brick, 100 feet in height and five feet inside diameter. The 
boiler-plant, consisting of six horizontal tubular boilers of 125 
hp., each was installed about three years ago and used until 
recently for heating purposes only. In the rear of the boiler- 
room is a coal pocket of about 3,500 tons capacity, mto 
which the coal is unloaded directly from the vessel by means 
of a Hunt conveyor. 

Steam is conveyed to the engine-room through a steam 
main, 12 inches in diameter, with suitable valves to admit 
live steam into the heating system when necessary. 

The engine-room, shown in Fig. 2, is designed for six 
direct connected units, three of which have been installed. 
Each unit consists of a 17-inch by 14-inch* Ideal” automatic 
self-oiling engine, direct connected to an 80 Kilowatt, 220 
volt, Siemens & Halske generator. The engines, which run 
at a speed of 250 revolutions per minute, are designed to 
operate with an initial steam pressure of 85 lbs., and under 
a back pressure of 15 lbs. to the square inch, in order to 
utilize the exhaust steam for heating purposes. This large 
back pressure is due to the long distances that steam has to 
be carried in the heating mains. When the steam is not 
required for heating it is passed through a Berryman feed 
water-heater and then discharged into the atmosphere. Each 
engine is piped up with a Stratton separator, and the exhaust 
steam is passed through an oil separator before entering the 
heating system. The various steam and recording gauges 
and clock are mounted on a gauge-board of Tennessee 
marble. 

The switchboard, shown in Fig. 3, is 28 feet in length, 
and consists of 15 panels of polished black Monson slate, 
mounted in a white enameled brick setting and topped with 
an effective cornice. It is arranged in three sections, the 
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central one of seven panels being used for the generators, 
and two end sections, each of four panels, which are for the 
feeders. The central panel carries the switches and rheostat 
for controlling the motor generator, which is used for balanc- 
ing the three-wire system and also the volt and ammeters 
for each side of the system, also showing the total load on 
the system and on the neutral bus. 

Each of the three generator panels is equipped with a 
8-pole 500-ampere knife switch, a field switch and rheostat 
and an illuminated dial ammeter. Each feeder panel has 
mounted upon it a 500-ampere double throw knife switch 
and an edgewise ammeter in each side of the system. Hach 
feeder is provided with a double-coil double-pole I. T. E. 
circuit breaker, so arranged that an overload between the 
neutral and either outside pole will open both sides of the 
system, thus avoiding an excessive load on the motor gen- 
erator. All safety fuses are mounted on independent slate 
bases and installed in the rear of the board, where ample 
space is provided for access. In case of accident to the plant, 
one or all of the feeders can be thrown on to the street service 
by reversing the feeder switches, thus making the hospital 
absolutely sure of service. The walls of the engine and 
dynamo-room are finished in enameled brick, and the floor is 
of polished birch and the ceiling paneled. A heavy nickel- 
plated railing separates the visitors’ entrance from the main 
floor, and affords ample opportunity for viewing the plant 
without interference with the employés. There are also 
nickel-plated guard-rails around the engines and generators. 
A telephone booth, with inter-communicating telephone, con- 
necting with every part of the institution, is also located in 
the engine-room. 

On account of the large area covered by the institution it 
was found desirable to use the three-wire system, and this is 
accomplished by running the generators at 220 volts and 
balancing the neutral wire by means of a 5 K. W. four-pole 
Siemens & Halske motor generator. 

There is also a small auxiliary switchboard in the rear of 
the main switchboard by which the lights in the power-house 
and stable adjoining can be transferred to either side of the 
system in case the system gets out of balance beyond the 

capacity of the motor generator. As a matter of fact the sys- 
tem is so well balanced that the motor o generator takes care 
of the variations with ease. 

From the power-house there are run out four sets of feeders 
(shown by dotted lines in Fig. 4), dividing the grounds into 
four sections, the south or contagious departments, the easterly

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end of the old yard, and the medical and surgical sides of 
the old yard. The various buildings of the institution are 
connected by ducts for heating pipes and other purposes, and 
it was the original intention to run the electrical feeders 
through these ducts, but it was found inadvisable in some 
places on account of the heat and dampness, so special con- 
duits have been laid across Albany street and Massachusetts 
avenue. ‘These conduits consist of three-inch steel pipes 
laid in concrete. Inside the grounds the feeders are carried 
through the subways on special porcelain insulators bolted to 
the tops and sides of the subways. At the end of each 
feeder is a special slate distributing board controlling each 
circuit. From these distributing boards the mains are dis- 
tributed to the various wards and buildings. ‘These distrib- 
uting boards are so arranged that should the system become 
unevenly balanced the branch circuit connections can be re- 
versed to even up the load. Provision is also made for 
tying together two or more feeders in case of accident. The 
wiring loss from switchboard to lamps is figured at five volts. 
The wiring of the wards and other buildings is done in 
mouldings, except in the new buildings, in which iron-armored 
conduit is used. All cut-outs are located outside the wards. 
There are at present connected to the plant about 4,000 lamps 
and two motors, but it is intended to extend the use of elec- 
tricity into many of the branches of hospital service, for 
which it is so well adapted. 

The entire plant has been designed and installed from 
plans and specifications prepared by this Division, with the 
single exception of the steam-fitting which was already under 
the supervision of the Architectural Division. The original 
appropriation for the work was $40,000 and was based on a 
bid made by a firm of electrical contractors, in accordance 
with plans and specifications prepared by Messrs. Stone & 
Webster of this city. As the plans contemplated an entirely 
different system, and as it was also found necessary to lay 
new conduits as previously mentioned, and also to allow for 
greater back pressure on the engines and capacity for increas- 
ing the plant to meet the growth of the hospital, the sum of 
$10,000 additional was allowed, and the work has been com- 
pleted within the specified amount. Up to the present time 
no definite figures have been obtainable relative to the cost 
of operating the plant, but it is the opinion of those in charge 
of the plant that the consumption of coal and water has 
increased but very little over that used for heating alone 
since the plant was started. During the summer months 
when the exhaust steam is not used for heating, the differ- 
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ence will probably be more noticeable, but indications seem 
to point to a highly economical plant. As previously stated 
it is our intention to procure figures relative to the cost of 
operation during the ensuing year. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


The installation of this plant was begun in August, 1896, 
and that portion now installed was completed in February, 
1897. The plant is located on the north-easterly end of the 
island, and consists of a substantial brick head-house 380 by 
40 feet, with brick boiler-room 40 by 40 feet adjoining it in 
the rear. The stack is 100 feet in height by 5 feet inside 
diameter. The building was built by prison labor under the 
direction of Superintendent Gerrish. 

The plant was designed for four boilers and four engines 
sufficient to ight the entire institution, but only one boiler 
and one engine have been installed to date. The boiler 
installed is a Campbell-Zell Improved Water Tube safety 
boiler, tested for 200 pounds steam pressure and guaranteed 
to develop 120 h.p. As the firing is all done by prison 
labor which cannot be expected to he skilled or responsible 
to any extent, the use of a boiler of this type was almost 
compulsory, notwithstanding the increased cost, and subse- 
quent experience has demonstrated the wisdom of the choice. 

The engine is a 12-inch by 14-inch McEwen simple en- 
gine, direct connected to a 75 K. W. Thomson Ryan Dynamo, 
running at 275 R.P.M. The exhaust steam is passed through 
a National Feed Water-Heater and thence to atmosphere. 
Back pressure valves were provided so that the exhaust 
steam might be utilized in heating the new cell-house near 
by, but up to the present this has not been done. All piping 
throughout the plant is temporary, as it was not considered ad- 
visable to put in permanent piping until the balance of the plant 
is completed This is also true of the switchboard which is 
also temporary. The feed-pump, injector, feed-water heater 
and back pressure valve are permanent and large enough for 
the entire plant. Foundations are also in place for the bal- 
ance of the boilers and engines. ‘The dynamo installed is of 
anew type, and its operation has been watched with consid- 
erable interest by electricians. ‘Tests made by Mr. Chas. E. 
Davis, C. E., indicate that the dynamo does all that is claimed 
for it, and that it is a thoroughly reliable machine, absolutely 
free from sparking under any load and with the brushes in 
fixed position. 


EXTERIOR OF POWER-HOUSE, DEER ISLAND. 
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At present there are about 1,000 incandescent and two arc 
lamps connected to the plant; 650 of the above being in the 
new cell-house and 250 in the hospital, and fifty in the main 
institution building. The hospital and cell-house are con- 
nected with the power-house by lead-covered cables drawn 
into underground conduits. The lghts in the main institu- 
tion are reached by overhead wires. 

The wiring in the new cell-house is done in plain iron 
pipes, and was the first building in Boston to be equipped in 
this manner, which has since been generally ‘adopted as a 
standard method. | 

There is urgent need of a duplicate equipment for the 
power-house, for while there has never been any serious 
interruption to the service, such interruptions should be pro- 
vided for, both on account of safety and economy. At 
present it is necessary to keep the apparatus in condition to 
run at all times, thus leaving no opportunity to make repairs 
or proper inspection. In case of failure of any portion com- 
pelling the plant to shut down, the new cell-house will be 
without light, and as the building contains about 500 pris- 
oners the effect of leaving it in darkness can be readily seen. 
Another boiler, engine and dynamo should be added at once, 
to be used as a reserve outfit. 

There is also urgent necessity of hghting the women’s 
dormitory, which is now lighted by kerosene lamps. No 
additional machinery need be installed for this purpose, there 
being capacity enough in the present plant. 


Lone IsuAND ALMSHOUSE. 


This is an old plant installed several years ago and added 
to from time to time until it is now badly overloaded and in 
danger of collapse. Shortly after this division was organized 
our attention was directed to a report made by the Wire 
Department concerning the dangerous condition of the 
wiring. 

An examination verified the above report and work was 
at once commenced to make the plant safe. All the defects 
in wiring reported have now been corrected and a fire-alarm 
system installed as recommended. So far as the wiring is 
concerned the plant is now in good shape, but the plant is 
badly overloaded beside being poorly situated. I advise the 
removal of the engines and dynamos to a clean, dry place 
above grade, and the addition or substitution of apparatus of 
sufficient capacity to handle the load and any additions likely 
to be made in the future. 
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FERRY--BOATS. 


During the past year electric lighting plants have been 
installed on ferry-boats ‘“ Winthrop,” “D. D. Kelly,” and 
“Revere.” The plants have a capacity of 100 lights each, 
and consist of 8 inches by 6 inches high-speed engines 
direct connected to 5.75 K. W. dynamos together with con- 
densers, pumps and switchboards. All the fixtures are of 
the standard U. S. marine type, and all wiring is done accord- 
ing to marine specifications. 

Additional to the foregoing are the wiring of the police- 
steamer “Guardian” for sixty incandescent and one search 
light; Chestnut-Hill pumping-station 3800 hghts rewired; 
English High School wired for 592 lights; Sherwin School 
111 lights ; North End Park 125 lights ; and other work of 


ordinary nature.

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LEGISLATION. 


As chapter 444 of Acts of 1897 only came into effect on 
January 1, 1898, it is too soon to decide upon its practical 
working. The provision for obtaining the maiden names of 
mothers in returns of births and deaths has been vigorously 
enforced. After the usual misunderstandings and complaints 
over any change in the law, I am happy to report that phy- 
sicians generally have done their best to comply with it. 
Still many blanks must remain unfilled. As to deaths, the 
law was not new, but I cannot feel the same confidence that 
the returns are accurate. 

Two new acts passed by the Legislature in 1898 are 
printed in the appendix. Chapter 889 provides for official 
seals for the city registrar of Boston and for the clerks of 
towns, such seals to be used for attesting copies of records. 
This act does not go into effect until January 1, 1899. 

Chapter 510 of 1898, inflicts a penalty upon certain 
officials if they do not use in certain cases the standard ink, 
approved by the Secretary of the Commonwealth. It is to 
be hoped that the result will justify the law, and that it will 
be as faithfully tried in other places as it certainly will be in 
this office. 

Other necessary legislation has failed to receive the 
approval of the Legislature. An act in regard to legal 
names and to changes in the Christian names of children, 
was rejected. 

Although there seems to be no law to authorize the removal 
of entirely fictitious returns from the records of births, deaths 
and marriages, no relief was granted. I especially regret 
the loss of a bill providing for a special census in Boston, 
to record statistics respecting the families of present resi- 
dents. As the Boston births are missing for the century 
prior to 1849, it seems most desirable to allow affidavits to be 
made by persons now living, and aged over fifty years, as to 
their parents, brothers and sisters and wives. Every year 
suffered to pass before the enactment of such a law, destroys 
a mass of evidence. 

In the immediate future it will be necessary to enter upon 
a large measure of copying our defective records. The ink 
used in the early seventies is rapidly fading from the pages, 
and copies must be made. -But the difficulty of doing this, 
either under civil-service rules or by contract, is very great, 
both as to the obtaining of suitable copyists and as to the 
cost.

I must renew my suggestion that the present law concern- 
ing the obtaining of death records is very defective, and 
should be amended. 


PUBLICATIONS OF ANCIENT RECORDS. 


Ten months ago I reported that two volumes of the Record 
Commissioners’ Reports were in the printers’ hands. Neither 
has yet been issued, the preparation and printing of the 
indices having required an unusual length of time. The 
second volume of Marriages (1751-1800) has been sent to 
the printer, and good progress has been made. About one- 
third of Aspinwall’s Note Book is in type, but work on this 
is necessarily slow, the composition and proof-reading both 
calling for extreme accuracy. The volume of Suffolk Court 
Records has not yet advanced beyond the copy for the press.

INTRODUCTION. 


For many reasons it seems desirable to collect in chronological 
arrangement, the laws relating to marriages and the registration 
thereof, from the date of the establishment of the Commonwealth. 

The history of the marriage laws prior to that date has been 
admirably set forth by Chief Justice Horace Gray of our Supreme 
Court, in the case of Commonwealth vy. Munson, decided in Oct., 
1879, and reported in 127 Mass. Reports.

OPINION OF THE SUPREME COURT IN THE CASE OF 
COMMONWEALTH v. MUNSON. 


Gray, C. J. In Massachusetts, from very early times, the requisites 
of a valid marriage have been regulated by statutes of the Colony, 
Provinee, and Commonwealth ; the canon law was never adopted; and 
it was never received here as common law, that parties could by their 
own contract, without the presence of an officiating clergyman or mag- 
istrate, take each other as husband and wife, and so marry themselves. 
Milford v. Worcester, 7 Mass. 48, 53. 2 Dane Ab. 291, 301. 2 Win- 
throp’s Hist. New England, 43. ‘This clearly appears on tracing the 
history of the legislation upon the subject; the whole of which, whether 
repealed or unrepealed, is by a familiar rule to be considered in ascer- 
taining the intention of the Legislature. Chureh v. Crocker, 3 Mass. 
17, 21. Eaton v. Green, 22 Pick. 526, 551. Commonwealth v. Bailey, 
13 Allen, 541, 545. 

As early as 1639, it was ‘ordered and declared” by the General 
Court, ‘‘ that there be records kept of the days of every marriage, birth 
and death of every person within this jurisdiction.” 1 Mass. Col. Ree. 
976. Ane. Chart. 43. In 1642, itwas enacted that “ the magistrates and 
other persons appointed to marry shall yearly deliver to the recorder of 
that court which is nearest to the place of their habitation the names 
of such persons as they have married, with the days, months and years 
of the same; and the said recorders are faithfully and earefully to enrol 
such marriages as shall thus be committed to their trust ;” and in 1644, 
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every new-married man was required “‘ to bring in a certificate of his 
marriage, under the hand of that magistrate which married him, to the 
clerk of the writs,” to be recorded. 2 Mass. Col. Rec. 15, 59. Mass. 
Col. Laws (ed. 1660) 68; (ed. 1672) 130. Ane. Chart. 181. 

The requisite of solemnization before a magistrate or other authorized 
person, as essential to constitute a valid marriage, which had been 
clearly implied in these statutes, was distinctly expressed in the follow- 
ing statute of 1646: ‘*As the ordinance of marriage is honorable 
amongst all, so should it be accordingly solemnized. It is therefore 
ordered by this Court and authority thereof, that no person whatsoever 
in this jurisdiction shall join any persons together in marriage, but the 
magistrate, or such other as the General Court or Court of Assistants 
shall authorize in such place where no magistrate is near. Nor shall 
any join themselves in marriage, but before some magistrate or person 
authorized as aforesaid. Nor shall any magistrate, or other person 
authorized as aforesaid, join any persons together in marriage, or suffer 
them to join together in marriage in their presence, before the parties 
to be married have been published according to law.” Mass. Col. 
Laws (ed. 1660) 52; (ed. 1672) 102. Anc. Chart. 152. 

In 1656 and 1658, the ‘‘ commissioners for ending small causes in the 
several towns where no magistrate dwells” were ‘‘ authorized and em- 
powered to solemnize marriage between parties legally published; ” 
‘and all other commissions in this case are hereby made void.” 4 
Mass. Col. Rec. pt. i. 255, 822. Anc. Chart. 152. The provision of the 
St. of 1646, prohibiting persons to join themselves in marriage, except 
before a magistrate or other authorized person, continued in force 
throughout the period of the colony charter. 

By the Prov. St. of 1692-3 (4 W. & M.) c. 25, ‘‘ every justice of the 
peace within the county where he resides, and every settled minister in 
any town, shall and are hereby respectively empowered and authorized 
to solemnize marriages, within their respective towns and counties, be- 
twixt persons that may lawfully enter into such a relation, having the 
consent of those whose immediate care and government they are under, 
and being likewise first published” as therein directed; and “every 
justice and minister shall keep a particular register of all marriages 
solemnized before any of them, and make a return thereof ” quarterly to 
the clerk of the sessions of the peace of the county, to be by him regis- 
tered. 1 Prov. Laws (State ed.) 61. Ane. Chart. 242. 

By the Prov. St. of 1695-6 (7 W. IIT ) ec. 2, § 4, ‘for the better pre- 
venting of clandestine marriages,” it is enacted that ‘‘no person other 
than ajustice of the peace, and that within his own county only, or 
ordained minister, and that only in the town where he is settled in the 
work of the ministry, shall or may presume to join any persons together 
in marriage ; nor shall any justice or minister join any person in mar- 
riage other than such one or both of whom are inhabitants or residents 
in such county or town respectively ;” with more specific provisions as 
to publication of banns and consent of parents and guardians, and a 
further provision that any justice, minister or other person offending 
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against this act shall suffer a penalty, and be ‘forever after disabled to 
join persons in marriage,” and be also liable to an action by the parent 
or guardian. 1 Prov. Laws, 209, 210. <Anc. Chart. 283. 

By the Prov. St. of 1716-17 (8 Geo. I.) c. 16, after reciting in the 
preamble the principal passage above quoted from the act of 1695-6, it 
is enacted that ‘‘ the power granted ministers to join persons together in 
marriage be hereby enlarged, so as that where there shall be no settled 
ordained minister in any town or precinct, or where the only settled 
ordained minister of any town or precinct is himself to be married, it 
shall and may be lawful in such cases for the next settled ordained 
minister in another town within the same county to join in marriage 
the minister, or inhabitants of such town or precinct destitute of such 
settled ordained minister, if such minister or inhabitants desire it, ac- 
cording to the rules prescribed by the laws of this Province for the con- 
summating marriages;” and penalties are imposed on ministers and 
clerks neglecting to return or record marriages. 2 Prov. Laws, 60. 
Ane. Chart. 416. 

So by an act of 1773 (13 Geo. III.) the authority of each minister of 
the Church of England within the Province to join persons in matriage, 
(which had previously been limited to persons belonging to the town in 
which the minister himself dwelt,) was not only extended to include 
persons usually worshipping with him and whose ministerial taxes he 
had a right by law to receive, although not belonging to the same town ; 
but it was enacted that ‘‘ where any minister of the Church of England 
is himself to be married, or where such minister shall be removed by 
death or otherwise, so that the religious society of Christians in which 
he presided shall be destitute of a minister, it shall be lawful in such 
eases for the next minister within the Province of the same denomination 
to join in marriage the minister, or any of the people constituting such 
religious society who may lawfully enter into such a relation.” Mass. 
Perpetual Laws (Supplts. to ed. 1759) 632. Anc. Chart. 679. 

These statutes plainly signify that by the law of the Province even a 
minister, authorized to solemnize marriages between other persons, 
could not marry himself. 

The only other statutes of the Province which have come to our notice 
are one of 1727 (1 Geo. II.) providing for the publication of banns of 
persons residing in places where there was no town clerk, and one of 
1763 (3 Geo, III.) concerning the powers of ministers whose parishes 
were made out of two or more adjacent towns. 2 Proy. Laws, 464. 
Mass. Perpetual Laws (Supplts. to ed. 1759) 444. Ane. Chart. 462, 
655. ‘ 

The Province laws on this subject remained in force until after our 
Revolution ; and it was before they had been changed by any statute of 
the Commonwealth that the marriage took place, the validity of which 
was brought in question in the leading ease of Milford v. Worcester, 7 
Mass. 48. In that case it appeared that in 1784 a man and a woman 
went together into a room where a justice of the peace happened to be, 
and in his presence, and before other witnesses, after producing a cer- 
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tificate that their intentions of marriage had been published the man 
declared that he took the woman as his lawful wife, and she declared 
that she took him as her lawful husband, and each made to the other 
the vows and promises usual in contracting marriages ; but upon the 
question whether this proceeding was directed and encouraged by the 
justice the evidence was conflicting. It was ruled by Mr. Justice (after- 
wards Chief Justice) Sewall at the trial, and held by the full court 
in an elaborate judgment delivered by Chief Justice Parsons, that, if 
the proceeding had not the sanction of the justice as a magistrate, the 
marriage was void, and neither the woman nor her children took the 
settlement of the man. The position that the marriage, though hot 
solemnized pursuant to the statutes, was yet a lawful marriage, had 
between parties competent to contract marriage, and not declared void 
by any statute, was fully argued and considered; and the court, while 
admitting the strength of that position in States the laws of which had 
prescribed no regulations for the celebration of marriages, was clearly 
of opinion that the provisions of our statutes, by necessary implication, 
prohibited persons from solemnizing their own marriages by any form 
of mutual engagement, or in the presence of any witnesses whatever. 

The St. of 1786, c. 3, manifested no intention to change the law in 
this respect. While it expressly repealed all former laws relating to 
the solemnization of marriages, it substantially recnacted many of their 
provisions. It empowered justices of the peace within their counties, 
and stated and ordained ministers within their towns or parishes, to 
solemnize marriages; provided that, when any such minister was him- 
self to be married, it should be lawful for any other such minister 
within the same county to marry him; required ‘‘all persons desiring 
to be joined in marriage” to have their intention published, and to 
‘‘produce to the justice or minister who shall be desired to marry 
them” a certificate of such publishment; obliged justices and ministers 
to keep records and make returns of the marriages solemnized by them ; 
and made persons illegally solemnizing marriages, or neglecting to 
make returns, subject to penalties, and to be thereafter disqualified from 
joining persons in marriage. 

It also contained a new provision declaring marriages which had 
been or should be had and solemnized among Quakers or Friends, 
in the manner and form used and practised in their societies, to be good 
and valid in law, and requiring the clerk or keeper of the records of 
the meeting at which such marriages should be had and solemnized to 
make returns thereof. St 1786, c.3,§7. This section, Chief Justice 
Parsons tells us, was enacted in consequence of the general opinion of 
lawyers that such marriages were void before. Milford v. Worcester, 
7 Mass. 56. 

The St. of 1786 (after being amended in some unimportant particulars 
by the Sts. of 1795, c. 7, 1817, ec. 61, 141, and 1820, c. 55) was repealed 
by the St. of 1834, ce. 177, which contained similar provisions, but 
allowed resident ministers to solemnize marriages throughout the 
Commonwealth, and therefore omitted as unnecessary the specific pro- 
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vision of former statutes as to the marriage of ministers, and also de- 
clared — thereby clearly implying that some solemnization beyond the 
mere contract of the parties was considered essential — that ‘‘ all mar- 
riages, between persons who might lawfully enter into that relation, 
heretofore solemnized by any justice or minister, be and they hereby 
are confirmed and made valid in law, although such justice or minister 
may have exceeded his authority or jurisdiction.” 

In the Rev. Sts. c. 75, the provisions of the previous statutes are sub- 
stantially reénacted, and the following section [§ 24] is added: ‘* No 
marriage, solemnized before any person professing to be a justice of 
the peace, or a minister of the gospel, shall be deemed or adjudged to be 
void, nor shall the validity thereof be in any way affected, on account 
of any want of jurisdiction or authority in such supposed justice or 
minister, or on account of any omission or informality in the manner of 
entering the intention of marriage, or in the publication of the banns; 
provided, that the marriage be in other respects lawful, and be con- 
summated with a full belief, on the part of the persons so married, or 
of either of them, that they have been lawfully joined in marriage.” 
Rev. Sts. c. 75, § 24. 

The object of this section, as declared in the Report of the Commis- 
sioners who framed it, was to adopt the principle stated in Milford v. 
Worcester, that a marriage would be lawful, if solemnized before a 
justice or minister, although without publication of the banns and 
without the consent of parents or guardians ; and to extend that principle 
so as to prevent marriages from being invalidated on account of some 
defect, not known or suspected by either party, in the ordination of the 
minister or the commission of the justice in whose presence the marriage 
ceremony was performed. That the Commissioners understood the 
presence of some person, being or believed to be a magistrate or min- 
ister, to be necessary to the validity of every marriage of persons other 
than Quakers in this Commonwealth, clearly appears by their conclud- 
ing sentence: ‘‘ The essence of the contract is the assent of the parties ; 
and if this assent is formally and solemnly given in the presence of one 
who is acting as a justice or minister, and who is honestly believed to be 
qualified as such, it furnishes all the security against fraud and surprise, 
which the law was designed to provide for.” 

The existing laws upon the subject are mostly contained in the Gen. 
Sts. c. 106; and the only modification since the Rey. Sts. that is worthy 
of notice is that by which, where the fact of marriage is required to be 
proved before any court, evidence of the admission of that fact by the 
defendant, or of general repute, or of cohabitation as married persons, 
or any other circumstantial or presumptive evidence, is made compe- 
tent. Sts. 1840, c. 84; 1841, c. 20. Gen. Sts. c. 106, § 22. Evidence 
of the kind here mentioned is simply made competent, not controlling 
when the whole truth appears. 

Under all changes in the form of the statutes it has always been as- 
sumed in this Commonwealth, and in the State of Maine, which was 
originally a*part thereof, that (except in the single case of Quakers, or 
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Friends, whose marriages are made valid by a special provision limited 
to that sect, and, though not solemnized by any magistrate or minister, 
are witnessed, recorded, and returned by the principal officer of the 
meeting at which the ceremony is performed) a marriage which is 
shown not to have been solemnized before any third person, acting or 
believed by either of the parties to be acting as a magistrate or min- 
ister, is not lawful or valid for any purpose. Medway v. Needham, 16 
Mass. 157, 159. Commonwealth v. Spooner, 1 Pick. 235. Meyers v. 
Pope, 110 Mass. 314, 316. Thompson v. Thompson, 114 Mass. 566, 
567. St. 1879, c. 116. Brunswick v. Litchfield, 2Greenl. 28. Ligonia 
v. Buxton, 2 Greenl. 102. State v. Hodgskins, 19 Maine, 155. State 
v. Bowe, 61 Maine, 171, 177. See also Dunbarton v. Franklin, 19 
N.H. 257, 266; Northfield v. Plymouth, 20 Vt. 582, 591; Goshen vw. 
Stonington, 4 Conn. 209, 219; Bashaw vw. State, 1 Yerger, 177; Denni- 
son v. Dennison, 35 Md. 361. 

It is proper, however, to notice more particularly the Massachusetts 
cases, on which the defendant’s counsel relied. 

The case decided by the Superior Court of Judicature of the Province 
in 1758, and cited in Quincy’s Reports, 29, note, appears by the 
record there referred to, to have been as follows: Flora, a negro 
woman, was indicted on the Prov. St. of 1696 (8 W. III.,) ec. 11, ‘to 
prevent the destroying and murdering of bastard children,” which 
had this preamble: ‘‘Whereas many lewd women that have been de- 
livered of bastard children, to avoid their shame and escape punish- 
ment, do secretly bury or conceal the death of their children, and after, 
if the child be found dead, the said women do allege that the said child 
was born dead, whereas it falleth out sometimes (though hardly it is to 
be proved) that the said child or children were murdered by the said 
women their lewd mothers, or by their assent or procurement,” and 
which therefore enacted that any woman who should be delivered of a 
child ‘‘ which, if it were born alive, should by law be a bastard,” and 
endeavor to conceal the death thereof, whether it were born alive or 
not, should suffer death as in case of murder, unless she could prove 
that the child was born dead. 1 Prov. Laws, 255. Anc. Chart. 293. 
The indictment alleged, in the usual form of an indictment for murder, 
that the defendant threw her child alive into a vault and immerged it in 
the water and excrements therein, and thereby drowned and suffocated 
it. The jury, by special verdict, found ‘that the said Flora is and 
from her nativity has been a negro slave; that she was never married 
according to any of the forms prescribed by the laws of this land, but 
that the person supposed to be the father of the said child was also a 
slave, and had kept her company with her master’s consent for above a 
year and a half before that she was delivered alone of the female child 
mentioned in the indictment, and thrust the same child into the vault 
and under the excrements and water, and that the same child was taken 
out dead therefrom, and that, by means of her so immerging the said 
child and concealing the death thereof, it cannot be known whether the 
said child was born dead or alive;” and the jury found thé defendant 
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guilty or not guilty, according to the opinion of the court upon the 
question whether ‘‘ the said female child, had it been born alive, would 
have been a bastard, within the meaning and design of” the statute on 
which the indictment was founded. «“ After mature advisement upon 
the said verdict, the court are of opinion that the said Flora is not 
guilty.” Flora’s case, Rec. 1758, fol. 295. We have no report of the 
grounds of that opinion; but it may well be that the court thought that 
so highly penal a statute, changing the ordinary rule as to burden of 
proof in criminal cases, should be strictly construed, and that the case 
was not within the evil which it was intended to prevent, as expressed 
in the preamble. 

In Parton v. Hervey, 1 Gray, 119, it was decided, 1st, that the age of 
consent in this Commonwealth, as by the common law of England, was 
fourteen in males and twelve in females; and 2d, that the Prov. St. of 
1695-6 (7 W. III.) c. 2, the Sts. of 1786, c. 3, and 1834, c. 177, and the 
Rev. Sts. ec. 75, §§ 15, 19, prohibiting justices and ministers, under a 
penalty, from solemnizing marriages of males under twenty-one or of 
females under eighteen, without the consent of their parents or guar- 
dians, did not make void the marriage of a girl thirteen years old, 
solemnized by a justice or minister without such consent. The decision 
on the first point finds additional and conclusive support in the Prov. 
St. of 1694-5 (6 W. & M.), c. 5, § 5, which defined the age of consent 
to be in ‘‘ the man fourteen years of age, the woman twelve.” 1 Prov. 
Laws, 172. Anc. Chart. 278. 2 Dane Ab. 301. The decision on the 
second point was in exact accordance with the statement of Chief 
Justice Parsons in Milford wv. Worcester, referred to in the Commis- 
sioners’ Report on the Revised Statutes, as already mentioned, that 
‘‘when a justice or minister shall solemnize a marriage between parties 
who may lawfully marry, although without publication of the banns 
of marriage, and without the consent of the parents or guardians, such 
marriage would unquestionably be lawful, although the officer would 
incur the penalty of fifty pounds for a breach of his duty.” 7 Mass. 54, 
55. The general statement of Mr. Justice Bigelow in the course of his 
discussion of this point — that, ‘‘in the absence of any provision declar- 
ing marriages, not celebrated in the prescribed manner, or between 
parties of certain ages, absolutely void, it is held that all marriages, 
regularly made according to the common law, are valid and binding, 
although had in violation of the specific regulations imposed by statute” 
— evidently had regard to the effect of specific regulations as to the 
publication of banns or the consent of parents, and not to the broader 
question, which was not before him, whether any presence of a third 
person was necessary. If the learned judge had intended to cast any 
doubt on the adjudication of that question in Milford v. Worcester, he 
would hardly have referred, as he did, to that case as supporting his 
statement. 1 Gray, 122. 

In Meyers v. Pope, 110 Mass. 314, there was evidence that the parties 
went before a person whom they supposed to be a justice of the peace 
of the county, with the intent on the part of both to contract marriage 
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before him; that in his presence and hearing the man said that the 
woman was his wife; and that they afterwards cohabitated together, be- 
lieving themselves to have been then and thereby lawfully married. The 
extent of the decision, as stated by Chief Justice Chapman, was that 
the provision of the Rev. Sts. c. 75, § 24, and the Gen. Sts. c. 106, § 20, 
already quoted, (by which the law as declared in Milford v. Worcester, 
has been so far modified as to make a marriage before a justice or min- 
ister, believed by either of the parties to be authorized, as valid as if he 
were in fact authorized to solemnize the marriage,) should by a liberal 
construction be held to include a case ‘‘ where the parties go before a 
magistrate or minister, make a marriage contract in some form in his 
presence, in the belief that he sanctions and assents to it in his official 
capacity, and cohabit as husband and wife afterwards, believing that 
they are legally married, though the magistrate understands the matter 
differently, and does not intend to act officially in the matter.” 110 
Mass. 316, 

The presence of a person officiating, or at least believed to be offi- 
ciating, as a justice or minister being (except in the case of Quakers) 
clearly required, according to a long course of legislative action and of 
judicial opinion, to constitute a valid marriage in this Commonwealth, 
it would be superfluous to examine the English decisions, or the cases 
cited at the argument showing that a different rule prevails in some 
other parts of the Union. Whether it is wise and expedient so to 
change the law of Massachusetts as to allow an act, which so deeply 
affects the relations and rights of the contracting parties and their 
offspring, to become binding in law by the mere private contract of the 
parties, without going before any one as a magistrate or minister, is a 
matter for legislative, and not for judicial consideration. 

In the case before us, it appearing from the undisputed facts that, in— 
the ceremony performed by the defendant and the woman with whom 
he has since cohabited, no third person participated or was understood 
or expected to participate in any way, and no civil magistrate or min- 
ister of the gospel, nor any person believed to be such, was present, 
and neither party wasa Friend, or Quaker, it was rightly ruled in the 
Superior Court that no lawful or valid marriage between the parties 
had taken place. 

But it does not follow that the conviction was warranted by the evi- 
dence before the jury. Milford v. Worcester, 7 Mass. 57. Sedgwick, 
J., in Mangue v. Mangue, 1 Mass. 240, 242. To support an indictment 
against a man for adultery, it is sufficient to prove sexual connection 
between him and the wife of another man. Commonwealth v. Elwells, 
2 Met. 190. To support an indictment for bigamy or polygamy, it is 
sufficient to prove that the defendant, being at the time lawfully mar- 
ried to one person, has married another. Commonwealth v. Mash, 
7 Met. 472. Reynolds v. United States, 98 U.S. 145. But to support 
this indictment on the Gen. Sts. c. 165, § 6, it is necessary to prove not 
only that a man and a woman, ‘‘not being married to each other,” 
‘‘cohabited together,” but that they so cohabited ‘‘lewdly and lascivi- 
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ously,” — implying an evil intent, which cannot be inferred from the 
mere fact (such as was proved at the trial) of cohabitation under an 
honest, though mistaken, belief that the parties were lawfully married 
to each other. Commonwealth v. Hunt, 4 Cush. 49. If there were 
evidence that the cohabitation was under such circumstances as to create 
a common scandal, or tend to corrupt the public morals, the case might 
be different. See Commonwealth v. Calef, 10 Mass. 153; Grisham v. 
State, 2 Yerger, 589; State v. Moore, 1 Swan, 136. 
Verdict set aside. 


LEGISLATION UNDER THE COMMONWEALTH. 


CHAPTER 69 OF ACTS OF 1785. 


AN ACT FOR REGULATING MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


SEcTION 1. BE itt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That no 
man or woman shall intermarry within the degrees hereafter named, 
that is to say: 

No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, son’s 
daughter, daughter’s daughter, step-mother, grandfather’s wife, son’s 
wife, son’s son’s wife, daughter’s son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s 
grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s son’s daughter, wife’s daughter’s 
daughter, sister, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s sister, 
mother’s sister. 

No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, son’s son, 
daughter’s son, step-father, grandmother’s husband, daughter's 
husband, son’s daughter’s husband, daughter’s daughter’s husband, 
husband’s father, husband’s grandfather, husband’s son, husband’s 
son’s son, husband’s daughter’s son, brother, brother’s son, sister’s 
son, father’s brother, mother’s brother. 

And if any man or woman shall intermarry within the degrees afore- 
said, every such marriage shall be deemed, taken and adjudged incest- 
uous, and shall be null and void; and the issue of all such incestuous 
marriages shall be deemed, taken and adjudged illegitimate, and be 
subjected to all the legal disabilities of such issue. 

Sect. 2. And be ut further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
all marriages, where either of the parties shall have a former wife or 
husband living at the time of such marriage, shall be absolutely void, 
and no dower shall be assigned any widow in consequence of such mar- 
riage; and the issue thereof shall be deemed, taken and adjudged 
illegitimate, and be subject to all the legal disabilities of such issue. 
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CHAPTER 3 OF ACTS OF 1786. 


AN ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


Section 1. BE tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That every 
Justice of the Peace, within the county where he resides, and every 
stated and ordained minister of the ee in the town, district, parish 
or plantation, where he resides, shall be and hereby is authorized and 
empowered to solemnize marriages between persons that may lawfully 
enter into that relation, when one or both of the persons to be married, 
belong to, or are residents in the county where such justice resides, or 
one or both of them are inhabitants of, or residents in the town, district, 
parish, or plantation where such minister resides. 

Sect. 2. And be wt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
when any settled and ordained minister of the gospel is himself to be 
married, it shall be lawful for any other such minister within the same 
county, to marry the said minister. And also, when any religious 
society shall be destitute of a settled and ordained minister of the 
gospel, in case there shall not be such a minister within the town, dis- 
trict or plantation in which such religious society is, it shall be lawful 
for any such minister, within the same county, to join any person of 
such town, district or plantation, in marriage: Provided such marriage 
be solemnized in the town, district or plantation where one of the 
parties to be married shall reside. 

Seot. 3. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That all 
persons desiring to be joined in marriage shall have such their inten- 
tions published at three public religious meetings, on different days, at 
three days’ distance exclusively at least from each other, in the town or 
district, wherein they respectively dwell, or shall have their intentions 
of marriage posted up by the clerk of such town or district, by the 
space of fourteen days, in some public place, within the same town or 
district, fairly written, and shall also produce to the justice or minister, 
who shall be desired to marry them, a certificate of such publishment, 
under the hand of the clerk of such town or district respectively ; and 
also, that the intention of marriage hath been entered with him fourteen 
days, prior to the date of such certificate; and where a male, under 
twenty one years, or a female under eighteen years of age, is to be 
married, the consent of the parent, guardian or other person, whose 
immediate care and government such party is under, if within the 
Commonwealth, shall be first had to such marriage. And in case the 
parties or either of them live in a town, district or place where there 
shall be no clerk, then publishment shall be made in the town or dis- 
trict next adjoining, in manner aforesaid, and a certificate from the 
clerk of the same town or district, of such publishment, and of the entry 
of their intentions of marriage as aforesaid, shall be produced as afore- 
said, previous to their marriage. Provided, That in regard to any plan- 
tation in the counties of Cumberland and Lincoln, where the parties, not 
under the respective ages aforesaid, shall have been inhabitants for the 
space of twelve months, and shall live twenty miles’ distant from such 
next adjoining town or district, any justice or ordained minister belong- 
ing to this Commonwealth, may join them in marriage without such 
certificate. 
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Sect. 4. <And be tt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That if, 
at any time, the banns of matrimony betwixt any persons shall be for- 
bidden, and the reasons thereof assigned, in writing, by the person so 
forbidding the same, left with the town or district clerk, he shall for- 
bear issuing a certificate as aforesaid, until the matter shall have been 
duly inquired into, and determined before two justices of the same 
county, guorum unus: Provided, the person forbidding the banns shall, 
within seven days after filing the reasons as aforesaid, apply unto two 
justices as aforesaid, and procure their determination thereon; unless 
the said justices shall certify unto the said clerk, that a further time is 
necessary for their determination on the reasons filed; in which case 
the clerk shall forbear issuing a certificate, until the time then certified 
to be necessary shall expire, unless the justices shall sooner determine ; 
according to whose determination, the clerk shall govern himself 
herein; and if the said justices shall determine, that the reasons as- 
signed by the person forbidding the said banns, were not supported by 
the laws of the Commonwealth, then the person so forbidding shall pay 
all the cost that may have arisen in consequence of such objection; and 
the said justices shall make up judgment and issue execution accord- 
ingly. 

Secor. 5. <And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That if 
any person shall deface or pull down any publishment posted up, in 
writing, as aforesaid, before the expiration of the said fourteen days, 
he shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty shillings, to the use of the 
town; and if unable to pay the said fine, may be set in the stocks for 
the space of one hour. And if any Justice of the Peace or minister 
shall, otherwise than is expressly allowed and authorized by this Act, 
join any persons in marriage, they shall severally forfeit and pay the sum 
of fifty pounds, two third parts thereof to and for the use of the county 
wherein the offence may be committed, and the residue to the prosecu- 
tor, to be sued for and recovered in the Court of Common Pleas, within 
the same county, by the treasurer thereof, who is hereby enjoined, upon 
due information thereof, to prosecute and sue for the said penalty, 
without delay, or by the parent, guardian or other person under whose 
immediate care and government either of the parties were at the time 
of such marriage; and every justice or minister, against whom such re- 
covery shall be had, is hereby forbidden from joining persons in mar- 
riage forever after. And in case a person forbid as aforesaid, or any 
other person whatever, not authorized and empowered to solemnize 
marriages by this Act, shall join any persons in marriage, and be con- 
victed thereof in the Supreme Judicial Court, upon presentment or in- 
dictment, he shall stand one hour in the pillory, and be subjected to pay 
a fine, at the discretion of the court, to the use of the Commonwealth, 
not exceeding one hundred pounds, nor less than eighty pounds. 

Sect. 6. And be tt further enacted, That every justice and minister 
shall make and keep a particular record of all marriages solemnized 
before them respectively; and in the month of April, yearly, and every 

ear, shall make a return to the clerk of the town, district or plantation 
in which he lives, certifying the names (both Christian names and sur- 
names) ot all the persons who have been by them respectively joined 
together in marriage within the year then last past, if any such have 
been by them so juined together. 


[And if it shall so happen, that any one or more of the said justices or ministers shall 
not have joined together in marriage any persons during the course of the year then 
last past, it shall be the duty of such justice or minister also to certify to the said 
town-clerk, in writing, under his hand, that he has not joined any persons in mar- 
riage Within the course of the said year:] Repealed 1795, ch. 7. 


And if any justice or minister shall neglect to make such return, within 
the month of April, annually, the clerk of the town, district or planta- 
tion, where such delinquent justice or minister lives, shall, without 
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delay, certify such neglect to the clerk of the Court of General Sessions 
of the Peace of the same county, who shall lay the same before the said 
court at their next session; and the person so neglecting shall be cited 
to appear before the said court, to answer for such neglect; and if no 
sufficient reason shall be assigned therefor, he shall be considered and 
adjudged disqualified for joining persons in marriage for a term of time, 
not exceeding ten years, at the discretion of the justices of the said 
court. And every town and district clerk shall duly and seasonably 
record all marriages, so certified to him, as aforesaid : 


[And shall also return a list or copy thereof to the clerk of the Court of General Ses- 
sions of the Peace of the same county, some time in the month of May, vearly and 
every year, to be there recorded, upon penalty of forfeiting twenty shillings for each 
neglect: And it shall be the duty of each clerk of the sessions to prosecute for every 
such neglect, in the county to which he belongs. And every clerk of the sessions 
shall record all such returns of marriages at large in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and no other, under the same penalty for each neglect.]

Sect. 7. And be tt further enacted, That no person by this Act 
authorized to marry, shall join in marriage any White person with any 
negro, indian or mulatto, on penalty of the sum of fifty pounds, two 
third parts thereof to the use of the county wherein such offence shall 
be committed, and the residue to the prosecutor, to be recovered by the 
treasurer of the same county, in manner as aforesaid; and all such mar- 
riages shall be absolutely null and void. 

Sect. 8. <And be tt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
any marriages which have been or hereafter may be had and solem- 
nized, among the people called Quakers, or Friends, in the manner and 
form used and practised in their societies, shall be good and valid in 
law, anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding: And the 
clerk, or keeper of the records of the meeting wherein such marriage 
shall be had and solemnized, shall once a year make a certificate, under 
his hand, of all marriages had and solemnized in the society, or meet- 
ing, to which he belongs, and shall deliver the same to the clerk of the 
Court of General Sessions of the Peace of the county wherein the mar- 
riages have been had and solemnized, under the penalty of twenty 
shillings for each neglect. All fines, not particularly appropriated, shall 
be to the use of the prosecutor. And all former laws relating to the 
solemnization of marriages, are hereby repealed. 

This Act to be in force from and after the last day of December, one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-six, and not sooner. [June 22, 
1786. | 


CHAPTER 7 OF ACTS OF 1795. 


AN ACT REPEALING A CERTAIN CLAUSE OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN 
ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” 


WHEREAS in and by the Act, entitled, as aforesaid, among other 
things, the following clause is enacted, viz. ‘* And if it shall so happen, 
that any one or more of the said justices or ministers shall not have 
joined together in marriage any person during the course of the year 
then last past, it shall be the duty of such justice or minister also to 
certify to the said town-clerk, in writing, under his hand, that he has 
not joined any persons in marriage within the course of the said year ;” 
and a compliance with the said clause is found inconvenient: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives tn 
General Court Assembled, and by the authority of the same, That the 
before recited clause be and it is hereby repealed. [June 15, 1795.)

CHAPTER 41 OF ACTS OF 1795. 
FEES FOR MARRIAGES. 


To the town-clerk for publishing the banns of matrimony, recording 
the same, giving a certificate of the publishment, and recording the 
marriage upon receiving the justice’s or minister’s certificate thereof, 
fifty cents, to be paid by the man published, on receiving a certificate of 
the publishment. And the town-clerk shall,not in future be holden to 
return certificates of marriages to the clerks of the Courts of General 
Sessions of the Peace, nor clerks last mentioned to record the same. 
To every minister or Justice of the Peace, who shall lawfully solemnize 
a marriage, and certify the same, one dollar and twenty-five cents. 
To the town-clerk for recording births and deaths, eight cents each. 
For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents. For a subpena for one 
or more witnesses, ten cents. 


CHAPTER 69 OF ACTS OF- 1795; 


AN ACT FOR RECORDING BIRTHS AND DEATHS BY THE CLERKS OF 
TOWNS AND DISTRICTS. 


SEcTION 1. BE tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
That it shall be the duty of every town-clerk and every district-clerk, 
within this Commonwealth, to record all births and deaths which shall 
happen within his town or district and come to his knowledge, together 
with the time of such birth or death, and the names of his or her par- 
ents, if known, for the fees allowed, by law, to be paid by his town or 
district. 

Sect. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of par- 
ents to give notice to the clerk of the town or district in which they 
dwell, of all the births and deaths of their children; and it shall be the 
duty of every householder to give notice of every birth and death which 
may happen in his house; and of the eldest person next of kin to give 
such notice of the death of his kindred; and it shall be the duty of 
the master or keeper of any alms-house, work-house or prison, and of 
the master or commander of any ship or vessel, to give notice of every 
birth and death which may happen in the house or vessel under his care 
or charge, to the clerk of the town or district in which such event’ shall 
happen: And in case any person, whose duty it shall be, by virtue of 
this Act, to give notice as aforesaid, shall neglect to perform the same 
for the space of six months after the birth or death shall happen, the 
person so neglecting shall pay a fine of one dollar, to be recovered, 
with costs of suit, on complaint before any Justice of the Peace for the 
same county, to the use of any inhabitant of the same town who shall 
prosecute for the same; from which judgment there shall be no appeal. 

Sect. 3. And be tt further enacted, That this Act shall be in force on 
and after the first day of September next; and that an Act passed Anno 
Domini one thousand six hundred and ninety-two, for registering births 
and deaths, shall be and hereby is repealed, on and after that day. 
[Feb. 26, 1796.] 
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CHAPTER 61 OF ACTS OF 1817. 


AN ACT EXPLANATORY OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN ACT FOR THE 
ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” : 


BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That any marriage 
which has been, or which shall hereafter be solemnized by any minister 
or Justice of the Peace, agreeably to the provisions of the Act, entitled, 
*¢ An Act for the orderly solemnization of Marriages,” in any plantation, 
which at the time of passing said Act was included within the counties 
of Cumberland or Lincoln, shall be deemed and taken to be legal, to 
all intents and purposes, as if the said counties, or either of them, had 
not been divided. And every Justice of the Peace, or minister, who 
shall hereafter solemnize any such marriage, shall transmit a certificate 
thereof to the clerk of the Circuit Court of Common Pleas for the 
county in which said plantation is situated, to be recorded by said clerk, 
in a book to be by him kept for that purpose. [Jan. 27, 1818.] 


CHAPTER 141 OF ACTS OF 1817. 


AN ACT IN EXPLANATION OF AN ACT, ENTITLED, ‘‘ AN ACT FOR THE 
ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES.” 


BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That all marriages 
(between persons who may or might lawfully enter into that relation) 
which have been or may hereafter be solemnized by any stated ordained 
minister of the gospel, in the town, parish, district, or plantation, within 
or over which such minister, at the time, was, or may be settled, and 
where one of the parties resided, or shall reside, shall be, and be con- 
sidered valid in law, notwithstanding such minister, at the time, shall 
reside, or may have resided without the limits of the town, district, par- 
ish or plantation, within or over which he is, or was so settled. And it 
shall be sufficient that the certificate of any marriage, so solemnized, 
shall be lodged with the clerk of the town, district or plantation, 
within or over which such minister is so settled. [/ebd. 20, 1818.] 


CHAPTER 55 OF ACTS OF 1820. 


AN ACT IN FURTHER ADDITION TO THE ACT FOR THE ORDERLY 
SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


SECTION 1. DE tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That every 
stated ordained minister of the gospel shall be, and hereby is authorized 
and empowered to solemnize marriages between persons that may law- 
fully enter into that relation, when one or both of the persons to be 
married belong to the parish or congregation of such minister, although 
such person or persons shall reside without the limits of the town, par- 
ish, or district in which such minister may be settled; and such mar- 
riages may be solemnized either within the town, parish, or district 
wherein such minister resides, or wherein such person or persons may 
reside. 

Secor. 2. Be tt further enacted, That whenever any persons, who may 
lawfully enter into the marriage relation, shall belong to, or be resident 
in a town or district, in which there shall be no stated ordained minister 
of the gospel, of the sect or denomination to which such persons, or 
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either of them belong, it shall be lawful for any settled, ordained 
minister, of the sect or denomination to which such persons, or either 
of them belong, residing in any other town or district within this 
Commonwealth, to solemnize marriage between such persons, within 
the town or district where they, or either of them reside; the certificate 
of which marriage shall be filed with the clerk of the town or district 
where such marriage shall be solemnized; and the duties of ministers 
and town clerks, in relation to certificates of marriage, solemnized un- 
der the provisions of this Act, and the penalties for the neglect thereof, 
shall be the same as are provided in the Act, entitled ‘‘ An Act for the 
orderly solemnization of marriages.” [feb. 12, 1821.] 


CHAPTER 177 OF ACTS OF 1834. 
AN ACT FOR THE ORDERLY SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


Section 1. BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That every 
justice of the peace within his jurisdiction, and every minister of the 
Gospel within the Commonwealth, who has been ordained according to 
the usage of his denomination, and who is resident therein, be, and they 
hereby are authorized and empowered to solemnize marriages between 
persons who may lawfully enter into that relation, when either of the 
persons to be married belongs to, or is resident within the jurisdiction 
of said justice or minister; but all such marriages shall be solemnized 
in the city, town, or district in which the person solemnizing the same 
may reside, or within the city, town, or district in which one or both of 
the persons to be married inay reside. 

Sect. 2. BE it further enacted, That all persons desiring to be joined 
in marriage, shall have their intentions of marriage published at three 
public religious meetings, on different days, at three days’ distance at 
least from each other exclusively, in the city, town, or district wherein 
they respectively dwell, or shall have such their intentions of marriage 
posted up, by the clerk of such city, town or district wherein they re- 
spectively dwell, for the space of fourteen days in some public place, 
within the same city, town, or district, fairly written, and shall also pro- 
duce to the justice or minister, who may be desired to marry them, a 
certificate of such publishment under the hand of the clerk of such city, 
town, or district respectively, and also that the intentions of marriage 
have been entered with him fourteen days prior to the date of such 
certificate ; and when a male under twenty-one years, or a female under 
eighteen years of age, is to be married, the consent of the parent, 
guardian or other person under whose immediate care or government 
such party is, if within the Commonwealth, shall be first had to such 
marriage. And in case the parties or either of them, live in a town, dis- 
trict, or other place where there shall be no clerk, then publishment 
shall be made in manner aforesaid, in a city, town, or district next ad- 
joining, and the certificate from the clerk of such adjoining city, town, 
or district, of such publishment, and of the entry of their intentions of 
marriage as aforesaid, previous to their marriage. 

Sect. 3. BE it further enacted, That if, at any times, the banns of 
matrimony between any persons shall be forbidden, and the reasons 
thereof, assigned in writing by the person forbidding the same, be left 
with the city, town, or district clerk, he shall forbear issuing a certificate 
as aforesaid, until the matter shall have been duly inquired into and de- 
termined before two justices of the same county, quorum unus: pro- 
vided, the person forbidding the banns, shall, within seven days after 
filing the reasons as aforesaid, apply unto two justices as aforesaid, and 
procure their determination thereon, unless the said justices shall certify 
unto the said clerk, that a further time is necessary for their determi- 
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nation on the reasons filed ; in which case the clerk shall forbear issuing 
a certificate, until the time then certified to be necessary shall expire, 
unless the justices shall sooner determine, according to whose determi- 
nation theclerk shall govern himself herein ; and if the said justices shall 
determine that the reasons assigned by the person forbidding the said 
banns were not supported by the laws of the Commonwealth, then the 
person so forbidding shall pay all the cost that may have arisen in con- 
sequence of such objection, and the said justices shall make up judg- 
ment, and issue execution accordingly. 

Sect. 4. BE it further enacted, 'Yhat if any person shall deface or 
take down any publishment in writing, posted up as aforesaid, before 
the expiration of the fourteen days, he shall, upon conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a sum not less than two, or more than twenty dollars, to 
the use of the person who shall proseeute therefor. And if any justice 
of the peace, or minister, shall, otherwise than is expressly allowed and 
authorized by this act, join any persons in marriage, they shall, upon 
conviction thereof, severally forfeit and pay a sum not less than fifty, 
nor more than one hundred dollars, one moiety thereof to the use of the 
county wherein the offence may be committed, and the other moiety 
to the use of the person who shall prosecute therefor; and in case any 
person whatever, not authorized and empowered to solemnize mar- 
riages by this act, shall join any persons in marriage, and be convicted 
thereof in any court of competent jurisdiction, upon presentment or in- 
dictment, he shall be imprisoned in the common jail, or confined to hard 
labor, for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine of not less than 
fifty, nor more than two hundred dollars, to the use of the Common- 
wealth, at the discretion of said court. 

Sect. 5. BH tt further enacted, That every justice and minister shall 
make and keep a particular record of all the marriages solemnized be- 
fore them respectively ; and, in the month of April annually, shall make 
a return to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which he resides, of 
a certificate containing the Christian and surnames, and places of resi- 
dence, of all the persons joined in marriage, by them respectively, 
within the year then last past, and also the time when, and the name of 
the city, town, or district, in which such marriages were respectively 
solemnized ; and when neither of the persons married belongs to, or is 
resident in the city, town, or district, in which such justice or minister 
resides, then such justice or minister shall also make a like return of a 
certificate to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which one or both 
of the persons married may reside, within thirty days from the solemni- 
zation of the same. And any justice}or minister who shall neglect to 
make such returns, shall, upon conviction thereof, before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, in the county in which he resides, forfeit and pay 
for each neglect a sum of not less than twenty nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, at the discretion of said court, one moiety thereof to the 
use of said county, and the other moiety to the use of the person who 
shall prosecute for the same; and every city, town, or district clerk shall 
duly and reasonably record all marriages so certified to him as aforesaid. 

Sect. 6. BH tt further enacted, That all marriages which have been 
or may be solemnized among the people called quakers or friends, in 
the manner and form used and practised in their societies, shall be good 
and valid in law, anything in this act to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And the clerk or keeper of the records of the meeting wherein such mar- 
riages shall be solemnized, shall, in the month of April, annually, make 
and deliver to the clerk of the city, town, or district in which such 
society usually meet and worship, a certificate of all marriages solem- 
nized therein, during the year then last past, as in the fifth section of this 
uct is provided, under the penalty of not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each neglect, to be recovered in the man- 
ner and to the uses as in said fifth section is provided. . 
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Sect. 7. BE tt further enacted, That all marriages between persons 
who might lawfully enter into that relation, heretofore solemnized by 
any justice or minister, be and they hereby are confirmed and made 
valid in law, although such justice or minister may have exceeded his 
authority or jurisdiction. 

Snot. 8. BE it further enacted, That ‘‘ an act for the orderly solemni- 
zation of marriages” (except the seventh section thereof,) passed June 
twenty-second, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-six; also ‘‘an act repealing a certain clause of an act for the 
orderly solemnization of marriages,” passed June fifteenth, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-five ; also, ‘an act 
explanatory of an act for the orderly solemnization of marriages,” 
passed January twenty-seventh, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighteen; also an act in explanation of an act for the 
orderly solemnization of marriages, passed February twentieth, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, and also 
‘‘an act in further addition to the act for the orderly solemnization of 
marriages,” passed February twelfth, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, be, and they are hereby re- 
pealed: provided, however, that all marriages confirmed by, or sol- 
emnized in pursuance of the provisions of these acts, be ratified and 
confirmed. 

Sect. 9. BE wt further enacted, That no minister who has uninten- 
tionally violated the laws now in force, for the solemnization of mar- 
riages, shall be subjected to any penalty or punished for that cause. 

Sect. 10. BE tt further enacted, That the provisions of this act shall 
go into operation on the first day of May next. [Approved by the 
Governor, April 1, 1834.] 


CHAPTER 15 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


RECORD OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. — NOTICE OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


Srot. 46. The town clerk shall keep a record of the births and 
deaths of all persons within his town, and coming to his knowledge ; 
and he shall specify in such record the day of each birth and death, 
and the names of the parents of such persons, if known. 

Sect. 47. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their town of 
all the births and deaths of their children; and every householder shall 
give the like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; 
and the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the death 
of his kindred; and the keeper of any almshouse, workhouse, house 
of correction, prison or hospital, and the master or other commanding 
officer of any ship, shall give the like notice of every birth and death 
happening among the persons under his charge; and every person 
neglecting to give such notice, for the space of six months, after the 
birth or death shall have happened, shall forfeit to the use of the town 
a sum not exceeding five dollars. 


CHAPTER 75 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


FOR REGULATING MARRIAGES. 


Section 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, 
granddaughter, step-mother, grandfather's wife, son’s wife, grand- 
son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s 
granddanghter, sister, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s 
sister, or mother’s sister. 
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Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, step-father, grandmother’s husband, daughter’s husband, 
eranddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband’s grardfather, 
husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother, brother’s son, sister's 
son, father’s brother, or mother’s brother. 

Sect. 3. In all the cases, mentioned in the two preceding sec- 
tions, in which the relationship is founded on a marriage, the prohibi- 
tion shall continue in full force, notwithstanding the dissolution of such 
marriage by death, or by a divorce, unless the divorce be for a 
cause, which shows the marriage to have been originally unlawful or void. 

Srot. 4. All marriages, contracted whilst either of the parties 
has a former wife or husband living, shall be void, unless the former 
marriage shall have been dissolved for some cause other than the 
adultery of the person contracting such second marriage. 

Sect. 5. No white person shall intermarry with a negro, indian 
or mulatto; and no insane person or idiot shall be capable of con- 
tracting marriage. 

Sect. 6. When any persons, resident in this state, shall under- 
take to contract a marriage, contrary to the preceding provisions of 
this chapter, and shall, in order to evade those provisions, and with 
an intention of returning to reside in this state, go into another state 
or country, and there have their marriage solemnized, and shall after- 
wards return and reside here, such marriage shall be deemed void in 
this state. 

Sect. 7. All persons, intending to be joined in marriage, shall 
cause notice of their intention to be entered, fourteen days at least be- 
fore their marriage, in the office of the clerk of the town in which 
they may respectively dwell (if within this state); and if there be no 
such clerk in the place of their residence, the like entry shall be made 
with the clerk of an adjoining town. 

Sect. 8. The intention shall be published by the clerk, with 
whom the entry is made, either by posting up a written notice thereof, 
in some public place in the town of which he is the clerk, fourteen 
days at least before the marriage, or by making a public proclamation 
thereof, at three public religious meetings in the town, on different 
days; the said meetings to be not less than three days distant from 
each other, exclusive of the days of the publication. 

Sect. 9. The clerk shall deliver to the parties a certificate, under 
his hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of marriage 
was entered with him, and the time of the publication thereof ; 
which certificate shall be delivered to the magistrate or minister, in 
whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, before he shall pro- 
ceed to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 10. After the intention of marriage is entered with the 
clerk, if any person shall forbid the banns, and shall assign his rea- 
sons therefor in writing, and leave the same with the clerk, the certifi- 
cate shall not be issued, until the matter shall have been duly inquired 
into and determined, in the manner hereinafter mentioned; provided 
the person forbidding the banns shall apply to two justices of the 
peace and of the quorum, of the same county, and shall, within seven 
days after the filing of his reasons, procure their decision thereon, 
or produce to the clerk their certificate that a further time is neces- 
sary for the consideration thereof; in which case, the clerk shall with- 
hold his certificate, until the expiration of such further time, unless 
the justices shall sooner make known their decision. 

Srct. 11. The two justices, so applied to, shall proceed forthwith 
to give notice thereof to the persons who propose to be married, and 
after a full hearing of the parties, or of the person objecting to the 
marriage, if the others do not appear, the justices shall decide on the 
truth and sufficiency of the reasons assigned for forbidding the banns, 
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and shall certify their decision thereon to the clerk, with whom the 
intention of marriage was entered. 

Secr. 12. If the said two justices shall certify that the objections 
to the marriage are true and sufficient, the clerk shall not issue any 
certificate of the publication of the banns; but if they shall certify 
that the objections are not proved, or are not sufficient, or if they 
shall not agree in a determination thereupon, the clerk shall forthwith 
issue his certificate, in the same manner as if no objection had been 
made thereto. 

Sect. 13. If the said justices shall certify that the objections to 
the marriage are true and sufficient, the persons, who propose to be 
married, or either of them, may appeal from such decision to the 
court of common pleas, or the supreme judicial court, next to be 
held for the same county, and the determination of the court thereon 
shall be final in the case; and the clerk of the town shall issue, or 
withhold, his certificate of the publication of the banns, according to 
such final determination. 

Secr. 14. If the objections, so made to any marriage, shall not 
be proved, and adjudged to be sufficient, the person making the same 
shall pay all the costs, that shall have been incurred on account there- 
of, to be taxed by the justices or the court, as the case may be, and 
execution therefor shall be issued accordingly. 

Sect. 15. When a male, under the age of twenty-one years, or 
a female, under the age of eighteen years, is to be married, the magis- 
trate or minister shall not proceed to solemnize the marriage, without 
the consent of the parent or guardian, having the custody of such mi- 
nor, if there be any in the state competent to act. 

Sect. 16. Marriages may be solemnized by any justice of the 
peace, in the county for which he is appointed, when either of the 
parties resides in the same county; and they may be solemnized 
throughout the state by any minister of the gospel, who has been 
ordained according to the usage of his denomination, and who resides 
within the state, and continues to preach the gospel and to perform 
the other functions of his office; but all such marriages shall be sol- 
emnized in the town, in which the person solemnizing them may 
reside, orin which one or both of the persons to be married may reside. 

Sect. 17. Every justice and minister shall keep a record of all 
marriages solemnized before him, and in the month of April, annu- 
ally, shall make a return, to the clerk of the town in which he resides, 
of a certificate, containing the christian and surnames, and places of 
residence, of all the persons who have been by him joined in mar- 
riage, within the year then last past, and also the time when, and the 
name of the town in which, such marriages were respectively solem- 
nized; and when neither of the married persons belongs to or is resi- 
dent in the town in which the justice or minister resides, then such 
justice or minister shall, within thirty days after such marriage, also 
return a like certificate to the clerk of the town in which one or both 
of the married persons may reside; and all marriages, so certified to 
the clerk, shall be forthwith recorded by him in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

Sect. 18. Every justice of the peace and minister, who shall 
neglect to make such returns, shall, upon conviction thereof, forfeit 
for each neglect a sum, not less than twenty, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars; one moiety thereof to the use of the county in which he 
resides, and the other moiety to the use of the person who shall pros- 
ecute therefor. 

Sect. 19. If any justice of the peace or minister shall join any 
persons in marriage, contrary to the provisions of this chapter, he 
knowing that the marriage is not duly authorized, he shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, forfeit a sum not less than fifty, nor more than one 
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hundred dollars, one moiety thereof to the use of the county where the 
offence is committed, and the other moiety to the use of the person who 
shall prosecute therefor. 

Srecr. 20. If any person shall undertake to join others in marriage, 
knowing that he is not lawfully authorized so to do, and shall be thereof 
convicted, upon indictment in any court of competent jurisdiction, he 
shall be imprisoned in the common jail, or confined to hard labor, for a 
term not exceeding six months, or shall pay a fine, not less than fifty, 
and not more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21. If any person shall wilfully deface or take down any 
written notice of the intention of marriage, posted up as before pre- 
scribed, within fourteen days after it is so posted up, he shall, upon 
conviction thereof, forfeit a sum not less than two, or more than twenty 
dollars, to the use of the person who shall prosecute therefor. 

Secor. 22. The preceding regulations, so far as they relate to the 
manner of solemnizing marriages, shall not effect [affect] marriages 
among the people called friends or quakers, but such marriages may 
be solemnized, in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. 

Sect. 23. The clerk or keeper of the records of the meeting, 
wherein any marriages among the said friends or quakers shall be 
solemnized, shall, in the month of April, annually, make and deliver 
to the clerk of the town in which such society usually meet and wor- 
ship, a certificate, like that before prescribed to be returned by justices 
and ministers, of all marriages solemnized in the said meeting, within 
the year then last past, under the penalty of not less than twenty, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, for each neglect; which penalty shall 
be recovered in the manner, and to the uses, provided in the case of a 
like neglect by a justice or minister. 

Sror. 24. No marriage, solemnized before any person professing 
to be a justice of the peace, or a minister of the gospel, shall be 
deemed or adjudged to be void, nor shall the validity therof be in any 
way affected, on account of any want of jurisdiction or authority in such 
supposed justice or minister, or on account of any omission or infor- 
mality in the manner of entering the intention of marriage or in the pub- 
lication of the banns; provided, that the marriage be in other respects 
lawful, and be consummated with a full belief, on the part of the per- 
sons so married, or of either of them, that they have been lawfully 
joined in marriage. 

Sect. 25. The record of a marriage, made and kept as before pre- 
scribed, by a justice of the peace or minister, or by the clerk of any 
town, or a copy of any such record duly certified, shall be received, 
in all courts and places, as presumptive evidence of the fact of such 
marriage.

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CHAPTER 122 OF THE REVISED STATUTES OF 1836. 


FEES FOR MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 11. To the town clerk, for publishing the banns of matrimony, 
recording the same, giving a certificate thereof, and recording the mar- 
riage upon receiving the minister’s or justice’s certificate thereof, fifty 
cents, to be paid on delivering the certificate of publishing the banns: 

To every minister or justice of the peace, who shall lawfully solem- 
nize a marriage, and certify the same, one dollar and twenty-five cents. 


TOWN CLERK’S FEES. 


SrotT. 12. For recording births and deaths, eight cents each : 

For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents: 

For copies of town records, and other documents, furnished to any 
person at his request, if containing less than one page, ten cents, and if 
containing more, at the rate of twelve cents a page. 


CHAPTER 84 OF ACTS OF 1840. 
AN ACT RELATING TO THE EVIDENCE OF MARRIAGE. 


Be itt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Whenever, on hearing of any application for divorce, the fact of mar- 
riage is required or offered to be proved, evidence of admission of said 
fact by the party against whom the process is instituted, or of general 
repute, or of cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstan- 
tial or presumptive evidence, from which said fact may be inferred, 
shall be received as competent evidence for consideration, whether the 
marriage to be proved was contracted in this Commonwealth or else- 
where.

CHAPTER 20 OF ACTS OF 1841. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT RELATING TO THE EVIDENCE OF 
MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

The provisions of an act relating to the evidence of marriage, passed 
on the twenty-third day of March, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty, are hereby extended to all cases where it shall become 
necessary to prove the fact of marriage, in any hearing before any 
court in this Commonwealth,

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CHAPTER 95 OF ACTS OF 1842. 


AN AOT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, 
MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


SECTION 1. The clerks of the several towns and cities in the Com- 
_- monwealth shall, annually, in the month of May, transmit to the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth a certified copy of their record of the births, 
marriages, and deaths of all persons within their respective towns and 
cities, which may come to their knowledge; shall state the number of 
births and marriages, and the number of deaths, with the name, sex, 
age, (andif an adult male, the occupation,) and the names of the dis- 
eases of which all persons have died, or are supposed to have died, to- 
gether with the cause or causes of the death of all such deceased per- 
sons, so far as they may be able to obtain a knowledge of the same 
from physicans or others; and any clerk who shall neglect to make 
such return, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered 
for the use of any town or city where such neglect shall be proved to 
have existed. 

Secr. 2. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall prepare and fur- 
nish to the clerks of the several towns and cities in this Commonwealth, 
blank forms of returns, as hereinbefore specified, and shall accompany 
the same with such instructions and explanations as may be necessary 
and useful; and he shall receive said returns, and prepare therefrom 
such tabular results as will render them of practical utility, and shall 
make report thereof annually to the legislature, and generally shall do 
whatever may be required to carry into effect the objects of this act, and 
of the several provisions of the Revised Statutes not inconsistent with 
this act.

CHAPTER 5 OF ACTS OF 1843. 


AN ACT RELATING TO MARRIAGES BETWEEN INDIVIDUALS OF CERTAIN 
RACES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


So much of the fifth section of the seventy-fifth chapter and of the 
first section of the seventy-sixth chapter of the Revised Statutes, as re- 
lates to marriages between white persons and negroes, indians and 
mulattoes, is hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 159 OF ACTS OF 1844. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, 
MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


SEcTION 1. The clerks of the several cities and towns in this Com- 
monwealth shall, annually, in the month of June, transmit to the secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth a certified copy of their record of births, 
marriages, and deaths, which have occurred within their respective 
cities and towns during the year next preceding the first day of said 
month. 

The births shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which they 
are received by the clerk. The record of births shall state in separate 
columns the date of the birth, the place of birth, the name of the child, 
(if it have any,) the sex of the child, name and surname of one or both 
of the parents, occupation of the father, residence of the parents, and 
the time when the record was made. 

The marriages shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which 
they are received by the clerk. The record of marriages shall state in 
separate columns, the date of the marriage, the place of the marriage, 
the name, residence, and official station of the person by whom married, 
the names and surnames of the parties, the residence of each, the age of 
each, the condition of each, (whether single or widowed,) the occupa- 
tion, names of the parents, and the time when the record was made. 

The deaths shall be numbered and recorded in the order in which they 
are received by the clerk. The record of deaths shall state in separate 
columns the date of the death, the name and surname of the deceased, 
‘ the sex, condition, (whether single or married,) age, occupation, place 
of death, place of birth, names of the parents, disease or causes of 
death, and the time when the record was made. 

Sect. 2. The school committee of each city or town shall, annually, 
in the month of May, ascertain from actual inquiry or otherwise, all the 
births which have happened within such city or town, during the year 
next preceding the first day of said May, together with the facts con- 
cerning births required by the first section of this act, and shall make an 
accurate return thereof to the clerk of such city or town, on or before 
the last day of said May; and the said school committee, or other person 
authorized by them to make such returns, shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of such city or town, five cents for each and every 
birth so returned. 

Sect. 8. Every justice, minister, and clerk, or keeper of the records 
of the meeting wherein any marriages among the Friends or Quakers 
shall be solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage solemnized 
before him, together with all the facts relating to marriages required by 
the first section of this act; and each such justice, minister, clerk, or 
keeper shall, between the first and tenth days of each month, return a 
copy of the record for the month next Pacading to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the marriage was solemnized; and every person as 
aforesaid, who shall neglect to make the returns required by this section, 
shall be liable to the penalty provided in the eighteenth section of the 
seventy-fifth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Secr. 4. Each sexton or other person, having the charge of any 
burial ground in this Commonwealth, shall, on or before the tenth day of 
each month, make returns of all the facts required by the first section of 
this act, connected with the death of any person whose burial he may 
have superintended during the month next preceding, to the clerk of 
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the city or town in which such deceased person resided at the time of 
his death. And such sexton, or other person, shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of the city or town to which the return is made, five 
cents for the return of each death made agreeably to the provisions of 
this act. 

Sect. 5. The clerk of each city or town shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of such city or town, eight cents for the record of 
each birth and death: provided such clerk shall comply with this act in 
all respects. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several cities and 
towns, to make such distribution of blank forms of returns as shall be 
designated by the secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 7. ‘The secretary of the Commonwealth shall prepare and fur- 
nish to the clerks of the several cities and towns in this Commonwealth, 
blank books of suitable quality and size, to be used as books of record, 
according to the provisions of this act, and also blank forms of returns, 
as herein before specified, and shall accompany the same with such in- 
structions and explanations as may be necessary and useful; and he 
shall receive said returns, and prepare therefrom such tabular results, 
as will render them of practical utility, and shall make report thereof 
annually to the legislature, and generally shall do whatever may be 
required to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 8. Any clerk who shall neglect to comply with the require- 
ments of this act, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars, to be recov- 
ered for the use of any city or town where such neglect shall be proved 
to have existed. 

Sect. 9. An act entitled ‘‘an act relating to the registry of births, 
marriages, and deaths,” passed on the third day of March, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-two, is hereby repealed. 

Secor. 10. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 222 OF ACTS OF 1845. 
AN ACT CONCERNING MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


The validity of any marriage in consequence of the incapacity of 
either of the parties thereto, to contract the same by reason of insanity 
or idiocy, shall not be called in question upon the trial of any collateral 
issue, before any of the courts of this Commonwealth, —but only in a 
process duly instituted, for the purpose of determining the validity 
thereof, during the life-time of both the parties thereto. 

[Approved by the Governor, March 25, 1845.] 


CHAPTER 202 OF ACTS OF 1849.} 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SecTION 1. Town and city clerks are hereby authorized and required 
to obtain, record, and index the information concerning births, mar-

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riages, and deaths, now required by law. Towns and cities, containing 
more than ten thousand inhabitants, may choose a person, other than 
the town or city clerk, to be town or city registrar, to perform this duty 
instead of the town or city clerk; and said registrar shall take an oath 
faithfully to perform the duties of the office. 

Sreor. 2. The fees of the clerk and registrar, for obtaining, record- 
ing, and indexing the information required by this act, shall be as fol- 
lows: For each birth, twenty cents; for each intention of marriage, 
including the certificate to the parties, fifty cents; for each marriage 
solemnized, ten cents; for each death, five cents; and the undertaker 
shall be allowed ten cents for information concerning each death which 
he returns to the clerk or registrar; said fees for births, deaths, and 
marriages solemnized, shall be paid by the town; and for intentions of 
marriage, by the parties having such intentions ; provided, however, that 
the aggregate compensation, allowed to any clerk or registrar, may be 
limited by any town or city containing over ten thousand inhabitants, 
but, in no case, so as to prevent the full execution of this act. 

Sect. 3. Any undertaker, or other person, having the superintend- 
ence of the burial of any deceased person, who shall neglect or refuse 
to obtain and return the information required by this act, concerning 
each person deceased, whose burial shall come under his superintend- 
ence, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
neglect, and, if an undertaker, to be deprived of his office. And every 
clerk or registrar, who wilfully neglects or refuses to perform the 
duties herein prescribed, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
twenty, nor more than one hundred dollars, for each neglect or refusal. 
All penalties and forfeitures, under this act, may be recovered by any 
person who shall sue for the same, one-half thereof to the use of said 
complainant, and the other half to the use of the town or city in which 
the forfeiture shall have been incurred. 

Sect. 4. The returns required to be made on the first day of Febru- 
ary, in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, shall include the 
births, deaths, and marriages, from the first day of May, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, to said day of return. 

Sect. 5. Copies of records, in the several towns and cities, of the 
births, marriages, and deaths, which occurred during the next preceding 
year, ending December thirty-first, shall be returned to the Secretary of 
State, annually, on or before the first day of February. The blank 
forms of said returns shall be printed on paper of uniform size; and 
those for each year, when filled out and returned to the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, shall be bound together, in one or more volumes, and 
shall be furnished with an index. Blank books for indexes to the town 
registrars, [sic] shall be prepared by the Secretary of State, and fur- 
nished to the several towns and cities at the expense of the Common- 
wealth. 

Sect. 6. All parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 

[Approved by the Governor, May 2, 1849.] 


CHAPTER 121 OF ACTS OF 1850. 


AN ACT RELATING TO BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. All persons intending to be joined in marriage shall 
cause notice of their intention to be entered before their marriage, in 
the office of the clerk, registrar, or other officer appointed for such pur: 
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pose, of the city or town in which they may respectively dwell, (if 
within the State ;) and if there be no such clerk in the place of their 
residence, the like entry shall be made with the clerk of an adjoining 
town. 

Sect. 2. The clerk shall deliver to the parties a certificate under his 
hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of marriage was 
entered with him, which certificate shall be delivered to the minister or 
magistrate, in whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, before 
he shall proceed to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 3. Whenever parties living in this Commonwealth shall go 
out of it for the purpose of having a marriage solemnized between 
them in another state, and a marriage shall be so solemnized, and they 
shall return to dwell here, they are hereby required to file a certificate 
or declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning mar- 
riages now required by law, with the clerk or registrar of the town or city 
where either of them lived at the time, within seven days after their 
return, under a penalty of ten dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
and to the uses pacified in the third section of the ‘‘act relating to the 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths,” passed on the second day 
of May, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-nine. 

Sect. 4. The fee of the clerk or registrar, for making the record of 
such marriage, shall be fifty cents, to be paid by the said parties. 

Sect. 5. So much of the seventy-fifth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes as is inconsistent with this act, is hereby repealed; provided, 
nevertheless, that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
modify or alter the provisions of the twenty-second section of the said 
seventy-fifth chapter, which relates to marriages among the people 
called Friends or Quakers, but the same shall remain in full force.

CHAPTER 335 OF ACTS OF 1853. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT RELATING TO BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. No clerk or registrar of any city or town shall issue any 
certificate of intention of marriage to any male person under the age of 
twenty-one years, or to any female person under the age of eighteen 
years, except it be upon the application of the parent, master, or guar- 
dian of such person, or with their consent in writing expressed, under 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered by indict- 
ment, to the use of the commonwealth, in any court proper to try the 
same: provided, that if there be no parent, master, or guardian, in the 
state, competent to act, a certificate may be issued without the applica- 
tion or written consent aforesaid. 

SrotT. 2. The clerk or registrar of every city or town may require of 
any person who shall apply for a certificate of intention of marriage, 
an affidavit, sworn to before some justice of the peace for the county 
where such application is made, setting forth his or her age, and for the 
purposes of this act, such affidavit shall be proof of the age of the per- 
son to whom such a certificate shall be given.

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CHAPTER 366 OF ACTS OF 1855. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS, IN THE STATE ALMSHOUSES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


The superintendents of the State almshouses located at Monson, 
Tewksbury, and Bridgewater, are hereby authorized and required to 
make record of all the births and deaths which occur in the institutions 
under their care, and make returns of the same to the secretary of State, 
annually, as all town and city clerks are required to do by the act % 
which this is an act in addition; and the town clerks of Monson, Tewks- 
bury, and Bridgewater are hereby exempted from all duties herein re- 
quired of the superintendents of the above named institutions. 

[Approved by the Governor, May 17, 1855.] 


CHAPTER 34 OF ACTS OF 1857. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT RELATING TO BANNS OF MARRIAGE. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


_If any person, applying to any clerk or registrar of any city or town 
for a certificate of intention of marriage, shall wilfully practise an 
deception, by making any false statement in relation to the age or resi- 
dence of either of the parties intending marriage, or in relation to the 
parent, master, or guardian of either of the said parties, such person 
shall be subject to a penalty of not more than two hundred dollars, to 
be recovered by indictment, to the use of the Commonwealth, in any 
court competent to try the same. 

[Approved March 28, 1857.] 


CHAPTER 195 OF ACTS OF 1860. 


AN ACT CONCERNING FRAUDULENT NOTICES OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Any person who shall wilfully send to the publishers of any news- 
paper, for the purpose of publication, a fraudulent notice of the birth of 
a child, or of the marriage of any parties, or of the death of any per- 
son, shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars.

CHAPTER 21. 


OF THE REGISTRY AND RETURNS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


SecTION 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain, 
and record and index, the following facts concerning the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths, therein, separately numbering and recording the 
same in the order in which he receives them, designating in separate 
columns : 

In the record of births, the date of.the birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child, (if it have any,) the sex and color of the child, 
the names and the places of birth of the parents, the occupation of the 
father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record; 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
mariage, the name, residence, and official station of the person by 
whom matried, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the resi- 
dence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, (whether 
single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the parents, and the 
date of the record; 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the de- 
ceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, or 
matried,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, the 
place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, the disease 
or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date of the record. . 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or town 
of the births and deaths of their children; every householder shall give 
like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; the eldest 
person next of kin shall give such notice of the death of his kindred ; 
the keeper of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, hospital, or 
almshouse, except the state almshouses at Tewksbury, Bridgewater, and 
Monson, and the master or other commanding officer of any ship shall 
give like notice of every birth and death happening among the persons 
under his charge. Whoever neglects to give such notice for the space 
of six months after a birth or death, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five 
dollars. 

Sect. 3. Any physician having attended a person during his last ill- 
ness, shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of such 
person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the duration of 
the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, and the date of 
his decease, as nearly as he can state the same. If any physician re- 
fuses or neglects to make such certificate, he shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of ten dollars to the use of the town in which he resides. 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having charge 
of a burial-ground, or the superintendent of burials having charge of 
the obsequies or funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a human 
body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city or town 
in which the deceased resided or the death occurred, the facts required 
by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concerning the deceased, 
and the person making such return shall receive from his city or town 
the fee of ten cents therefor. 
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The clerk, upon recording such facts, shall forthwith give to the per- 
son making such return, a certificate that such return has been made, 
which certificate such person shall deliver to the person having charge 
of the interment, if other than himself, before the burial when practi- 
cable, otherwise within seven days thereafter. When a burial takes 
place and no certificate is delivered as aforesaid, the sexton, under- 
taker, or other person having charge of the interment, shall forthwith 
give notice thereof to the clerk under penalty of twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. The clerk of each city and town shall annually on or before 
the first day of February, transmit to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, certified copies of the records of the births, marriages, and 
deaths, which have occurred therein during the year ending on the last 
day of the preceding December. 

Sect. 6. The record of the town clerk relative to any birth, mar- 
riage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, of 
the facts recorded. The certificate signed by the town clerk for the 
time being shall be admissible as evidence of any such record. 

Sect. 7. ‘The clerk shall receive from his city or town for obtaining, 
recording, indexing, and returning to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, the facts in relation to a birth, twenty cents; a marriage, ten 
cents; a death, twenty cents for each of the first twenty entries, and ten 
cents for each subsequent entry, as the same shall be certified by the 
secretary of the Commonwealth; but a city or town containing more 
than ten thousand inhabitants may limit the aggregate compensation 
allowed to their clerk. He shall forfeit a sum not less than twenty nor 
more than one hundred dollars for each refusal or neglect to perform 
any duty required of him by this chapter. 

Sect. 8. The superintendents of the state almshouses at Tewksbury, 
Bridgewater, and Monson, shall obtain, record, and make return of, the 
facts in relation to the births and deaths which occur in their respective 
institutions, in like manner as is required of town clerks. The clerks 
of said towns shall, in relation to the births and deaths of persons in 
said almshouses, be exempt from the duties otherwise required of them 
by this chapter. 

Srcr. 9. The secretary shall at the expense of the Commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to the clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendents of the state almshouses, blank books of suitable 
quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, blank 
books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper of uni- 
form size; and shall accompany the same with such instructions and 
explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and town clerks 
shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns furnished by the 
secretary as he shall direct. 

Secr. 10. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him for 
each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with indexes 
thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular results as will 
render them of practical utility, make report thereof annually to the 
legislature, and do all other acts necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

Sect. 11. Any city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabi- 
tants, may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, who shall 
be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter concernin 
clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to be made an 
given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar under like 
penalties. 

Sect. 12. The secretary of this Commonwealth shall prosecute, by 
an action of tort, in the name of the Commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by this [chapter] [act]. 

Secor. 13. Any city or town may make rules and regulations to 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect regis- 
tration of births, marriages, and deaths, therein. 
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GENERAL STATUTES OF 1860, CHAPTER 29. 


KEEPING AND CUSTODY OF RECORDS, 


Secr. 9. Registers of deeds, registers of courts, and the registers 
and clerks of courts, cities, and towns, shall keep all records and docu- 
ments belonging to their offices in their sole custody, and shall in no 
case, except upon summons in due form of law, or when the temporary 
removal of records and documents in their custody is necessary or con- 
venient for the transaction of the business of the courts or the perform- 
ance of the duties of their respective offices, cause or permit any record 
or document to be removed or taken away. 

Sect. 10. Under the direction of the officers having the custody of 
the county, city, and town records and files, the same shall be open for 
public inspection and examination, and any person may take copies 
thereof. And the several clerks and registers shall, on payment of a 
reasonable fee therefor, compare and certify, in the manner herein men- 
tioned, all transcripts properly and correctly made for any county, city, 
or town, in pursuance of the provisions of this chapter. 


GENERAL STATUTES OF 1860, CHAPTER 106. 


OF MARRIAGE. 


SEcTION 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, 
granddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather’s wife, son’s wife, grand- 
son’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, wife’s 
granddaughter, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s sister, or 
mother’s sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, grand- 
son, step-father, brother, grandmother’s husband, daughter’s husband, 
granddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband's grandfather, 
husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother’s son, sister’s son, father’s 
brother, or mother’s brother. 

Sect. 3. In all cases mentioned in the two preceding sections in 
which the relationship is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall con- 
tinue notwithstanding the dissolution of such marriage by death or 
divorce, unless the divorce is for a cause which shows the marriage to 
have been originally unlawful or void. 

Srot. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has a 
former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter one hun- 
dred and seven, shall be void. 

Srot. 5. No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
matriage. 

Sect. 6. When persons resident in this State, in order to evade the 
preceding provisions and with an intention of returning to reside in this 
state, go into another state or country and there have their marriage 
solemnized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage shall be 
deemed void in this state. 

Sect. 7. Persons intending to be joined in marriage shall before 
their marriage cause notice thereof to be entered in the office of the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which they respectively dwell, if within 
the state. If there is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their 
residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 8. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a certifi- 
cate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the intention of 
marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in relation to the 
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marriage required by law to be ascertained and recorded, except those 
respecting the person by whom the marriage is to be solemnized. Such 
certificate shall be delivered to the minister or magistrate in whose 
presence the marriage is to be contracted, before he proceeds to solem- 
nize the same. 

Sect. 9. Ifaclerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male unde 
the age of twenty-one years, or a female under the age of eighteen 
years, having reasonable cause to suppose the person to be under such 
age, except upon the application or consent in writing of the parent, 
master, or guardian, of such person, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars; but if there is no parent, master, or guardian, in 
this state competent to act, a certificate may be issued without such 
application or consent. 

Sect. 10. Theclerk or registrar may require of any person applying 
for such certificate, an affidavit sworn to before a justice of the peace for 
the county where the application is made, setting forth the age of the 
parties; which affidavit shall be sufficient proof of age to authorize the 
issuing of the certificate. 

SecT. 11. Whoever applying for such certificate wilfully makes a 
false statement in relation to the age or residence, parent, master, or 
guardian, of either of the parties intending marriage, shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

SEcT. 12. When a marriage is solemnized in another state between 
parties living in this state, and they return to dwell here, they shall — 
within seven days after their return file with the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town where either of them lived at the time, a certificate or 
declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning marriages 
required by law, and for every neglect they shall forfeit ten dollars. 

Sect. 13. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
having reasonable cause to suppose either of the parties to be under the 
age mentioned in section nine, without the consent of the parent or 
guardian having the custody of the minor, if there is any in the state 
competent to act. 

Sect. 14. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the peace in 
the county for which he is appointed, when either of the parties resides 
in the same county; and throughout the state by any minister of the 
gospel ordained according to the usage of his denomination, who resides 
within the state and continues to perform the functions of his office ; but 
all marriages shall be solemnized in the city or town in which the per- 
son solemnizing them resides, or in which one or both of the persons 
to be married reside. 

Sect. 15. Marriages among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. 

Sect. 16.. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or keeper 
of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among the Friends 
or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each marriage sol- 
emnized before him, together with all facts relating to the marriage 
required by law to be recorded. He shall also between the first and 
tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the month 
next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which 
the marriage was solemnized, and shall, when neither of the parties to a 
marriage resides in the city or town in which the marriage is solemnized, 
return a copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk or registrar of 
the city or town in which one or both of said parties reside. All mar- 
riages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar. 7 

Sect. 17. Every person neglecting to make the returns required by 
the preceding section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Srcr. 18. <A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons in 
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marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that the 
marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 19. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage knowing 
that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the jail or con- 
fined to hard labor for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine 
of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred doliars. 

Sect. 20. No marriage solemnized before a person professing to be 
a justice of the peace or minister of the gospel, shall be deemed or ad- 
judged to be void, nor shall the validity thereof be in any way affected, 
by want of jurisdiction or authorityin such person, or by an omission 
or informality in the manner of entering the intention of marriage, if 
the marriage is in other respects lawful, and is consummated with a full 
belief on the part of the persons so married, or either of them, that they 
have been lawfully joined in marriage. 

Secor. 21. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prescribed 
by law by the person before whom the marriage is solemnized, or by 
the clerk or registrar of any city or town, or a copy of such record duly 
certified, shall be received in all courts and places as presumptive evi- 
dence of such marriage. | 

Sect. 22. When the fact of marriage is required or offered to be 
proved before any court, evidence of the admission of such fact by the 
party against whom the process is instituted, or of general repute, or of 
cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstantial or presump- 
tive evidence from which the fact may be inferred, shall be competent. 

Sect. 23. Marriages solemnized in a foreign country by a consul or 
diplomatic agent-of the United States shall be valid in this State; and 
a copy of the record of a certificate from such consul or agent shall be 
presumptive evidence of such marriage.

TOWN CLERKS. 


Sreot. 9. For entering notice of an intention of marriage and issuing 
the certificate thereof, and for entering the certificate of marriage filed by 
persons married out of the State, fifty cents, to be paid by the parties:

For copies of town records and other documents furnished to any 
person at his request, if containing less than one page, ten cents, and if 
more, at the rate of twelve cents a page. 


MINISTERS, ETC., FOR MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 10. For lawfully solemnizing and certifying a marriage by a 
minister or justice of the peace, one dollar and twenty-five cents.

CHAPTER 96 OF ACTS OF 1865. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURN OF BIRTHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of every physician and midwife in 
the several cities and towns in this Commonwealth, on or before the 
tenth day of each month, to forward to the clerk of each city and town 
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a correct list of the births of all children born therein during the month 
next preceding, at which such physician or midwife was present ; stating 
therein, as nearly as practicable, the place and date of each birth, the 
name, sex, and color of the child, the names, places of birth, and 
residence of the parents, and the occupation of the father. 

Sect. 2. For every certificate of a birth, the physician or midwife 
shall receive twenty-five cents from such city or town; and any physician 
or midwife neglecting to forward such list for six months after it is due, 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five dollars, to be recovered as pro- 
vided in the twelfth section of the twenty-first chapter of the General 
Statutes. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 138 OF ACTS OF 1866. 


AN ACT CONCERNING THE REGISTRY AND RETURN OF MARRIAGES, 
BIRTHS, AND DEATHS. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The clerk of each city and town except in such cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, under the eleventh section of the 
twenty-first chapter of the General Statutes, in which cases the provi- 
sions of this act shall apply to the registrar, for receiving or obtaining, 
recording, indexing and returning the facts relating to marriages, births 
and deaths occurring therein, shall be entitled to receive therefrom the 
sums following, viz.: for each marriage, fifteen cents; for each birth, 
thirty cents; for each death returned to him by the persons specified in 
sections two, three and four of chapter twenty-one of the General Stat- 
utes, twenty cents for each of the first twenty entries, and ten cents for 
each subsequent entry; for each death not so returned, but by him ob- 
tained and recorded, twenty cents. 

Sect. 2. Chapter ninety-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundre: 
and sixty-five, and so much of section seven of the twenty-first chapter 
of the General Statutes as is inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE MARRIAGE OF NON-RESIDENT PARTIES.

Persons living without the Commonwealth and intending 
to be joined in marriage within the Commonwealth, shall, before their 
marriage, cause notice of their intention to be entered in the office of the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which they propose to have the

A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons in 
marriage contrary to the provisions of this act shall forfeit not less than 
fifty nor more than one hundred dollars.

No human body shall be buried, or removed from any 
city or town, until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
local registrar of statistics to the undertaker or sexton, or person per- 
forming the burial, or removing the body. This certificate shall state 
that the facts required by chapter twenty-one of the General Statutes 
have been returned and recorded; and no clerk or local registrar shall 
give such certificate or burial permit until the certificate of the cause of 
death has been obtained from the physician, if any, in attendance at the 
last sickness of the deceased, and placed in the hands of said clerk or - 
local registrar: provided, that in those cities and towns where local 
boards of health have been established, the certificate of the cause of 
death shall be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the local 
board of health or any physician employed by any city or town for such 
purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in attendance. He 
shal) also sign such certificate, upon application, in case of death by 
dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event when the certificate 
of the attending physician cannot for good and sufticient reasons be early 
enough obtained. In case of death by violence, the medical examiner 
attending shall furnish the requisite medical certificate. Any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect on the first day of May in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-eight; and all acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed.

Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or 
keeper of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among 
the Friends or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each 
marriage solemnized before him, together with all facts relating to 
the marriage required by law to be recorded. He shall also between 
the first and tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the 
month next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the marriage was solemnized, and shall, when one or both of the 
parties to a marriage resides in a city or town other than that in which 
the marriage is solemnized, return a copy of the record of such marriage 
to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which either party resides, 
and to both cities or towns when the parties reside in different places.

CHAPTER 32° OF THE PUBLIC’ STATUTES, 
[Enacted November 19, 1881, to take effect February 1, 1882.] 


RECORDS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 


SecT1on 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain 
and record and index, the following facts concerning the births, mar- 
riages and deaths therein, separately numbering and recording the 
same in the order in which he receives them, designating in separate 
columns as follows: 

In the record of births, the date of birth, the place of birth, the name 
of the child, (if it has any,) the sex and color of the child, the names 
and places of birth of the parents, the occupation of the father, the 
residence of the parents, and the date of the record. 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place of 
matriage, the name, residence and official station of the person by 
whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the 
residence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, 
(whether single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of the par- 
ents, and the date of the record. 

Inthe record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the de- 
ceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, or 
married,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, the 
place of birth, the names and places of birth of the parents, the disease 
or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date of the record. 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or town 
of the births and deaths of their children; every householder shall give 
like notice of every birth and death happening in his house; the eldest 
person next of kin shall give such notice of the death of his kindred; 
the keeper of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, hospital, or 
almshouse, except the State almshouse, and the master or other com- 
manding officer of a ship, shall give like notice of every birth and death 
happening among the persons under his charge. Whoever neglects to 
give such notice for the space of six months after a birth or death shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding five dollars. 

Sect. 3. A physician who has attended a person during his last ill- 
ness shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of such 
person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the duration of 
the last sickness, the disease of which the person died, and the date of 
his decease, as nearly as he can state the same. If a physician refuses 
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or neglects to make such certificate, he shall forfeit ten dollars to the 
use of the town in which he resides. 

Srot. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having charge 
of a burial-ground, and every undertaker or superintendent of burials 
having charge of the funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a 
human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the deceased resided, or the death occurred, the facts 
required by this chapter to be recorded by said officer concerning the 
deceased, and the person making such return shall receive from his city 
or town the fee of twenty-five cents therefor. 

Sect. 5. No human body shall be buried or removed from any 
city or town until a proper certificate has been given by the clerk or 
registrar to the undertaker, sexton or other person performing the 
burial or removing the body. Such certificate shall state that the 
facts required by this chapter have been returned and recorded; and 
no clerk or registrar shall give such certificate or burial permit until 
the certificate of the cause of death has been obtained from the physi- 
cian, if any, in attendance at the last sickness of the deceased, and 
placed in the hands of said clerk or registrar; and in cities and towns 
where there are boards of health, the certificate of the cause of death 
shall also be approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the 
board of health, or any physician employed by any city or town for 
such purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, if there has been no physician in 
attendance. He shall also sign such certificate, upon application, in 
case of death by dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event 
when the certificate of the attending physician cannot for good and 
sufficient reasons be early enough obtained. In case of death by 
violence, the medical examiner attending shall furnish the requisite 
medical certificate. Any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sect. 6. The boards of health of towns and the mayor and alder- 
men of cities shall, on or before the first day of July in each year, 
license a suitable number of undertakers to take charge of the funeral 
rites preliminary to the interment of a human body. 

Sect. 7. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the fifth day 
of each month report to the clerk of each city and town, except Boston, 
a correct list of all children born therein during the month next preced- 
ing at the birth of which they were present, stating the place and date 
ot each birth, and the parents’ names. 

Sect. 8. The clerk of each city and town shall give public notice 
that he is prepared to furnish, to all physicians and midwives applying 
therefor, blanks for returns under the preceding section. 

Sect. 9. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. The clerk of each city and town shall annually, on or 
before the first day of March, transmit to the secretary of the common- 
wealth certified copies of the records of the births, marriages and deaths 
which have occurred therein during the year ending on the last day of 
the preceding December. 

Secor. 11. The record of the town clerk relative to a birth, marriage 
or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, of the 
facts recorded. A certificate, signed by the town clerk for the time 
being, shall be admissible as evidence of such record. 

Sect. 12. The clerk of each city and town, (except in such cities 
and towns as choose a registrar, in which cases the provisions of this 
section shall apply to the registrar,) for receiving or obtaining, re- 
cording, indexing, and returning the facts relating to marriages, 
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births and deaths occurring therein, shall be entitlea to receive from 
the city or town for each marriage, fifteen cents; for each birth, fifty 
cents; for each death returned to him by the persons specified in sec- 
tions two, three, and four, twenty cents for each of the first twenty 
entries, and ten cents for each subsequent entry; for each death not 
so returned, but by him obtained and recorded, thirty-five cents, as 
the same shall be certified by the secretary of the commonwealth; but 
a city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabitants may 
limit the aggregate compensation allowed to their clerk or registrar. 
He shall forfeit not less than twenty nor more thanone hundred dollars 


for each refusal or neglect to perform any duty required of him by 


sections one, two, three, four, ten, twelve, fourteen, sixteen, and 
eighteen. 

Sect. 13. The superintendent of the state almshouse shall obtain, 
record, and make return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths 
which occur in his institution, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. The clerk of a town in which such almshouse is located shall, 
in relation to the births and deaths of. persons in said almshouse, be 
exempt from the duties otherwise required of him by this chapter. 

Sect. 14. The secretary shall at the expense of the commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to the clerks of the several cities and towns, and 
to the superintendent of the state almshouse, blank books of suitable 
quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, blank 
books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper of 
uniform size; and shall accompany the same with such instructions and 
explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and town clerks 
shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns furnished by the 
secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 15. The secretary shall cause the returns received by him for 
each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with indexes 
thereto. Heshall prepare from the returns such tabular results as will 
render them of practical utility, make report thereof annually to the 
general court, and do all other acts necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

Sect. 16. A city or town containing more than ten thousand inhab- 
itants may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, who 
shall be sworn, and to whom all the provisions of this chapter concern- 
ing clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to be made 
and given to clerks shall be made and given to such registrar under like 
penalties. ? 

Sect. 17. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall prosecute, by 
an action of tort in the name of the Commonwealth, for the recovery 
of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by sections two, three, twelve, 
sixteen, and eighteen. 

Srecr. 18. A city or town may make rules and regulations to enforce 
the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect registration 
of births, marriages, and deaths therein. 


CHAPTER 37 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


OF THE PUBLIC RECORDS. 


Srot. 5. A city or town may cause to be carefully copied such of its 
records as relates to grants of land, —and also any records of births 
and marriages kept by such city or town or by a parish within the same. 

Sect. 12. Registers of deeds and the registers and clerks of courts, 
cities and towns shall keep all records and documents belonging to 
their respective offices in their sole custody, and shall in no case, except 
upon summons in due form of law or when the temporary removal of 
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records and documents in their custody is necessary or convenient for 
the transaction of the business of the courts or the performance of the 
duties of their respective offices, cause or permit any record or docu- 
ment to be removed therefrom. 

Secor. 13. Under the direction of the officers having the custody 
of any county, city or town records or files, all such records and files 
shall be open for public inspection and examination, and any person 
may take copies thereof. And the several clerks and registers shall, 
on payment of a reasonable fee therefor, compare and certify all copies 
properly and correctly made in pursuance of the provisions of this 
chapter. ne 


CHAPTER 145 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


OF MARRIAGE. 
CERTAIN MARRIAGES PROHIBITED. 


SrcTion 1. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daugh- 
ter, granddaughter, step-mother, sister, grandfather’s wife, son’s wife, 
grandson’s wife, wife’s mother, wife’s grandmother, wife’s daughter, 
wife’s granddaughter, brother’s daughter, sister’s daughter, father’s 
sister, or mother’s sister. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, step-father, brother, grandmother’s husband, daughter's 
husband, granddaughter’s husband, husband’s father, husband’s grand- 
father, husband’s son, husband’s grandson, brother’s son, sister’s son, 
father’s brother, or mother’s brother. 

Sect. 3. In all eases in which the relationship mentioned in the 
two preceding sections is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall 
continue notwithstanding the dissolution by death or divorce of the 
marriage on which such relationship is founded, unless the divorce is 
for a cause which shows such marriage to have been originally unlaw- 
ful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter one 
hundred and forty-six, shall be void. 

Secr. 5 No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
marriage. 

Sect. 6. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
when he has reasonable cause to suppose the male to be under the age 
of twenty-one years or the female to be under the age of eighteen 
years, except with the consent of the parent or guardian having the 
custody of the minor, if there is any such parent or guardian in the 
Commonwealth competent to act. 

Srot. 7. Every marriage solemnized within this Commonwealth, 
which is prohibited on account of consanguinity or affinity between the 
parties, or on account of either of them having a former wife or husband 
living, or when either party was insane or an idiot, shall be void with- 
out a decree of divorce or other legal process. 

Sect. 8. Every marriage solemnized when either party was under 
the age of consent shall be similarly void, if the parties separate during 
such nonage, and do not afterwards cohabit. 

Sect. 9. The validity of a marriage shall not be questioned in the 
trial of a collateral issue on account of the insanity or idiocy of either 
party, but such question shall only be raised in a process instituted to 
test such validity in the lifetime of both parties. 

Srecr. 10. When persons resident in this Commonwealth, in order 
to evade any of the provisions of the first five sections of this chapter, 
and with an intention of returning to reside in this Commonwealth, 
go into another state or countny and there have their marriage solem- 
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nized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage shall be 
deemed void in this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 11. When the validity of a marriage is doubted, either party 
may file a libel for annulling such marriage, or, when the validity of a 
marriage is denied or doubted by either party, the other party may 
file a libel for affirming the same. Such libel shall be filed in the 
same manner as a libel for divorce, and all the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and forty-six relative to libels for divorce, and section 
twenty-four of said chapter, relative to the powers of the court in 
relation thereto, shall, so far as applicable, apply to libels under this 
section. Upon proof of the nullity or validity of the marriage, it shall 
be declared void, or affirmed by a decree of the court, and such decree 
of nullity may be made notwithstanding the marriage was solemnized 
out of the Commonwealth, if the libellant had his domicile in the Com- 
monwealth when the marriage was solemnized and also when the libel 
was filed, and such decree affirming a marriage shall be conclusive 
upon all persons concerned. 


LEGITIMACY, CARE, ETC., OF ISSUE OF VOID MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 12. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
consanguinity or affinity between the parties shall be deemed to be 
illegitimate. 

Sect. 138. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
the nonage, insanity or idiocy of either party shall be deemed to be 
the legitimate issue of the parent who was capable of contracting the 
matriage. 

Secor. 14. When a marriage is declared void on account of a prior 
marriage of either party, and it appears that the second marriage was 
contracted in good faith and with the full belief of the parties that the 
former husband or wife was dead, that fact shall be stated in the de- 
cree, and the issue of the second marriage, born or begotten before the 
commencement of the suit, shall be deemed to be the legitimate issue of 
the parent capable of contracting the marriage. 

Sect. 15. Upon or after a decree of nullity the court shall have 
similar power to make orders concerning the care, custody and main- 
tenance of the minor children of the parties as upon a decree of divorce. 


NOTICE OF INTENTION OF MARRIAGE. 


Sect. 16. Persons intending to be joined in marriage in this Com- 
monwealth shall before their marriage cause notice of their intention 
to be entered in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which they respectively dwell, or, if they do not dwell within the 
Commonwealth, in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which they propose to have the marriage solemnized. If there 
is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their residence, the entry 
shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 17. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage which are required by law to be ascertained 
and recorded, except those respecting the person by whom the mar- 
riage is to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate before whom the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 18. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or to a female under the age of 
eighteen years, when he has reasonable cause to suppose the person to 
be under such age, except upon the application or consent in writing 
of the parent, master or guardian of such person, he shall forfeit a 
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sum not exceeding one hundred dollars; but if there is no parent, 
master or guardian in this Commonwealth competent to act, a certificate 
may be issued without such application or consent. 

Sect. 19. The clerk or registrar may require of any person apply- 
ing for such certificate an affidavit setting forth the age of the parties; 
which affidavit shall be sworn to before a justice of the peace, and shall 
be sufficient proof of age to authorize the issuing of the certificate. 

Sect. 20. Whoever, when applying for such certificate, wilfully 
makes a false statement in relation to the age, residence, parent, 
master or guardian of either of the parties intending marriage, shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21. When a marriage is solemnized in another state be- 
tween parties living in this Commonwealth, and they return to dwell 
here, they shall within seven days after their return file with the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town where either of them lived at the time 
a certificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts con- 
cerning marriages required by law; and for every neglect so to do they 
shall forfeit ten dollars. 


BY WHOM AND HOW MARRIAGE MAY BE SOLEMNIZED. 


Sect. 22. A marriage may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
or by a minister of the gospel, ordained according to the usage of 
his denomination, who resides in the Commonwealth and continues to 
perform the functions of his office; but every marriage shall be sol- 
emnized in the city or town in which the person solemnizing it resides, 
or in which one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

Sect. 23. A marriage among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in their 
societies. . 

Sect. 24. Every justice of the peace, minister and clerk or keeper 
of the records of a meeting wherein marriages among Friends or 
Quakers are solemnized shall make a record of each marriage sol- 
emnized before him, or in such meeting, and of all facts relating to 
the marriage which are required by law to be recorded. He shall 
also, between the first and tenth days of each month, return a copy of 
all such records for the month next preceding to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the marriage was solemnized, and shall, 
when one or both of the parties to the marriage resided in a city or 
town other thar that in which the marriage was solemnized, return a 
copy of the record of such marriage to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which either party resided, and to the clerks or regis- 
trars of both cities or towns when the parties resided in different 
places. All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or 
registrar, and every person neglecting to make the returns required by 
this section shall forfeit for each neglect not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 25. A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons in 
marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that the 
marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Secor. 26. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage, know- 
ing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the jail 
for a term not exceeding six months, or pay a fine of not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Srot. 27. No marriage solemnized before a person professing to be 
a justice of the peace or a minister of the gospel, or solemnized in the 
society of Friends according to the usages of said society, shall be 
deemed or adjudged to be void, nor shall the validity thereof be in any 
way affected by want of jurisdiction or authority in such person or 
society, or by an omission or by informality in the manner of enter- 
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ing the intention of marriage, if the marriage is in other respects 
lawful, and is consummated with a full belief on the part of the per- 
sons so married, or of either of them, that they Lave been lawfully 
joined in marriage. 

SecT. 28. Marriages solemnized in a foreign country by a consul 
or diplomatic agent of the United States shall be valid in this Com- 
monwealth. 

EVIDENCE OF MARRIAGE. 


Sect. 29. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prescribed 
by law by the person before whom the marriage has been solemnized, 
or by the clerk or registrar of a city or town, or a copy of such record 
duly certified, shall be received in all courts and places as presump- 
tive evidence of such marriage. 

SecT. 30. When a marriage has been solemnized by a consul or 
diplomatic agent of the United States, a copy of the record or a cer- 
tificate from such consul or agent shall be presumptive evidence of 
such marriage. 

Sect. 31. When the fact of marriage is required or offered to be 
proved before a court, evidence of the admission of such fact by the 
party against whom the process is instituted, or evidence of general 
repute or of cohabitation as married persons, or any other circumstan- 
tial or presumptive evidence from which the fact may be inferred, shall 
be competent. 


CHAPTER 199 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


TOWN CLERKS. 


Sect. 16. The fees of town clerks shall be as follows: 

For entering notice of an intention of marriage and issuing the 
certificate thereof, and for entering the certificate of marriage filed 
by persons married out of the state, fifty cents, to be paid by the 
parties. 

For a certificate of a birth or death, ten cents. 


MINISTERS, ETC., FOR MARRIAGES. 


Sect. 17. For lawfully solemnizing and certifying a marriage, a 
minister or justice of the peace shall be entitled to receive one dollar 
and twenty-five cents. 


CHAPTER 207 OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


_FRAUDULENT NOTICES. 


Sect. 68. Whoever wilfully sends to the publisher of a newspaper, 
for the purpose of publication, a false notice of a birth, marriage or 
death, shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


CHAPTER 124 OF ACTS OF 1883. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REMOVAL AND TRANSPORTATION OF CER- 
TAIN BODIES FOR BURIAL. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : 

SECTION 1. Section five of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, 
relating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended by 
inserting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word ‘‘ bury,” the 
words ‘‘ or remove.”

Sect. 2. Norailroad corporation, or other common carrier or per- 
son, shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any city 
or town in this Commonwealth, the remains of any person who has 
died of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until 
such body has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger 
of communicating the disease to others by its transportation; and no 
local registrar or clerk shail give a permit for the removal of such 
body until he has received from the board of health of the city, or the 
selectmen of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, stating 
the cause of death, and that said body has been prepared in the manner 
set forth in this section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent 
or person who receives the body. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 158 OF ACTS OF 1883. 


AN AOT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS BY PHYSICIANS AND 
MIDWIVES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Section seven of chapter thirty-two of the Public Stat- 
utes is amended so as to read as follows: ‘‘Sect. 7. Physicians and 
midwives shall on or before the fifth day of each month report to the 
clerk of each city or town, except Boston, a correct list of all children 
born therein during the month next preceding, at whose birth they 
were present, stating the date and place of each birth, the name of the 
child (if it has any), the sex and color of the child, the name, place 
of birth and residence of the parents, and the occupation of the father. 
The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for 
each birth so reported, and shall be paid by the city or town in which 
the report is made.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 36 OF ACTS OF 1886. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ELEVEN OF CHAPTER ONE HUNDRED AND 
FORTY-FIVE OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES RELATING TO MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section eleven of chapter one hundred and forty-five of 
the Public Statutes is hereby amended, by inserting in the fourteenth 
line of said section after the word ‘ filed,” the following words: 
— or has resided in this Commonwealth for five years next preceding 
the filing of said libel, unless it appears that said libellant has removed 
into this Commonwealth for the purpose of obtaining said decree. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURN AND RECORD OF BIRTHS 
MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section five of chapter thirty-seven of the Public Stat- 
utes is hereby amended by inserting the word:—deaths, —after the 
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word ‘ births ” in the fourth line thereof, so that the same shall read : ~ 
also any records of births, deaths and marriages kept by such city or 
town or by a parish within the same. 

Sect. 2. Section four of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes 
is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the words: — all such 
returns shall be preserved by said clerk or registrar, and filed, arranged 
and indexed conveniently for examination and reference. 

Sect. 3. Section twenty-four of chapter one hundred and forty-five 
is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the words: —all such 
returns shall be preserved by said clerk or register, and filed, arranged 
and indexed conveniently for examination and reference. 

Sect. 4. The provisions of sections two and three of this act shall 
apply to all returns of marriages and deaths now in the offices of town 
and city clerks and city registrars. 

Secr. 5. Section one of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes is 
hereby amended by inserting after the word ‘‘ burial” in the twentieth 
line of said section the words: —if the deceased was a married woman 
the name of her husband. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 63 OF ACTS OF 1888. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION THREE OF CHAPTER THIRTY-TWO OF THE 
PUBLIC STATUTES RELATING TO THE FURNISHING, BY PHYSICIANS, 
OF CERTIFICATES OF DEATH. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 

SEcTION 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes 
is hereby amended by striking out after the words ‘‘ when requested ” 
in the second line thereof, the words ‘‘ within fifteen days after the de- 
cease of such person.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 306 OF ACTS OF 1888. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE CERTIFICATES AND REGISTRY OF DEATHS, 
AND THE BURIAL AND REMOVAL OF BODIES OF DECEASED PERSONS. 


Be it enacted etc., as follows : 

SecTIon 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public Stat- 
utes, requiring attending physicians to furnish for registration certain 
facts relating to deceased persons, is amended so as to read as follows: 
— Section 3. A physician who has attended a person during his last 
illness shall, when requested, forthwith furnish for registration, a cer- 
tificate stating, to the best of his knowledge and belief, the name of 
the deceased, his age, the disease of which he died, the duration of his 
last sickness, and the date of his decease. If the physician neglect or 
refuse to make a certificate as aforesaid, he shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Srot. 2. Section five of said chapter, prohibiting the burial or re- 
moval of a human body until a proper certificate is furnished, is 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 5. No undertaker, sexton 
or any other person shall bury in acity or town or remove therefrom the 
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body of a deceased person until he has received a permit so to do from 
the board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if there is no board 
of health in such city or town, from the city or town clerk. No such 
permit shall be issued until there has been delivered to such board, or 
agent or clerk, as the case may be, a satisfactory written statement 
containing the facts required by this chapter to be returned and re- 
corded, together with the certificate of the attending physician, if any, 
as required by section three of this chapter, or in lieu thereof a certifi- 
cate as hereinafter provided. If there is no attending physician, or 
if the certificate of the attending physician cannot be obtained, for 
good and sufficient reasons, early enough for the purpose, the chair- 
man of the board of health or any physician employed by a city or 
town for the purpose shall, upon request of said board, agent or 
clerk, make such certificate as is required of the attending physician ; 
and in case of death by violence the medical examiner shall, if re- 
quested, make the same. When such satisfactory statement and cer- 
tificate are delivered to the board of health or to its agent, the board 
or agent shall forthwith countersign and transmit the same to the 
clerk or registrar for registration. The person to whom the permit 
is so given shall thereafter furnish for registration any other informa- 
tion as to the deceased or to the manner and cause of the death, as the 
clerk or registrar may require. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars.

CHAPTER 208 OF ACTS OF 1889. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The clerk or registrar of each city and town shall on the 
first day of each month make a certified copy of the record of all deaths 
and births recorded in the books of said city or town during the previous 
month, whenever the deceased person or the parents of the child born, 
were resident in any other city or town in this Commonwealth at the 
time of said death or birth; and shall transmit said certified copies to 
the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which such deceased person 
or parents were resident at the time of said death or birth, stating in 
addition the name of the street and number of the house, if any, where 
such deceased person or parents so resided, whenever the same can be 
ascertained ; and the clerk or registrar so receiving such certified copies 
shall record the same in the books kept for recording deaths or births. 
Such certified eopies shall be made upon blanks to be furnished for that 
purpose by the secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS BY PHYSICIANS AND 
MIDWIVES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section seven of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, as amended 
by chapter one hundred and fifty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-three, is hereby further amended by striking out in 
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the second and third lines of said section the words ‘‘ except Boston,” 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 7. Physicians and midwives shall, 
on or before the fifth day of each month, report to the clerk of each city 
or town a correct list of all children born therein during the month next 
preceding, at whose birth they were present, stating the date and place 
of each birth, the name of the child (if it has any), the sex and color 
of the child, the name, place of birth, and residence of the parents, and 
the occupation of the father. The fee of the physician or midwife shall 
be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, and shall be paid by the 
city or town in which the report is made.

CHAPTER 402 OF ACTS OF 1890. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURN AND RECORD OF DEATHS. 


Be ut enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The last clause of section one of chapter thirty-two of 
the Public Statutes, as amended by section five of chapter two hundred 
and two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, is 
hereby further amended so that said clause shall read as follows: 
In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the deceased, 
the sex, the color, the condition (whether singlé, widowed or married,) 
the age, the residence, the occupation, the place of death, the place of 
birth, the names and places of birth of parents, the disease or cause of 
death, the place of burial, if the deceased was a married woman her 
maiden name, and the name of her husband, and the maiden name of 
the mother of any deceased person, and the date of the record. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE RECORD AND RETURN OF MARRIAGES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section twenty-four of chapter one hundred and forty-five of the Pub- 
lic Statutes is hereby amended by inserting in the third line of said sec- 
tion, after the word ‘‘ make,” the words : — and keep, — by striking out, 
in the fifth line, the words ‘‘ by law,” by inserting after the word 
‘‘recorded,” in said fifth line, the words: — by section one of chapter 
thirty-two of the Public Statutes, — by striking out the word ‘‘ each,” in 
the sixth line of said section, and inserting in place thereof the word :— 
the, — by striking out all after the word ‘‘ month,” in said sixth line, to 
and including the word ‘‘solemnized,” in the tenth line, and inserting 
in place thereof the following words:— following each marriage 
solemnized by him, return each certificate issued under the provisions 
of sections sixteen and seventeen of this chapter, to the clerk or registrar 
who issued the same; and if the marriage was solemnized in a city or 
town other than the place or places in which the parties to the marriage 
resided,— by striking out, in the eleventh line, the words ‘of the 
record of such marriage,” and inserting in place thereof the following 
words: —of the certificate, or of either certificate in case two were 
issued,— by striking out all after the word ‘ town,” in the twelfth line, to 
and including ‘ places,” in the fourteenth line, and inserting in place 
thereof the following words: — in which the marriage was solemnized. 
Kach certificate and copy so returned shall contain a statement giving 
the place and date of marriage, and shall be attested by the signature 
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of the person who solemnized the same, with his official station and resi- 
dence added thereto, — by striking out the word ‘‘ marriages,” in said 
fourteenth line, and inserting in place thereof the words: — certificates 
or copies, — by inserting after the word ‘‘ registrar,” in the fifteenth 
line, the words: —receiving the same,—and by inserting after the 
word ‘‘ the,” in said filteenth line, the words: — record and, —so as to 
read as follows: 

Section 24. Every justice of the peace, minister 
and clerk or keeper of the records of a meeting wherein marriages 
among Friends or Quakers are solemnized shall make and keep a 
record of each marriage solemnized before him, or in such meeting, and 
of all facts relating to the marriage which are required to be recorded 
by section one of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes. He shall 
also, between the first and tenth days of the month following each mar- 
riage solemnized by him, return each certificate issued under the pro- 
visions of sections sixteen and seventeen of this chapter, to the clerk or 
registrar who issued the same; and if the marriage was solemnized in 
a city or town other than the place or places in which the parties to the 
marriage resided, return a copy of the certificate, or of either certificate 
in case two were issued, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the marriage was solemnized. Each certificate and copy so re- 
turned shall contain a statement giving the place and date of marriage, 
and shall be attested by the Signature of the person who solemnized the 
same, with his official station and residence added thereto. All certifi- 
cates or copies so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar 
receiving the same, and every person neglecting.to make the record and 
returns required by this section shall forfeit for each neglect not less 
than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars.

CHAPTER 305 OF ACTS OF 1892. 


AN ACT CONCERNING RECORDS OF BIRTHS, DEATHS AND MARRIAGES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Whenever the records of any city or town do not contain 
the facts relating to a birth, death or marriage which occurred therein, 
or whenever such facts are not fully or correctly stated on such records, 
the clerk or registrar of such city or town may receive a deposition, un- 
der oath, containing such facts as are desired for record, and shall then 
file said deposition and record said facts in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, stating in addition thereto the name and residence of the de- 
ponent and the date of such record. The clerk or registrar shall keep 
such book separate and apart from the official records of his office, and 
may certify to the facts contained therein; provided, however, that such 
certificate shall state in addition to all the facts so recorded that the cer- 
tificate is issued in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 2. A clerk or registrar shall not alter or amend the record of 
any former clerk or registrar, nor any record made while he is in office, 
except to correct a clerical error made by himself or some person under 
his direction. Whenever itis deemed expedient to make a new copy 
of any earlier records, each page shall be verified and signed by the 
clerk or registrar, and such record while preserved in proper custody 
shall have the same force and effect as the original record. 

Sect. 8. Any person who shall make a false return in regard to any 
birth or death shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.

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CHAPTER 314 OF ACTS OF 1892. 
AN ACT CONCERNING THE CITY REGISTRAR OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall appoint, subject to 
confirmation by the board of aldermen of said city, a city registrar, who 
shall have charge of the registry department of said city and shall have 
all the powers and perform all the duties appertaining to registrars of 
cities provided for in section sixteen of chapter thirty-two of the Public 
Statutes; and said city may from time to time assign to said city regis- 
trar any other duties. Chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five and chapter four hundred and 
eighteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety, and all other 
acts relating to departments of the city of Boston and officers in charge 
thereof, shali apply to said registry department and to said city registrar. 

Sect. 2. The said city registrar shall, from his subordinates, appoint 
two assistant city registrars, who may, in the absence of the city regis- 
trar, perform his duties; and the certificates or attestations of either 
assistant city registrar shall have the same force and effect as that of the 
city registrar ; said city registrar may pay, out of any funds received by 
him, the fees due to persons making returns under the requirements of 
law, and shall on or before the twentieth of each month transmit the 
accounts and vouchers for all funds so received and fees so paid to the 
‘city auditor. 

Sect. 3. The duties imposed upon the clerks of cities or towns under 
sections fourteen and fifteen of chapter thirty-seven of the Public Stat- 
utes shall in Boston be performed by the city registrar. 

Sect. 4. Said city may from time to time, by ordinance, direct the 
head of any department, including the city clerk, to place in charge of 
the city registrar any of the books or papers of such department bearing 
date prior to the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, and may in like 
manner direct their return. 

Sect. 5. In the city of Boston the penalties or forfeitures established 
by section seventeen of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, or by 
acts supplementary thereto, shall be recovered on complaint, in the same 
manner as penalties for breaches of the ordinances of said city, and all 
fines paid on such complaints shall enure to said city for such uses as it 
may direct.

CHAPTER 263 OF ACTS OF 1893. 


AN ACT RELATING TO CERTIFICATES AND REGISTRATION OF DEATHS 
AND TO THE BURIAL AND REMOVAL OF HUMAN BODIES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, 
as amended by section one of chapter three hundred and six of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, is hereby amended by 
inserting after the word ‘‘ decease,” in the seventh line the words: 
and a physician who has attended at a birth of a child dying im- 
mediately thereafter, or at the birth of a stillborn child, shall, when 
requested, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate stating, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, the fact that such a child died after 
birth or was born dead, — also by inserting after the word ‘ aforesaid,” 
in the eighth line, the words: or makes a false statement therein, — 
so as to read as follows: Section 3. A physician who has attended a 
person during his last illness shall, when requested forthwith, furnish 
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for registration, a certificate stating, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, the name of the deceased, his age, the disease of which he died, 
the duration of his last sickness, and the date of his decease; and a 
physician who has attended at a birth of a child dying immediately 
thereafter, or at the birth of a stillborn child, shall, when requested, 
forthwith furnish for registration a certificate stating, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, the fact that such a child died after birth or was 
born dead. Ifa physician neglects or refuses to make a certificate as 
aforesaid, or makes a false statement therein, he shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 2. Section five of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, 
as amended by section two of chapter three hundred and six of the acts 
of the year cighteen hundred and eighty-eight, is hereby amended by 
striking out in the second and third lines thereof, the words ‘‘ the body 
of a deceased person,” and inserting in place thereof the words: a 
human body,—so as to read as follows: Section 5. No undertaker, 
sexton, or other person shall bury in a city or town or remove there- 
from a human body until he has received a permit so to do from the 
board of health or its duly appointed agent, or, if there is no board of 
health in such city or town, from the city or town clerk. No such 
permit shall be issued unfil there has been delivered to such board, 
or agent or clerk, as the case may be, a satisfactory written state- 
ment containing the facts required by this chapter to be returned 
and recorded, together with the certificate of the attending physician, 
if any, as required by section three of this chapter, or in lieu thereof 
a certificate as hereinafter provided. If there is no attending physician, 
or if the certificate of the attending physician cannot be obtained, 
for good and sufficient reasons, early enough for the purpose, the 
chairman of the board of health or any physician employed by a city 
or town for the purpose shall, upon request of said board, agent, or 
clerk, make such certificate as is required of the attending physician ; 
and in case of death by violence the medical examiner shall, if re- 
quested, make the same. When such satisfactory statement and certifi- 
cateare delivered to the board of health or to its agent, the board or agent 
shall forthwith countersign and transmit the same to the clerk or registrar 
for registration. ‘The person to whom the permit-is so given shall there- 
after furnish for registration any other information as to the deceased 
or to the manner and cause of the death, as the clerk or registrar may 
require. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 461 OF ACTS OF 1893. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO SOLEMNIZING MARRIAGES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTion 1. Any rabbi of the Israelitish faith may solemnize a mar- 
riage under the same rules, restrictions, obligations and penalties as 
are imposed by law upon ministers of the gospel in this Commonwealth. 
Such rabbi must be one duly licensed to act by a congregation of said 
faith established in this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of section twenty-seven of chapter one 
hundred and forty-five of the Public Statutes shall apply to such a 
marriage. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved June 9, 1893. 
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CHAPTER 206 OF ACTS OF 1894. 


AN ACT RELATING TO RETURNS OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section ten of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes is hereby 
amended by inserting in the first line after the word ‘‘ town ” the words 
‘* except Boston,” and by adding at the end of said section the words, 
‘¢ the city registrar of Boston shall transmit the copies of his record on 
or before the first day of May annually,” so as to read as follows: 

‘¢ Section 10. ‘The clerk of each city and town, except Boston, shall 
annually, on or before the first day of March, transmit to the secretary 
of the Commonwealth certified copies of the records of the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths which have occurred therein during the year ending 
on the last day of the preceding December. The city registrar of Bos- 
ton shall transmit the copies of his records on or before the first day of 
May annually.”

CHAPTER 401 OF ACTS OF 1894. 


AN ACT CONCERNING THE MARRIAGE OF. MINORS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

SECTION 1. No town or city clerk or registrar shall receive a notice 
of the intention of marriage of any male under the age of eighteen years, 
nor of any female under the age of sixteen years, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Srecr. 2. The judge of probate in any county, after due hearing, 
may make an order allowing the marriage of a minor under the age 
specified in the preceding section: provided, that said minor resides in 
a city or town within the county wherein said judge holds court; and 
provided, also, that the father of such minor, or in case of his death the 
mother, hus consented to such order, and that in case neither parent is 
alive and resident in this Commonwealth a legal guardian has been 
appointed, whose consent has been given to such order. On the receipt 
of a certified copy of such order by the clerk or registrar of the town 
_ or city where such minor resides, he shall receive the notice required by 
law and issue a certificate as in other cases. 

Srecr. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 402 OF ACTS OF 1894. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO RECORDS OF BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Section two of chapter three hundred and five of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-two is hereby amended by 
striking out all of said section to and including the word ‘‘ direction,” 
in the fifth line, so as to read as follows: 

“* Section 2. Wheneveritis deemed expedient to make a new copy of 
any earlier records, each page shall be verified and signed by the clerk 
or registrar, and such record while preserved in proper custody shall 
have the same force and effect as the original record.” 
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Srct. 2. No town or city clerk or registrar shall alter or add to 
any record of a birth, death, or marriage already entered in any book or 
formal list in his charge, except upon such evidence as was required by 
law for the original entry, or upon a certified copy of the record of any 
other city or town, or of the record made at the time by any person 
since deceased, who was required by law to furnish the evidence of 
birth, death, or marriage, and such correction shall be at his discretion. 
In no case shall the first entry be erased, but all corrections shall be 
added. 

Secr. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 409 OF ACTS OF 1894. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES AND THE ISSUING OF CERTIFICATES 
THEREFOR. 


~ 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. City clerks and registrars may require notices of inten- 
tion of marriage to be given to them in writing, on blanks to be fur- 
nished by them, by one of the parties to such intended marriage, or by 
his or her parent or legal guardian, and may require the party giving 
such notice to make oath before them to the truth of all the statements 
therein whereof he or she could have knowledge. No fee shall be 
charged for administering such oath. 

Secor. 2. Any city clerk or registrar may refuse to issue a certifi- 
cate to any parties, in case he has reasonable grounds to believe that any 
of the statements contained in the notice of intention of marriage are in- 
correct; but he may, in his discretion, accept depositions under oath, 
made before him, and such depositions shall be taken and deemed to be 
sufficient proof of the facts therein stated to authorize the issuing of a 
certificate. A city clerk or registrar may dispense with the statement of 
any of the facts required by law to be given in notices of intention of 
marriage, whenever such facts do not relate to or affect the identity or 
age of the parties, if heis satisfied that the same cannot be obtained with 
reasonable effort. 

Sect. 3. No city clerk or registrar shall be required to receive 
notices of intention of marriage at any place except his office, nor shall 
he-be required. to receive such notices on the Lord’s day or public holi- 
days. 

Peter: 4. Whenever, in the marriage of a minor, it is necessary to 
give notice in two towns or cities, the town or city clerk or registrar who 
first takes the consent of the parent or guardian shall take it in dupli- 
cate, retaining one copy and delivering the other duly attested by him to 
the party obtaining the certificate, to be given to the clerk or registrar 
issuing the second certificate; and no fee shall be charged for such 
consent or copy. 

Sect. 5. Any clergyman or rabbi duly authorized to solemnize a 
marriage in this Commonwealth may perform the ceremony anywhere 
within the same. 

Sect. 6. No person shall give the notice of intention of marriage 
required by law without the consent of both the parties to such intended 
marriage, and any person giving such notice without such consent shall 
be liable in an action of tort to the person whose name was so used with- 
out such consent for all damages thereby sustained by such person. 

Sect. 7. The superior court, upon petition of either of the parties 
alleged to intend marriage in a notice of intention of marriage, given 
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without the consent of both parties therein alleged to intend marriage, 
and not followed by a marriage between said parties, may, upon such 
notice as said court may order and after a hearing upon such petition, 
adjudge that such notice of intention of marriage be cancelled and ex- 
punged from the records of the city or town in which the same was 
recorded. 

Secr. 8. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall, 
upon conviction thereof within one year after such violation, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or by imprisonment in 
jail or in the house of correction for not more than one year, or both.

CHAPTER 427 OF THE ACTS OF 1895. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGE AND THE LEGITIMACY OF CHILDREN. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Where a marriage contract has been entered into with due legal cere- 
mony and the parties thereafter live together as husband and wife; and 
where at the time of such marriage ceremony a former husband or wite 
of one of the parties was living, and the former marriage with such person 
was still in force; and where such subsequent marriage contract was 
entered into by at least one of the parties in good faith, in the full belief 
that the former husband or wife was dead, or that such former marriage 
had been annulled by divorce ; or without knowledge on the part of one 
of them of such former marriage; and where the impediment to such 
subsequent marriage existing by reason of the former marriage is 
removed by the death of the other party to the former marriage, or by 
a proper decree of divorce, and the parties to such subsequent marriage 
then continue living together as husband and wife in good faith, on the 
part of at least one of them, they shall be taken and deemed to have 
been legally married from and after the removal of such impediment, 
and the issue of such subsequent marriage shall be deemed to be the 
legitimate issue of both parents.

CHAPTER 499 OF THE ACTS OF 1896. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGE AND THE LEGITIMACY OF CHILDREN. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


"The provisions of chapter four hundred and twenty-seven of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five shall apply to cases in 
which the impediment to marriage therein referred to was removed 
prior to the date when said act took effect, as well as to cases in which 
such impediment was removed s'1bsequent to such date: provided, that 
no marriage otherwise valid shall hereby be rendered invalid.

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CHAPTER 306 OF THE ACTS OF 1896. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. Any person duly authorized to solemnize marriages in 
this Commonwealth who shall join in marriage persons who have not 
complied with the statutes in regard to procuring certificates of notice 
of intention of marriage shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. 

Sect. 2. Whoever, not being duly authorized by the statutes of this 
Commonwealth, undertakes to join persons in marriage in this Com- 
monwealth shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment in jail or in the house of correction not ex- 
ceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

SEotT. 3. Sections twenty-five and twenty-six of chapter one hundred 
and forty-five of the Public Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. No person shall solemnize a marriage in this Common- 
wealth unless he is able to read and write the English language, and 
no rabbi of the Israelitish faith shall solemnize marriage until he has 
filed with the clerk or registrar of the town or city where he resides a 
certificate of the establishment of the synagogue of which he is rabbi, 
and of the date of his appointment thereto, and of the term of his en- 
gagement.

CHAPTER 424 OF ACTS OF 1897. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, asfollows : 


SEcTION 1. No alteration or erasure shall be made by any person on a 
certificate of intention of marriage issued by any town clerk, city clerk or 
registrar, until after the same shall have been returned to the possession 
of such clerk or registrar, and then only in such form and to such extent 
as said clerk or registrar may prescribe. Any such certificate may be re- 
corded after correction in accordance herewith. Any person making an 
illegal alteration or erasure shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any certificate of marriage is returned to any 
town clerk, city clerk or registrar, and has been found to have been incor- 
rectly filled out by the person solemnizing a marriage under the same, such 
clerk or registrar shall proceed to have the same corrected, and to enforce 
the penalties, if any, provided by law in relation thereto. All such im- 
perfect certificates shall be recorded and indexed by such clerk or registrar. 

Sect. 3. A town by vote and a city by ordinance may authorize ‘its 
clerk or registrar to pay on demand, in his office, the sum of twenty-five 
cents to any person legally solemnizing a marriage in this Commonwealth, 
after the receipt by such clerk or registrar of the certificate in lega] form 
of the solemnization of such marriage. Towns and cities in which the 
clerks or registrars thereof are authorized to make such payment shall 
annually appropriate the money necessary therefor, and such clerks or 
registrars shall file quarterly with the treasurers or other proper financial 
officers of said towns and cities proper vouchers for all payments made by 
them under the provisions of this section. 

Srot. 4. If either of the parties to an intended marriage has been 
legally adopted, such party shall, on the notice of intention of such mar- 
riage, give the names of his or her parents by such adoption; but the 
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names of the natural parents of such party may also be added. Whenever 
the consent of a parent of a minor is required by law as a preliminary to 
marriage the consent of a parent by adoption of such minor, if any, shall 
be sufficient. In case the natural parents of a minor have been divorced 
and the consent of one of such parents is required by law, preliminary to 
the marriage of such minor, the consent of the parent having the custody 
of such minor shall be sufficient. 

Sect. 5. The words “ official station,” as used of a person solemniz- 
ing a marriage, in chapter three hundred of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-two, shall be taken and deemed to mean the office by 
virtue of which said person solemnizes such a marriage; and to describe 
such office in returns of marriages the words ‘‘justice of the peace,” 
‘‘minister of the gospel,” ‘‘clergyman,” ‘ priest,” or ‘‘rabbi,” only shall 
be used. [Approved May 22, 1897. 


CHAPTER 489 OF ACTS OF 1897. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO PUBLIC RECORDS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SecTion 1. The words ‘‘public records,’’? when used in this or any 
other act shall, unless manifestly inconsistent with the context, be con- 
strued to mean any written or printed book or paper, or any map or plan 
of the Commonwealth or of any county, city or town, in or on which any 
record or entry has been or is to be made in pursuance of any requirement 
of law, or any written or printed book or paper, or any map or plan which 
any officer or employee of the Commonwealth or of any county, city or 
town is required by law to receive, or in pursuance of any such require- 
ment has received for filing, and any book, paper, record or copy men- 
tioned in either of the five following sections. Every such record of the 
Commonwealth or of a county, city or town, other than maps or plans, con- 
sisting of a book, or sheets to be made into a book, in or on which entries 
are from time to time made or to be made, shall be of paper made of linen 
rags and new cotton clippings, well sized with animal sizing, and well 
finished, preference being given to paper of American manufacture marked 
in water line with the name of the manufacturer. The word ‘‘record,’’ in 
this act without any word of explanation or limitation shall be construed 
to mean any written or printed book or paper, or any map or plan. 

Sect. 2. Every public board and every head consisting of more than 
one person, in charge of a department or office of the Commonwealth or of 
a county, city or town, shall designate some person as secretary, who shall 
enter in books all votes, orders and proceedings of such board, department 
or office, and shall have the custody of such books; and every such board 
or head shall designate some employee or employees to have the custody 
of the other public records pertaining to the work of such board, depart- 
ment or office. 

Sect. 3. Every public board, and every head consisting of one per- 
son, in charge of adepartment or office of the Commonwealth or of a county, 
city or town, having in such department or office any public records, shall 
have the custody of such records, Every city or town clerk shall have the 
custody of all records of town proprietaries, and of proprietors of planta- 
tions or townships or common lands when the towns, townships or common 
lands to which such records relate, or the larger part thereof, are within 
the limits of the city or town of which he is the clerk, and when the pro- 
prietors have ceased to be a body politic; also of all records of any church 
or religious society in such city or town that has ceased to have a legal 
existence. The secretary of the Commonwealth, clerk of the county com- 
missioners, and city or town clerk, shall respectively have the custody of 
all other publicrecords of the Commonwealth or of the county, city or town 
of which he is clerk, when no other disposition of such records is made by 
Jaw or ordinance.

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Sect. 4. Every original paper belonging to the files of the Common- 
wealth or of any county, city or town, bearing a date earlier than the year 
eighteen hundred; every book of registry or other book used for recording, 
belonging to the Commonwealth or to any county, city or town; every deed 
to the Commonwealth or to any county, city or town; and every report of 
an agent, officer or committee of the Commonwealth or of any county, city 
or town, relating to bridges, highways, streets, townways, sewers, or other 
state, county or municipal interests or matters, not required by law to be 
entered in a book and not soentered, shall be safely kept, and every other 
paper belonging to the files of the Commonwealth or of any county, city 
or town, shall be safely kept for seven years after the latest entry originally 
made therein or thereon unless required by law to be destroyed at some 
other time, and nosuch paper of any county, city ortown shall be destroyed 
unless such destruction is approved by the commissioner of public records. 

Sect. 5. Every board of county commissioners, city government, and 
board of selectmen, may have made for their county, city or town, copies 
of the records, within or without the Commonwealth, of counties, cities or 
towns, or town proprietaries, or proprietors of plantations or townships or 
common lands, relating to lands, easements and rights of way situated in 
their county, city or town, and copies of the records of births, marriages, 
deaths and baptisms kept by a church or parish within their city or town. 

Sect. 6. Every person having the custody of any public records of 
a county, city or town, consisting of written or printed books shall, at the 
expense of the county, city or town, have all such books properly and sub- 
stantially bound, and shall have any such book left incomplete made up 
and completed from the files and usual memoranda, so far as it can be 
done, and shall have any such books becoming worn, mutilated or illegible, 
seasonably renovated, repaired or rebound, and fair and legible copies 
thereof seasonably made, and may cause any such books to be placed in 
the custody of the commissioner of public records, who shall have the work 
done at the expense of the county, city or town, in a proper and substan- 
tial manner. 

Srect. 7. Every person having the custody of any public records shall 
on request for any public record in his custody, furnish the same for in- 
spection and examination under his direction, supervision and care, or 
under the direction, supervision and care of some person designated by 
him, and shall on request for a copy of any public record in his custody, 
and the payment of a reasonable fee, furnish such copy: provided, however, 
that the inspection and furnishing of copies of the public records of a city 
or town shall be subject to the reasonable ordinances of the city or by-laws 
of the town. 

Sect. 8. Every person having the custody of any public records who 
under the provisions of any section of this act, shall cause to be made up 
as aforesaid any public record consisting of a book left incomplete, or shall 
cause to be made or compared a copy of any public record, shall attest the 
sane and make oath, in the case of such book that it is made up from the 
usual files and memoranda, and, in the case of such copy that it is a correct 
copy of the original. Every copy so attested and sworn to shall be ad- 
mitted in evidence in the same manner and with the same effect as the 
original. 

Srecr. 9. Every person who is given by law the custody of any public 
records shall have power to demand, and shall demand, any such record 
from the person having the same in his possession, and such person shall 
forthwith deliver such record to such custodian, and every person having 
the custody of any public records shall safely keep the same in the rooms 
in which they are usually used, so arranged that they can be conveniently 
examined and referred to, and shall keep all such records, when not in 
use, in the fireproof rooms, vaults or safes provided therefor, except the 
records in the custody of the teachers of the public schools. 

Srecr. 10. Every officer or board in charge of a state department, 
board of county commissioners, city government, and board of selectmen 
shall, at the expense of the Commonwealth, county, city or town, provide 
and maintain fireproof rooms, safes or vaults for the keeping as aforesaid 
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of the public records of their department, county, city or town, other than 
the records in the custody of teachers of the public schools, and shall here- 
after furnish for such rooms only fittings of non-combustible materials, 

Sect. 11. Every person having the custody of any public records 
shall, when succeeded in such custody by another person, forthwith deliver 
to the successor all public records in his custody which he is not authorized 
by law to retain, and shall make oath that he has so delivered such records, 
before, and to be recorded by, the secretary of the Commonwealth, or the 
clerk of the county commissioners, or the city or town clerk, according as 
the records so delivered are the records of the Commonwealth, county, city 
or town. 

SEcT. 12. Every person who unlawfully keeps in his possession any 
public record, or removes any public record from the room in which it is 
usually kept, or violates any of the provisions of this act, or alters, de- 
faces, mutilates or destroys any public record, shall, for each offence, be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars; and every public officer who negiects or refuses to perform any 
duty required of him by this act shall, for each month of such neglect or 
refusal, be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 13. The provisions of this act shall not be construed as applying 
to the records of the general court. 

Sect. 14. Chapter thirty-seven of the Public Statutes, section one of 
chapter two hundred and two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-seven, chapter three hundred and seven of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, chapters two hundred and twenty-seven 
and three hundred and ninety-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety, chapters two hundred and eighty-one and three hundred and 
forty of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, chapter 
three hundred and fifty-six and section one of chapter four hundred and 
two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and all acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. [ Approved 
May 28, 1897. 


CHAPTER 444 OF ACTS OF 1897. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE REGISTRY AND RETURN OF BIRTHS, MAR- 
RIAGES AND DEATHS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain and 
record the following facts concerning the births, marriages and deaths 
therein, separately numbering and recording the same, designating the 
facts hereinafter specified in separate columus as follows:—In the record of 
births, the date of the record, the date of birth, the place of birth, the 
name of the child, the sex and color of the child, the names and places of 
birth of the parents, including the maiden name of the mother, the occu- 
pation of the father, and the residence of the parents. In the record of 
the birth of an illegitimate child the name and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be recorded unless at the joint request in writing of both 
father and mother. The term “illegitimate,’’ shall not be used in the 
record of a birth unless the fact has been legally determined or upon the 
sworn statement of both the father and mother. In the record of mar- 
riages, the date of the record, the date of the marriage, the place of mar- 
riage, the name, residence, and official station of the person by whom the 
marriage is solemnized, the names and places of birth of the parties mar- 
ried, the residence of each, the age and color of each, the number of the 
marriage (for example, the first or second marriage), and if previously 
married whether widowed or divorced, the occupation of each and the names 
of their parents, with the maiden name of the mother. If the bride is a 
widow or divorced her maiden name shall also be given. In the record of 
deaths, the date of the record, the date of the death, the name of the 
deceased, the sex, the color, the condition (whether single, widowed, 
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married or divorced ), the supposed age, the residence, the occupation, the 
place of death, the place of birth, the names and places of birth of the 
parents, the disease or cause of death, the place of burial, with the name 
of the cemetery if it has any, the maiden name of the mother, and if the 
deceased was a married or divorced woman or a widow, her maiden name 
and the name of her husband. In cities the word ‘ residence,” as used in 
this section, shall be held to include the name of the street and the number 
of the house, if any. 

Sect. 2. The clerk of each city and town shall index in separate indexes 
of births, marriages and deaths the names of all persons recorded as born, 
married or dead. 

Sect. 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the fifth day of 
each month report to the clerk of.each city or town a correct list of all 
children born therein during the month next preceding, at whose birth they 
were present, stating the date and place of each birth, the name of the 
child if it has any, the sex and color of the child, the name, place of birth 
and residence of the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the 
occupation of the father. If the child is illegitimate the name of the 
father shall not be stated, unless at the joint request in writing of both 
father and mother, which request shall be filed with the returns of births. 
The fee of the plysician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for each 
birth so reported, and shall be paid by the city or town in which the report 
is made, upon presentation of a certificate from the city or town clerk, 
stating that said births have been reported in conformity with the require- 
ments of this section. Any physician or midwife neglecting to report such 
list for ten days after it is due shall for each offence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

Sect. 4. Any member or servant of a family in which a child is born, 
having knowledge of the facts required for record concerning the birth of 
such child, shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of the city or 
town wherein such child was born or its parents reside, or of any person 
authorized by him to obtain such facts. Any such member or servant of a 
family who refuses to furnish such facts shall for each offence forfeit not 
exceeding ten dollars. 

Sreot. 5. The clerk of every city and town shall annually in the month 
of January ascertain or cause to be ascertained the facts required for record 
by section one of this act relating to the birth of all children born therein 
within the year preceding the first day of said January. 

Sect. 6. Parents shall, within forty days after the birth of a child, give 
notice thereof or cause such notice to be given, to the clerk of the city or 
town in which such child is born. Every householder shall, within forty 
days after the date of a birth occurring in his house, give notice thereof, 
or cause such notice to be given to the clerk of the city or town in which 
he resides ; and he shall also, within five days after the date of a death 
occurring in his house, give notice thereof or cause such notice to be given, 
to the board of health, other than the selectmen, or if there is .no such 
board, to the clerk of such city or town. The oldest person next of kin 
present at the time of the death of any of his kindred in the city or town 
in which such death occurs shall, within five days thereafter, give notice 
thereof or cause such notice to be given, to such board of health, or if 
there is no such board, to the clerk of such city or town. The keeper, 
superintendent or person in charge of a workhouse, house of correction, 
prison, reformatory, reform school, hospital, almshouse or other institution, 
public or private, receiving inmates from within or without the limits of 
the city or town in which it is located shall, when a person is received into 
the institution of which he is the keeper, superintendent or person in 
charge, obtain a record of all the facts which would be required for record 
in the event of the death of such person so received, and shall, on or 
before the fifth day of each month, give notice to the clerk of said city or 
town of every birth and death happening among the persons under his 
charge during the month next preceding. The facts required for record by 
section one of this act shall, so far as known or obtainable, be included 
in every notice given under this section. 
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Sect. 7. The master or other commanding officer of a vessel shall give 
notice, with the facts required for record, of every birth or death happening 
among the persons under his charge. In case of a birth the notice shall 
be given to the clerk, and in case of a death to the board of health, other 
than the selectmen, or if there is no such board, to the clerk of the city or 
town within the Commonwealth at which his vessel first arrives after said 
birth or death. 

Sect. 8. Any parent, keeper, superintendent or other person required by 
section six of this act to give, or cause to be given, notice of a birth or 
death, who neglects to give the required notice or cause the same to be 
given, for ten days after it is due, shall for each offence forfeit not exceed- 
ing five dollars, and the master or commanding officer of a vessel who 
neglects to give such notice for ten days after the arrival of his vessel at the 
port where notice is to be given shall forfeit not exceeding five dollars. 

Sect. 9. The clerk of any city or town may enter upon the record 
already made by him concerning a person born in such city or town any 
information obtained in writing by the canvass mentioned in section five, 
or by his own efforts, which is needed to supply deficiencies in said records, 
but shall make no changes in facts already recorded, except as provided in 
section fourteen of this act or to correct errors in copying from certificates 
or returns on file in his office. When an error in copying is corrected a 
statement of the fact that the correction is made to correct an error in 
copying shall be entered upon the record over the signature of the clerk. 

Sect. 10. A physician who has attended a person during his last illness 
shall forthwith, after the death of said person, furnished for registration 
at the request of a duly licensed undertaker or other authorized person, or 
any member of the family of such deceased person, a certificate, stating to 
the best of his knowledge and belief the name of the deceased, his sup- 
posed age, the disease cf which he died, the duration of his last sickness, 
and the date of his decease ; and a physician who has attended at the birth 
of a child dying immediately thereafter, or a physician or midwife who has 
attended at the birth of a child born dead, shall forthwith furnish for 
registration a certificate stating that to the best of his or her knowledge 
and belief such child either died immediately after birth or was born dead. 
Both the birth and death of such child shall be recorded, and if the child 
was born dead the word ‘‘stillborn,’’ shall be entered in both the record 
of birth and death. A physician or midwife who neglects or refuses to 
make the certificate required by this section or who makes a false statement 
therein shall forfeit not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 11. <A physician who has attended a person in his last ones 
in furnishing a certificate for the purpose of registration as required by 
section ten shall, in case the deceased was a soldier or a sailor who served 
in the war of the rebellion, give both the primary and the secondary or 
immediate cause of death as nearly as he can state the same. A physician 
who refuses or neglects to make such certificate shall forfeit ten dollars. 

Srecr. 12. Every undertaker or other: person having charge of the 
funeral rites preliminary to the interment of a human body shall forthwith 
obtain the physician’s certificate made in accordance with section ten of 
this act, and shall enter thereon the facts required by section one of this 
act to be recorded concerning the deceased, and shall return the same to 
the board of health, other than the selectmen, or its duly appointed agent; 
or if there is no such board, to the clerk of the city or town in which the 
death occurred. The person making such return shall receive from the 
city or town a fee of twenty-five cents therefor. 

Srect. 18. The clerk of each city and town shall forthwith make cer- 
tified copies of the records of all births and deaths recorded in the books 
of said city or town during the previous month, whenever the deceased 
person or the parents of the child born were resident in any other city or 
town in this Commonwealth or any other state at the time of said birth 
or death; and shall transmit said certified copies to the clerk of the city or 
town in which such deceased person or parents were resident at the time 
of said birth or death, stating in addition the name of the street and num- 
ber of the house, if any, where such deceased person or parents so resided, 
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whenever the same can be ascertained; and the clerk of every city or town 
in this Commonwealth so receiving such certified copies, or certified copies 
of births, deaths or marriages, from the clerk of a city or town without the 
Commonwealth, shall record the same in the books kept for recording births, 
deaths or marriages. 

Sect. 14. Whenever the record relating to a birth, marriage or death 
in the records of any city or town does not contain all the facts required 
for record, or when it is alleged that the facts are not correctly stated in 
such record, the clerk of such city or town shall receive a deposition under 
oath, made by one who was required by law to furnish the information for 
the original record, or, at his discretion, by three or more credible persons 
having knowledge of the case, containing such facts as are desired for 
record. Having received such deposition he shall then file the same, and 
record said facts in a separate book to be kept for recording such deposi- 
tions, adding thereto the name and residence of the deponent and the date 
of such record, and shall thereupon draw a line through the incorrect state- 
ments without erasing them, and enter upon the original record the facts 
needed to amend the record, and forthwith, if a copy of the record has 
been sent to the secretary of the Commonwealth, forward a certified copy 
of the corrected record to the secretary upon blanks provided by him 
for the purpose, who shall thereupon amend the record in his office, and 
state in the margin thereof his authority for so doing. Reference to the 
record of the deposition recorded shall be made by the clerk against the 
original record. The clerk when furnishing a copy of such record shall 
certify to the facts contained in the record as amended, and shall state in 
addition that the certificate is issued in accordance with the provisions 
of this act, and a copy of this section shall be printed on every such cer- 
tificate. Such deposition, or a certified copy of the record of any other 
city or town, or of the record made at the time by any person since 
deceased who was required by law to furnish the evidence of a birth, 
marriage or death may, at the discretion of the clerk, be made the basis 
for the record of a birth, marriage or death not previously recorded, and 
such copy of record may also be made the basis for completing the record 
of a birth, marriage or death which does not contain all the required facts. 

Sect. 15. Any person who wilfully makes a false return in regard 
to any birth or death shall forfeit not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 16. All the returns of births, marriages and deaths made as 
provided by law shall be preserved by the city or town clerk and filed and 
arranged conveniently for examination and reference. 

Sect. 17. The clerk of each city and town shall annually give public 
notice that he is prepared to furnish to parents, householders, physicians 
and midwives applying therefor, blanks for returns of births as required 
by law. 

Sect. 18. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall, at the expense 
of the Commonwealth, prepare and furnish to the clerks and boards of 
health of the several cities and towns, and to the superintendent of the 
state almshouse, blank books of suitable quality and size, to be used as 
books of record under this act, blank books for indexes thereto, and blank 
forms for returns on paper of uniform size: provided, however, that any 
city or town may provide books and forms which shall conform to those 
prepared by the secretary of the Commonwealth. He shall accompany the 
same with such instructions and explanations as may be necessary and use- 
ful. City and town clerks shall make such distribution of blank forms of 
returns furnished by the secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 19. The clerk of each city and town shall annually, on or be- 
fore the first day of March, transmit to the secretary of the Commonwealth 
fair and legible certified copies of the records of births, marriages and deaths 
which have been recorded therein during the year ending on the last day 
of the preceding December, together with certified copies, upon blanks 
provided by the secretary, of all such records and corrections in records 
of births, marriages and deaths, as may not have been previously returned: 
provided, that in cities, except Boston, containing over thirty thousand in- 
habitants, said copies shall be transmitted on or before the first day of April. 
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The copies from the city of Boston shall be transmitted on or before the 
first day of May. 

SEcT. 20. It shall be the duty of the secretary of the Commonwealth 
to see that all copies sent to his office under the provisions of section nine- 
teen of this act are written in a fair and legible hand, and any city or town 
clerk who neglects or refuses to make or cause to be made fair and legible 
copies as required shall forfeit not less than twenty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, to be recovered in an action in the name of the secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth. 

Sxot. 21. The record of the city or town clerk relative to a birth, 
marriage or death shall be prima facie evidence in legal proceedings of the 
facts recorded. A certificate signed by the city or town clerk or assistant 
clerk for the time being shall be admissible as evidence of such record. 

Sect. 22. The superintendent of the statealmshouse shall obtain, record 
and make return of the facts in relation to the births and deaths which 
occur in his institution, in like manner as is required by town clerks. The 
clerk of a town in which such almshouse is located shall, in relation to the 
births and deaths of persons in said almshouse, be exempt from the duties 
otherwise required of him by this act. 

Sect. 23. The secretary shall cause the copies received by him for each 
year to be bound together in one or more volumes, with indexes thereto. 
He shall prepare from the copies such tabular results as will render them 
of practical utility, make report thereof annually to the general court, and 
do all other acts necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 24. Any city or town containing more than ten thousand inhabi- 
tants, except the city of Boston, may choose or provide for the appointment 
of a person other than the clerk to be registrar, who shall-be sworn, and to 
whom all the provisions of this act concerning clerks shall apply. The 
returns and notices required to be made and given to clerks shall be made 
and given to such registrar and to the city registrar of the city of Boston 
under like penalties ; and all the provisions of this act concerning clerks 
shall apply to said last named registrar. 

Sect. 25. Whenever any physician, midwife, parent, householder, keeper, 
superintendent or person in charge of any institution mentioned in section 
six of this act, or master or other commanding officer of a vessel, neglects 
to make any of the reports required by the provisions of this act to the 
clerk or board of health of any city or town, or whenever any person 
refuses to furnish the facts as required by section four of this act, said clerk 
shall notify such person of the requirement, and if such person neglects 
for the period of one month to make said report said clerk shall notify the 
agent or attorney duly appointed by the city or town to sue in its 
corporate capacity, or if there is no such agent or attorney the district at- 
torney of his district, of such neglect, who shall thereupon institute pro- 
ceedings against such person for the recovery of the penalty or forfeiture 
imposed by this act. 

Sect. 26. The city or town clerk shall notify the person authorized to 
institute proceedings under the preceding section of the violation of any 
of the provisions of this act within his city or town which comes to his 
notice, except violations for which he might be liable, and the person 
so notified shall thereupon institute a prosecution against the person guilty 
of such violation. 

Secor. 27. In any statement of births and deaths printed by authority 
of a city or town no name of an illegitimate child or its parents or of the 
parents of a stillborn child shall be printed, but the word ‘‘illegitimate’’ 
or ‘‘stillborn,’’ as the fact may be, shall be used in place thereof. Any 
city or town which prints the name of a child or either of its parents in 
violation of this section shall forfeit to the mother of such child not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 28. All forfeitures recovered under this act shall accrue to the 
benefit of the city or town in which the return required should have been 
made, except as provided in sections twenty and twenty-seven. 

Sect. 29. The clerk of each city or town, for receiving or obtaining, 
recording and returning the facts relating to marriages, births and deaths 
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occurring therein, and for indexing the names, shall be entitled to receive 
from the city or town, upon presenting a certificate of the receipt of said 
copy by the secretary of the Commonwealth, for each marriage, twenty 
cents ; for each birth, fifty cents; for each death returned to him by an 
undertaker or the board of health, twenty cents; for each death not so 
returned but by him obtained and recorded, fifty cents. He shall also 
receive from the city or town the following fees:—For each certificate 
transmitted under the provisions of section thirteen of this act, twenty-five 
cents; for receiving and recording a deposition and forwarding a copy 
thereof under the provisions of section fourteen of this act, fifty cents; 
for sending the notification required by section twenty-five of this act, 
twenty-five cents; for each oath administered in his capacity as clerk, 
twenty-five cents. Buta city or town containing more than ten thousand 
inhabitants may limit the aggregate compensation allowed to its clerk. A 
city or town clerk shall forfeit not less than twenty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars for each refusal or neglect to perform any duty required 
of him by this act. 

Sect. 80. Any of the oaths required by any of the provisions of this 
act may be administered by the clerk or assistant clerk of any city or town 
in his official capacity. 

Secr. 31. Sections one to four, both inclusive, and sections seven to 
eighteen, both inclusive, of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes ; 
chapter one hundred and fifty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-three ; sections two, three, four and five of chapter two 
hundred and two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven ; 
chapter sixty-three and section one of chapter three hundred and six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight ; chapters two hundred 
and eight, two hundred and twenty-four and two hundred and eighty-eight 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-nine; chapter four 
hundred and two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety ; 
chapter three hundred and five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two ; section one of chapter two hundred and sixty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three; chapter two hundred 
and six and section two of chapter four hundred and two of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and all acts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Secr. 32. This act shall take effect on the first day of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. [Approved June 2, 1897. 


CHAPTER 84 OF ACTS OF 1857. 


AN ACT AUTHORIZING TRANSCRIPTS OF TOWN OR CITY RECORDS. 


Be it enacted, etc. 


Secrion 1. Any town or city in this Commonwealth may cause to 
be carefully transcribed such of its records as relate to grants of lands, 
or the grants or divisions and allotments of lands made by the original 
proprietors of such township, or to any easements or private rights, or 
its records relating to ways, or any records of births and marriages, 
kept by such town or city, or by any parish within the same; and such 
transcripts, having been first compared and certified, under oath, by 
the clerk of such town or city for the time being, and deposited in the 
oftice of said clerk, shall have the force, effect, and credit of original 
records. 

Sect. 2. Any town or city, whose territory, in whole or in part, has 
been, or may hereafter be, set off from any other town or city, may 
cause to be carefully transcribed such of the records, named in the first 
section of this act, as relate to lands, easements, rights or ways 
situated in the territory so set off; and such transcripts, being com- 
pared and certified, under oath, by the clerk of the town or city where 
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such records are kept, and deposited in the clerk’s office of the town or 
city in which the land is situated to which they relate, shall have the 
force, effect, and credit of original records of such last named town or 
city. 

Sreot. 3. The records of any town or city shall be open to the free 
access and examination of any suitable person appointed to transcribe 
therefrom, in accordance with section second of this act; and the clerk 
of such town or city, shall, for a reasonable fee to be paid therefor, 
compare and certify such transcripts, when properly and correctly 
made. 

Seor. 4. The clerk of every city and town in this Commonwealth 
shall make a certified copy of the record of all marriages, recorded inthe 
books of said city or town, where either or both of the parties married, 
were resident in any other town in the Commonwealth at the time of said 
marriage; and he shall also, as far as the same is practicable, make a 
like copy of all such marriages recorded in any parish records, or in 
any records kept by any clergyman or magistrate within said town; 
and the said clerk shall transmit said certified copies to the clerk cf the 
city or town in which such party or parties were resident at the time 
of said marriage, and the clerk so receiving such certified copies shall 
record the same in a book to be kept for that purpose. And the clerks 
of the several cities and towns shall receive a reasonable compensation 
for the services so rendered, to be paid by their respective cities or towns: 
provided, however, that the provisions of this section shall apply only to 
marriages solemnized prior to the year eighteen hundred.

Sror. 12. The secretary shall have the custody of the state seal; 
and copies of records and papers in his office, certified by him and 
authenticated by the state seal, shall be evidence in like manner as 
the originals. 


CHAPTER 389 OF ACTS OF 1898. 


AN AOT RELATIVE TO OFFICIAL SEALS AND CERTIFICATES, 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTIon 1. ‘The city of Boston shall provide for use by the registrar 
of births, deaths and marriages of said city an official seal, and said regis- 
trar shall attest all certificates from records in his custody with said 
seal. 

Sect. 2. Every town shall provide for the use of its town clerk an 
official seal, bearing the name of the town and the date of its incorpo- 
ration, and of such general design as may be approved by the selectmen 
thereof, 

Sect. 3. Said registrar .and every city and town clerk, when 
furnishing a copy of any record of births, deaths or marriages in his 
charge, shall furnish the same under the official seal of the city or town, 
as the case may be. 

Srot. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of January in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. [Approved April 29, 1898. 
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CHAPTER 453 OF ACTS OF 1898. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE CUSTODY OF CERTAIN RECORDS, 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. When a church, parish, religious society, monthly 
meeting of the people called Friends or Quakers, or any similar body 
of persons who have associated themselves together for the purpose of 
holding religious meetings, shall cease for the term of two years to hold 
such meetings, the persons having the care of any of the records or 
registries of such body, or of any officers thereof, shall deliver all such 
records to the clerk of the city or town in which such body is situated, 
and such clerk may certify copies thereof. 

Sreor, 2. If any such body the records or registries of which, or of 
any Officers of which, have been so delivered, shall resume meetings 
under its former name, or shall be legally incorporated, either alone or 
with some similiar body, the clerk of said city or town shall, upon 
demand, made in writing, by a duly authorized person, deliver such 
records or registries to such person; provided, however, that such 
person shall in writing certify that to the best of his knowledge and 
belief said meetings are to be continued, or such incorporation has been 
legally completed. 

Sect. 8. Every person who after demand made by the clerk 
entitled by law to have possession of the records or registries aforesaid 
wrongfully detains the same, shall on petition of such clerk to the 
superior court sitting in equity be directed to deliver the same to said 
clerk. 

Sreot. 4. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to the 
custody ofany records essential to the control of any property or trust 
funds belonging to any body of persons mentioned in this act. 

SecTION 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
May 24, 1898. 


CHAPTER 510 OF ACTS OF 1898. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION OF THE LAW 
RELATIVE TO THE USE OF STANDARD RECORD INKS FOR PUBLIC 
RECORDS. 


— Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section one of chapter three hundred and seventy-eight of the. acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four is hereby amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: ‘‘ Any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding 
fifty dollars,’’ — so that the section shall read as follows:

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the sealer of weights and measures shall annually give pub- 
lic notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one or 
more public places, to all mhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the sealer of weights and 
measures no fees shall be charged for such services.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the Sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this 
office their scales, weights and measures, to be tested and 
sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and

seal their scales, weights, and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
chapter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent to test and seal the same.

Sir: In compliance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances, we have the honor to submit the following re- 
port of the work of this department for the nine months 
ending January 31, 1898: 

The ordinance establishing the department took effect May 
1, 1897, and on May 3 the members of the Board met and 
organized by choosing Laurence Minot as chairman, and 
Edward M. Hartwell as secretary pro tempore. Offices 
were secured and furnished in City Hall, and the services of 
a stenographer engaged. 

As this department was the first of its kind to be established 
in this country, and the ordinance establishing it directed us 
in general terms only to collect and publish such statistics 
relating to the city of Boston and such statistics relating to 
other cities and useful for comparison as might be of public 
interest, our first duty was to determine in what manner the 
work could best be approached. — 
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As a preliminary to this determination, it was necessary to 
make a general review of the work of the city, and of the 
statistical information already available. This accomplished, 
the next matter to occupy our attention was the organization 
of our office force. Numerous candidates offered themselves 
for the position of secretary, and other candidates who had 
not offered their services were considered. It was finally 
determined to offer the position to Dr. Edward M. Hartwell, 
at that time Director of Physical Training in the Boston 
public schools, and already known to you as having made 
investigations in Europe preliminary to the establishment of 
this department. He accepted the position and assumed the 
duties of his office on September 1. This appointment in- 
volved his resignation from the Board, and the vacancy 
caused thereby has not yet been filled. 

The real work of the department may therefore be said to 
have begun on the first of September. Since that time rela- 
tions have been established with numerous cities abroad and 
in this country, and a valuable collection of municipal reports 
has been got together. 

Investigation and discussion of the various departments of 
the city have continued, especially with a view to a statisti- 
cal presentation, in a weekly or monthly bulletin andin a 
series of special bulletins, of the departmental expenditures 
in their relation to the work accomplished; and numerous 
tables have been compiled experimentally. None of these 
tables are yet in shape for publication, for the reason that 
none of them as yet have fully met our requirements. Each 
table so far prepared has, however, been suggestive of further 
improvements and has been of use in assisting us to put our 
material in available shape. We have now in proof a series 
- of tables showing the estimated and actual expenditure of 
each city department for the past five years, together with 
the corresponding appropriations. ‘These tables. as a whole 
will present a summarized view of the ordinary expenses of 
the city; that is to say, of those expenses which repeat 
themselves each year in practically the same form, and which 
are provided for out of the taxes and other current revenues 
of the city. 

Although the work of the department has not yet so far 
advanced as to enable us to present any definite results to 
the public, it may be interesting to review briefly some of 
the matters which we have had under consideration, and 
some of the conditions which we have found to exist. 

It has been customary to classify the expenses of the city 
according to the departments having them in charge. It

seemed to us that the general public were not so much in- 
terested in knowing the channel through which the expenses 
were paid as in knowing what work had been accomplished 
for their safety or convenience, and what that work had cost. 
With a view to examining the city expenditures from this 
standpoint, it seemed desirable at the outset to examine the 
scope of the city government and to classify its functions ; 
for, without first ascertaining the functions which the gov- 
ernment undertakes to fulfil, it is impossible to make com- 
parisons either from year to year or with other cities, for the 
reason that the functions fulfilled are not the same in all 
cases. An examination was therefore made of the functions 
of the city government of Boston at different periods of its 
history, of the governments of other American cities and of 
cities in Europe. This examination brought to our notice a 
ereat variety of conditions, and suggested that a classifica- 
tion of functions might be made in such a way as to illus- 
trate not only the increased demands upon the government 
in established departments, but the marked extension of the 
field of municipal activity. An outline of such a classifica- 
tion has been attempted, based on the character and extent 
of the service rendered, with somewhat the following result :

Such a classification is tentative only, and includes only the 
ordinary or ‘housekeeping ”’ expenses of the city; but it is 
a convenient guide to enable us to establish the quality and 
amount of service rendered in each field, and to compare the 
different costs at different periods in different cities. An in; 
teresting correspondence has been entered into with Dr. L.S. 
Rowe, of the University of Pennsylvania, who has for some 
years been studying this same question of classification, and 
many valuable suggestions have been received from him. 
Unfortunately, no such system has ever been practised in 
Boston, and the reports of the various departments are ren- 
dered in such a way as to make it extremely difficult to com- 
pile any satisfactory figures for this purpose. These reports 
have been drafted by different officials at various times, and 
each has reported upon those matters only which have 
chiefly occupied his attention during the year, or about which 
the public desired at the moment to be informed. No uni- 
form system of reporting has been followed, either with 
respect to the same department in different years, or with 
respect to different departments in the same year. This is 
not due to any neglect on the part of those in charge of the 
departments, but solely to the fact that a scientific and com- 
parative investigation of city work has never as yet been 
undertaken; and the system of reports, both financial and 
descriptive, is an outgrowth of time and not the result of a 
previously determined plan by which they would co-operate to 
present the affairs of the city in a scientifi¢ manner. 
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As an instance of the difficulty of securing accurate in- 
formation it was found, on comparing the list of real estate 
owned by the city as published by one department, with the 
same list published by another department, that discrepancies 
in the areas of the different estates existed ; in one list, such 
discrepancies existed in four cases out of every ten. That 
is to say, a lot of land reported by the School Committee as 
containing 20,000 square feet, might be reported by the 
Public Buildings Department as containing 21,000 square 
feet and by the Assessors as containing 19,000 square feet. 
A list of these various discrepancies has been compiled and 
sent to the various departments, with the suggestion that all 
the reports be made to conform to each other and to the best 
information obtainable. As another instance, it appeared to 
us desirable in a certain connection to ascertain the area of 
public and private property in the different wards of the city. 
But it was found that no compilation existed of the areas of 
streets by wards, and that after computing the street area of 
the whole city, and adding to it the area of all other public 
property such as schools, engine-houses, parks, etc., and the 
area of private property as determined by the Assessors for 
purposes of taxation, the total obtained did not by any means 
correspond with the total area of the city. In fact, it may 
fairly be said that no information exists as to areas in the city 
of Boston sufficiently accurate to be worth publishing. 

To remedy this, we have joined with some of the other de- 
partments in requesting the City Engineer to prepare a map 
of the city from the best information now obtainable. This 
map will be based upon the map already begun by the Board 
of Survey, which divides the city into sections of one thou- 
sand feet square measured from the State House as a centre. 
There are in the neighborhood of one thousand of these sec- 
tions. There will be a map of each section on a scale of fifty 
feet to the inch, showing the area and character of the streets 
and of all holdings of public or private property. These 
maps will be prepared on tracing cloth, and prints will be 
furnished to the Street and Water Departments for use in 
carrying on their work. The cost of these maps is not very 
ereat, and they will afford a permanent basis of computation 
enabling us to readily obtain the areas of any desired section 
of the city. It will then be possible to determine the con- 
ditions of physical development in any ward or part of a 
ward; thatis to say, to what extent it is supphed with streets 
either paved or macadamized, with sidewalks, hydrants, lights, 
water-pipes and sewers, schools and engine-houses ; what the 
expense of providing and maintaining these has been; and 
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what has been the resulting effect upon the growth of the 
neighborhood as determined by its population, its assessed 
value, or the number of buildings erected. It will further be 
possible to apportion the cost of paving, lighting and cleaning 
the streets to different sections of the city. No account is 
now kept of this except as to the whole city and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets is desirous of co-operating with us in estab- 
lishing some method of exhibiting these expenses in detail 
and by districts. In this connection, a correspondence has 
been had with the President of the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, which has made a practice of building sections 
of street in various parts of the country and guaranteeing to 
keep them in repair for a certain number of years. The 
President was kind enough to give us some very valuable 
suggestions as to his methods of keeping track of the results 
and cost of their work in the great detail which sucha 
method of doing business necessitates. 

Another matter which has occupied our attention has been 
that of establishing a proper understanding of the system of 
municipal indebtedness which has, in recent years, become so 
marked a feature of our annual expenses. 

One of the fundamental defects not only in our municipal 
reports but in public discussion of municipal finance, is the 
failure to distinguish between income from money bor- 
rowed and from taxation, and between money spent for cur- 
rent expenses and for permanent improvements. Few 
statistics of value on this subject exist in this country, 
and but little notice is practically taken of the difference. 
Yet in the management of private business or large corpora- 
tions, a nice judgment of these questions is the very essence 
of success; and no one fact So readily affects the credit and 
standing of an individual or a corporation as do judgment 
and habits regarding this single point. 

From the standpoint of true economics, money raised by 
taxation is income, and money spent for current expenses is an 
outgo, while with borrowed money the process is reversed, — 
money borrowed becoming a charge, and money spent on the 
plant becoming an asset. ‘There is consequently a vital error 
in classing borrowed money and taxes together as income, 
and in classing current expenses and additions to plant 
together as expenditures. 

There is no existing account of the city property showing 
its cost in detail, nor the extent to which it has been paid 
for, — nothing, that is, which corresponds with the trial 
balance of a business corporation; nor is there anything to 
show what sums have been annually expended from the tax 
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levy for improvements and additions to the city’s property. 
We know, in a general way, that in early years nearly a 
quarter of the city’s annual income was expended for im- 
provements of a more or less permanent nature; while to- 
day, every such expense is met by loan. Beleving that a 
city, like a private corporation, requires a certain investment 
of capital for the establishment of the plant necessary to the 
carrying on of its business, and that this investment must 
increase not only with the growth of the city, but with the in- 
creased scope of its activities, — we have begun an examina- 
tion of the city accounts from the year 1822 (the first year 
of the city government and the first year of the creation of a 
permanent debt) to the present time, in order to determine 
the cost of the plant; its value, as nearly as may be, as a 
going plant for municipal purposes; and the allowances 
which have been made for depreciation by payment, from 
time to time, of the debt incurred therefor. ‘The work has 
proved tedious, and the data obtainable are not what we 
could wish; but we fully belheve in the great value of the 
work, and that whatever inaccuracies may of necessity 
be found in it, it will at least be of value in calling attention 
to its great importance, and to the need of providing for its 
continuance on a more accurate basis. 

A difficulty which met us at the very outset of our investi- 
gations, and which has not yet been satisfactorily solved, is 
that, while the expenditures of any one department as stated 
in the Auditor’s Report agree as to the totals with the ex- 
penditures as stated in the department reports, the classifica- 
tion of the items of expense is subject to wide variation ; and 
the classification in the reports of the departments themselves 
has greatly varied rom year to year as the personnel of the 
department has changed. ‘These discrepancies, due in large 
part to the desire of each succeeding official to improve upon 
and amplify the accounts of his predecessor, in the laudable 
desire to furnish the public with all information possible 
about his department, have made it extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to compile from the published reports any com- 
parison of expenditures in their relation to work performed, 
which would be just and fair to all parties concerned. Some- 
thing has, however, been accomplished in this lne with re- 
spect to the Public Institutions. The recent change in the 
management of these institutions afforded an opportunity to 
start in with a system of accounts which would be not only 
satisfactory to the departments but valuable for statistical 
purposes; and, with that end in view, the following uni- 
form classification of accounts has been adopted after due 
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consultation. There is in course of preparation a small list 
or pamphlet designed as a manual for accountants, to show the 
various items of expenditure, and the headings under which 
they should be grouped in accordance with this system. It 
is hoped that in time some similar arrangement may be 
made with the other departments. The classification is not 
intended to preclude other or more detailed classifications for 
the use of those in charge of the expenditures, but it is in- 
tended that these shall be so arranged as to be capable of re- 
casting on a uniform basis for purposes of comparison.

The general statement of the city accounts imposed upon 
the Auditor is in many respects unsystematic, for the reason 
that the City Council have at various times adopted for this 
or that department a system of financial provisions not uni- 
form with the usual practice of the city. There has been in 
most cases some justification for this, having in view only the 
special requirements of the case in hand, but the result has 
been a lack of uniformity which the best efforts of the Audi- 
tor have been unavailing to counteract. Some causes of con- 
fusion are detailed in the following letter to Your Honor, and 
certain suggestions have been made as to uniformity. These 
we understand have met with your approval and that of the 
Auditor, and now await the sanction of the City Council.

Sir: I wish to offer some suggestions in regard to the form of 
the city accounts, with a view to making them simpler and easier 
to understand. 

There should be an account to be known as the General Treas- 
ury, into which should be carried in summarized form all the re- 
ceipts of the city, and out of which should be paid in summarized 
form all the expenses of the city. This account should be kept 
in four parts, as shown by the enclosed table, the object of which 
is to show the main outlines of the city finances for the year. 

Examining this table in detail, we find in Part I., ‘‘ Ordinary 
Receipts and Expenses,” the balance of cash on hand at the be- 
ginning of the year available for general purposes ; the receipts of 
current income from all sources, such as taxes, rents, interest, 
fees, licenses, profit on water works, etc.; and the ordinary de- 
partment expenses, which may be stated either as so much actu- 
ally spent for each department, or by carrying out short and 
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showing the appropriation for each department, with the resulting 

surplus or deficit to make it equal the actual expenditure. The 
balance remaining will be available for general purposes in the 
following year. "This account will balance within itself unless 
there is a deficit, which must be made good from the extraordinary 
income. 

In Part I1., ‘‘ Extraordinary Receipts and Expenses,” we begin 
the year with unexpended balances of special appropriations. 
The receipts include the proceeds of bonds sold, and the sales of , 
real estate. The payments include ‘all authorized expenditures 
from special appropriations, and may be stated simply as ex- 
penditures; or, as in the previous part, each appropriation may 
be made to balance and show the surplus or deficit. The balance 
at the end of the year shows the amount of special appropria- 
tions not then expended. 

Part HI., or ‘* Trust Funds,’’ contains a complete history of 
that department of the city finances, and should be subdivided 
into Capital and Income. 

Part IV., or ‘* Book-keeping Items,’’ includes all suspense ac- 
counts, such as pay-roll. tailings, tax titles, protested betterments 
and other unsettled items, and all items which pass through the 
treasury as through a conduit, such as the State tax, State share 
of liquor licenses, the bank tax, moneys in transit to or from the 
sinking-funds, etc.; and it may conveniently include the tem- 
porary loans, issued and paid within the year, which have no 
permanent effect on the city finances. This account will of 
course balance within itself. 

The advantage of this system of accounts is that it shows at a 
elance the main features of the city’s financial history by (1) 
eliminating the book-keeping items, which are not of conse- 
quence; (2) by clearly defining the difference between ordinary 
expenses and permanent investments; and (3) by separating the 
trust funds. ‘Taken in connection with the report of the Sinking- 
Funds Commissioners, it gives a complete financial history. It 
does- away entirely with the system of transfers, which now 
makes the city accounts so coupe lee that very few people can 
understand them. 

At present, the Auditor’s estimate of current receipts for the 
year, on which the appropriation order is based, does not include 
all the current income of the city; that is to say, there are cer- 
tain balances carried oyer from one year to another in the depart- 
ments, and there are certain receipts at the disposal of some of 
the departments outside of their appropriations. Transfers are 
made from the appropriation for one department to the appropri- 
ation for another department, and are made within the depart- 
ments from one appropriation to another. Transfers are also 
made back and forth from special appropriations to regular de- 
partment appropriations, and the appropriations are increased by 
transfers from the Reserved Fund and from Surplus Income. It 
results that the appropriation for any department seldom shows 
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the amount really available to meet the expenses of that depart- 
ment. It is necessary to look further to see what additional 
credits may arise from any of the following sources : 


1. From previous department balances ; 

2. From special income of the department ; 

3. From contributions of outsiders ; 

4, From transfers from the Reserve Fund ; 

5. From transfers from Surplus Income ; 

6. From transfers from other departments ; 

7. From transfers from special appropriations ; 


and to see how these credits may be diminished by transfers to 
other appropriations. I see no reason why any balances should 
be carried forward in the departments from one year to another, 
nor any reason why any receipts should be credited directly to 
the departments instead of to the General Treasury. 

I enclose a statement of the balances which were carried for- 
ward in the departments for the last two years, and statements 
of the income for the same period credited directly to the depart- 
ments without passing through the treasury. I also enclose a 
draft of the changes necessary in the appropriation order to carry 
out this method of book-keeping. The wording of any special 
orders in the Council will also have to be changed, so as to make 
transfers from the General Treasury instead of directly from one 
appropriation to another. I take it, however, that no difficulty 
will be found in making these amendments. 

Another matter which complicates a clear understanding of the 
accounts, and especially makes it difficult to state in statistical 
form the amount and character of the work accomplished with 
the money expended, is that work done for or material supplied 
to one department by another department is not properly charged. 
It seems to me that in this respect the departments of the city 
should be treated as strangers to one another; that is to say, if 
the Public Buildings Department does certain electrical construec- 
tion.work for the Hospital Department, a bill should be sent to 
the latter in the same manner as if the work were performed by a 
private citizen. Possibly that method is followed in this particu- 
lar instance; but I know there are instances in which this prac- 
tice has not been carried out, and, if you desire, I can hunt up 
some of these cases. I write now merely to state the principle.

AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED FOR THE APPROPRIATION AND 
Tax ORDER FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


Referring to the order for 1896-97, paragraph 1 should be 
amended so as to read in part— ‘That all sums of money 
which form no part of the income of the city, but shall be 
contributed to promote the objects of any appropriation, or to 
pay for services rendered or work done by any department 
for any other department, or for any person or corporation 
other than the city of Boston— be paid into the General 
Treasury and credited to such appropriation, or to the ap- 
propriation of the department rendering such service or 
performing such work.” 

The last line of paragraph 2 would be more clear by 
inserting the words “out of” so as to read “and out of taxes 
to the amount of $11,780,171.” 

Paragraph 6 should be amended by striking out the words 
‘be turned into the treasury as a part of the income of the 
city, or” and should read “ that the proceeds thereof be paid 
to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds.” 

Paragraph 8 should read — “ That the City Auditor from 
time to time during the year may, with the approval of the 
Mayor, return to the General Treasury any part of an ap- 
propriation for current expenses not needed to meet such 
expenses, and at the end of the year shall return to the 
General Treasury all unused balances of appropriations for 
current expenses; and may credit to the appropriation for 
any division of a department any sums which may have been 
previously returned to the General Treasury from any other 
division of the.same department; and may, with the further 
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approval of the Committee on Finance, return any unused 
portion of the Reserved Fund to the General Treasury, and 
credit any portion so returned to any appropriation for cur- 
rent expenses ; and that said Auditor may, with the approval 
of the Mayor, between December 1, 1898, and February 1, 
1899, credit any part of the income and taxes not disposed 
of to any appropriation for current expenses, and at the end 
of the year shall apply any of the income and taxes not dis- 
posed of to the closing of the accounts for the financial 
year.”

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It is believed that a more frequent presentation to the . 
public of -certain facts relating to the city will tend to a 
closer scrutiny of public affairs by the citizens, and to that 
end we have had under consideration the publication of a 
monthly bulletin on lines already adopted in many European 
cities. The following are some of the matters which it is in- 
tended to include in this publication: 

Meteorological statistics ; statistics relating to the move- 
ment of population, 7.e., changes in number and character 
of the population through deaths, births, marriages and 
divorces ; immigration statistics ; statistics showing the num- 
ber, character and movement of the defective, criminal, help- 
less and pauper classes of the community, as shown by 
returns from hospitals, prisons, reformatories, asylums, etc. ; 
educational statistics ; labor statistics; commercial statistics, 
relating to Boston as a port of entry and point of distribution 
of commodities; financial statistics; market statistics; sta- 
tistics relating to the relief of the poor through public and 
private instrumentalities; statistics relating to the preven- 
tion, detection and punishment of crime; statistics relating 
to public works, e.g., parks, laying-out of streets, etc.; sta- 
tistics with regard to the erection and alteration of buildings 
and transfers of real estate; and, from time to time, consid- 
eration of election statistics, and statistical surveys of the 
principal activities of the various departments of the city 
government. 

The United States Weather Bureau, the Immigration 
Commissioner, the Collector of Customs, the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Boston Stock Exchange, the Real 
Estate Exchange and Auction Board, the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and other institutions have kindly agreed 
to co-operate with us by furnishing monthly statistics from 
their own records; and the various city departments have 
done the same. Insome departments, however,— notably the 
Registry Department, which has charge of recording births, 
deaths and marriages, — the statistics which we require are 
not now compiled; and in other departments, compilations 
are made once a year and not monthly. But it is hoped 
these difficulties may be overcome. The statistics relating 
to the employment, of labor, which it is believed will be of 
special value and public interest, cannot be obtaimed from 
any city department; but it is hoped that sufficient informa- 
tion may be forthcoming from labor unions, intelligence 
offices, and from numerous private charitable organizations, 
to enable us to present a showing which, though far from 
complete, will yet be of some value. 
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Our attention has not been confined to the financial statis- 
tics of the city for, although it appears that these now 
occupy move of the public attention than other matters of 
statistical interest, yet in other cities it has been not infre- 
quently found that the most valuable part of the work of 
statistical bureaus has been in the way of vital and sanitary 
statistics. For instance, in Buda-Pest, an examination into 
the conditions of living in the city with regard to drainage, 
cleanliness, over-crowding, and personal habits, and the meas- 
ures adopted as the result of such examination, were largely 
instrumental in bringing about the reduction in the death 
rate from 438.1 to the thousand inhabitants of Pest in 1870, 
to 24.6 per thousand in Buda-Pest in 1895. 

At the request of a sub-committee of the School Commit- 
tee, appointed to examine into the matter of alleged over- 
pressure in the schools, we have undertaken a compilation of 
statistics In regard to the effect of school life upon the chil- 
dren in the public schools, with a view of ascertaining if there 
are any indications of overwork or over-confinement. Some 
new and interesting material has already been gathered, and 
the way paved for a more thorough examination of this very 
interesting subject. 

In complhance with the suggestion made in your inaugural 
address and with further instructions given to this depart- 
ment, we have compiled and issued four numbers of ‘ The 
City Record,” an official gazette of the executive depart- 
ments of the city of Boston. These numbers were issued 
weekly, and contained a record of all Board meetings and of 
all official action taken by uny single head of a department, 
all messages of the Mayor to the City Council, such com- 
munications from the different departments as were deemed 
of interest or as our space permitted, notices of all legislative 
action affecting the city, of all bids received and contracts 
awarded ; all the city advertising; and weekly statistics from 
the Board of Health, city institutions, and the Building 
Department, and much other matter of public interest. The 
editing of this publication was thrust upon us somewhat 
suddenly, and has caused a suspension — which we hope may 
be only temporary — of other work which we had in hand. 

Our office force now consists of a secretary, chief clerk, 
editorial clerk, stenographer and boy. We append a state- 
ment of our expenditures, and a copy of the ordinance 
establishing the department :

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 
1892 BY PROVIDING FOR A STATISTICS DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Y Y ’ 


A department of municipal statistics is hereby established, to 
be in charge of a board of six members, of whom the City Engi- 
neer shall, ex officio, be one, and the remaining five members 
shall be appointed by the mayor. ‘The members of said board 
may be appointed by the mayor at any time after the date of the 
passage of this ordinance, to serve until the first day of May 
next. On or before said first day of May, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, the mayor shall appoint, subject to confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen, one member to serve for the term of five 
years, one for the term of four years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of two years, and one for the term of one 
year, each term beginning with said first day of May; and annually 
after the current year one such member shall be appointed as 
aforesaid for the term of five years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of his appointment. Said board shall collect, 
compile, and publish such statistics relating to the city of Boston, 
and such statistics of other cities, for purposes of comparison, as 
they may deem of public importance.

Sir: In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1897 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the Department during the past year has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891 and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the department 
being as follows : 


Central Office. Paving Division. 

Boston and Cambridge | Sanitary Division. 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 

The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the city of Boston, the other commissioner being 
appointed by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. 

More extensive study than is given under this résumé of 
the year’s work, with detail of figures and expenditure, will be 
found in the division reports of the Deputy Superintendents. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work the past 
year was made available under the following appropriations :

The year 1897-1898 was one of great activity in all the 
lines of Street Department work. In addition to the construc- 
tion of many new streets and the reconstruction of an unusual 
number of old ones, another section of Columbus avenue, from 
Ritchie street to Washington street, was completed, a consid- 
erable amount of work was done on Commonwealth avenue, 
and a beginning made on the great new boulevard, known as 
Columbia road, which was planned, laid out, and the order of 
construction passed, during the current year. ‘The present 
condition of the new avenues is shown by the accompanying 
chart. Brighton and Huntington avenues are completed ; 
Commonwealth avenue is built to Warren street, the 
remainder being still under construction; Blue Hill avenue 
is completed to Walk Hill street, and the remaining section 
to Mattapan square will be ordered as soon as the question 
of the grade crossing of the New England railroad is set- 
tled, that now being before the Railroad Commissioners ; 
Columbus avenue will be completed early in the coming year, 
the only section not built being that between Roxbury cross- 
ing and Ritchie street; the new boulevard, Columbia road, 
will be under construction for the two years to come, but 
the sections between Blue Hill avenue and Edward Everett 
square are already fairly under way. 

The construction of Columbia road completes the system 
of boulevards which was commenced with the laying out of 
Commonwealth avenue in the year 1895. ‘The map herewith 
shown gives the location of these great avenues, and the 
complete system of drives and beautiful residential terri- 
tories, which have been developed, can be seen at a glance. 
Starting from the city proper, it will be possible to reach 
almost any of the outlying sections over well-constructed, 
wide avenues. Columbia road, the latest to be laid out, will 
perhaps be the most beautiful drive in the city, reaching as it 
does from Blue Hill avenue to Marine Park, City Point, 
one roadway being designed as a park road, the other as a 
traffic road, and the centre space reserved for the electric 
ears. <A portion of this road will follow the shores of Dor- 
chester bay, and the proposed plan will develop one of the most 
beautiful drives in any city, and convert what is now practi- 
cally worthless territory into a valuable residential district. 

The plan of treating hill streets, the grade of which is so 
steep as to make them impassable, which was followed in the 
case of Quincy street, Charlestown, and Ruth street, East Bos- 
ton, was adopted for Covington street, South Boston, illus- 
trations of which are inserted here. This form of construc- 
tion seems to be well adapted to streets of this kind.

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The plan of repairing macadam streets with the steam 
roller by first picking, then lightly coating with stone and 
rolling in, was continued with success, and the coming season 
even more of the work will be done in this way, results show- 
ing that, at a small expense, macadam roads can be kept in 
excellent condition if given frequent care and attention. 
The difficulty at the present time, as it has been in the past, 
is that the maintenance appropriation is not sufficient to fully 
and systematically do this work. From the Paving Division 
maintenance appropriation, aside from the street work, must 
be taken sums sufficient for the removal of snow, cleaning of 
streets in the outlying districts, the placing of all signs, the 
maintenance of the Permit Office, the support of the stables 
and yards, rebates for stone and brick sidewalks, expense of 
numbering buildings, and the administration expenses of the 
Paving Division Office; thus the amount remaining for street 
repairs is inconsiderable, compared to the amount of work to 
be done. 

The down-town section of the city has received but little 
attention in the last twenty years. A few main thoroughfares 
have been substantially repaved; but the great proportion of 
the streets are paved with the old small blocks on gravel 
base, and, through the placing underground of wires and 
other structures, have lost their shape, and are in such con- 
dition that constant attention from the force of patch-pavers 
is necessary. 

More strongly then ever should be urged the making avail- 
able of a sufficient appropriation to reconstruct the streets in 
the city proper. Boston in the past few years has expended 
freely in a most progressive way. ‘The system of parks and 
of boulevards has been developed, and in this regard no city 
in the country can surpass what has already been accom- 
plished and made possible to be done in the future. It is, 
however, a matter capable of demonstration that the amount 
of loss to the teaming interests annually caused by the 
rough and uneven pavements, to say nothing of the unsight- 
liness and discomfort to the great mass of citizens, reduced 
to dollars would equal an immense sum of money. 

Another aspect of this question is that owners of valuable 
and high-taxed property in the city proper certainly have the 
right to ask that the street surfaces in front of their premises 
shall be well shaped, well drained, and well cleaned. J*rom 
every point of view the city would be the great gainer by 
doing the work necessary in the down-town section in a short 
period of time, rather than continuing the present system of 
doing a bit here and a bit there, and constantly repairing and 
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patching ; and for this purpose, as has been done by cities in 
other States, an act should be passed by the Legislature 
allowing the city of Boston to reconstruct the down-town 
streets by an appropriation made outside the debt limit, and 
$500,000 a year should be allowed for the term, say, of three 
years. 

It must certainly be the wish of the citizens of Boston, that 
the streets of the city should be well paved and clean. 

The press of this city might do a good work, when con- 
trastng New York and Boston street conditions, if they 
would at the same time point out the causes of difference, 
namely, that New York has for the past three or four years 
expended several millions of dollars in substantially resurfac- 
ing and rebuilding — largely with asphalt—all the city streets. 

It has been the custom for some years past for the City 
Council to appropriate each year a sumof money for street 
reconstruction. ‘This money, with the exception of three or 
four assignments for special work, has been allotted by wards 
in equal sums, twenty-five wards receiving $25,000 each with- 
out regard to the necessities of the different localities, and the 
work has been done by the street department under this limita- 
tion. ‘This practice is very objectionable, for the reason that 
every year certain work must be done in some wards which 
exceeds the amount of $25,000. This is particularly true in 
the down-town section where every year a certain amount of 
block paving and asphalting should be done. I would recom- 
mend as a matter of department economy and for the general 
good of the city that the coming loan bill be passed as one 
appropriation, and the distribution and expenditure of the 
money be placed in the hands of the Superintendent of 
Streets. Under this arrangement, the most necessary work 
in all sections of the city could be done,no wards would 
suffer, and the present unsatisfactory conditions in certain 
localities might be removed. 

Asphalt pavement is well adapted for the street surfacing 
of a large portion of this city, now macadamized or granite- 
paved, and the department is in receipt of many requests 
from individuals and from the City Council for this pavement. 

The total amount of sheet asphalt pavement in Boston is 
191,682 square yards, or 10.81 miles in length. It is dis- 
tributed over 108 streets and parts of streets, the largest con- 
tinuous stretches being on Columbus avenue ‘and Huntington 
avenue. Of the total amount 112,216 square yards have 
been laid within five years, and are still under a maintenance 
guarantee from the contractors. The remainder, 79,466 
square yards in area, is maintained in the manner of all other

city pavements. Up to the past year, the area maintained by 
the city was comparatively small; but in 1896 the guarantee 
expired on 32,050 square yards, and in 1897, on 30,118 square 
yards, and in 1898, 10,145 square yards more will come under 
the direct care of the city. 

The street-cleaning work now done by the Paving Division, 
I believe should be transferred to the care of the Street-Clean- 
ing Division, except that done in the semi-annual cleaning of 
the streets in the spring and fall, when both divisions work 
together. This matter I will touch on under the general 
subject of street cleaning. 

While the relations of this department with the railroad 
and other corporations occupying the streets have in most 
cases been pleasant, and without friction, the companies gen- 
erally evidencing a desire to do their work properly, at the 
same time, with the best intentions on the part of the companies 
and the most careful supervision that can be given by this 
department, there must be a certain deterioration in the street 
surfaces caused by their work; and I believe that it would be 
but fair and proper that some system be adopted whereby this 
loss might be made good to the city by those companies 
occupying the streets. This might be done either in the form 
of a percentage tax on the receipts of the companies, or a 
fixed charge of so much for their trench openings, the price 
to be based upon the depth and width of trench and kind of 
pavement. The ordinance requiring a bond to be filed by 
each company guaranteeing its work for six months should be 
amended by extending the time to twelve months, as all the 
work done in the late summer, expires in the winter season, 
when it is impossible to make proper examination or to do 
proper work. 

The most notable work done by this division the past year 
was as follows, viz.: 

Blue Hill avenue boulevard completed to Walk Hill 
street and Columbus avenue between West Walnut park and 
Ritchie street. 

Columbia road sub-graded between Blue Hill avenue and 
the New England railroad. 

These streets have been paved with large granite blocks 
with pitch joints on concrete base, viz. : 

Bulfinch street, Congress street between State street and 
Exchange street, North street between Merchants row and 
Union street, State street between Washington and Commer- 
cial streets, Washington street between Kneeland street and 
a point 200 feet south of Dover street, and Winthrop square. 
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These streets have been paved with large granite blocks 
with pitch joints on a gravel base, viz.: 

Charles street between Cambridge street and Leverett 
street, Washington street, 200 feet south of Dover to Waltham 
street, and Water street between Washington street and 
Devonshire street. 

These streets have been paved with large granite blocks, 
gravel joints on a gravel base, viz. : 

Dudley street, between Brook avenue and Upham’s corner, 
Main street, from Miller street across Mead street and 
Tremont street from Columbus avenue to Sarsfield street. 

Work has been in progress on twenty-one streets under the 
6323” Act, eight of which have been completed.

The work and organization of the Sewer Division has very 
greatly increased during the past year, this being made 
possible by the passage of legislation (Chapter 426 of the Acts 
of 1897) giving the city of Boston the right to borrow annually 
$1,000,000 for the construction of sewerage works, these works 
to be assessed on all estates benefited. The act also pro- 
vided that a rental charge should be made for the use of 
sewers of a sum equal to the amount required for their main- 
tenance and care. In former years it has been necessary for 
the City Council to pass in detail, appropriations for sewers, 
and as a result many great improvements which have been 
needed for years have been neglected owing to the difficulty 
of securing sufficient appropriations. Under the new act, this 
is done away with, and the most necessary work has been 
undertaken at once. The expenditures under the new act 
for construction for the first few years will be very consider- 
able, but at the end of that time many of the large pieces of 
construction work will be accomplished, and the amourt 
required will become less from year to year. The problem 
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of surface drainage, which has so long troubled the depart- 
ment, is also solved by this legislation, and the most import- 
ant brook channels have been taken in hand, and the work 
already commenced. <A general study of the sewerage system 
of the entire city is being made, and the development hence- 
forth will be on established and scientific lines, instead of 
following what has been the custom in the pas 
struct, not according to the needs, perhaps of the near future, 
but as allowed by the limitations of the appropriation. 

A great amount of work which has been done in recent years 
for the necessary relief of certain territories has not been de- 
signed to meet or connect with the future developments of 
sewers, and in many cases this has brought up a very serious 
problem of rebuilding sewers of quite recent construction. 

Already much has been accomplished which gives very great 
relief to certain sections where the sewers were badly over- 
crowded, and the overflows of insufficient size, or the condition 
so bad as to cause a back-up in time of rainfall. Under this 
new act, I believe it safe to predict that in afew years no city 
in the country will be better sewered than the city of Boston ; 
and in no city will it be more easy for the citizen to secure new 
sewers where needed or relief from improper conditions. 

Following is the full text of the new act, under which, 
as stated above, the work of the Sewer Division is now con- 
ducted : 


[CHAPTER 426.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SEWERAGE WORKS OF 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The city council of the city of Boston shall annually 
appropriate, to be met by the issue of bonds as hereinafter provided, 
sums not exceeding one million dollars in any one year, for con- 
structing sewerage works in said city, and shall also appropriate, to 
be met by the annual charges hereinafter provided for, such sums 
as the mayor of said city shall deem sufficient for maintaining and 
operating the sewerage works, and such sums as the city treasurer 
of said city shall each year determine to be the amount to be used 
for the sinking funds for bonds issued for sewerage works, which, 
with all other amounts so us¢d and their accumulations, will pay all 
such bonds at maturity; and there shall also be used for said sinking 
funds all premiums received from the sale of said bonds, and all 
amounts received for breach of any contract for constructing sewer- 
age works, or for securities deposited as security for making such 
contracts and declared to be forfeited to the city, or for sales of 
property. All sewers, drains, pumping stations and other works 
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for the collection or disposal of sewage, or surface or ground water 
in said city, shall be included in the term ‘‘ sewerage work,”’ as used 
in this act, and no such work shall hereafter be constructed in said 
city, except under authority of this act, unless the same has been 
ordered to be constructed before the passage thereof. 

Srcr. 2. The board of street commissioners of said city from 
time to time, with the approval of the mayor, may order that sewers 
or drains be constructed in said city; that streams or water courses 
within the limits of said city be filled up or diverted from their origi- 
nal channels; that any such channel or any new channel be wid- 
ened, deepened, paved or covered; that closed or open sewers or 
conduits be constructed for the drainage of lands, or that any part 
of any such stream or water course be so treated, or that any one 
or more of such things be done. 

Sect. 3. Said board may take for said city by purchase or other- 
wise any lands in fee, and any rights or easements in lands, sewers, 
water courses and ways, which said board may deem necessary for 
sewerage works, and in order to take any such lands, water courses, 
rights or easements other than by purchase, said board, or a major- 
ity thereof, shall sign and cause to be recorded in the registry of 
deeds for the county of Suffolk, a statement that the same are taken 
for sewerage works, describing the same as certainly as is required 
in a common conveyance of land, and the lands, water courses, 
rights or easements so described shall upon such recording become 
the property of said city. 

Sect. 4. TheSuperintendent of streets or such other officer as the 
mayor of said city shall from time to time direct shall carry out such 
order, and may at the expense of said city construct and maintain 
such work under or over any water course or private land, railroad 
or public way, in such manner as not to unnecessarily obstruct or 
impede public travel, and may alter or change the location or grade 
of any public way in which any such work is constructed, may alter 
or change the course of any water course, and in general may do 
any other act or thing deemed by him to be necessary in construct- 
ing or maintaining such work. 

SEecT. 5. Said city shall pay all damages sustained by the owner 
of any land, water course, right or easement taken by said board, or 
injured in any manner, or by any person, in doing any act or thing 
under section four of this act, the same to be agreed upon by said 
board with the approval of the mayor and said owner, and if they 
cannot agree the damages shall, on the petition of said owner or 
mayor, be determined by a jury of the superior court for the county 
of Middlesex in the manner provided by law with respect to lands 
taken for highways in said city of Boston, and costs shall be taxed 
and execution issued in favor of the prevailing party, as in civil 
cases. Any person whose water rights are thus taken or injured 
may apply as aforesaid within three years from the time of such 
taking or injury, and not afterwards. 

SEcT. 6. The treasurer of said city, to meet the expenses incurred 
in constructing any sewerage works heretofore or hereafter ordered 
to be constructed in said city, shall from time to time on the request 
of said board, approved by the mayor, issue to the total amount 
appropriated, but not exceeding one million dollars in any one year, 
bonds of said city, registered or coupon, as said treasurer shall from 
time to time determine, and the same shall not be considered in de- 
termining the limit of indebtedness of said city; said bonds shall 
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have printed on the face thereof the words Sewerage Loan, shall be 
countersigned by the mayor and be made payable in terms of thirty 
years from their date; and shall bear such rates of interest not 
exceeding four per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually on the 
first day of January and the first day of July of each year, and be 
issued and disposed of in such amounts, in such modes, and at such 
times and prices, as said treasurer with the approval of the mayor 
shall from time to time determine. 

Sect. 7. The board of street commissioners, with the approval 
of the mayor, shall annually before the first day of July determine 
just and equitable sewerage charges to be paid by estates in said 
city for the construction, maintenance and operation of the sewerage 
works, taking into consideration in determining the charges the 
necessity of the works as caused by each estate, the amount of use 
thereof, if any, by the estate or its occupants, the benefit received 
therefrom by the estate, the amount of any assessment for a sewer 
paid by any owner of the estate, the length of time which has elapsed 
since such payment, and the use, if any, that has heretofore been 
made of the sewerage works by the occupants of the estate, and such 
other matters as they shall deem just and proper. The determina- 
tion of such charges as aforesaid shall be final in all cases, and the 
amount thereof as determined for each estate shall be a lien thereon 
until paid, and said board shall notify the board of assessors of said 
city of the amonnt thereof forthwith after it has been determined, 
and the same shall be included in the next tax bill on the estate 
transmitted by said board to the collector, or in a tax bill therefor 
if no other tax bill is issued for such estate, and be collected as a 
part of the taxes on the estate. 

Sect. 8. All sewers and connections ordered to be made in 
constructing any way under the authority of chapter three bundred 
and twenty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, and of acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, shall 
be deemed to be constructed under the authority of this act, and the 
expenses therefor shall not be considered in determining the asses- 
sable cost of work, to be assessed under the authority of said acts. 

Sect. 9. No person shall destroy or injure any sewerage work of 
said city, or without lawful authority therefor pollute or place or 
maintain any obstruction in any natural watercourse therein; and 
whoever violates any provision of this section shall for each offence 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars or by 
imprisonment in the house of correction not exceeding six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sect. 10. The supreme judicial court and any justice thereof, 
and the superior court and any justice thereof, shall have jurisdiction 
in equity, on the complaint of said city by its attorney, to enforce 
the provisions of this act and to prevent any violation thereof. 
[Approved May 22, 1897. 


SToNy BROOK. 


The work of connecting the Commissioners’ channel at the 
inlet chamber, near Pynchon street, with the portion of the 
same channel built by the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, has been completed this year, so that 
the Commissioners’ channel is now built continuously from the 
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Back Bay Fens to Boylston station, with the exception of a 
small section near the site of the inlet chamber which is 
still open and uncompleted, pending the settlement of the 
claims of the Boston Belting Company. When the terms 
of this settlement are made, this piece will be completed 
either by building a channel of uniform size through the inlet 
chamber, or by putting in some form of gates or weir at this 
point. 

During the coming year surveys are to be made to de- 
termine the line of the extension of this covered channel to 
the Hyde Park line. If possible a shorter and straighter 
line lying, mostly in the public streets, will be selected. 

Next winter the city should petition the Legislature for 
permission to make a loan outside the debt limit, for the pur- 
pose of extending this channel as far as Forest Hills. The 
channel will be built as a covered conduit, as it lies through 
a thickly settled part of the city where an open channel is 
very objectionable. | 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


Under the provisions of the Sewerage Act, chapter 426, 
of the Acts of 1897, takings are to be made of all the brooks 
and natural water-courses of the city, and during the coming 
year extensive improvements will be carried out. Work has 
already been started upon Tenean brook which, when com- 
pleted, will relieve the Lonsdale and Templeton streets 
district, the Geneva-avenue district and the district around 
the so-called “Clay Pits,” and will also relieve the over- 
crowded sewer in the vicinity of Gibson and Park streets, 
where at present, in time of heavy rainfall, the manhole covers 
are forced some feet into the air, and the streets and fields 
flooded. 


CANAL-STREET SYSTEM. 


A very important and necessary piece of work, commenced 
last year, with a partial appropriation made by the City 
Government under the law then in force, was the construction 
of the Canal-street relief sewer. This was carried last year 
from the interceptor on Atlantic avenue through Central 
street, India street and a portion of Commercial street. 
This will be continued the coming year, and probably com- 
pleted to the connection of the Canal-street sewer, near 
Causeway street. 

The route of this sewer, was originally projected through 
Clinton and Blackstone streets and Haymarket square. 


\ 
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On account of the fact that if the Boston Transit Com- 
mission should determine to build a subway in Hanover 
street, the grade of this subway would be so low that it 
would be necessary to siphon the sewer; the route was 
changed to go from Clinton street, through Fulton and 
Cross streets, to Haymarket square, for the reason that, at 
the point where Cross street crosses Hanover street, the 
proposed grade of the subway is high enough to allow the 
sewer to be carried under it without siphoning. 

Sewers have also been built in Atlantic avenue, by which 
the pollution has been removed from the Mercantile wharf 
and adjacent docks, and in Charles and Allen streets, reliev- 
ing the condition of the sewer system in Brighton and Allen 
streets, and also in South Market street and many other 
small streets. 

The Boston Transit Commission, in connection with other 
work, has rebuilt sewers in Adams square, Beacon and 
School streets, Cornhill, Hanover street, Tremont street and 
Tremont row, and Washington street. | 

The building of the South Union station has resulted in a 
general remodelling of the sewer system in that part of the 
city. The sewers in Beach, East, Essex and Summer streets 
have been combined and carried out, and a new outlet sewer 
built in Summer-street extension. 

About 700 feet of the mterceptor in Cove street has been 
rebuilt and carried out around the head-house of the station, 
and a very large sewer built from Cove street, across the rail- 
road land, a short distance north of Mt. Washington avenue, 
which is designed to take the sewage of Kneeland and Har- 
vard streets district. On account of the low grade at which 
the railroad subway is designed across Mt. Washington 
avenue, this sewer had to be very much depressed, the crown 
of the sewer being at Grade 3; and as there was not sufficient 
weight of material over the sewer to resist tidal pressure, a 
particular form of construction was adopted, the arch of the 
sewer being held down by bent rails, and carried over the 
sewer, and bolted down on each side of the sewer to the pile 
caps underneath, as shown in accompanying cut. 

The most important work which is contemplated for the 
coming year in the city proper is the completion of the Ter- 
minal sewers above mentioned, and continuing the large 
sewer under the railroad yard up Kneeland and South streets, 
from the interceptor to Harvard-street sewer, and the com- 
pletion of the Canal-street sewer. 

A district regulator will also be built on the interceptor, 
near Summer street, and a regulator in Kneeland street, near 
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Cove street, connecting with the interceptor by a small brick 
sewer in Kneeland street. At the request of the Terminal 
Company, a portion of the intercepting sewer, near the loca- 
tion of the gas-holders at Federal-street bridge, will be rebuilt 
at its expense, in order to enable the city to abandon the 
portion of the existing interceptor which crosses under the 
proposed location of the Terminal Company’s subway at this 
point. The house sewer will be built in the new Dorchester 
avenue, between Summer street and Mt. Washington avenue. 
The North Market-street sewer needs to be rebuilt; also, 
sewers in India, Milk and adjoining streets, which are in bad 
condition. f 

In Commercial street, near Clark street, the sewer system 
is excessively old and leaky, and must be remodelled, and 
probably entirely rebuilt, as the tide rises and falls freely in 
these sewers at the present time. 

In Charlestown and East Boston, the work on the connec- 
tions of the North Metropolitan sewer will be continued and 
completed the following year. ‘This will mean for these 
localities a great relief from the former unpleasant and 
unhealthy disposition of the sewage on the flats. 

A large amount of sewer work is required in West Rox- 
bury, and the coming year will be an active one in that 
locality. Owing to the completion of the Neponset Valley 
Metropolitan sewer through this territory, many sewers can 
now be built which before were not possible; and large areas, 
which for a long time have been partially developed, can now 
be made available for residence. 

The abolition of grade crossings at Roslindale and Spring- 
street stations will necessitate some changes in the surface 
drainage at these points, and will allow the proper develop- 
ment of the sewer system for the Hewlett-street district, 
which has been held back on account of these proposed 
changes. 

A very unusual amount of sewer work has been completed 
in Dorchester the past year; and, in addition to the great 
number of small sewers, might be mentioned the Rosemont 
and Mill-streets main sewer, which will be carried on in con- 
nection with the building of the covered channel for the 
southern branch of Tenean brook. 

The completion of the Columbia-road boulevard will 
require a large amount of sewer work to be done in that 
section the coming season, which has already been com- 
menced. A new sewer system will also be constructed for 
the northern half of Savin Hill, including the portion of 
Savin Hill avenue between the railroad and Grampian way. 
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In addition to the considerable amount of ordinary sewer 
work in South Boston, there has been completed the past 
year the B and Seventh-streets overflow, and also the sewer 
in Dorchester avenue between B and D streets. Included 
in the work remaining to be done in this section are the 
B-street and Kemp-street outlets. 

About 2,100 feet of the West Roxbury low level sewer 
has been completed this year. The building of the sewer 
system in Columbus avenue, between Roxbury crossing and 
Dimock street, is in progress. The relief sewer for the 
Notre Dame-street district is well under way, and will be 
completed in another year. ‘This will relieve this section, 
which has suffered for many years from floods and surface 
water. The Dorchester-brook sewer has been extended from 
Norfolk avenue to Clifton street. The long-needed rebuild- 
ing of Harrison-avenue main sewer has been nearly com- 
pleted this year, and this will enable the city to correct the 
sewer system of the adjacent territory. A considerable 
amount of new work has been done in the new territory 
south of Massachusetts avenue, and adjoining the park. 
There is still under consideration the building of house 
sewers to relieve from sewage the old Stony-brook channel 
between Huntington avenue and Elmwood street. This old 
channel should be rebuilt, and a general system of sewerage 
for that district introduced. As this involves a very large 
expenditure, the matter has been held in abeyance until other 
more important work is accomplished. ‘This matter will be 
given careful study the coming year. 

Muddy-river conduit in Brookline avenue should also be 
repaired, and a considerable portion of it rebuilt. This also 
is a very extensive work. 

A considerable amount of work has been accomplished in 
Brighton. ‘The coming year a large number of petitions for 
house sewers will receive attention, and the matter of surface 
drainage of this territory will be taken in hand. 

There has been considerable complaint from residents in 
the neighborhood of the Back Bay Fens regarding sewage 
deposits. It is claimed, and justly so, that the Stony brook 
water is contaminated with sewage, and that the settlement 
of the past twelve years, since the Fens were constructed, 
has resulted in a very large amount of objectionable de- 
posits. There is but one way to overcome this difficulty, 
and that is to extend the Stony brook channel to Charles 
river. This would cost a very considerable amount of 
money, and the first portion to be undertaken would be the 
reconstruction of about 4,500 feet of the old Stony brook 
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channel, at an estimated cost of about $250,000. Ultimately 
the new channels of Stony brook should be extended to the 
Charles river. 

It is important that the Fens should be cleaned, and the 
existing deposits of sewage removed. I would recommend 
that an appropriation be made for this purpose, and this 
would undoubtedly for some time to come remove any 
serious objections. It is estimated that this would require 
the sum of $25,000. 


In the last annual report a brief account was given of the 
controversy between the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission 
and the city of Boston, and the matter was followed up 
during the past year. Finally, an agreement was arrived 
at, and a contract drawn for five years, from 1896 to 1900, 
inclusive, by which, the amount the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission will pay the city of Boston for the rental of its 
sewer system is defined. Asa matter of record, a copy of 
this contract will be found in the Sewer Appendix, page 251. 

Upon the execution of this agreement, the department 
proceeded with the work of enlarging the sewage storage 
reservoirs at Moon Island, a contract was let, and work has 
been begun. The result of this construction will be the 
doubling of the capacity of the reservoirs, and it is expected 
that they will prove sufficient for all requirements likely to 
be made until the year 1905. If at this time the volume 
of sewage becomes so great as to overtax the reservoirs, fur- 
ther extensions will have to be made, for which there is 
ample room on the island. 

At the same time, the pumping plant at the Calf Pasture 
has been thoroughly everhauled, and its capacity increased. 
A contract has been made for designing a new 72,000,000- 
gallon sewage-pump, which is to be set upon a foundation 
built for that purpose when the original plant was put in. 
The design for this pump will be completed during the com- 
ing year, and a contract let for its construction, it is expected, 
during the succeeding year. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 
Expenditures.

The past year the collections of this division were as fol- 
lows: 853,725 loads, 54 cubic feet each, of house dirt and

ashes; 56,783 loads of house offal, showing a very consider- 
able increase in the amount of material removed. 

No special money being provided for this division, it has 
been necessary to use the maintenance appropriation for the 
purchase of certain supplies which were not estimated when 
the appropriation was made; and, in the interest of safety, it 
was necessary to expend a considerable sum on the Fort Hill 
wharf. 

The dumping scows also have required a considerable ex- 
penditure in docking and repairs. 

A contract has been made with the New England Sanitary 
Product Company to receive the offal at various dumping 
points, and remove the same to a plant to be constructed by 
them at the Cow Pasture. This will do away with the very 
objectionable practice of dumping this material at sea. The 
contract and plans require that a plant shall be erected by 
the contracting company, substantial in every way, and 
thoroughly adapted to the purposes for which it is to be 
used, and it is expected that on completion the most perfect 
plant of its kind in this country will be in operation. 

Before the end of another financial year, it is my hope to 
also report a plant in operation for the disposal of the combus- 
tible waste. This matter has received careful attention, but 
it has not been possible as° yet to bring about the improve- 
ment. I feel confident, however, that the coming year this 
matter will be taken care of. It will then be only necessary 
for the city to dispose of its solid ash collection, and, as this 
is clean material, there is no objection to either dumping at 
sea or depositing on vacant land. ‘The entire matter of the 
disposition of the waste products of the city will then be 
handled in a proper and sanitary manner. 

As the garbarge must now be handled for final disposi- 
tion, separately from the ashes, it will be necessary to recon- 
struct Fort Hill wharf, so as to allow two scows to dock at 
the same time, there now being but one berth. 

The steel carts put in service last year have proved satis- 
factory, and I would recommend the gradual displacement of 
the old form of wooden cart by new steel dumping carts. 
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STREET CLEANING DIVISION.

Cleaned 13,261 miles of streets; removed 121,768 loads 
of ditt. 

The work of this division has been carried on substantially 
on the old lnes, with the exception of such slight extension 
of the patrol service as the appropriation would allow. The 
work of this division is greatly increased, and the results 
made less satisfactory, from the fact that so large a portion 
of the down-town streets are old and in poor condition. On 
streets newly constructed with modern paving — either 
asphalt or granite blocks with pitch joints —it is a compara- 
tively easy task to keep the pavements clean; and on all such 
streets the patrol system is largely used, and as a result 
these streets are always clean and show up handsomely. 
There is, however, but a very small proportion of the down- 
town area that has been repaved for many years. 

It is desirable that street-cleaning districts be established 
in the sections of the city which are now covered in this work 
by the Paving Division. Under the present plan, as a matter 
of economy, it has been the practice for the Paving Division 
to do the street cleaning in the sections where, at the time of 
this arrangement, there was little or no paving; and also in 
East Boston. I would recommend that a street-cleaning 
force be established in East Boston, Dorchester and Brighton. 
No stable accommodations being available, and the appropria- 
tion not being of sufficient size to warrant, this plan has not 
been carried out. The street-cleaning forces, however, have 
been sent for the first time, as often as arrangements could 
be made, to Brighton and Dorchester. East Boston is cared 
for by the men of the Charlestown District. 

By the purchase of wharf property in East Boston in 1897, 
it is now possible, if an appropriation can be obtained, to 
make suitable quarters for the establishment of both Street- 
Cleaning and Sanitary Districts in that section of the city. 
In Dorchester, there is available for this purpose the build- 
ings on Gibson street, excellently located, and to be secured 
at a low cost. 

A special appropriation should be made for the removal of 
snow; it would then be possible to estimate with some accu- 
racy the amount required for doing the work of the year on 
a certain basis. 
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A more rigid enforcement of the ordinances in relation to 
the throwing of waste materials into the streets would greatly 
assist the department in setting a higher standard of cleanli- 
ness.

The City Council has greatly neglected this division in the 
matter of appropriations. Until within the past two years 
an appropriation has been made for the reconstruction of cer- 
tain old bridges which were badly out of repair, and the 
maintenance appropriation has never been considered to be 
made for the purpose of dong new work. ‘The care of the 
128 bridges and the payment of draw-tenders and other 
employees and necessary repair stock and supphes is all that 
is contemplated when the maintenance appropriation is made. 

No special money was voted last year, and only by great 
effort was a small amount transferred, which made possible 
some slight reconstruction work on Congress-street bridge, 
whereby it was made safe. Several of the most important 
bridges of the city, where the travel is greatly increased are 
in such a condition that immediate action should be taken. 
Substantially new bridges are required at Congress street, 
Mount Washington avenue and Malden, and other bridges 
are in need of considerable reconstruction.

During the past year addition has been made to the elec- 
tric motors for assisting teams up the drops. These have 
worked well, and have made possible a better running time 
of the boats. Three boats have been equipped with electric 
lights, now making five boats so provided. Contract has 
been let for the building of a new ferry-boat, the completion 
of which is called for by May 1, 1898. Another boat will be 
immediately contracted for as soon as this one is in service, 
and found to be satisfactory. 

One new drop and tank have been constructed and put in 
place at the South Ferry, East Boston side, and the City 
Engineer recommends that two more be built and placed in 
position. When this is done, all the drops will be practi- 
cally new. Plans and specifications have been prepared for 
a new head-house and the re-arrangement of slips at the 
South Ferry, East Boston side. There is some question as 
to the land-takings, which may delay the prosecution of this 
work. 

The “East Boston” and “ Hugh O’Brien” have been 
hauled on the railway, calked and metaled during the past 
year. The boats are now in good condition with the ex- 
ception of the old “ Winthrop,” which cannot possibly be 
made to do service more than one or two more years. 


STREET WATERING DIVISION.

The season of 1897 was a very difficult one, unusal 
weather prevailing until late in the fall, making it necessary 
to extend the street watering season. The increase in ex- 
penditure over last year of about $7,500 was made necessary 
by this lengthening of the season. 

To properly cover the work of street watering, a larger 
appropriation should be made available ; and I would recom- 
mend that for the coming year the watering of all the city 
streets be placed under the supervision of this department, 
and advantage be taken of the Act passed by the Legislature 
of 1897, authorizmg this work to be done and the cost 
assessed on the owners of the abutting estates. At the 
present time the city undertakes the care of macadam streets 
only, and the watering of paved streets is done by subscrip- 
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tion to private contractors; thus the burden. bears unfairly, 
and the results are not satisfactory. In certain sections of 
the city, particularly in the poorer quarter, where the streets 
are paved, no watering is done for the reason that the people 
are not able to pay, or their great numbers make it difficult 
for arrangements to be made for the work by individual 
efforts. 

Under the Assessment Act the cost of street watering 
would be assessed on the property, and the amount would be 
so small that it could hardly be felt as a hardship. Studies 
are being made along this line, and it is probable that the 
City Council will be asked to authorize the department to 
undertake the street watering under the Assessment Act. 

As mentioned in my last report, it was expected that a 
thorough trial would be given the electric watering car ser- 
vice. ‘The matter, however, was blocked by the management 
of the West End Street Railway Company, and the experi- 
ment still remains untried. Under present conditions, how- 
ever, I anticipate no trouble of this sort the coming season, 
and the subject will be thoroughly gone into. 


PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


The same careful attention has been given through the 
purchasing agent to the purchase of supplies for the depart- 
ment. The establishment of a Central Supply Department 
and stock-room has made it possible to take advantage of the 
market, and the matter of distribution and checking of 
supples has been given more attention, with good results. 


STABLES AND BUILDINGS. 


The condition of the buildings occupied by the Street 
Department for stables and other purposes is such that a very 
considerable amount of su0oney could be expended to advan- 
tage, and with an ultimate saving to the city. As far as the 
maintenance appropriation would allow, repairs, painting 
and additions have been made; but these have necessarily 
been quite limited. In the west yard, on North Grove street, 
there is ample room for the care of a much larger force. 
The buildings at this yard are, with one exception, old, badly 
arranged, and so situated as to cover the ground with the 
least economy of space. Could an appropriation be made, it 
would be possible to re-arrange this yard, so that all the 
horses and teams required for service in that district, by the 
Street-Cleaning, Sanitary and Sewer Divisions, could be pro- 
vided for. What is true of this yard applies to many others. 
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In West Roxbury, the Paving Division stable is in such con- 
dition that it is hardly worth while to repair; and yet, in its 
present shape, it is alraost untenantable. 

A hospital for sick horses is greatly needed. I trust the 
comparatively small amount of money needed for this pur- 
pose will be made available next year. 

An additional number of at least fifty horses could be em- 
ployed with economy and advantage to the general work of 
the department. Stable accommodations, however, are such 
that it is necessary to depend on hired teams. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Under the provision of the statute relative to the abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance in the city of Boston, this work 
has been authoritatively assigned by the Mayor to this de- 
partment for some years. ‘This includes careful inspection 
of all boiler plants and the examination of all plants in the 
matter of smoke nuisance. No boiler permits are granted by 
the Building Commissioner without first receiving the ap- 
proval of this department; and before this department con- 
sent to these permits, the applicant must make satisfactory 
representation as to the proper equipment of the plant, so 
that no smoke nuisance will arise. 

Although it is a somewhat difficult matter to handle, the 
results of the work of this department in this city have been 
quite satisfactory. One inspector and two assistants devote 
their entire time to this subject. 


COMPLAINTS. 


Much attention has been given by the present administra- 
tion to the treatment of complaints and requests received at 
this office, and a system has been developed during the past 
year which it is believed is producing excellent results. In 
past years there appears to have been no uniform method of 
dealing with complaints, each having been treated as an in- 
dividual case. In some cases a memorandum was sent to the 
proper official, in others a formal letter, and sometimes the 
original complaint. In any case there was no regular system 
of obtaining reports or recording the results of such investi- 
gation as was made, and no assurance was given to the Super- 
intendent that the causes of dissatisfaction were removed or 
explained. 

Under the present system, on receipt of a complaint, it is 
immediately stamped with a number (these numbers being 
consecutive), a reference to the proper official of the depart- 
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»ment, and a brief statement of what action or information is 
‘ desired. An entry is then made on a day book kept for the 
purpose, giving the name of the complainant, number of com- 
plaint, official to whom referred, and memorandum of the 
subject and of the directions given by this office. Thus, in a 
very few minutes from the time of its receipt, the document 
is on its way to the proper official to receive such attention 
as may be required. 

Each complaint so forwarded is required to be returned to 
the Central Office, with a report stating what action has been 
taken, and giving such information as is necessary to a full 
understanding of the case. To avoid any risk of complaints 
being overlooked in the several divisions of the department, 
each complaint on being returned is checked off in the day 
book, and each week a list, by numbers, is sent to the differ- 
ent divisions of any complaints forwarded during the preced- 
ing week and not yet returned. Upon the receipt of such 
notice the official in charge is required either to return the 
documents with explanation of the delay, or to report what 
progress has been made, and what further action is proposed. 

Upon receipt of any complaint, suitable acknowledgment 
is made to the writer. If the cause of complaint is such 
that there must necessarily be some delay, or if there 
are any special circumstances to be explained, a letter is 
written ; but if the matter relates to some fault in the ser- 
vice or to some minor defect in a street or in some of the 
structures under the care of the department, a printed form 
on a double postal card is filled in and sent. ‘This consists 
of a statement (signed by the Superintendent), that the com- 
munication has been received and referred to the proper 
division for action or report, with the number and date of 
the complaint. The reply card attached is addressed to the 
Superintendent of Streets, and contains a printed acknowl- 
edgment that the matter has been satisfactorily attended to, 
with number and subject of complaint and date of receipt, 
and blanks for date of reply and signature of complainant. 

At the bottom of this reply card is left a space for any 
comment which the writer may desire to make, and this can 
be used, if desired, for forwarding a second complaint if the 
former one has not been attended to in a satisfactory manner. 
When a reply card containing such further complaint is re- 
ceived, it is compared with the report (if already on file), 
and forwarded to the same division to which the original 
complaint was sent, and a record made on the day book. 
The number on the card and on the original complaint being 
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the same, it is very easy to trace the responsibility for any 
delay which may have occurred. 

Of the acknowledgment cards sent out from this office, letter- 
press copies are taken, making practically as good a record 
in the letter books as though a ietter had been written and 
sent, and at a great saving of time. It will be noted that by 
the use of these reply cards the acknowledgment of satisfac- 
tory service by the complainant only requires the insertion of 
the date, and the signature of the writer—the card, as 
already stated, being addressed, ready for mailing. 

The daily record of complaints, in which the numbers 
appear consecutively, is indexed each day alphabetically 
under the names of the complainants. When the complaints 
are finally returned to this office, they are pasted in file books 
in the order of their numbers, the reply cards being attached 
to the complaints to which they relate, and fully indexed by 
giving the names of the writers and the subjects of com- 
plaint. It is thus easy to turn back to former complaints 
on any particular subject or from any particular correspondent. 

By this system, it is believed that the essential conditions 
of good service are fulfilled, and at a comparatively small 
expenditure of time and labor. It insures the immediate 
transmission of the complaint to the executive officer in 
charge, and his prompt action and report; it gives the cor- 
respondent the assurance that his complaint is receiving 
attention, enables him with very little trouble to acknowledge 
satisfactory service, and gives him an opportunity to make 
further criticism if he desires; and finally, it brings all the 
facts in the case before the superintendent in such a manner 
that he can readily forward to the complainant an explana- 
tion of any circumstances in regard to which it is desirable 
that he should be informed. 

It may not be out of place to say that the department not 
only admits the right of every citizen to make reasonable 
complaint, but fully recognizes the fact that intelligent and 
friendly criticism is a most valuable aid to good service, 
amounting as it does to a system of volunteer inspection, and 
supplementing the regular inspection service of the depart- 
ment. ‘The public has shown itself to be very willing to co- 
operate with the department in carrying out the details of 
this system. When the return postal cards were introduced, 
while it was believed that a large proportion would be re- 
turned, it was feared that many would be neglected or for- 
gotten; but the result has exceeded expectation, the number 
not returned having proved a very small one. Moreover, 
the great majority of complainants, finding themselves met in 
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a spirit of fairness and with a desire to do what is possible for 
their relief, have proved to be reasonable in their demands, 
and anxious only for efficient service and the good of the 
public; and I wish to take this opportunity to express my 
eratitude to the many good citizens who have given the 
department their co-operation and support in its efforts to 
improve the service and adapt it to the needs of the com- 
munity. 


SIGNS. 


Greater and more systematic attention has been given this 
year to the placing of street signs. New and more attractive 
styles of double-faced post signs have been devised and 
adopted. While this may seem a comparatively unimportant 
matter, the many favorable comments made by citizens to the 
department show that this improvement has been appreciated. 

The signs placed by this department are made by the San- 
itary Division, but the work of locating is under the super- 
vision and direction of, and the expenditure charged to the 
Paying Division. 


BostoN AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


No work of importance has been undertaken the past year 
on these bridges. The utmost care, however, has been nec- 
essary to keep them safe under the limited appropriation, and 
in good condition for the immense travel. 

I must again express my appreciation of the services of 
my associate, Mr. William J. Marvin, of Cambridge, upon 
whom the detail of the work has largely fallen. 

The matter of a new bridge to Cambridge, as recommended 
in the last report of this department, is before the present 
Legislature, with an excellent prospect of legislation being 
passed which will make possible the construction of a new 
and adequate bridge. 


Craigie Bridge. 

A new sidewalk has been built on the south side of the 
bridge for the whole length of the Cambridge end, a new 
roadway has been laid for the same distance between the 
sidewalk and the track, one hundred and twenty-five feet of 
new sidewalk has been built on the north side at the Boston 
end, and new timbers were put under the draw to hold it in 
place. The work was done at night so as not to stop travel. 
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The pavement on the north side of the bridge for its whole 
length has been repaired, and the following repairs have been 
made on the draw-tender’s house: New gutters on piazza, 
new tinning on ell, two chimneys re-topped, two coats of paint 
put on house. ‘The engine-house and iron on pier, and the 
new fence have been painted, and two chimneys re-topped on 
the house at the Cambridge end of bridge. 

The bridge is swept once a week, always after midnight, 
and the roadway is watered with salt water three times daily 
when necessary to lay the dust. The ordinary repairs, and 
sweeping sidewalks and piers have been done by the draw- 
tender and assistants ; draw sheathed when necessary. 

Next year the sidewalk on the north side at the Cambridge 
end will have to be rebuilt, a new fence built, and the roadway 
paved. ‘The sidewalk on the south side Boston end will have 
to be repaired and a new fence built. <A part of the piles at 
the Cambridge end have been in place about one hundred 
years, and they have to be looked after very closely to 
prevent accidents. 


Harvard Bridge. 


Harvard bridge is in good condition. At the request of 
the riders of bicycles, for a width of three feet from the curb- 
ing on each side of the bridge, the sheathing which has just 
been completed, was laid lengthwise of the bridge, the balance 
being laid diagonally as heretofore. This flooring lasts about 
nine months, and then repairs have to be made. Last year 
about thirteen thousand feet of the best of the old sheathing 
was saved for patching, making quite a saving, and when 
sheathing the roadway this year about the same quantity was 
saved for use in a similar way next year. 

The cost of sheathing the roadway was $2,795, Boston 
paying one-half. 

The whole length of the iron fence on each side of the 
bridge has been painted. The iron work outside the rail has 
been scraped and painted, and the house on the draw pier 
has been painted. 

The West End Street Railway Company relaid their tracks 
on the bridge at the time the sheathing was done, putting in 
new rails where necessary. The sheathing between the rails 
and between the tracks was renewed with new plank, making 
a much better road than the old one. The West End Rail- 
way Company has always promptly responded to all requests 
for needed repairs or alterations. 

Ordinary repairs on the bridge are made by the draw- 
tender and his assistants. They also clean the surface of the 
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bridge weekly, remove the snow from the sidewalk, and keep 
the electric light globes clean and in order. 


Prison Point Bridge. 


This bridge is in very bad condition. The draw, which is 
of the old-fashioned leaf pattern, is in such condition that it 
is almost impossible to raise it. It would require a consider- 
able outlay to make it work easily, but we do not think it 
advisable to expend much money upon it, as it is expected 
that the Boston and Maine Railroad will begin the work of 
separating the grades of the road and railroad at this point 
next year and the plan for so doing provides for a new high- 
way bridge over the channel. 

The draw-tender’s house has been painted outside, the two 
chimneys retopped, and the bridge and draw have been 
sheathed. Ordinary small repairs have been made and 
sweeping done by the draw-tender and assistants. 


West Boston Bridge. 


This bridge is in the same condition as it was last year. 
By watching it closely and making the necessary repairs 
promptly it is kept in good condition for travel. It is a con- 
stant care. We hope the time is not far distant when the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge, with the co-operation of the 
projected elevated railroad company, will see their way clear 
to build a new bridge of stone and iron. 

The paving has been repaired on both sides of the road- 
way the entire length of the bridge. The roof of the engine- 
house has been stripped of the shingles that were badly 
decayed and a tin roof substituted, making it much safer 
against taking fire from sparks which are freely showered 
upon it from the smoke stacks of tugs while lying there. 
The engine-house, sheds and iron work have been painted. 

The bridge has been swept once a week, always after mid- 
night, and watered three times daily with salt water in dusty 
weather. Sweeping piers and draw, cleaning snow from 
draw piers and sidewalks, and ordinary repairs have been 
made by the draw-tender and his assistants. The draw has 
been sheathed when necessary. 

The West End Street Railway Company relaid their 
tracks the whole length of the bridge, it veing necessary to 
do so on account of the settling of the pavement, and the 
generally poor condition of the bridge. 
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IN GENERAL. 


The usual statement is appended, showing the number of 
draw openings and the number of vessels which passed 
through, also the tables showing the traffic over bridges on 
September 29, 1897. 

The amount of revenue received for rents, dockage, 
repairs to West End Street Railway Company’s tracks, etc., 
during the year has been $1,993.48 and one-half, $996.74, 
has been paid to each city. 

The following is a statement of the payments made by the 
City of Boston, on account of the Canal, Harvard, Prison 
Point and West Boston bridges, from February 1, 1897, to 
January 31, 1898:

SUMMARY OF WORK DONE. 


BRIDGE DIVISION. 


Overhauled and repaired the following bridges, viz. : 

Beacon street (centre span), Blakemore street, Broadway, 
Chelsea bridge (North), Congress street, Essex street, Leyden 
street, Meridian street, Shawmut avenue, Warren and West- 
erm avenue. 

A portion of Broadway bridge, 118 feet long by 30 feet 
wide, was entirely rebuilt. 
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Shawmut-avenue bridge was in poor condition, and the 
girders, cross-braces, roadway and iron-work were thoroughly 
overhauled, thus putting the bridge in good condition. 


FERRY DIVISION. 


The machinery and woodwork of six boats were thoroughly 
overhauled and painted, and two boats were thoroughly 
calked and metalled. 

Four electric motors have been installed, thus equipping 
each landing with power to assist teams up the drops. 

Three new boats have been equipped with electric lights, 
making five in all thus equipped. 

The south pier, North Ferry, East Boston side, has been 
thoroughly repaired, and the landing at the South Ferry, 
East Boston side, has been raised, thus preventing flooding 
at high tide. 


PAvING DIVISION. 


Paved and regulated 37 streets with granite blocks, 21,759 
square yards on concrete base, and 191,578 square yards on 
gravel base, or a total of about 213,337 square yards.

Brick, 89,900 square yards, new; and 47,065, old, relaid, 
or a total of 186,965 square yards. 

Crushed stone, 35,247 square yards. 

Artificial stone sidewalks, 127,389 square feet. 

23,188 square yards asphalt have been laid on a concrete 
base. 

Work has progressed on 21 streets laid out and ordered 
constructed under the “323” Act, and 13 of these streets 
have been finished. 


SEWER DIvIsIon. 

Built 30.5 miles of sewers, 412 new catch-basins, flushed 
178 miles of sewers, removed 806 cubic yards of sewage 
deposit from sewers, and 1,008 cubic yards of sludge from 
pumping-station, and cleaned 6,655 catch-basins. 

There are now about 475 miles of sewers maintained by 
this division.

EMPLOYMENT OF LABOR. 


The report of the Civil Service Clerk follows, showing the 
classification of the employees of the department and the 
transfers and requisitions made for the several divisions of 
the Department. 

During the year 118 applications were made upon the 
State Commission for 265 men of various grades and occu- 
pations ; of this number 10 were for promotions and 18 were 
for the reinstatement of 387 men. 547 names were sub- 
mitted, of which number 281 were selected and appointed, 
of whom 27 were chosen under the Veterans’ Preference 
Act of 1896, and 384 provisional appointments were made 
under Civil Service Rule No. 36. Of the 10 applications 
made for promotions 9 were granted, 1 failing to pass the 
examination, and on the 18 requests for the reinstatement 
of 37 employees, 35 were granted and 2 rejected. 

During the year 227 transfers were made, which the Com- 
mission approved, of which number 150 were from Transit, 
27 from Water, 22 from Public Grounds, 16 from Park, 
5 from Improved Sewerage, 3 from Mt. Hope Cemetery, 1 
each from Health, Lamp and School. Departments. 

Notices of 128 discharges from the department rolls were 
forwarded to the Commission. 

The department records show that there are now 3,384 
persons eligible for employment in the several divisions and 
of that number 3,089 were upon the January, 1898, pay-rolls.

REPORT OF THE* DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE BRIDGE DIVISION. 


927 AND 928 TREMONT BUILDING, 
Boston, February 1, 1898. 


Mr. Bens. W. WELLS, Superintendent of Streets. 


DeAR Sie: I respectfully submit my annual report of the 
expenditures, income and operation of the Bridge Division 
of the Street Department for the financial year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1898. 

There was appropriated for the care and maintenance of 
this division, during the year, the sum of $125,000. 

The total number of bridges in Boston is 132. This num- 
ber does not include culverts. Four (4) of these bridges, 
viz.: Harvard, Canal, Prison Point, and West Boston, all 
connecting with Cambridge, are under the care of two com- 
missioners, one of whom is appointed by the city of Boston 
and the other by the city of Cambridge. 

Thirty-three are wholly supported by railroad corporations, 
and ninety-nine are supported wholly or in part by the city 
of Boston. 

There are twenty-three tide-water bridges provided with 
draws; six (6) of these are operated by steam, four (4) by 
electricity, and thirteen (13) by hand power. 

Malden bridge, one of the principal bridges operated by 
hand power, is in immediate need of extensive repairs, as it is 
old and badly decayed, and requires constant care to keep it 
in order. 

I would recommend also that steam or electric power be 
substituted to operate the draw. 

Mt. Washington-avenue bridge is also operated by hand 
power, and is second, on the south side, in the number of 
openings to permit vessels to pass through, and has a large 
amount of travel, heavy teaming, etc. 

It is hoped that with the extensive improvements in the 
vicinity of this bridge, provision will be made for its recon- 
struction. 
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There are twelve tide-water bridges of great importance, 
operated as follows: Meridian street, Chelsea (North), Dover 
street, and Federal street by electric power. 

Chelsea (South), Warren, Charles River, Congress street, 
L street, and Broadway by steam power. 

Malden and Mt. Washington avenue by hand power. 

During the past year four (4) new trucks have been 
placed on Warren bridge, new deck put in, sheathing, etc., 
all the ironwork painted, and the tracks levelled by placing 
oak sleepers two feet apart underneath. A new engine, 
with winches, for the purpose of assisting vessels to pass 
through the draw, thus saving much time to public travel, is 
being placed in position. 

On May 21 a portion of Broadway pier, 118 feet long and 
30 feet wide, fell into the water, carrying with it all cross 
beams and deck, and a large tool-house, necessitating the 
rebuilding of a new pile structure. 

The remainder of the pier is in great need of being rebuilt, 
and should be attended to this year. 

Congress-street bridge needed extensive repairs during the 
past year. The sidewalks on both sides have been recon- 
structed, the deck on road-bed, the bulkhead at the draw, 
and the fender-guards, etc., on the South Boston side, have 
been repaired. 

Close attention should be given to the repairs of this 
bridge the coming year, owing to the immense increase of 
travel over the bridge, on account of the new freight facili- 
ties located at South Boston. 

The following-named bridges were closed to public travel 
for reconstruction and extensive repairs: 

May 4, Western-avenue bridge, new timbers, new deck and 
sheathing, new sidewalks and piling. 

May 25. Leyden street, East Boston, ironwork scraped 
and painted, new deck and sheathing on road-bed, new 
sidewalks. 

July 26. Blakemore street, new sidewalks. 

August 10. Centre span on Beacon street, ironwork 
cleaned and painted ; new timbers, deck and sheathing. 

September 16. Shawmut avenue stripped of all old wood- 
work; iron girders properly cleaned and painted; about 
thirty iron braces removed and replaced with new ones; new 
deck and sheathing. 

November 3. Keyes street, new timbers, new deck sheath- 
ing and new sidewalks. 

November 9. Cornwall street, new timbers, deck sheath- 
ing and sidewalks.

November 29: Elmwood street being in such a bad con- 
dition new timbers for deck, sheathing and sidewalks were 
used. 

December 23. Hyde Park averiue, new stone abutments ; 
new timbers eight by sixteen inches, two feet apart on centre, 
new deck, sheathing and sidewalks, making a complete new 
bridge. 

The inland bridges have been given a careful inspection 
and all efforts made to keep them in safe condition; they 
have been thoroughly swept and kept free and clean. 

Good discipline has been maintained among the draw- 
tenders and their assistants on the different draw-bridges. 

They have faithfully and efficiently performed their various 
duties, and no accidents have occurred through neglect of 
duty. . 

The material used in repairs has been of good quality, 
has always been promptly delivered, thereby causing no delay 
or disappointment in the performance of work. 

The same care has been exercised to keep on hand dupli- 
cate sets of gearing. 

This precaution will lessen public inconvenience in case 
of accidents. 

I would call attention once more to the fact that more 
suitable headquarters be provided for the mechanical depart- 
ment in this division ; would also recommend that the follow- 
ing-named bridges be provided with proper machinery to 
assist vessels through, and obviate largely the inconvenience 
to public travel. Chelsea (North), Dover street, Federal 
street, Mt. Washington avenue and Meridian street.

The sum of $903.85, which was spent in construction of 
Essex-street bridge, was in excess of the amount appropriated 
for the same. This was contract work under the Engineer- 
ing Department.

Congress street, Cornwall street, Elmwood street, Hyde 
Park avenue, Keyes street, Leyden street, Warren avenue. 

On April 21 a careful inspection of Longwood-avenue 
bridge was made by the Town Engineer of Brookline and 
this division. | 

It was thought expedient to close the bridge, and by 
mutual agreement of the town of Brookline and city of 
Boston the bridge was closed to the public, and work of con- 
structing a new bridge commenced at once. 

An appropriation of $150,000 was made for this bridge, 
half of the expense, $75,000, to be paid by the town of Brook- 
line, and half by the city of Boston, Park Department. 

A stone bridge is now in progress of erection in place of 
the old wooden affair, and when completed will be the finest 
in the city.

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


NortH Ferry, Easr Boston, February 1, 1898. 
Mr. Bens. W. WELLS, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sre: I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
expenditures, income and operation of the Ferry Division 
of the Street Department for the financial year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1898: 

South Ferry, East Boston side, located at the termination 
of Lewis street, covering an area of 58,725 square feet of 
land and water. On these premises are one head-house, one 
coal-shed, one work-shop for carpenters, machinists and. black- 
smith, one gate-room and oil-room, all in a very poor condi- 
tion. ‘Three piers which form the two ferry-shps, two drops 
and tanks, and one dock where boats are laid when not in 
use or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston side, located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, covering an area of 28,135 square feet of 
land and water, upon which is one head-house with canopies 
extending over driveways, one gate-room, three piers which 
form the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

The wharf property adjoining these premises was leased 
by the Ferry Department in 1881 for 999 years, at a rental 
of $4,000 per year. The whole of it is sub-let to the Public 
Institutions Department for $2,000 per year, making a net 
loss to this division of %2,000 a year, which should be 
borne by Public Institutions Department. 

North Ferry, Boston side, located at the termination of 
Battery street, covering an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, upon which are one head-house with canopies, 
one gate-room and steam-room, three piers which form the 
two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston side, located at termination of 
Border street, covering an area of 62,138 square feet of land 
and water, upon which are one head-house with canopy, boiler- 
room, oil-room, stable and coal-shed, three piers, which form 
the two slips, two drops and tanks. 
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There are eight drops. One new drop and tank have been 
built and put in place during the past year at South Ferry, 
East Boston side, and the City Engineer recommends that 
two more be built and placed in position. When this is done 
all the drops will be then practically new. 

There are twelve piers, only two of which are in good con- 
dition, and extensive repairs should be made on the rest. 
Those at South Ferry, on both sides, are in very poor condi- 
tion, especially on Boston side, where the south pier must be 
entirely rebuilt. 

The head-houses are all in good condition, with the excep- 
tion of the one at South Ferry, East Boston side. Plans 
have been drawn for a new head-house and coal shed, and 
for the rearrangement of the slips at this landing, and it is 
hoped that before long this terminal will be equal, if not 
superior, to any of the others. 

I again repeat my recommendation of last year that Battery 
street be widened from Commercial street to the ferry gates. 

There are seven ferry-boats in use in this division, six of 
them week days and three on Sunday. One is a spare boat. 

During the past year two of the boats the “* Hugh 
O’Brien” and “ East Boston” have been hauled out on rail- 
way and calked and coppered at a cost of almost $4,000. 
A new propeller boat is undergoing construction and will be 
in commission about May 1, 1898. It will take the place of 
the “Ben Franklin,” which has outlived its usefulness. 
The other five boats are in very good condition. The end 
of the “ Hugh O’Brien” has been built up the past year, 
making her good for some time to come. 

A new modern boat should be built to take the place of 
the « Winthrop,” which is now twenty-five years old. 

During the past year every boat (with the exception of 
“Ben Franklin”) has been thoroughly overhauled, both 
machinery and woodwork, and painted throughout. Elec- 
tric lights have been installed on three of the boats as pro- 
vided for by a special appropriation, making five of the seven 
boats equipped with electric lights. 

Electric motors have been installed at all the landings, and 
it is now possible on this account to make schedule running 
time, regardless of weather conditions. 

The south pier at North Ferry, East Boston side, has been 
completely overhauled and repaired at a cost of $2,000. 
This was imperative, as the pier was in a dangerous condition. 

The landing at the South Ferry, East Boston side, was 
raised about 14 inches, this will prevent any but an ex- 
traordinary high tide rising over the landing. Previously 
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any little increase in the tide necessitated the use of planks 
in order that passengers might reach the boats. 

By reference to the financial and travel schedules you will 
see that the increase of receipts was $4,369.60, increase of 
foot travel over 431,000 and of team travel 23,500.

Three hundred postal cards and 1,500 notices have been sent 
to storekeepers and householders in connection with selling from 
windows, etc. 

During the year there have been 14,683 notices sent the various 
foremen, directing them to repair defects in the public streets, 
which haye been reported by the police and others; also 5,262 
notices to private parties to repair work improperly done when 
permits had been granted to open the streets, and to owners of 
estates where coal-holes and sidewalk lights were defective.

Cash to the amount of $12,798.50 for permits has been 
received and deposited with the City Collector. 

There is $7,519.50 due for permits at this date from corpora- 
tions and departments.

The work of the Sanitary Division includes the removal of house- 
offal and the removal of house-dirt and ashes, accumulated from 
the burning of materials for heating buildings and for domestic 
purposes. . 

The following table shows the amounts expended for the main- 
tenance of the Sanitary Division for the past five (5) years:

OFFAL. 


The method of disposing of offal and garbage during 1897 was, 
as in preceding years, to sell the material to farmers in neighboring 
towns, the portion not disposed of in this manner being towed to 
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sea. Out of 56,783 loads collected during the past year in the city 
and suburbs, 43,207 loads, or 76 per cent., was fed to hogs, and 
13,576 loads, or 24 per cent., carried in dumping-boats to the sea. 

On April 1, 1897, the dumping and disposal of offal at Highland 
street, Roxbury, was abandoned, at the solicitation of the Board of 
Health, the Institutions Commissioner, and by vote of the City 
Council. By this action it has, toa certain extent, increased the 
cost of collecting offal in Roxbury and a part of West Roxbury, and 
decreased the revenue to the city from the sale of the material. 

A more sanitary way of disposing of the city offal has long 
been under consideration, and, as the result of investigation made 
by a committee appointed by the city government, a contract for 
a term of ten years was made with the New England Sanitary 
Product Company, in January, 1898, by the provisions of which 
nearly 77 per cent. of the collection is conveyed to an isolated point 
within the city limits and treated by a method known as the 
Improved Arnold process, which disposes of it in an unobjection- 
able manner. Provision was also made for extending the scope of 
the contract so as to include the outlying sections of the city, when 
advisable. 

During the year twenty-two new steel-bodied dumping wagons 
have replaced the same number of wooden wagons which were 
unfit for further service, and it is intended to substitute them gen- 
erally for the wooden wagons, as they are much better adapted for 
the collection of offal. 


ASHES. 


Of the 389,098 loads of ashes collected during the past year, 
243,556 loads, or 63 per cent., were deposited on low lands in the 
outlying districts of the city; 100,905 loads, or 26 per cent., were 
towed to sea, and the balance, 44,637 loads, or 11 per cent., were 
collected by contractors and used on low lands for filling. 

The material designated ‘ ashes”’ includes, besides the material 
itself, the general refuse of the city, such as store-sweepings, 
papers, and rubbish of all kinds, and our method of disposing of it 
has many objectionable features. Some of the refuse which is 
towed to sea is of such light composition that it often floats back 
to the neighboring beaches, and is the cause of frequent complaint 
from the residents. There has also been complaint from dumps 
unavoidably located near residential sections, owing to papers and 
other light refuse being blown about by the winds. 

It is the purpose of this division to obviate this difficulty, at least 
in a measure, by the erection, this year, of one or more furnaces, 
suitable for the burning of such combustible waste, arrangements 
for same being already in progress, and it is estimated that material, 
having a commercial value, which can be culled from the refuse, 
will cover the entire cost of the operation of the proposed furnaces. 
In view of this plan, householders in one section of the city were 
requested, nearly six month ago, to keep papers and other refuse of 
a combustible nature in a separate receptacle, or to tie the same in 
bundles, to facilitate their removal. The system has worked satis- 
factorily where it has been tried, and it will be further extended. 

Owing to the bulky nature of the material termed ashes, it was 
deemed advisable to enlarge the ash-carts by the addition of boards 
on the sides and ends, thereby increasing their capacity by about 
one-third. Some objection was made to this change by employees 


/ 
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in this division, but the introduction of a scales at one of the larger 
dumps soon demonstrated the utility of the measure, the average 
weight of several thousand loads collected in the enlarged carts being 
only 1,500 pounds. If the separation of papers and light refuse 
from ashes can be successfully compassed throughout the city, a 
suitable cart for collecting same will be introduced. 

A change, productive of good results, was made in the collection 
of store-sweepings in what is known as the business section of the 
city, the occupants of stores, etc., being requested, by the distribu- 
tion of printed notices, to put out all waste material previous to 
7.30 A.M., so that the collectors could remove it while the streets 
were passable, much annoyance and inconvenience which had pre- 
viously existed being in a large measure prevented. 

I would again call your attention to the dilapidated condition of 
the stables in charge of this division, and earnestly recommend that 
a special appropriation be made for their renovation. 

Several complaints have been received concerning the failure of 
the division to promptly remove offal and ashes; investigation of 
these has usually shown that either offal has not been properly sepa- 
rated from ashes or other refuse, as is insisted upon by the depart- 
ment, or else that the receptacles were kept in some inaccessible 
place, or were larger than the ordinances provide and the regula- 
tions of the department permit. 

In order that householders might understand these regulations 
and that the work be not unnecessarily delayed, the following circu- 
lar was issued: 

It will be noted that the circular also requires a third separation, 
viz.: that all refuse other than household ashes or offal be placed in, 
athirdreceptacle. This was done in anticipation of an arrangement 
for caring for the combustible waste separate from the heavy ash 
by incineration. 


Notice to Housekeepers. 


On and after Monday, Oct. 11, 1897, nothing but GARBAGE, FOOD 
CANS and FOOD BOTTLES must be put into the garbage receptacles, 
and nothing but DUST and ASHES must be put into the receptacles for 
ashes. 

ALL PAPERS, LIGHT WASTE and other GENERAL REFUSE 
must be placed in a third receptacle, or, if too bulky, must be tied in 
bundles to prevent their being scattered in handling, and MUST BE 
PROTECTED FROM THE WEATHER until collected by the proper 
authorities. 

GENERAL REFUSE includes the following: 


Paper, Excelsior, Old shoes and rubbers, 
Rubbish, Straw, Leather and rubber scraps, 
Bottles, Mattresses, Carpets, 

Rags, Old clothes, Broken glass, etc., 

Tin cans, Pasteboard boxes. 


The Superintendent of Streets of the City of Boston is required to 
remove ashes and OTHER REFUSE, and is governed by the following 
provisions of law: 

Acts of 1892, Chapter 419, Section 112.— All receptacles for ashes, 
waste and other substances, liable, by spontaneous combustion or other- 
wise, to cause a fire, shall be made of incombustible material, satis- 
factory to the inspector. Every building used as a tenement or lodging 
house shall have outside, and appurtenant to it, a suitable space, satis- 
factory to the inspector, for the temporary deposit of garbage and other 
refuse matter. 
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Revised Ordinances of 1892, Chapter 48, Section 14. — No person shall 
keep in his house, or on his land, any house offal, unless the same is 
placed in a suitable vessel, free from ashes and other refuse matter, and 
so placed as to be easily removed. 

Revised Ordinances of 1892, Chapter 48, Section 17. No person shall 
place or keep in or near any building, ashes or cinders in such a manner 
as to be liable to cause fire, nor mix them with other substances, nor 
place or keep them except in metallic vessels, so placed as to be easily 
removed. 

The Superintendent of Streets, therefore, calls attention to the neces- 
sity of keeping ASHES and OTHER REFUSE MATTER as required 
by law, and gives notice that NO REFUSE WILL BE REMOVED 
unless protected from the weather, and so placed as to be easily 
removed, and kept as follows: 

1. ASHES must be kept free from all other refuse matter and in 
metallic vessels. 

2. HOUSE OFFAL or garbage must be kept free from all other 
refuse matter (except FOOD CANS and FOOD BOTTLES), and in 
suitable vessels. : 

3. ALL OTHER REFUSE must be kept free from ashes and garbage 
and in suitable vessels, or in bundles firmly fastened, so as to prevent 
the rubbish from being scattered in handling.

After which times no person will be allowed to place any 
dirt, ashes, filth or rubbish of any kind whatever in any of the ways, 
streets or places of the city, without a permit from the Superintendent 
of Streets. 

Dirt of any kind not to be placed in the streets on Saturday.

Special Notice. 

On and after above-named days, ashes, etc., in order to be removed 
by city carts, must be placed in receptacles not larger than an ordinary 
flour barrel, and in a position on a level with the grade of the adjoining 
sidewalk. 

Vault filth, offal, bricks and mortar, gravel and earth, garden rakings 
and shrubbery are not included in the above, and will not a removed 
by the city if placed in the streets. 


During the year the wheelwright, blacksmith, paint, harness and 
horseshoeing shops of this division at the South Yard were con-

Each load of offal is equivalent to fifty-six (56) cubic feet, and has 
a maximum weight of one and a quarter (14) tons at certain seasons 
of the year. 

Of the amount, 56,783 loads, collected during the year 1897, 3,720 
were collected by the East Boston contractor, 1,520 by the Brighton 
contractor, 4,712 by the Dorchester contractor, and 760 loads by the 
West Roxbury contractor, leaving 46,071 loads collected by city teams. 

The collection of this material is attended to in winter by an aver- 
age regular force of 75 city offal carts and 171 men, and on contract 
work 17 offal carts and 34 men, making a total of 92 offal carts and 
205 men. At different times, and especially in summer, an approxi- 
mate extra force of 21 teams and 42 men are employed. 

The disposal has been made during the year in the following man- 
ner: The offal from the markets and the offal that is decayed is 
put on board a scow and towed to sea; the offal of Charlestown is 
taken to the yard at Malden bridge and there disposed of to farmers; 
the offal of East Boston is collected by a contractor and is removed 
to Revere; the offal of the city proper, Roxbury, a part of West 
Roxbury and South Boston is conveyed to the yard at the South 
End and disposed of to farmers, who remove it daily; a portion of 
the collections of West Roxbury is collected by contract and removed 
to Needham; the offal of Brighton is collected by contract and dis- 
posed of outside of the district; the offal in Dorchester is collected 
by a contractor and sold to farmers.

REMOVAL OF ASHES AND HOUSE DIRT. 


The removal of ashes, house and store dirt has been attended to 
during the year by a minimum force of 330 men and 145 city carts, 
also by five carts with an East Boston contractor, seven carts with 
Dorchester contractors, and two carts with a West Roxbury con- 
tractor.

The money received from the sales of house offal is deposited 
monthly with the City Collector, and then credited to the sinking- 
fund of the City of Boston. 


HovusE DiRT AND ASHES. 


In the collection of house dirt and ashes there are employed 361 
men and 159 carts. This materialis removed from hotels, tenement 
houses and stores daily; from dwelling-houses once a week. 

The City Ordinances of 1892 (chapter 36) require that house dirt 
and ashes shall be kept in an easily accessible place for their re- 
moval, the men being obliged to enter the yards and remove the 
receptacles to the sidewalks, where their contents are dumped into 
the carts. The receptacles are then placed in their original position. 
The material is disposed of, if possible, on low lands, being used for 
filling, and is also dumped onscows, to becarried to sea. Of the 
amount collected last year, 26 per cent. was disposed of in this man- 
ner, viz., carried to sea. 

There are four sections of the city let out by contract for the collec- 
tion of house dirt and ashes. Dorchester contracts — South is held 
by Denis Flynn, and North Dorchester by John McShane; East 
Boston, by W. F. Hedrington, and a part of West Roxbury by John 
J. Moore. 

The entire city proper, including Roxbury and a part of West 
Roxbury, together with South Boston, Charlestown and Brighton, 
are now done by day labor. 


HovusE OFFAL. 


There are employed in the removal of house offal 205 nten and 92 
wagons. ‘The offal is removed from dweliing-houses twice a week 
during the summer months, and once a week during the winter; 
from hotels, markets and restaurants it is removed daily. The men 
are required to enter yards, collect the offal, empty into wagons 
and deliver at the depots, located as follows: One on Albany street, 
one at the Almshouse, Charlestown; also to the dumping-boats 
located at Fort Hill Wharf on Atlantic avenue. 

The offal is largely sold to farmers of adjoining towns; the re- 
mainder is dumped on the scows and carried to sea. About 24 per 
cent. of the quantity collected during the past year has been dis- 
posed of in this manner. The Dorchester, Brighton, East Boston 
and West Roxbury contractors dispose of offal at present in the 
same manner as the city itself, by sale to farmers. 
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At present there are four sections of the city let out by contract 
for the collection of house offal: East Boston, by T. Mulligan; 
Dorchester District, by John Bradley; Brighton District, by D. B. 
Morrill, and a portion of West Roxbury by George T. Barnes. ;

Division REPAIR SHOPS. 


Located at the South End yards, situated at No. 650 Albany street. 
At these shops all of the repairs on carriages, carts, wagons, etc., 
are made, together with the painting of the same; all harnesses are 
repaired and many made, and a portion of the horseshoeing done. 

The mechanics in these shops are engaged also in making repairs - 
on the vehicles, etc., sent by the different divisions of the Street 
Department; all street signs are painted for the Paving Division, 
and a certain amount of the horseshoeing is done for the several 
divisions. 


WHEELWRIGHT SHOP. 


Cost to maintain during the past year the sum of $9,471.19, of 
which amount $3,524.40 was expended for labor, and $5,946.79 for 
stock. The carts, wagons and other vehicles of the division were 
properly overhauled, when in need of repairs, and the entire lot of 
ash and offal sleds were put in proper working order. Of the above 
amount expended in maintaining these shops, the following amounts 
were charged off to the several divisions, and others, for repairing, 
altering and putting in good condition their carts, wagons, watering- 
carts, sleds, etc.:

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PLANT AND PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot 
belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and con- 
tains 90,780 feet. ‘ 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has 
accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in 
sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and 
harness-makers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., 
used by the department are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses of the department located 
in this section of the city. 


Offal Depots. 


Erected in 1864, on the wharf fronting on Albany street, opposite 
Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used 
by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies and 
the yard attached to the same contains 39,511 feet, and belonged to 
the city before being used for this purpose. Total original cost 
of building $18,578.89. This building is used for the deposit 
of house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and from which it is 
thence conveyed without the city limits by purchasers. 


West Stable and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 
50, located on North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out- 
buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations for 83 
horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 square 
feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this 
section of the city. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for 72 horses, on the old Almshouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There 
is on this lot a brick stable, which. cost $88,594.13. On this lot is 
an Offal-shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

During the year the stabling of horses in the basement of this 
building was abandoned and 16 stalls were placed in the second story 
of the building at a cost of $3,000. April 1, 1897, the offal- 
shed erected in 1875 was abandoned, and renovated for the purpose 
of storing wagons and carts. 


Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on Rutherford 
avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 1875, 
cost $5,083.07; sheds and out-buildings built in 1879. 
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Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division, used as a dumping station for the city’s garbage and 
refuse, and as a landing place for scows, which convey this stuff to 
sea. There are two dumping-boats, known as the Barney dumping- 
scows, and these are in continual use for the above purpose, and 
are towed to sea by the Street Department steam tug boat 
‘¢Cormorant.’’ The tug boat is also used by the Sewer Division. 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as 
a locker for push patrol-carts, etc.; a part is in charge of the Paving 
Division, and a portion occupied by a tenant. 


Gibson Street Plant. 


Containing 42,000 square feet, and situated in Dorchester district, 
which has been used and occupied by the New England Construc- 
tion Company for the treatment and disposition of offal, and which 
is now closed. 


On September 3, 1897, the Street Cleaning Division commenced 
to feed and care for the horses belonging to that Division, and 
stabled at 650 Albany street and North Grove street. 

The Sanitary Division still cares for the horses of this Division 
located at Rutherford avenue and Highland street, bearing a pro- 
portionate share of the cost of maintaining both of these stables. 

All of the stables and sheds under the charge of this Division 
need thorough repairs, no extensive repairs having been made for 
years, and a special appropriation for this purpose should be granted 
by the City Council.

1. Construction and maintenance of all sewers and catch- 
basins. 

2. Completion and maintenance of the Main Drainage Works. 

3. Construction and maintenance of the channels of Stony 
brook. 

4. Construction and maintenance of street culverts and 
surface drains. 

5. Preparation of plans and the engineering and supervision 
required in the construction and maintenance of all work con- 
nected with the division. 

6. Investigation of complaints in regard to defective sewer- 
age and surface drainage. 

7. Granting of permits for all connections to be made with 
the common sewers, and the custody of bonds filed by drain layers 
authorized to make such connections. 

8. Levying of assessments on estates benefited by the con- 
struction of sewers.

A general statement of the work done during 1897, and work 
necessary to be done, is given in the succeeding pages: 


Soutn Boston. 


During the past year B and Seventh-streets overflow, the sewer 
in Dorchester avenue, between B and D streets, and the sewer in 
Dorr street have been completed. ; 

The sewers in the following streets should be attended to 
in the immediate future : 

B street, between Dorchester avenue and Fourth street, Dor- 
chester avenue, between D and Dorchester streets, D street, 
between Dorchester avenue and Eighth street and Dexter and 
Ellery streets. The Mercer-street sewer should be enlarged, and 
a beginning made on the Kemp-street outlet, and as much of this 
as lies in the proposed location of Columbia road will have to be 
built immediately. 

Sewers in the following streets should receive attention during 
the coming year: 

From D street to B eee Silver street from B to Dorchester 
streets, Bolton street from B to Dorchester streets. Although 
there are many others in poor condition which should be rebuilt, 
those above mentioned are the most troublesome. 


CHARLESTOWN AND East Boston. 


The work on the connections with the North Metropolitan 
sewer in Charlestown and East Boston should be continued and 
completed during this coming year. 

The building of a new outlet of ample dimensions to relieve 
the territory in the vicinity of Tibbetts town way, the rebuild- 
ing of the Beach-street outlet and sewer in Cambridge street 
(which should be done previous to. the raising of the grade of 
Cambridge street) and the rebuilding of the Rutherford-avenue 
sewer will constitute the work in Charlestown. 

In East Boston the rebuilding of the Porter street and Putnam 
street outlets should be attended to this year. 
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During the past year the following connections with the Metro- 
politan sewer have been made in Charlestown : 

Chelsea street at Vine street, Chelsea street at Medford street, 
Rutherford avenue near Miller street; the Rutherford-avenue 
sewer from outlet near Miller street to Chapman street has been 
rebuilt to proper size, replacing an old broken-down sewer. 

The connections which have been made during the past year 
in East Boston are: Marginal street at Ruth street, Marginal 
street at Cottage street, Porter street at Bremen street, Border 
street at Eutaw street, Border street at Lexington street, Border 
street near Decatur street, Sumner street at New street, Cottage 
street at Maverick street, Lamson street at Maverick street, 
Jeffries street at Maverick street, Sumner street at Jeffries 
street. 

BRIGHTON. 

The sewer for Cambridge street, between Seattle and North 
Harvard streets, has been built, and the remainder, between Seattle 
street and the Charles river, started. This sewer will be com- 
pleted early in the coming year. Sewers have also been built in 
Strathmore road, Sidlaw road, between Commonwealth avenue 
and Chiswick road, Chiswick road, between Sidlaw road and 
Chestnut Hill avenue, Washington street, between Nantasket 
avenue and Commonwealth avenue. Commonwealth-avenue 
outlet, between Lake street and Commonwealth avenue, was 
finished this year. One of the most important undertakings in 
Brighton this coming year will be the sewering of the Aberdeen 
district, which should be sewered on the separate system; both 
house sewers and surface drains being built at the same time, 
inasmuch as the house sewer will have to find an outlet through 
the Brookline system, which is, in this neighborhood, a strictly 
separate system. 

West Roxpury. 

In the Mt. Hope district 8,115 linear feet of pipe sewers on the 
separate system have been built. During the coming year the 
system should be completed by the building of the surface drains 
and improvement of the brick channels which traverse this dis- 
trict. The Perkins-street sewer, between Jamaicaway and Centre 
_ street, has been completed. 

In the neighborhood of West Roxbury and Spring-street sta- 
tions and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad there 
are large areas which have for along time been partially developed. 
It is probable that during the coming year a large amount of sewer 
building will be done in this part of West Roxbury, owing to the 
completion of the Neponset-valley Metropolitan sewer through 
this territory. These sewers will be on a strictly separate system, 
and will require long outlets, varying from 2,500 feet to 7,000 
feet in length. 

This work should be undertaken and carried on as rapidly as 
possible, as the cesspools from the houses now drain in the neigh- 
borhood of the Brookline pumping-station. 
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The proposed abolition of grade crossings at Roslindale and 
Spring-street stations will necessitate some changes in the surface- 
drainage system at these points, and at the former point will 
allow proper development of the sewer system for the Hewlett- 
street district, which has been held back on account of these 
proposed changes. 


DORCHESTER. 


In the Forest-avenue and Lauriat-avenue districts the following 
streets and parts of streets have been sewered : 

Evans street, the southerly end of Nelson street, the southerly 
end of Fuller street, Fairmount street, and parts of Capen, Selden 
and Morton streets, Lauriat avenue, Chapman avenue, Birch 
street, Oak terrace, Mountain avenue, Dumas street, Mascot 
avenue, Willowwood street, a part of Ballou avenue, Rosseter 
street and outlets. 

The following streets remain to be sewered, and should be 
attended to the coming year: 

Corbet street, Hopkins and Dyer streets, the southerly ends of 
Selden and Fuller streets, the northerly end of Nelson street, 
Norfolk and Maxwell streets, the remainder of Morton strect, 
West Selden street, Carlos and Don streets, part of Lauriat 
avenue near the railroad station, Lauriat street, Tucker street, 
Lyons street, Jones avenue, Middleton avenue, remainder of 
Ballou avenue and Morton street, and a part of Norfolk street. 

In the Dorchester Lower Mills village the following streets are 
well settled, and should be provided with sewers : 

Monson street, River street, part of Temple and Morton 
streets, part of Dorchester avenue, Bellows place, Idaho street, 
Avondale place, part of Codman street and Cedar street. 

In the neighborhood of Talbot avenue the following streets 
remain to be sewered : 

Bernard street, Spencer street, Millet street, Clarence place, 
Melbourne street, Wrentham park, Torrey street, Waterlow 
street, Peverell street and Hewins street. 

In the northern part of Dorchester, work on the Columbia-road 
boulevard will be pushed to completion. A new sewer system 
will be constructed for the northern half of Savin Hill, including 
the portion of Savin Hill avenue between the railroad and 
Grampian way. 

The Rosemont and Mill streets main sewer will be carried on 
in connection with the building of the covered channel for the 
southern branch of 'Tenean brook. 


RoxBoury. 


About 2,100 feet of the West Roxbury low-level sewer has 
been built this year, and the sewer system on Columbus avenue, 
between the Roxbury crossing and Dimock street, is in progress, 
and will be completed at an early date. The Dorchester-brook 
sewer has been extended from Norfolk avenue to Clifton street. 
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In all probability no further construction will be necessary on 
this sewer for a number of years. 

The long-needed rebuilding of Harrison avenue main sewer 
has been nearly completed this year, and the building of this 
sewer will enable the city to rectify the sewer system of the adja- 
cent territory. Sewer systems have been built in Peterborough 
street and in Parker, Turner and Norway streets. 

The coming year the sewer in Hemenway street, formerly 
Parker street, will have to be rebuilt between Norway street and 
the passageway south of Boylston street. This is a continua- 
tion of the work of last year, when this sewer was rebuilt 
from Westland avenue to Norway street. The building of this 
sewer will enable the city to rebuild the pipe-sewer in the before- 
mentioned passageway, which has been a source of endless 
trouble and annoyance. The sewer system of the proposed 
Ipswich street will be completed the coming year, and at its 
southerly end a connection will be made with the brick sewer in 
Boylston street, between Hemenway street and the Parkway. 
This latter sewer has settled so badly that a portion of it pitches 
the wrong way; but by making the proposed connection it will be 
drained out by the Ipswich-street sewer, and will not have to be 
rebuilt. 

It is hoped that the division will be able to build the house- 
sewers, recommended in several previous reports, on the sides of 
the old Stony-brook channel, between Huntington avenue and 
Elmwood street, in connection with the rebuilding of this old 
channel. 

The Muddy-river conduit in Brookline avenue should be 
repaired, and a considerable portion of it rebuilt. This will be 
avery expensive work. A surface-drain should be built in Heath 
street, between Huntington avenue and Lawn street. 

When the Huntington-avenue boulevard was completed, this 
surface-drain was started and carried to the line of the avenue. 
It should be completed the coming year, as the Heath-street sewer 
is entirely inadequate to take the floods of surface-water which 
come down this street. 

The sewer system in the new avenue called South Huntington 
avenue has been built on the separate system, in anticipation of 
the building of this surface-drain in Heath street, and the catch- 
basin drain on the new avenue has been connected temporarily 
with the sewer in Heath street, which, of course, increases the 
flood of water in the latter sewer. 

The relief-sewer for the Notre Dame-street district will be com- 
pleted the coming year. ‘This sewer was carried up as far as the 
line of Columbus avenue at the relocation of Dimock street, and 
left there for the purpose of further extension when Columbus 
avenue was built. 

This sewer will, when completed, relieve ‘the Notre Dame- 
street district, which has suffered for many years from floods of 
surface-water. The sewer in Haskins and Benton streets will be 
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rebuilt, and the overflow or surface-drain for the Vila-street dis- 
trict should be built, if arrangements can be made with the 
Park Department for the location of the same, and also for 
paying a portion of the expense of building. 


Ciry PROPER. 


The Canal-street relief sewer was begun last year in Central 
street and has been carried on through India and Commercial 
streets, and part way through Clinton street. This will be 
carried on the coming year, and probably completed to the con- 
nection with the Canal-street sewer, near Causeway streef. 

The route of this sewer, which was projected through Clinton 
and Blackstone streets and Haymarket square, has been changed 
on account of the fact that the Rapid Transit Commission have 
determined to build a subway in Hanover street. The grade of 
this subway will be so low that it will be necessary to build a 
siphon on the Canal-street relief sewer if it crosses Hanover 
street at Blackstone street. 

The route has therefore been changed, and this sewer will be 
carried from Clinton street, through Fulton and Cross streets to 
Haymarket square, for the reason that at the point where Cross 
street crosses Hanover street the proposed grade of the subway 
is high enough to allow the sewer to be carried under it without 
siphoning. 

Sewers have been built in Atlantic avenue, thus removing the 
pollution from the Mercantile Wharf and adjacent docks; in 
Charles and Allen streets, relieving the condition of the sewer 
system in Brighton and Allen streets, and in South Market street 
and many other small streets. 

The Rapid Transit Commission, in connection with other work, 
have rebuilt sewers in Adams square, Beacon and School streets, 
Cornhill, Hanover street, Tremont street and Tremont row and 
Washington street. 

The building of the South Union Station has resulted in a 
general remodelling of the sewer system in this part of the city. 
The sewers in Beach, East, Essex and Summer streets have been 
combined and a new outlet sewer built in Summer-street exten- 
sion. 

About 700 feet of the interceptor in Cove street has been re- 
built and carried around the head house of the station, and a 
very large sewer built from Cove street across the Terminal 
Company’s land, a short distance north of Mt. Washington 
avenue, which is designed to take the sewage of Kneeland and 
Harvard streets districts. On account of the low grade at which 
the railroad subway is designed across Mt. Washington avenue, 
this sewer had to be very much depressed. ‘The crown of the 
sewer being at Grade 3, and as there was not suflicient weight 
of material over the sewer to resist tidal pressure, a particular 
form of construction was adopted, the arch of the sewer 
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being held down by bent rails which are carried over the sewer 
~and bolted down on each side of the sewer to the pile caps 
underneath. 


Future Work in this District. 


The most important work which is contemplated for the coming 
year in the city proper, is the completion of the terminal sewers 
before mentioned, and continuing the large sewer under the rail- 
road yard up Kneeland and South streets from the interceptor to 
Harvard-street sewer. 

A district regulator will also be built on the interceptor near 
Summer street, and a regulator in Kneeland street, near Cove 
street, connecting with the interceptor by a small brick sewer in 
Kneeland street. At the request of the Terminal Company a 
portion of the intercepting sewer near the location of the gas- 
holders at Federal-street bridge will be rebuilt, in order to enable 
the city to abandon the portion of the existing interceptor which 
crosses under the proposed location of the Terminal Company’s 
subway at this point. The house sewer will be built in the new 
Dorchester avenue between Summer street and Mt. Washington 
avenue. In other parts of the city the North Market-street 
sewer and the sewers in India, Milk and adjoining streets are in 
bad condition and should be rebuilt. 

In Commercial street, near Clark street, the sewer system is old 
and excessively leaky, and must be remodelled and probably 
entirely rebuilt, as the tide rises and falls freely in these sewers ‘at 
the present time. 


The Legal Grade of Cellars. 


This subject has been discussed in the report of 1896, but_ 

attention should be called to it again on account of its importance. 
: The present legal grade, according to the building law, is 
Grade 12. 

This is evidently founded on the assumption that the ordinary _ 
run of high tides is, on the average, up to Grade 10. While 
this is true there are very many tides which go above this 
point, and even up to Grade 14. It is not at all uncommon for 
the tide to reach Grade 12 at the same time that a rain storm is 
in progress. This of course is hard to overcome in designing 
sewers. 

A sewer should be, if possible, of such a size that it will 
carry off the storm water without allowing the level of the water 
to get above that of the cellars. This is a theoretical impossi- 
bility whenever the tide reaches Grade 12. 

The only device which could be adopted to help matters under 
these circumstances, is to build the sewer much larger than would 
be needed simply to convey the storm water, so that it will take 
a little while to fill up this extra space. In other words the 
sewers must provide a storage space.

This requirement results in a large increase in the cost of all 
sewers in tidal districts. The legal grade should be raised to 
Grade 14. 

There is another aspect to this problem of the legal grade of 
cellars and that is, that, as at present established, this grade 
bears no relation to the grade of the street in which the sewer 
lies. It really only applies in tidal districts, for it would be 
absurd to suppose that it was intended to allow cellars on high 
land, perhaps 50 or 100 feet above tide water, to be carried down 
to Grade 12, and to impose any obligations upon the city to 
drain cellars to such unusual depth. 

In addition to changing the legal grade from 12 to 14, the 
ordinance should be amended so as to establish arelation between 
the grade of the street in which the sewer lies and the allowable 
depth of cellars. This would be best founded upon custom, and 
probably the depth of 8 feet below the grade of the street 
would cover all ordinary cases. If such a grade were established 
_ then a builder, who chose to put ina cellar of unusual depth, 
would understand that he could not expect to find the sewer sys- 
tem low enough to drain him by gravity, and that he must pro- 
vide means for raising his sewage by some form of pumping. 


Control of House Connection. 


As the law stands at present this division supervises only the 
connection of private drains with the sewer, and has no control 
over the laying of the drain from the sewer to the house. The 
drain-layer may or may not make good work of this portion. 

This makes a difference to this division in many cases where 
the work is in wet ground, as it allows a large amount of leakage 
from ground water to find its way into the sewer system. If a 
drain is improperly laid it also results in trouble to this division, 
because when a drain becomes stopped up a complaint almost 
invariably is made that the public sewer in the street is stopped 
up and the owner of the house refuses to go to any expense on 
his private drain until the fact is demonstrated to him that the 
public sewer is in good condition. 

This division should either build all private connections by day 
labor, or should have supervision over them from the sewer to 
the point where the Superintendent of Plumbing, under the build- 
ing law, assumes control. 

In this connection it should be noted that the inspectors of this 
division should have the right to enter buildings in order to find 
out from what houses matter deleterious to the sewers is being 
emptied, and to make tests, ete. These inspectors, together with 
the engineers, who have to enter many buildings to get the grades 
of sewers, should be furnished with badges, in order to assure the 
occupants of the buildings that they are properly authorized 
agents of the city of Boston. 
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Main Drainage. 


In connection with the main drainage works, contracts have 
been entered into for the enlarging of the sewage storage reser- 
voirs at Moon Island, the capacity of the old ones having been 
fully reached. A considerable improvement has been brought 
about at the pumping-station at the Cow Pasture, contracts having 
been let: for the thorough overhauling of the present machinery, 
and also a contract made with Mr. E. D. Leavitt to design the 
new 72,000,000 gallons sewage pump; and the coming year will 
bring about changes of great value in the main drainage system. 


Stony Brook. 


The construction of that portion of Stony-brook channel lying 
between the gate-house on Pynchon street and the channel built 
by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, near 
Centre street, has been continued and nearly completed. 


Agreement as to the Use of Sewers of the City of Boston. 


The Board of Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners, consti- 
tuted under the authority of chapter 489 of the Acts of the year 
1889, acting for the Commonwealth, and the Mayor of the city 
of Boston, acting for said city, authorized thereto by chapter 
502, of the Acts of the year 1897, make the following agree- 
ment, viz. : 

ARTICLE. 1. Said board shall connect the Charles-river 
Sewerage System for the disposal of the sewage of the Charles- 
river Sewerage District, consisting of the cities of Waltham 
and Newton and the towns of Watertown and Brookline and a 
part of the city of Boston, with the sewer of the city of Boston 
at the corner of Gainsborough street and Huntington avenue in 
said city of Boston, and shall connect the Neponset Sewerage 
System for the disposal of the sewage of the Neponset Sewerage 
District, consisting of the towns of Dedham, Hyde Park, Milton, 
Westwood and a part of the city of Boston, with the sewers of 
the city of Boston at Granite bridge. 

ArticLe 2. The city of Boston shall discharge the sewage from 
said systems through its sewers and other works into the water at 
Moon Island. 

ArticLE 3. The Commonwealth shall pay to the city of 
Boston, for the use authorized by said last-mentioned act, of said 
city’s sewers and sewerage works by the Charles-river Sewerage 
District, and for the discharge by the city of Boston of the 
sewage from said Charles River Sewerage District through said 
city of Boston’s sewers and sewerage works, as follows, to wit: 

(a.) For the year 1896, and for the year 1897 (to be paid in 
the month of January, 1898) the sum of twenty-eight thousand 
and seven (28,007) dollars for each year in addition to the sum 
already paid for each year. 
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(b.) For the year 1898 (to be paid in the month of January, 
1899) the sum of forty-one thousand five hundred and fifty-nine 
(41,559) dollars; for the year 1899 (to be paid in the month of 
January, 1900) the sum of forty-one thousand five hundred and 
fifty-nine (41,559) dollars; for the year 1900 (to be paid in the 
month of January, 1901) the sum of forty-one thousand five 
hundred and fifty-nine (41,559) dollars; each of said sums to be 
increased by the amount of seventy-four (74) per cent. of one- 
fifth of the interest paid by the city of Boston on the cost of 
construction of all said sewers and works forming a part of such 
portions of said city of Boston’s system of sewage discharge and 
works lying between Gainsborough street and the point of dis- 
charge into the water at Moon Island, as shall have been con- 
structed after October 1, 1897, and prior to the month of January 
in which the payment is to be made; provided, however, that no 
part of the cost of construction of any sewer or work hereafter 
constructed which said board and said Mayor shall agree, or in 
case they cannot agree, which a third person selected by said 
board and Mayor shall find, ought not to be paid by the Com- 
monwealth, shall be used in determining any such amount. 

ARTICLE 4. The Commonwealth shall pay to the city of Boston 
for the use authorized by said last-mentioned act of its sewers 
and sewerage works for the Neponset Sewerage District and for 
the discharge by the city of Boston of the sewage from said 
Neponset Sewerage District through said city of Boston’s sewers 
and sewerage works as follows: 

(a.) For the year 1898 (to be paid in the month of January, 
1899) the sum of sixteen thousand three hundred and eleven 
(16,511) dollars; for the year 1899 (to be paid in the month of 
January, 1900) the sum of sixteen thousand three hundred and 
eleven (16,311) dollars; for the year 1900 (to be paid in the 
month of January, 1901) the sum of sixteen thousand three hun- 
dred and eleven (16,311) dollars; each of said sums to be 
increased by the amount of twenty-six (26) per cent. of the 
interest paid by the city of Boston on the cost of construction of 
all said sewers and works forming a part of such portions of said 
city of Boston’s system of sewage discharge and works lying 
between Gainsborough street and the point of discharge into the 
water at Moon Island, as shall have been constructed after Oc- 
tober 1, 1897, and prior to the month of January in which the 
payment is to be made; provided, however, that no part of the 
cost of construction of any sewer or work hereafter constructed 
which said board and said Mayor shall agree, or in case they 
cannot agree, which a third person selected by said board and 
Mayor shall find, ought not to be paid by the Commonwealth, 
shall be used in determining any such amount. 

ARTICLE 5. The Commonwealth shall pay to the city of Boston 
for the year 1901, and for each and every year thereafter for the 
use aforesaid by each of said districts, such sum as shall be 
determined in accordance with the provisions of chapter 502 of 
the Acts of the year 1897. 
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ArticLe 6. If other provision for the discharge of said sewage 
from said Charles-river Sewerage District and said Neponset 
Sewerage District, and payment therefor, shall in any year after 
the date hereof be made by act of the Legislature of the Com- 
monwealth, the compensation for that year shall be such as the 
Legislature shall provide in such act, and the compensations, if 
any, provided for in this agreement for subsequent years, shall be 
null and void.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Sewer assessments have been made by this division for the 
year ending January 31, 1898, in accordance with chapter 402 of 
the Acts of 1892, and amendments thereto, to the amount of 
$39,534.95, and the bills have been deposited for collection with 
the City Collector. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $2,738.40 have also 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates assessed 
under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amendments thereto, 
which have been connected with the public sewers during the 
year; making the total amount of assessments deposited for col- 
lection, $42,273.35. 

There remain on the books of this division, at 5 per cent. in- 
terest, $25,308.24, representing the assessments under the Acts 
of 1889, and amendments thereto, for those estates which have 
not been connected with the sewer for which they were assessed, 
and bills for which will be deposited for collection as the connec- 
tions are made. This sum represents 19.5 per cent. of the 
total assessments made under those acts. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $3,338.24 have been collected 
from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, in 
accordance with chapter 36, section 10, of the Revised Ordi- 
nances. 

Permits have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make 4,194 
connections with the public sewers, and the work done under these 
permits has been inspected, and a record of the same made on the 
plans of this division. _

CHARACTER OF THE CiTy PAVEMENT. 


Macadam, in a much-travelled street, costs in the matter of 
cleaning, out of all proportion to its merits as a road surface. 

Asphalt, which may not have other merits as a street surface, 
affords the street-cleaner his best opportunities. Granite block 
pavement occupies perhaps an intermediate place from a street- 
cleaner’s point of view, but the modern block pavement, with 
the joints filled with pitch and pebble, is most satisfactory in 
point of cleanliness, as has been clearly demonstrated in the city 
proper; since its adoption in 1891 in the business district, where 
the most débris accumulates, and where the work is done every 
night, the cost per mile is the lowest in the city. 
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ADVANTAGES OF THE MODERN PAVEMENT. 


One somewhat obvious reason for this lies in the evenness of 
the surface on the modern pavement, a prime factor in any at- 
tempt to clean the street. Another reason not so obvious, is— 
I am convinced — the lessened forcing up between the interstices 
of the pavement of dirt from below. This would not seem to 
be a serious matter, till one tried to keep the surface clean, and 
then a constant supply of soil would be found by the sweeper, 
which can come from no other source. Excessive dust in street- 
sweeping is a serious matter to storekeepers, and is doubtless 
important from a sanitary point of view, while watering the 
street brings about conditions that are found when the weather 
is wet. These observations are offered, as- showing how small 
and special considerations will materially affect the cost of the 
work. 


DuMPING FACILITIES. 


A more serious question, from an administrative point of view, 
and one peculiar to Boston, is the lack of dumping facilities. 
We have only one dumping-wharf at our disposal, and few other 
means of disposing of sweepings. 

It is clearly a waste of effort in a city like Boston, with a large 
water front, to haul street-sweepings a mile to the dumping- 
eround. The remedy is not, perhaps, simple, but the addition 
to our present facilities of one dumping-wharf at the North End 
would materially improve our position. This change is made all 
the more necessary at the present time, from the early probability 
of losing the Cambridge lowlands as a dumping-ground, where 
the sweepings from the West and North Ends are now taken. 


STREET—-SWEEPING METHODS. 


The sweeping-machines, that have figured so long as a part of 
the city’s street-cleaning outfit, do a certain kind of work on 
certain kinds of street surfaces very well, but the most efficient 
street-cleaning under all conditions is beyond them. The ma- 
chines sweep an uneven pavement very imperfectly, and are well 
nigh useless in dealing with mud. A minor grievance, controlled 
to a great extent by the watering cart, is the cloud of dust 
raised by the machines. Dampening the streets does not over- 
come this trouble entirely, and in the summer, where upper win- 
dows of buildings or dwellings may be open, deposits of dust 
are serious matters to the merchant and housekeeper, even where 
the dust can only find ingress to buildings through the open 
spaces of doors and windows. The best results are practically 
certain with hand-sweeping, and, with the growing demand of 
the public for clean streets, and the modern insistence on cleanli- 
ness as a sanitary measure, hand-sweeping must come in time. 
My experience with hand-sweeping — and we have already a 
great deal of it in connection with the push-cart patrol system —- 


me 
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confirms me in the belief that it raises less dust and is more 
thorough. <A great advantage in hand-sweeping, which must 
be necessarily done by assigning sweepers to particular sections 
of the street is, that a man is on the ground all day, and serves 
many of the purposes of a street-cleaning patrol. 

The block system, as it is called, or that of assigning one man 
to a certain area of a street or streets, has been found to work 
the best. The man is directly responsible for the condition of 
the block, acquires a familiarity with the ground and the best 
means of doing the work, adapting himself to the local condi- 
tions; and generally the block system operates to bring the 
streets under a more minute and constant treatment. I am still 
of the belief, as expressed in previous reports, that a better dis- 
cipline and morale of the force would be secured by uniforming 
the push-cart sweepers. 

The clean streets found in European cities are due to the labor 
of many more persons than are ever seen in this country engaged 
in this work: Men, women and even children are hired, often at 
very small wages, and then the expense is much greater than 
the average American is ready to pay for sweeping the 
streets. American public opinion would not tolerate much that 
is a considerable factor in European street cleaning — as, for 
example, the employment of women and children — but is demand- 
ing a higher scale of street cleanliness each succeeding year and - 
will unquestionably become reconciled to the expense of the best 
work. It is intended to make whatever changes are made in the 
methods of the division, in line with the above observations, so 
far as will be permitted by the exigencies of the work and the 
appropriation, 


SomE UNCALLED—FOR WoRK. 


A matter that appears to me worthy of careful consideration is 
that of taking away from this division the clearing of sidewalks 
of snow around public grounds and public buildings. This latter 
work, especially, comes at a time when the resources of the divi- 
sion are strained to the utmost in attending to the imperative 
needs of traffic in the removal of snow. It is not street clean- 
ing, nor calls necessarily for a class of labor that might be sup- 
posed to constitute the staff of a street-cleaning department. 


Ciry ORDINANCES. 


Respecting litter on the streets, the city ordinances embody 
complete and adequate legislation on the subject, but their enforce- 
ment has been so lax that no good results have been attained. 
It would not, perhaps, be fair to say there was no improvement 
in the public carefulness about littering the streets. There is a 
slow movement for the better, evident in the-*statistics of the 
department, but public sentiment does not appear to countenance 
prosecutions on a severe scale as yet, and until they do, the 
department and the police will have doubtless to wait. Most of 
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the fine street-cleaning in European cities is due to the rigid 
enforcement of ordinances, no more exacting than the code 
obtaining in this city, and public opinion there, having seen the 
advantages of a clean street, sustains the public prosecutor in 
his work. 

I would not feel that this report was complete without express- 
ing my appreciation of the faithfulness of the foremen, sub- 
foremen and workmen who have ably and willingly seconded my 
efforts in the department.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE STREET WATERING DIVISION.

~ Mr. Bens. W. We tts, Superintendent of Streets : 


Dear Sir: I herewith respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operations of the Street Watering 
Division for the financial year ending January 31, 1898. 

The open character of our winters was made disagreeably mani- 
fest during the past season. In January the dust became so 
unbearable for a time that on January 15 and 16 an effort was 
made to use the watering carts, but had to be discontinued, owing 
to the low temperature. ‘There does not appear to be any way of 
overcoming the dust nuisance during cold, open weather, and 
attention is called to the matter for the purpose of assuring our 
citizens that the division appreciates this grievance; that it has 
tried to give relief, but experiments have resulted in worse con- 
ditions, —— danger to horse travel. 

The season was noted for unusual fall weather. In 1896 the 
carts were employed seventeen days during September asad 
October, while in 1897, during these months, they worked thirty- 


‘five days. Theslight increase in expense over the previous year 


is due to the dry weather in these two months. 

The amount of work done, and the character of the service 
rendered were about the same as in 1896. ‘The smallness of the 
appropriation prevented the increase in the force of carts as urged 
in the last report, but during the warm weather two carts were 
added in West Roxbury, one cart in Roxbury, and one cart in 
the Back Bay in answer to the imperative needs of those sections. 

In our last report attention was directed to the gradual sub- 
stitution of salt water for fresh water, and the matter urges 
itself again because of the fact that we were obliged to pay for the 
water used last year and the year before. As salt-water mains 
are about to be constructed for fire purposes I would strongly 
advise that some consideration be given to the iruse for street- 
watering purposes. ‘The cost of water for 1896 was $35,200 and 
for 1897, $41,730.40, making a total of $76,930.40. A propor- 
tion of this expense could be saved by the use of salt water. 

With your approval a letter containing the following questions 
was sent to the mayors of the fifty largest cities of this country 
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with a view of securing information of the methods pursued in 
other cities, and for the benefit derived from a comparison with 
the work accomplished by this division : 

‘¢1,. How is the cost of street-watering borne in your city — 
by assessment on the estates benefited, or from the general tax 
levy? If by assessment, is the service compulsory upon the 
abutter ? 

‘¢2. How is your work done? Do you hire the carts and do 
the watering under the supervision of the city, or is it done by 
contract ? 

‘¢3. How much, if any, street-watering is done by the street 
railway companies free of cost to the city? If the street railway 
companies do not operate electric watering cars, do they con- 
tribute anything to the expense of watering on streets through 
which they run their cars? ”’ 

In many of the cities heard from very little is attempted in 
the line of street-watering, and the voluntary subscription 
method, similar to the manner in which our paved streets have 
been watered, obtains in a great number of them, but it is 
generally unsatisfactory. Some are doing the watering by the 
assessment plan, and ina number the street railway companies 
are obliged to contribute to the expense of watering or render 
some actual watering service. 

No city in the country does as much street-watering as the city 
of Boston, and there is every reason, from comparison, for satis- 
faction at the results the division has accomplished in this line of 
the public service. 

In my last annual report I recommended that the division 
undertake the watering of paved streets, and I wish to again 
press the matter. This service can be rendered better by the city 
than under the present arrangements of the subscription method. 

I wish also to request that the effort to have the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company contribute something to the watering 
of its tracks be continued.

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The above summary shows that 116 carts watered 306.13 
miles of macadam streets this year. This is an increase of four 
in the number of carts, and an increase of about three-quarters 
of a mile in streets watered. The cost of this watering, exclusive 
of supervision and water, was $62,791.75 against $56,333.25 the 
year previous.

The work done for the Street Department covers the same 
ground as in previous years, namely, the supervision of the con- 
struction of assessment streets, boulevards and street paving. 

The repairs on the asphalt pavements upon which the mainte- 
nance guaranty has expired have been supervised in accordance 
with your directions, and a table is annexed giving repairs and 
cost thereof in detail; a table has also been prepared showing the 
details of all asphalt pavement in the city and a copy is enclosed. 

On Blue Hill avenue, the work of construction has been com- 
pleted to Walk Hill street; from that point to Mattapan, the 
construction awaits the decision of the courts as to the method 
of abolishing the grade crossing on the New England Railroad. 

On Columbus-avenue extension, the section from West Walnut 
Park to Ritchie street has been built during the year. The work 
of constructing the new Stony brook channel has delayed the 
completion of the remainder of the street, but it is expected that 
the entire avenue will be completed in 1898. 

On Commonwealth avenue, a certain amount of work was done 
near Chestnut Hill avenue, late in the season. 

Columbia road was laid out during the year, and work 
promptly commenced upon it. ‘The work done consists of a large 
amount of earth and rock excavation, between Blue Hill avenue 
and the New England Railroad. 

The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets has been brought up to February 1, 1898. 

Street paving has been supervised in all cases where requested. 
All| paving laid on the before-mentioned avenues is included in 
the quantities given. All granite paving laid on ecnerete base 
has been laid with pitch and pebble joints. 

Block stone pavement on a concrete base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 20,287 square yards. 

Block stone pavement on a gravel base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 17,234 square yards. 

Block stone pavement on a gravel base, laid with gravel joints, 
67,625 square yards, not including gutter paving.

Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement concrete base or 
a Portland cement concrete base, 10,032.8 square yards, at an 
average cost of about $3 per square yard where on American 
cement concrete, and about $3.124 per square yard where on 
Portland cement concrete.

Asphaltina, on an American Portland cement concrete base, 
1,639.5 square yards, at a cost of $2.75 per square yard.

All asphalt paving is laid with a maintenance guaranty for 


five years. 
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Albany street, Stoughton street to East Concord street, was 
paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch Port- 
land cement Woninste base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, granite 
edgestones reset, block paving relaid, brick sidewalks and flag- 
ging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. ‘The former pavement 
was granite blocks on gravel bed. ‘Three square granite catch- 
basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. 

Avery street, Washington street to Mason street, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. ‘The 
old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by 
Gore & Co. The former pavement was granite blocks on gravel 
bed. From Washington street across Haymarket place the 
gutters (10 inches in width) were paved with granite blocks on a 
concrete base. 

Boylston street, east of Berkeley street to west of Clarendon 
street, including tracks of West End Street Railway Company, 
was paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13 inches 
bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American nenieat con- 
crete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The old 
pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Bh ti Ee Gill. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was macadam 
with granite block gutters. 

Bradford street, Waltham street to Shawmut avenue, was 
paved with 24 inches Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
roadway was sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks relaid by the Street Department. Former 
pavement was macadam, with cobble-stone gutters. Four square 
granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames 
substituted. 

Bulfinch street, Bowdoin square to Bulfinch place, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, and concrete 
base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. Roadway 
paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The Street Department 
furnished teams for carting away old blocks and_ surplus 
material. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 

Cabot street, Vernon street to Linden Park street, was paved 
with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete base 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The roadway was 
sub-graded by the Paving Division. Edgestones were reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Barnes & Ruffin. 
Former pavement was macadam with cobble-stone gutters. One 
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new catch-basin was built and one square granite catch-basin 
frame removed and a cast-iron D frame substituted. 

Charles street, Cambridge street to Leverett street, includ- 
ing the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was 
paved with standard granite block, on a gravel bed with pitch 
and pebble joints, by Dennis J. Kiley. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Edge- 
stones were reset, brick sidewalk and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by Dennis J. Kiley. The West End Street Railway Company, by 
agreement, paid for the portion between its tracks. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed. One new eatch- 
basin was built and five square granite catch-basin frames. were 
removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. Owing to sewer 
construction the easterly roadway between Allen and Poplar 
streets was not paved. 

Cobb street, Shawmut avenue to Washington street, was 
paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch Ameri- 
can cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The roadway was excavated, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks 
and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. Former 
pavement was macadam with block gutters. One new catch-basin 
was built and one square granite catch-basin frame removed and 
a cast-iron D frame substituted. 

Congress street, State street to Exchange place, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with Philadelphia special blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base with pitch joints. The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, concrete base 
laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The pavement 
was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The West End Street Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 
Former pavement was old ‘‘ Boston ’’ blocks on gravel bed. One 
square granite catch-basin frame was removed and a cast-iron D 
frame substituted. 

Cooper street, Endicott street to Charlestown street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with bituminous 
concrete binder, on existing concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. Former pavement was Trinidad lake asphalt, 
originally laid in 1887. 

Covington street, between Thomas park and East Eighth 
street, is about 264 feet long and 43 feet wide, with a difference 
in level between the above-named limits of 62.8 feet; from East 
Eighth street it rises at the rate of about 17 feet per 100 for 160 
feet; from this point, seven flights of artificial stone steps and 
platforms, with iron fences and hand rails, 104 feet long and 
rising 37.8 feet, were built by the W. A. Murtfeldt Company, at 
a cost of $4,085. These steps were built in the centre of the 
street, 12 feet wide, with side flights and platforms (three in 
number at present), giving access to abutting property. ‘The 
above price includes the cost of all necessary excavation and 
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orading ; also surfacing, loaming and seeding the slopes between 
the steps and abutting property. A retaining wall was built 
along the estate of William S. Milligan by T. F. Broderick, at a 
cost. of $1,087.35. The portion of the street, 160 feet from 
East Eighth street, is to be constructed with a macadam roadway, 
granite block gutters, granite edgestones and brick sidewalks. 
The work of constructing this portion of the street was not 
begun at the end of the working season. 

Dudley street, Brook avenue to Upham’s Corner, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on gravel bed. The roadway was 
sub-graded by the Paving Division. Between Brook avenue and 
the New England Railroad crossing the roadway was paved, 
edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by IT. M. Gill;. between the New England Railroad crossing and 
Upham’s Corner, similar work was done by Doherty & Connors. 
Former pavement was macadam, with block and cobble-stone 
gutters. The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. 

East Broadway, in front of the Lincoln School, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. ‘The 
old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset and brick sidewalk relaid by H. Gore & 
Co. The Street Department furnished teams for carting away 
old blocks and surplus excavation. Former pavement was 
granite blocks on a gravel bed. ‘The West End Street Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Exeter place, Chauncy street to Harrison avenue, was paved 
wita 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
roadway was sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement 
was macadam, with cobble-stone gutters. 

La Grange street, Tremont street to Police Station No. 4, 
was paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13 
inches bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt. Paving Company. ‘The 
old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones re- 
set, brick sidewalks relaid by the Paving Division. Former 
pavement was granite blocks on a gravel bed. 

Lincoln place, Worcester street to Springfield street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 1} inches bi- 
tuminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The roadway was 
sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by the Paving Division. Former pavement was 
macadam, with block gutters. Three new catch-basins were 
built, one on each of the following streets: Worcester, Spring- 
field and Stevens. 
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Main street, Miller street across Mead street, including the 
tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, on a gravel bed, by John Turner & 
Co. The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by 
John Turner & Co. Former pavement was old granite blocks 
on gravel bed. The West End Street Railway Company, by 
agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

[Massachusetts avenue (easterly side), from Tremont street 
to Columbus avenue, was paved with 2 inches of so-called 
‘Casphaltina” (a patented coal tar production), with 1} inches 
coal tar concrete binder, on a 6-inch American Portland (Saylor) 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Paving Company. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Former pavement was Hastings asphalt blocks on a 
gravel bed, laid in 1891. 

Mayo street, Castle street to Cobb street, was paved with 24 
inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The roadway 
was excavated, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. Former pavement 
was macadam, with block stone gutters. 

North street, Merchants’ row to Union street, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pavement was 
barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, concrete 
base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The road- 
way was paved, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by H. Gore & Co. The Street Department fur- 
nished teams for carting away the old paving blocks ‘and surplus 
excavation. Former pavement was old granite blocks on a 
gravel bed. 

North Margin street, Thacher street towards Endicott 
street, was paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6- 
inch Portland cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old pavement was barred out and loaded, road- 
way excavated and loaded, edgestones set, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by P. H. Bradley & Co. The Street 
Department furnished teams for carting away the old blocks and 
surplus excavation. Former pavement was old granite blocks 
on a gravel bed. 

Paul street, Tremont street to Emerald street, was paved 
with 2} inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalk and flagging crosswalk 
laid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was macadam and 
paving bricks. ‘The Street Department furnished teams for cart- 
ing away old pavement and surplus excavation. 

Pelham street, Washington street to Shawmut avenue, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch 
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American cement concrete base by Jones & Meehan. The 
roadway was excavated and loaded, edgestones reset, brick side- 
walks and flagging crosswalks laid by Jones & Meehan. Former 
pavement was macadam with block gutters. The Street Depart- 
ment furnished teams for carting away surplus excavation. 

Rutherford avenue, near Devens street, in front of Episco- 
pal church, was paved with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 
14 inches bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Edgestones were resect, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by P. Brennan & Co. Former pavement, granite 
blocks on gravel bed. 

State street, Washington street to Commercial street, includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division; con- 
crete base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. 
Paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on gravel bed. One new catch-basin was built 
and five square granite catch-basin frames were removed and 
cast-iron D frames substituted. - Most of the old brick sidewalks 
were replaced by granolithic, laid by Simpson Bros. Corporation. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. 

Tremont street, Columbus avenue to Ruggles street, includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel bed. The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. 
Roadway was paved, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flag- 
ging crosswalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. The northerly road- 
way, between Columbus avenue and Prentiss street, was repaired 
in 1896. The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within,its tracks. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on a gravel bed. ‘Two new catch-basins were 
built. 

Tufts, Vine, Moulton and Corey streets, around St. 
Catherine’s Catholic Church, were paved with 2 inches of 
Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bituminous concrete binder, 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The old pavement was removed and 
roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Edgestones were 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by P. Bren- 
nan & Co. Former pavement was macadam with block gutters. 
One new catch-basin was built, one square granite catch-basin 
frame was removed and a cast-iron D frame substituted. 

Unity street, Charter street to Tileston street, was paved 
with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13 inches bituminous 
concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by 
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the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Edge- 
stones were reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were 
relaid by Charles L. Ward. Former pavement was cobble-stones 
on gravel bed. ‘Two square granite catch-basin’ frames were 
removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. 

Washington street, Kneeland street to Dover street, in- 
cluding tracks of West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement con- 
erete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Be- 
tween Kneeland street and B. and A. R.R. bridge concrete base 
and paving were laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by William Higgins. Between 
Boston and Albany Railroad bridge and Dover street, similar 
work was done by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was 
oranite blocks on gravel bed. Five new catch-basins were built, 
seven square granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast- 
iron D frames substituted. The West End Street Railway Com- 
pany, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Washington street, Dover street to Waltham street, includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, partly on concrete base and partly 
on gravel bed, all with pitch and pebble joints. The old pave- 
ment was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Concrete base and paving were laid, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Jones & Mee- 
han. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. The 
West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the 
portion within its tracks. 

Waterford street, Washington street to Shawmut avenue, 
was paved with 2} inches Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base by Jones & Meehan. The 
old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by Jones & Meehan. The Street Department furnished 
teams for carting away old blocks and surplus excavation. 
Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 

West Broadway, New England Railroad bridge to E street, 
including tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was 
paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed. ‘The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. 
A strip of Sicilian rock asphalt, 4 feet wide, was laid in 
either gutter on concrete base, for the purpose of providing a 
bicycle way. Roadway paving and asphalt was laid, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. 

West Broadway, 113 feet west of F street to 308 feet east of F 
street, was paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 
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6-inch Portland cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. Granite block paving on gravel bed, with pitch joints, 
was laid in tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, 
and 18 inches outside, by H. Gore & Co. The old pavement was 
barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were relaid 
by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was granite blocks on 
eravel bed. The West End Street Railway Company, by agree- 
ment, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Wiget street, Salem street to North Margin street, was 
paved with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bitumi- 
nous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old pave- 
ment was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. 
Former pavement was granite blocks 1 foot square. One square 
granite catch-basin frame was removed and a cast-iron D frame 
substituted. 

Winthrop square, Boston proper, and the intersection of 
Devonshire and Franklin streets, including tracks of West End 
Street Railway Company, were paved with Philadelphia, special 
cut, granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base. 
The old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated 
and loaded, concrete base laid by the Metropolitan Construction 
Company. The Street Department furnished teams for carting 
away old paving blocks and surplus excavation. Granite blocks 
and flagging crosswalks were laid by H. Gore & Co. The West 
End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. 


New STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of the Legislature of Massachusetts of 1891, and Acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto : 

Athelwold street, School street to Kilton street, is about 
1,028 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this con- 
tract was begun July 19, 1897, and completed September 18, 
1897, at a total cost of $2,972.63. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks, and 
straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Circular edgestone and flag- 
ging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 

Bernard street, Harvard street to Talbot avenue, is about 
1,454 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to John A. Whittemore’s Sons. Work 
under this contract has not yet begun. 

Bloomfield street, Geneva avenue to Greenbrier street, is 
about 1,561 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
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contract was begun September 8, 1897, and completed October 
26, 1897, at a cost of $1,756.95. It is a 6-inch macadam road, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and gutter blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor. Existing edgestones were reset and flagging for 
erosswalks were furnished and laid by the contractor. 

Boylston street. (See Street Department Report for 1896, 
page 467.) . Boylston road to Brookline avenue is about 2,070 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Neil McBride. Work was begun October 20, 
1896, and completed June 18, 1897, at a cost of $12,846.47. 
This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks 
were furnished and delivered on the street by the city. Flagging 
for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Chamberlain street, Harvard street to Algonquin street, is 
about 475 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun 
August 2, 1897, and completed October 2, 1897, at a cost of 
$1,397.29. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of 
* the work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractors. 

Ellet street, Adams street to Dorchester avenue, is about 
444 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work was begun July 
31, 1897, and completed September 7, 1897, at a cost of 
$1,139.21. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractors. 

Fairmount street, Washington street to Morton street, is 
about 2,672 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James McGovern. Work was 
beguu November 16, 1897, but, with the exception of a small 
amount of filling and grading, nothing has been done. 

Fullerton street, Brookline avenue to Fairhaven street, is 
about 467 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work was begun 
July 28, 1897, and completed September 25, 1897, at a cost of 
$2,333.74.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


28 CouRT SQUARE, Boston, February 1, 1898. 


Bens. W. Wetts, Esq., Superintendent of Streets: 


Dear Sir: I herewith submit a report of the work performed 
under chapter 389, Acts of 1895, and section 119, chapter 175, 
Acts of 1897, relating to the Smoke Nuisance in this city. 

Under the law of 1895, a chimney could emit ‘‘ dark or thick 
eray’’ smoke for five minutes continuously, or twenty-five per 
cent. of a continuous period of twelve hours before it was de- 
clared a nuisance. ‘There were times at rare intervals when a 
chimney would emit dark or thiek gray smoke for five minutes 
continuously, but they were so rare that it was thought that the 
evidence with regard to them would not stand the strain of a 
trial; and unless the parties complained of felt disposed to make 
changes at some expense there was no remedy other than taking 
the case into court, and very little if anything could be done. 

Section 119, chapter 175 of the Acts of 1897, provides that 
‘¢ the Building Commissioner may from time to time, after public 
notice and hearing, prescribe conditions on which any or all 
boilers may be maintained in buildings, and if any person inter- 
ested objects to such conditions they shall be referred to a board 
of appeal, consisting of the Chairman of the Board of Health, 
Fire Commissioner and the Board of Appeal.” 

This gives the Building Commissioner the power to make any 
conditions that are at all fair with regard to the conduct of fur- 
naces burning soft coal, as in some cases the emission of smoke 
for a much shorter period than the law allows is somewhat of a 
nuisance, owing to location, conditions, ete. 

In order to take action under this law it is necessary to have a 
complaint from parties affected; when a complaint is received 
against an offending stack an observation is taken, and if the 
chimney is emitting smoke to the annoyance of the parties who 
complained, but not enough to violate the law, the attention of 
the owner or parties interested in the plant is called to the com- 
plaint and also to the law, and all complaints so far, some of 
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which required time owing to experiments, the department allow- 
ing considerable latitude in that direction, have been settled 
satisfactorily to all parties concerned without bringing the 
complaint before the Building Commissioner. 

Several complaints were also received against house chimneys ; 
these chimneys, while not under the jurisdiction of this office, 
were looked into, and in some cases the suggestions offered were 
carried out, affording considerable relief. 

Section 99, chapter 3, Revised Ordinances, 1892, provides that 
‘© no person shall use bituminous coal for the purpose of generating 
steam in boilers in any building, unless the furnace in which said 
coal is burned is provided with some effectual device for consum- 
ing its own smoke.”’ 

It was found necessary, if any progress were to be made on 
the smoke question, to enforce the above ordinance on all new 
boilers, which has been done for the past three years. Early in 
August, 1897, the Music Halil Association made application to 
the Building Commissioner to place and maintain a boiler in Music 
Hall, and notice was sent them to the effect that the department 
would object to the granting of the permit unless they complied 
with the above ordinance. At the expiration of ten days, not 
having received any reply, a notice of objection was filed with the 
Building Commissioner, who forwarded the same to the Board of 
Appeal, who later gave a hearing, the Music Hall Association 
and the City of Boston being represented by counsel. The 
decision of the Board of Appeal was to the effect that no permit 
should be issued until the above parties had complied with the 
ordinance. This they have since done. 

As nothing appeared in the application for boiler permits 
touching the matter of the use of bituminous coal, the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, in the latter part of September, drew up a new 
form of application and permit, calling attention in the applica- 
tion to the fact that if bituminous coal was to be used, the 
furnace should be provided with a smoke-consuming device. The 
permit required the device when adopted to be satisfactory to 
this office; the necessity of this was shown in the fact, that since 
the enforcement of the ordinance relative to the adoption of 
smoke consumers, some persons, with a view of evading the law, 
equipped their boilers with cheap and ineffective devices, which, 
upon investigation, were found to be short lived and worthless. 

There have been times during the past year when the emission 
of smoke from chimneys has been very noticeable, particularly 
the past few months. Plants that had previously never given 
any trouble were reported by the observers, and, upon investiga- 
tion, were found to be using what is known as a low grade of 
bituminous coal, containing a large percentage of volatile matter, 
this coal being considered good for steaming qualities, but 
making very much smoke. ‘To continue the use of this kind of 
fuel left the owners of plants liable to become amenable to the 
law, and when this fact was called to their attention, orders 


at 
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were immediately given by them to stop the further use of this 
gerade of coal. 

The greater portion of this coal was later traced as coming 
from the coal pockets of the Boston & Maine Railroad at Charles- 
town, which were burned some time ago. ‘This coal was sold by 
the underwriters to a syndicate, who in turn sold it to consumers 
as a high grade coal, at much less than the market price. 

During the past two months a visit was made to some eighty- 
nine boiler plants, the owners of which having at the time the per- 
mit was obtained, agreed to burn anthracite coal. These plants 
are in the main used only during cold weather, and this investi- 
gation was made with a view of determining whether the above 
conditions were being carried out. Fourteen plants were found 
burning bituminous coal, three of which were equipped with 
smoke devices; the remainder were notified they were violating 
the conditions of their permit, all of whom have since complied 
with the requirements of the department.

Str: The Board of Street Commissioners present the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in their care, 
for the year ending January 31, 1898: 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of about 52,858 square feet was taken for street pur- 
poses ; the total estimated damages amounted to $162,219.85. 
Streets having a total mileage of 11.88 were made public ways. 
Under authority of the Act of the Legislature of 1891, for 
the assessment upon abutting property of the cost of laying 
outand constructing streets, there has been assessed, upon 
five streets, a total of $47,741.84. 

The Board has issued ninety-four orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, extend and discontinue streets, or parts 
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of streets, calling for public hearings; it has received and 
considered one hundred and one petitions for street improve- 
ments, and for hearings in the matter of payment for dam- 
ages occasioned by street improvements thirty-four petitions. 
Upon petitions in the matter of payment for damages 
sixteen hearings have been given, and nineteen settlements 
reached. Six petitions for release of sewer assessments have 
been received, and ‘six releases made by the Board, under 
authority of the act empowering them to release parts of 
estates from assessments for sewers and sidewalks upon 
payment of the proportional parts due upon the parcels 
released. 

Under authority of chapter 426 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1897 the Street Commissioners have passed 
orders for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or water-courses, and supplied surface drainage for 
territories needing it, as follows: Sections of the water- 
course, in Dorchester, known as Tenean creek or Smelt 
brook, have been ordered widened, deepened, paved, covered 
or relocated as needed, between Elm street and Park street, 
between Templeton street and Shelton street, between Park 
street and Westville street, between Gibson street and 
Centre street, between Ashmont street and Lonsdale street, 
and between King street and Dorchester avenue; the Oak- 
land Garden fork of the Canterbury branch of Stony brook 
has been located in a new channel, from Park street to 
Columbia road, at Dorchester, and surface drainage has been 
provided for land at Ashmont street, Dorchester, at Branch 
avenue, Dorchester, for Chiswick road, Brighton, and for 
Capen street, Dorchester.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The working force of the surveying division of the Street 
Laying-Out Department was reduced during the greater part 
of the past year by the transfer of three surveying parties to 
other work. For this reason only forty-three sectional plans 
have been plotted and filed, in comparison with sixty-five filed 
the preceding year. 

The three surveying parties mentioned have been engaged 
on surveys for the laying out of Columbia road, on work for 
the Water Department, and on surveys of sewerage work, 
made necessary by the provisions of chapter 426 of the Acts 
of 1897. 

This work has been done for the City Engineer, under the 
direction of the Board of Street Commissioners, a detailed 
account of which will be found in the report of the Engineer- 
ing Department.

These monuments were usually placed with relation to the 
street lines, in most cases upon an offset line of four feet ; 
they were set in concrete, the tops being flush with the sur- 
face of the ground and the location of each is given upon 
the plans. 

Later in the season these monuments were centred with 
a small drill-hole in the top, so that they are now available 
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for the use of the city departments, and all private surveyors 
for determining correct street lines, etc. 


Triangulation Work. 

But little time was devoted to triangulation work the past year 
on account of the surveying party having this work in charge, 
being engaged most of the time on surveys for sectional plans.

A second hearing was given on November 19, on the 
territory bounded approximately by Talbot avenue, Wash- 
ington street, Fuller street, Morton street and Blue Hill 
avenue. 

The system displayed at this hearing consisted of the 
adoption of many of the private streets which had been 
previously projected or suggested, and the adjustment of the 
existing streets with the new ones introduced, a number of 
the latter for the purpose of making sub-divisions of the 
larger blocks. 
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Provision was shown for the extension of Wales street 
and of Kingsdale street to Talbot avenue. ‘The narrow tract 
of land lying between Norfolk street and the tracks of the 
New England Railroad to be provided with a 40-foot street, 
parallel with, and for a short distance adjoining the latter, 
and near the junction of the railroad and Norfolk street, 
turned right angles and projected across Norfolk street to 
Evans street, while two short lateral streets depart from it to 
Capen street, between Norfolk street and Evans street. <A 
proposed street, 40 feet wide, is shown, extended from the 
bend in Dyer street to Norfolk street. 

A 40-foot street is shown, connecting Milton avenue with 
Stanton street, midway from either end of the latter. 

Very near the centre of this territory lies a large tract of 
land containing about 20 acres, which has been held in trust 
for Harvard College, and has remained undeveloped for many 
years, while the surrounding territory has been steadily 
erowing, and has left this land enclosed, until the area now 
presents the appearance of a hollow square. 

In a manner this enclosure may be considered detrimental 
to a prosperous growth of its neighborhood, abruptly termi- 
nating as it does, many of the streets into dead ends. 

The system here shown provides for the development of 
this tract, affording relief to the contiguous and adjacent 
streets, permitting them to be extended, and in a manner © 
which it is hoped will be satisfactory to all interested owners 
and residents. Principal among these improvements may 
be mentioned that of a proposed extension of Ashmont 
street, from Washington street to Milton avenue, at a width 
of 50 feet, connecting by a more direct route, the Ashmont 
station, on the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, with Dorchester station, on the New England Rail- 
road, to the obvious advantage of both localities, which 
would be much appreciated. 

Dunbar avenue, at present a short and unimportant street, 
will be extended in a curved and by a straight line to Edson 
street, near its junction with Milton avenue. 

Into this street will be projected, Learned street, Chipman 
street and Laurel street. Whitman street will be extended 
to Ashmont street, while Wentworth street will be extended 
beyond, to Fuller street. 

Between the proposed extension of Ashmont street, and 
that of Dunbar avenue, will be located another new street, 
parellel to those streets, at a width of 40 feet, from Wash- 
ington street to Wentworth-street extension. 

A new street will be located along the northeasterly side 


— 
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of the Second Parish Cemetery, connecting Southern avenue 
with Norfolk street. A widening is contemplated, of Norfolk 
street, which is destined to be a future great thoroughfare, to 
a width of 60 feet for its entire length. 

The finished work on this plan curing the year was con- 
fined to the filing of sections showing the result of work done 
in the territory adjacent to the south side of Franklin Field, 
and extending across Lauriat avenue towards Norfolk street.

A second hearing was held on November 26, on territory 
lying partly in Plan 6 and partly in Plan 12, and bounded 
approximately by Oakland street, Blue Hill avenue and the 
Neponset river. The work during the year on these two 
plans was so closely allied that it is scarcely possible to 
analyze it under the respective heads. The bulk of the ter- 
ritory treated lies within. the borders of Plan 12, while the 
more important sections, those traversed by the Boulevard, 
Blue Hill avenue, falls eid the limits of Plan 6. Con- 
siderable work, both in the field and in the office, has been 
done, and a number of plans have been filed, in the territory 
between Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, almost as 
many as it is deemed expedient so to do, until the question 
of the elimination of the grade crossings of the New England 
Railroad, at Blue Hill avenue and Oakland street, has been 
determined. 

With the filing of the sections contiguous to Blue Hill 
avenue, a system for the entire territory lying between Blue 
Hill avenue, Oakland street, Harvard street and Walk Hill 
street, will have been completed, the street lines and grades 
nicely determined, placing the land in a marketable shape, 
offering with its proximity to Blue Hill avenue, excellent 
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inducements for investment in realities here, or the location 
of residences. :

A second hearing was held on July 2, on territory bounded 
approximately by Lake street, Washington street, Nonantum 
street and the Newton boundary line. 

The location of much of the work has been in the vicinity 
of Chandler’s pond and Strong’s pond, and upon Nonantum 
Hill. South of Kenrick street the vital question first to be 
considered was the future of these ponds. Were they to be 
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filled or to remain open? ‘The original intention up to date 
of the second hearing had been to fill these ponds, and a 
number of studies were made, and a system devised providing 
for such an end, showing streets projected directly through 
them; but later it was reconsidered, and other studies were 
made with a view to their permanency, and a provision for 
the location of park lands upon their borders; and the plans 
as filed embraced these features. 

A fine boulevard, 110 feet in width, has been projected, 
extending from the Newton line, curving gracefully between 
these two ponds and over a portion of Kenrick street, 
widened here to about 120 feet, and thence around the base of 
Nonantum Hill into Lake street, widened to the width of 90 
feet, making an ample connection with Rogers park and 
thence to Washington street. From the junction of Lake 
street and Commonwealth avenue, another boulevard, of 
nearly equal width, has been projected to intersect the above 
described boulevard at the Newton line, where they merge 
into one. Assurance is given that the residents of the latter 
city will continue its projection within that city. 

Large reservations have been left around Chandler’s pond, 
and around such portion of Strong’s pond as les within the 
limits of the city of Boston, which are ample for the pur- 
poses of parks and playgrounds, and which, when improved, 
will add_ materially to the beauty and desirability of the 
locality. Between the ponds and the boulevards have been 
located a number of streets so placed at proper distances 
apart and so adapted to the natural features, with their grace- 
ful lines and curves, and with their easy grades, as to make 
them highly desirable for residential purposes. 

Immediately north of Kenrick street, and between it and 
Washington street, abruptly rises Nonantum Hill, to a 
heighth of nearly 200 feet above the sea level, a statement 
which will convey some idea of the view which it commands. 
Although little has been done in the filing of plans covering 
this hill, a vast amount of preliminary work has been done, 
and a system settled upon, which it is trusted will be satis- 
factory. 

Nothing practicable could of course be done with a 
rectangular system upon a surface of this character; the only 
feasible manner being to follow its contours, which has been 
done with 40-foot streets at distances of about 200 feet apart, 
permitting fairly easy grades. At a distance of about 200 
feet from Washington street, on the north side of the hill, 
one street, 40 feet wide, has been carried from a point on 
Lake street, opposite the southeasterly corner of Rogers park, 
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in nearly a parallel manner with Washington street, as far as 
Oak square, where it turns nearly at right angles and con- 
nects with Washington street at a point opposite Bigelow 
street. 

Kenrick street, at the Newton line, is widened to 70 feet. 
At this width it is continued easterly until it merges into the 
120-foot boulevard, previously mentioned. , 

On the westerly slope of Nonantum Hill several streets 40 
feet wide are projected, parallel with Crescent avenue at dis- 
tances of about 200 feet apart, and are continued to the 
Newton line, where it is believed provisions have been made 
to connect with, and continue them. Plans covering these 
suggested improvements will probably be filed at an early 
date. 

It is proposed to widen Lake street to 60 feet from West- 
bourne boulevard to Newton parkway; Tremont street, to 70 
feet in width; Nonantum street, to 50 feet in width and 
Appleton road widened to 40 feet and extended to Newton 
boulevard. 

Plans have also been filed of the territory lying between 
Foster street, Chestnut Hill avenue and Chestnut Huill- 
avenue extension, which shows, considering the unevenness 
of the surface, a very satisfactory manner of developing, - 

Unquestionably the bulk of the work during the year was 
done on this plan. The plans here filed covered over 250 acres 
of land; for purposes of comparison it can be stated that it is 
an area nearly equal to one-half that of Franklin park, or 
about five times that of the Common. When it is considered 
that this area, when completed for filing, is completely rami- 
fied with streets, placed at proper distances apart, the lines 
carefully determined and settled so that they may be placed 
upon the ground one hundred years hence, if necessary, so 
carefully adjusted to the contour of the surface as to offer 
practicable gradients, it will be seen that it entails work of 
no small consequence, and means the employment of a large 
force in field, and in office for many months. The results 
are shown in the plans filed, a brief analysis of the system 
of which has been given.

No second hearing was held on this plan during the year, 
except on a small portion lying just east of the tracks of the 
West Roxbury Branch of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, and which was considered with that of 
Plan 11 and was held on November 12, 1897. 

Besides the preliminary work done in connection with 
Plan 11 a large amount of detail work has been accomplished 
and plans were filed covering a territory of 160 acres, located 
in the extreme southwestern section of the city, at German- 
town, extending from Grove street southerly, directly to the 
boundary lines of Dedham and Hyde Park.

A second hearing was held on November 12, on territory 
bounded approximately by the West Roxbury Branch of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, Spring street, 
Baker street, Gardner street, Adams street, Farragut street, 
Baker street, Weld street, La Grange street, Vermont street 
and Corey street. 

Of the system displayed at this hearing, that portion lying 
between Corey street and Baker street, and from the railroad, 
northwesterly, was shown, treated with the introduction of a 
few 40-foot streets to sub-divide some of the larger blocks of 
land, longitudinally, as well as laterally. Other than this, 
very few radical changes are here proposed. 

North of Mt. Vernon street and Vermont street the right 
of way of the Brookline Water Works will be utilized for a 
trunk street, from which will diverge a number of streets, 
200 feet apart. 

La Grange street is to be widened to 80 feet as far as the 
Newton line, as will Baker street also. 

A large amount of preliminary work was done during the 
year over the entire territory, and considerable work in detail 
was accomplished to the west of Baker street, between it and 
Cow Island, warranted by the apparent activity in real estate 
matters in that vicinity ; and a system was devised for a tract 
of land containing about 100 acres, wholly undeveloped and 
entirely devoid of streets. The system shown appears to be 
satisfactory to the interested owners and a number of the plans 
have been filed.

A second hearing was held on July 19, on territory bounded 
approximately by Walk Hill street, Paine street, Canterbury 
street, Neponset avenue, and the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad. 

Stony brook crosses diagonally the southeasterly half of 
this territory. 

Within the above-described limits are located several large 
holdings of undeveloped, or partially developed land, among 
which may be mentioned that of the estate of the heirs of 
William Minot, containing about 27 acres; of Andrew J. 
Peters, containing about 25 acres ; of Jacob Seaver, contain- 
ing about 13 acres; of Moses Williams, containing about 19 
acres; the Whittemore estate, containing about 12 acres ; 
the estate of Joseph H. Rowe, containing about 6 acres, and 
many others. The Peters estate is already in an advanced 
state of development upon lines exhibited at this hearing, 
many of the streets being complete in construction. 

The principal thoroughfares as shown at this hearing are 
provided with liberal widenings. Walk Hill street is to be 
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made 80 feet, the widening to be on the side adjoining the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, from Wash- 
ington street to Neponset avenue; thence on either side about 
equally ; Canterbury street to be widened to 80 feet; Paine 
street to 40 feet; Bourne street to 40 feet; and Florence 
street to 40 feet. 

The preliminary field work has been nearly completed in 
this territory, and a force is actively engaged in completing 
the work in detail. 

A second hearing was held on November 26, on the ter- 
ritory lying partly in this plan and partly in Plan 6, bounded 
approximately by Oakland street, Blue Hill avenue, the 
Neponset river and the Hyde Park boundary line. This 
hearing was given to cover the balance of a territory lying 
between Blue Hill avenue, the Hyde Park line, Harvard 
street, and Walk Hill street, the whole of which, on account 
of its size, not having been taken in at the previous hearings. 
The system for this territory has been described in a previous 
report, the principal features of which, however, are three 
thoroughfares, 60 feet wide; one projected from the junction 
of Walk Hill street and Harvard street, in a direct lne to 
the junction of Oakland street and Harvard street; from this 
junction another departs diagonally across the territory by a 
symmetrical combination of two sweeping curves and a long 
straight line to unite with Almont street and through it 
widened to 60 feet to Blue Hill avenue. The third large 
avenue is Tileston avenue, widened to 60 feet, and extended 
toand across Oakland street and through Regent road widened 
to the Hyde Park lme. ‘The proper number of interme- 
diate and intersecting streets has been allowed; a widening 
of Oakland street to 80 feet has been provided for. Lying 
immediately south of Oakland street is the settlement called 
Rugby, whose streets previously privately projected, have 
been, with a few slight modifications, embraced in _ this 
system.

13, in territory contiguous to Pierce Farm, Forest Hills Cem- 
etery and Franklin park ; and several more were filed cover- 
ing Wellington Hill entire, as well as the slopes south and 
west, with a system which is satisfactory to all directly 
interested.

A second hearing was held on July 16, 1897, on territory 
bounded approximately by Perkins street, Jamaicaway, Pond 
street and Centre street. 

During the year a large amount of preliminary work had 
been done and numerous studies had been made for the treat- 
ment of this territory, and one finally adopted which was 
shown at the above hearing. 

Some little dissatisfaction to a portion of the system 
having been expressed at that time, and since, a number of 
informal hearings were given to these remonstrants, and the 
consideration of their petition being now pending, the work 
in detail upon a large portion of this territory has been 
much retarded. 

It is hoped a satisfactory adjustment of the differences 
will be made soon and enable rapid progress for the finished 
work during the coming year. 

Plans showing completed work were filed for a portion of 
the territory lying between Heath street, Day street, Perkins 
street, Catalpa street and South Huntington avenue. ‘These 
plans provide for an extension of Minden street to Cranford 
street, and thence through Floyd street to South Huntington 
avenue. From this, Minden-street extension, depart several 
streets at about 200 feet apart, connecting with Heath 
street. Two hundred feet from, and parallel with Cranford 
street, a 40-foot street is located from Heath street to 
Bynner street, the latter being shown as extended to 
Creighton street. . 

It is proposed to extend Catalpa street to Centre street in 
nearly a direct line from Perkins street. Perkins street is 
shown widened to 50 feet, Centre street to 80 feet, and 
Heath street it is proposed to widen to 70 feet from Hunting- 
ton avenue to Highland Spring square. It is hoped the 
coming year will see many of the plans which embrace this 
work filed.

ANNUAL REPORT

WATER DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1898. 


OFFICE OF THE WATER COMMISSIONER, 
Ciry Haut, Boston, February 1, 1898. 


Hon. JosIAHw Quincy, Mayor: 


Str: Isubmit a report of the doings of the Water De- 
partment for the year ending January 31, 1898. 

The net income of the department shows an increase over 
last year, and the net debt a marked decrease. 

In addition to the general detail work of the department 
28.2 miles of main pipe have been laid, seven miles of which 
were relaid. , 

The many improvements in progress in the city, such as 
the South Union Station, Subway, Stony brook improvement 
and grade crossings, have made the department work of a very 
difficult nature. ‘The taking of a portion of the yard of our 
Distribution Division has so curtailed our storage capacity as 
to increase the difficulties and the cost of handling our pipee« 
This together with the ever-increasing necessity of doing 
work on Sundays and at night, in order that the public may 
be least inconvenienced in the crowded portions of the city, 
is each year adding to the cost of our work, especially in the 
city proper. 

The original pipes, laid fifty years ago, when the Cochit- 
uate system was introduced into Boston, are not in some 
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localities large enough to give the proper supply of water, 
and in others have deteriorated in strength to such an extent 
as to necessitate their being taken up and new pipes of a 
larger diameter laid in their places. The department has 
had a great deal of this work for the last two years, and will 
have more in the future. ‘This means heavy expenditures 
and increased cost in maintenance. 

In the outlying sections of the city the number of build- 
ings erected has been phenomenal, necessitating the laying of 
a large number of new mains and service pipes. 

The amount of work done by the department is very much 
in excess of that accomplished in previous years, and it is 
absolutely necessary that the wharf facilities of the Distri- 
bution Division for storing of pipe, etc., be increased at 
once, in order that the main pipe, stock, etc., can be handled 
quickly and economically. 

The practice of setting service pipes for vacant lands on 
streets laid out under chapter 525, Acts of 1891, which has 
heretofore been followed, presents many objectionable feat- 
ures. One of the most serious is the opportunity afforded 
for waste of water. Some of the services get broken by the 
settlement of the street, by the road-roller in construction, 
by electrolysis, etc. Under these conditions, as the pipe is 
under pressure from the main to the sidewalk, leaks occur 
which are often not apparenton the surface. In a few years, 
as the number of services which are not connected to build- 
ings are liable to increase, the number of leaks of this kind 
must be large and serious. Another objection is the fact 
that neither the size of the service nor its proper location can’ 
be accurately determined in advance. In many cases no lot- 
ting of the land has been made, and if made the land may 
change ownership, involving oftentimes a complete relay- 
ing. Under the present methods, in order to provide for every 
possible service, it has resulted, and will result, in the loca- 
tion of many pipes which will never be used, and which 
eventually must be a means of waste. It is my intention to 
change the policy of the department in reference to these 
service pipes, so as to prevent the faults of the present 
‘method of laying them. 

The work of extending the salt-water mains for the Fire 
Department is progressing very satisfactorily. 

In the nigh future it is possible to somewhat curtail the 
expenses of the department by shutting down some of the 
smaller pumping-stations. This will be made possible by 
the completion of the laying of large mains upon which the 
department is at work at the present time. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. a 


The organization of the department has been practically 
completed. The method of keeping the general accounts, 
reporting on the work, etc., applied last year to Districts 1, 2 
and 3, are in use in District 4 and the Meter Division. The 
lack of any correct accounts in the Meter Division has made 
this change a very difficult one. With the coming year, I am 
of the opinion that the method of keeping the accounts in all 
the divisions will be more than satisfactory. The report of 
the expert accountant engaged to examine our accounts is to 
the effect that the books and accounts are kept correctly. 

The Meter Division has been transferred from what was 
formerly known as the Eastern Division to the Income Di- 
vision. By this change all matters pertaining to income are 
part of the Income Division, and all matters pertaining to 
supply remain with the Distribution Division (formerly 
Eastern Division). 

On January 1, 1898, the Metropolitan Water Board made 
a taking of the sources of supply of our department outside 
the limits of Boston. The taking includes all the property 
of the department (including basins, aqueducts, mains, etc.) 
outside the territorial limits of Boston, except the Fisher Hill 
Reservoir, the old Brookline Reservoir, their connections, and 
some mains in the immediate vicinity of Boston, but not 
within her limits. The division of the department for- 
merly known as the Eastern is now known as the Distribu- 
tion Division. The Western Division has been done away 
with. Boston no longer supplies Somerville, Chelsea and 
Everett with water. The receipts from income during 
January were somewhat less, because of our ceasing to sup- 
ply these cities; and for the same reason during the coming 
year the receipts will be materially less than for the year just 
ended. 

The purity of the water has been maintained by constant 
inspection and attention. The work of the Deacon meter 
service in the detection of waste has been conscientiously 
carried on; but Bosten is meeting the same difficulty that is 
met with in other cities, viz., an increased consumption 
brought about partially by waste, but in part by the increased 
demands made by the modern methods of living. 

The department has paid particular attention to electrolysis, 
and under the head of the City Engineer’s report will be 
found the facts in detail. 

The demands for new work during the coming year will, 
of necessity, be larger than during the past. With your ap- 
proval the practice inaugurated in previous years of paying 
for work under chapter 177, Acts of 1872, has been aban- 
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doned, and all expenditures of the department will be paid for 
out of the regular appropriation. In addition to the exten- 
sion of mains and the relaying of old pipe, it will be neces- 
sary this year to lay a12inch main from Neponset, through 
Quincy, to Moon Island, in order to properly supply Long 
Island and the various islands and fortifications in the harbor 
with water. The present 6-inch pipe is totally madequate. 
It will also be necessary to lay an additional pipe under Shirley 
Gut to Deer Island, and an additional pipe across Chelsea 
creek to East Boston, as one of the mains has become so 
weakened by age as to become totally useless.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Distribution 
Division for the year ending January 31, 1898. 

In accordance with instructions received from you on Jan- 
uary 5, 1898, the name of this division was changed from 
that of the Eastern Division to the Distribution Division. 

The taking, by the Metropolitan Water Board on January 
1, 1898, of certain portions of the Western and Mystic 
Divisions will necessitate a revision in our records, so that 
the summaries of pipes and fixtures in use will represent 
what belongs to the Distribution Division as it stands to-day, 
exclusive of what has been taken by the State. 

As this division supplied Somerville, Chelsea and Everett 
for eleven months of the year, I shall include the usual 
yearly statement of what has been done in these cities. 
This will appear apart from that which concerns the city of 
Boston. 


MAIN PIPE. 


City of Boston. —'There were laid during the year, in con- 
nection with the distribution system of the city of Boston, 
28.2 miles of main pipe. Of this amount 5,601 feet were 
private mains, laid for various parties, and 2,093 feet were 
hydrant, blow-off and reservoir pipes. ‘These two items are 
not included in the total length of our system. The total 
amount laid also embraces 948 feet of main pipe lowered, 
which, although it does not effect the total length of our sys- 
tem, represents an amount of labor greater than that usually 
involved in ordinary pipe-laying. 

Seven and five-tenths miles of pipe were abandoned, which, 
with the amount taken by the Metropolitan Water Board, 
makes the total length of our distribution system 666.2 miles. 

Of the 28.2 miles laid, 7 miles were relaid, a much 
greater amount than has been customary in previous years. 

A most helpful device in the form of a portable steam- 
boiler, having arrangements for thawing the frozen earth, was 
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introduced this year, enabling us to carry on our main-pipe 
work during the winter without interruption from frost. 

Last August we began laying the new 12-inch salt water 
main for the Fire Department. Starting near the corner of 
Atlantic avenue and Congress street, we continued through 
Congress street and Post-office square to Exchange place, 
through Exchange place and Central street to Atlantic ave- 
nue, at Long wharf. We then returned to Atlantic avenue, 
at Congress street, and laid in Congress street easterly to the 
bridge; where, on account of the weather and other obstruc- 
tions, we stopped. ‘The work will be resumed in the spring. 
It is necessarily a costly job, on account of its slow progress. 
This is occasioned by the conditions of the work, solid walis 
of masonry, old fire-reservoirs, steam-heating conduits and 

. obstacles of all kinds being common occurrences. Besides 
this we are laying in connection with the fire-pipe a 3-inch 
cement-lined pipe, laid in concrete, to serve as a conduit for 
the electrical portion of the system. 

With the exception of a short distance at the junction of 
Columbus avenue extension and Centre street, which has 
been delayed by the construction of Stony Brook conduit, 
the 36-inch new high-service main laid in Heath street in 
1895 is now complete to a point in Geneva avenue, about 
seventy feet from Blue Hill avenue. Near this point the 
main is reduced to thirty inches in diameter. We are now 
engaged in laying isolated sections of it further along in 
Geneva avenue and in Bowdoin street, which at some future 
time will be connected, giving to Dorchester a most efficient 
high-pressure supply. 

During the year an auxiliary main, 42 inches in diameter, 
was laid in Fisher avenue, Brookline, between Boylston 
street and the Fisher Hill Reservoir. ‘This was much needed, 
as heretofore the high service of the city was practically de- 
pendent upon the original 30-inch main between those two 

“points. 

A 20-inch low-service main was laid through Canton 
street, from Albany to Tremont streets, thus giving an effi- 
cient fire service to the dangerous lumber district. 

About 1,500 feet of 20-inch low-service main was laid in 
Border street, East Boston, also for better fire protection. 

The 24-inch main laid last year through Dorchester avenue 
and Adams street was reduced to 20 inches, and continued 
this year through Adams street to Minot street, a distance of 
over a mile. This gives considerable increase of head to this 
section. 

Some of the most important relaying jobs performed during 
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the year were State street, between Washington and Com- 
mercial streets, where the old 12-inch pipe, which was in 
a most deplorable condition, was replaced by a 16-inch main; 
Washington street, between Dover and Kneeland streets, 
where the old 6 and 12 inch pipes were replaced by a 16- 
inch main, and the dead ends at the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road bridge connected; Maverick street, between New and 
Chelsea streets, where about 1,150 feet of 6-inch pipe was 
replaced with 16-inch; Tremont street, between Warrenton 
and Boylston streets, where the old 8-inch was replaced by a 
12-inch, and Boylston street, between ‘Tremont street and 
Park square, where the old 6-inch was replaced by a 12-inch. 

In that part of Federal street which was taken for the site 
of the new Union Station, and in portions of the adjacent 
streets, it was necessary to abandon the pipes and relay in - 
their place 16 and 12-inch mains in New Cove street. 

Changes in our mains occasioned by the construction of 
the Subway have been carried on during the year, important 
among which are — Tremont street, at Court street, 185 feet 
of 12-inch relaid with 16-inch; Washington street, between 
Elm street and Dock square, 151 feet of 8-inch relaid with 
12-inch; Adams square, between Devonshire street and 
Cornhill, 140 feet of 12-inch relaid with 12-inch; Cornhill, 
between Adams square and Court street, 475 feet of 12-inch 
relaid with 12-inch; Tremont street, at Pemberton square, 
305 feet of 8-inch relaid with 8-inch; Tremont row, at How- 
ard street, 72 feet of 4-inch relaid with 8-inch, and Court 
street, at Cornhill, 80 feet of. 12-inch relaid with 12-inch. 

In the vicinity of Hogg’s bridge it was necessary to tem- 
porarily relocate our 16 and 12 inch lines to allow of the 
construction of Stony Brook conduit. 

At Congress street, where the grade crossing is to be abol- 
ished, it was necessary to abandon our 30 and 24 inch 
mains in Congress and D streets, and relay them in Danby 
and B streets. The abandoned pipe which had been laid ~ 
only a few years was taken out of the ground by contract, 
and has since been used in the construction of other lines. 
Several of the temporary lines laid during 1896, on account 
of the elevation of the tracks on the Providence Division of the 
N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., and abandoned at a later date, were 
taken out of the ground during the past year, and at the 
present writing we are about to begin making the necessary 
changes in our pipes caused by the proposed elevation of the 
tracks on the Dedham branch of this railroad. 

Somerville, Chelsea and Everett. —The distribution sys- 
tem has been extended by the addition of 150 feet of 14-inch 
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pipe, 70 feet of 14-inch pipe, 1,029 feet of 2-inch pipe, 20 
feet of 4-inch pipe, 7,156 feet of 6-inch pipe, 1,421 feet of 8- 
inch pipe, 2,730 feet of 10-inch pipe, 1,050 feet of 12-inch 
pipe, 39 feet of 16-inch pipe and 858 feet of 20-inch pipe, 
making a total of 14,523 feet added to the system. Twenty- 
four thousand six hundred and seventy-five feet of pipe were 
relaid, replacing as a rule pipe of smaller sizes. 


GATES OR STOP—COCKS. 


City of Boston. — Five hundred and twenty-seven gates 
were established and 179 abandoned; of the former 11 were 
‘“‘ blow-off ” and seven private gates, and of the latter two were 
“‘ blow-off ” and one private gates. ‘This would make the total 
number of gates in use, exclusive of “ blow-off” and private 
gates, and also of those taken by the Metropolitan Water 
Board on January 1, as part of its system, 7,951. Special 
attention has been paid the condition of the gates this year. 
Our aim is to have every gate in thorough working order so 
in time of emergency they may not fail to operate. 

Somerville, Chelsea and Kverett.—In these cities 118 
gates of different sizes were established. 


AIR—COCKS. 


City of Boston. — During the year 18 air-cocks were estab- 
lished in various parts of the city. 


DEACON METERS. 


City of Boston.—One was established in the Roxbury 
district and one on Deer Island. 
Somerville and Chelsea. — One was abandoned in each of 
these cities. 
HYDRANTS. 


City of Boston. — Four hundred hydrants were established 
and 218 abandoned, making a net increase for the year of 
182, and a total, exclusive of those taken by the Metropoli- 
tan Water Board on January 1, as part of its system, of 
7,235. 

The usual requests from the Fire Department for raising, 
lowering, relocating, changing style, and establishing new 
hydrants have been attended to promptly. These requests 
have become more frequent than in previous years, owing no: 
doubt to the system now in vogue in the Fire Department, 
which requires a monthly report by the several District 
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Chiefs on the condition of the hydrants in their districts. 
During the winter months, the Water Department makes a 
daily inspection of all hydrants in the important districts of 
the city, and a frequent inspection in suburban parts. In 
addition to this a small force of men are kept employed 
throughout the winter in pumping water and other accumu- 
lations from the hydrant boxes, and otherwise preventing 
liability of delay in the operation of these important means of 
protection against fire. Six thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-four bushels of salt were purchased by this depart- 
ment, and delivered to the Fire Department to be used on 
hydrants during the cold weather. 

Somerville, Chelsea and Everett. —'There were established 
107 post-hydrants, and 32 were abandoned, making a net in- 
crease to the system of 75. 


W ATER-—PostTs. 


City of Boston. — Five water-posts were established dur- 
ing the year and two abandoned, making an increase of three, 
and the total number in use January 31, 1898, 408. The 
usual attention, such as painting, new valves, hose and coup- 
lings was given them. 

yomerville, Chelsea and Everett. —'Three water-posts were 
established and two abandoned, making a net increase of one, 
and a total of 97 now in use in these cities. 


FOUNTAINS. 


City of Boston.——Three drinking fountains were estab- 
lished and four abandoned. One was also established for the 
Park Department in the North End Park. The services of 
two men are employed throughout the year in the care and 
maintenance of fountains, special attention being given to 
the sanitary condition of the same. 

Somerville, Chelsea and Everett. — One drinking fountain 
was established in Everett and one abandoned in Somerville. 


SERVICE—PIPEsS. 


City of Boston.— Two thousand eight hundred and twenty 
service-pipes (64,128 feet) have been laid during the year, 
and 312 (7,072 feet) abandoned, showing a net increase of 
2,508 service-pipes (57,056 feet) for the year, and making 
tlfe total number of pipes now in use 82,026, with a length 
of 2,297,566 feet. 

Under the law governing the laying out of new streets, we 
were obliged to lay to vacant lots 453 service-pipes, with a 
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length of 7,240 feet, from which no revenue is at present de- 
rived. 
METERS. 

On September 1, 1897, the meter service, which previous 
to that date was in charge of this division, was transferred 
to the Income Division, whose report will contain a statement 
of what was done during the past year. 


MACHINE, CARPENTER AND BLACKSMITH SHOPS. 


It has not been customary to state what work was done in 
these shops located at our yard, No. 710 Albany street, but, 
as requested by you, I give below a statement of the work 
performed. It does not include the. small repairs. The 
articles manufactured are taken from the rough stock and 
finished ready for use. The boxes and other things made in 
the carpenter shop represent a small part of its work, as dur- 
ing a great portion of the year the force, which includes 
painters, is engaged on all kinds of work maintaining the 
property of the department. In fact, it is a very rare occur- 
rence now to have any repairs made by outside parties, except 
upon wagons and harnesses.

MAINTENANCE. 


City of Boston.— We have made 2,781 repairs on pipes 
during the year, for causes of which see table appended. A 
most interesting exhibit is our statement of miscellaneous 
work performed, while it does not give an idea of the expense 
or the difficulties attached to each one of the jobs, still it 
will assist in forming an idea of how a part of the depart- 
ment occupied its time during the year, and shows what a 
variety of work we are called upon to perform. Among 
other things, 10,268 gate locations were either marked or 
remarked; 9,362 gates salted an account of cold weather ; 
4,224 hydrant boxes cleaned out; 1,646 hydrants repaired in 
service; 1,257 street repairs; 1,004 stop-cock or gate-boxes 
repaired in service; 953 examinations caused by false re- 
ports; 833 meters hayed on account of cold weather; 808 
hydrants hayed for same reason; 665 water posts repaired ; 
635 hydrant boxes repaired in service, and 426 sidewalk up- 
‘rights raised or lowered. 
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Those parts of the various bridges over which our main 
pipes are carried have been given unusual attention this year. 
The supports were strengthened and renewed; the boxes 
covering the pipes repaired and painted, and in some in- 
stances replaced entirely. All excavations in the streets that 
were likely to expose our pipes were carefully inspected, with 
a view of protecting said pipes from damage, and in all cases 
where corporations were at work laying conduits, etc., in the 
streets, an inspection was made to prevent encroachment and 
the covering of our pipes by said corporations. 


HARBOR SERVICE. 


City of Boston. — Although no additional mains have been 
laid in the harbor this year, considerable attention has been 
given to the protection of the existing ones. Bulkheads 
have been built, and during the winter months it was neces- 
sary on several occasions to replace the earth which was 
washed away by the sea, thereby exposing our pipes to danger 
of breaking and freezing. As a precaution against freezing 
during the cold spells a small stream was allowed to run con- 
tinuously on Rainsford’s and Galloupe’s Islands. Located | 
in various parts of the harbor are signs, warning ships not to 
anchor in the vicinity of our pipes. ‘These have been re- 
paired and painted. 


RESERVOIRS AND STAND-PIPES. 


Hast Boston. — This reservoir is in good condition. 

Parker Hill, — The keeper’s house has been thoroughly 
renovated, and with the rest of the property is in first-class 
condition. 

South Boston. — This reservoir is abandoned, and the con- 
nections with our system removed. 

College Hill. — Up to January 1, 1898, the time when this 
property was taken by the Metropolitan Water Board, this 
reservoir was maintained in its usual good condition, and 
handed over to the State in first-class order. About 300 feet 
of roadway on the grounds was macadamized. 

Fisher Hill and Brookline. — These two basins came under 
the care of this division January 1, 1898, and will require 
considerable attention before we can safely say they are in 
good condition. We are now repairing the buildings. 

Breed’s Island Stand-pipe.—'The extensive repairs re- 
ported as in progress in our last statement have been com- 
pleted, and the tower is now in the best condition. 


~~ 
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Mt. Bellevue Stand-pipe. — This building has been thor- 
oughly overhauled. New floors were laid, a copper sheathing 
placed between the upper and lower floors of the observatory, 
guard rails placed around the windows, the masonry pointed 
and the land surrounding the building graded. During the 
summer season the tower is well patronized for observation 
purposes, it being located on the highest land in the city of 
Boston. A keeper was placed in charge of the grounds, with 
good results. 


FIRE RESERVOIRS. 


During the year the following fire reservoirs were aban- 
doned on account of the operations of this department.

PUMPING STATIONS. 


Mystic. — During that portion of the past year when this 
station was in our charge, Engine No. 38 was stopped and 
thoroughly repaired. The pump plungers were taken out 
and cylinders scraped of corrosion and painted inside on the 
steam end. ‘Three new piston valves and two new valve stems 
were set in place of old ones. ‘The air-pump beams were 
taken out, relined and rebabbited, and pumps fastened to 
foundations. The lagging on all the pumps was repaired. 

The following is a statement of the time each engine was 
run up to December 31, 1897:

Number of gallons of water pumped by all four engines

In boilers Nos. 1, 2 and 3 it was found necessary to reline 
the fire boxes and place new arches over the fire doors. 
Three new sets of head plates were also required for the 
same boilers. A new brick floor was put in the fire-room. 
The bridge at the pumping station was entirely rebuilt and 
painted, and the dwelling-house and other buildings located 
on the grounds were thoroughly overhauled and put in first- 
class condition, preparatory to their transfer to the State. 

West Roxbury. — Two new air-pumps were connected with 
the pumping apparatus, thus stopping the disagreeable noise 
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in the pipes so frequently complained of in the past. Con- 
nection was made with the sewer in Washington street, giving 
to the station a much-needed drainage. 

Wayne street.— This station will in all probability be 
abandoned some time during the year, and at present answers 
all requirements. 

East Boston.— With the exception of placing new tubes 
in the boilers nothing was done at this station; it being in a 
generally good condition. 


YARDS. 


Albany street. — Although greatly cramped last year, this 
year the City Hospital took quite a slice off the yard for the 
purpose of building a coal-pocket, and this contracts our work- 
ing space to a degree where it is almost impossible to move 
around in the busy season. ‘The stable which was in process 
of reconstruction at the writing of my last report was com- 
pleted during the year, and we now have an almost model stable. 
A large stationary derrick was erected in the yard which 
greatly facilitates the loading and unloading of heavy cast- 
ings. Our large stock of valuable patterns have been given 
space on the upper floor of the machine-shop and arranged, 
tagged and catalogued under the direction of the City 
Engineer. The buildings have been painted and repaired 
where necessary, and extra accommodations prepared for the 
meter service of the Income Department. 

Charlestown. — Extensive repairs have been made here. 
The fence has been entirely rebuilt; the buildings painted, 
new doors and floors placed in the stable and new window 
frames in the repair shop. 

West Roxbury. —'The removal to more commodious quar- 
ters recommended in last year’s report has been made, and the 
beneficial results are most apparent. A two and one-half 
story wooden frame building serving as an office, workshop 
and stable, surrounded by a large and roomy yard, was 
secured on Williams street, West Roxbury, a short distance 
from Washington street. This is a much more central loca- 
tion than the old one on Seaverns avenue, and will undoubt- 
edly answer the requirements of this large and growing 
district for some time to come. 

Dorchester, Brighton and East Boston have all received 
some attention as regards their condition, and are at present 
sufficiently equipped to handle the work in their districts. 
The Brighton District will, however, soon need better accom- 
modations. 
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Mystic LAKE AND CONDUIT. 


Constant attention was paid during the year to the condi- 
tion of the Lake and the streams entering it, with a view to 
removing as far as possible all foreign bodies. The conduit 
was flushed out several times, scraped and cleansed, and new 
planking placed on the bridge at the Lake. For statistics of 
the rain-fall, and rise and fall of water in the Lake, see En- 
gineer’s report. 


W ATER—SOURCES. 


The following is a summary of the inspection work for the 
year 1897: ‘Total number of cases inspected, 882. The 
present condition of all inspected cases is: Present safe, 
279; seem safe, 9; suspected, 8; unsatisfactory, 17; reme- 
died, 69. Four legal notices were served. 


ELECTROLYSIS. 


Electrical tests have been made throughout the whole city. 
The object of these tests was first to determine the districts, 
if any, in which electrolytic action is marked, and then to 
ascertain the extent to which it is going on. The work so 
far has been confined principally to finding the potential 
differences between the pipes and the adjacent ground, as 
they furnish the information from which conclusions as to 
relative rates of electrolytic decomposition can be most readily 
drawn. The results obtained are merely comparative ones, 
but serve as a guide to the correct examination of the system. 


DEACON AND WASTE SERVICE. 


The Deacon meter service has been continued during the 
past year with good results. Sixty-two of these meters were 
in operation for a period of seven months and twenty-three 
days, and 731 readings and tests were made on 150 sections. 
Seven hundred and eleven diagrams, showing results of 355 
readings of 24 hours, and 356 night tests, from 11 P.M. to 
4 A.M., were delivered to the Engineer for compilation. 

The inspection of premises for waste was continued during 
the entire year, principally in streets where the consumption 
of water had been shown by the Deacon meters to be exces- 
sive. The number of premises inspected during the year 
was 47,778; the number of streets, 825; waste reports 
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made, 7,652; defective fixtures discovered, 9,211; premises 
re-examined, 11,121.

Str: The annual report of the Western Division of the 
Boston Water Works is herewith submitted. 


SUDBURY—RIVER RESERVOIRS. 
Water-shed, 75.2 Square Miles. 


The rainfall for 1897 was 44.89 inches at Framingham and 
46.17 inches at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. The mean rainfall 
on the Sudbury-river water-shed, from observations taken at 
Framingham Centre and Reservoir No. 4, was 46.19 inches, 
which is about the average for a long period. The rainfall 
for May, June, July and August was large and very 
uniformly distributed. There was but one month during 
the whole year when the rainfall was very small, and that 
was October, when the gauge at Framingham registered, 0.41 
of an inch for the month. 

The following table shows the average yield of the Sud- 
bury-river water-shed for 1875-96 and the yield for 1897:

RESERVOIR I. 


Siar ee H. W.,. 160.79; Tops of Flash-boards, 159.29 and 158.41; Crest of Dam, 
57.54. Area, Water Surface at 159.29, 143 acres ; Greatest depth, Loca: 
Contents, below 160.79, 865,560,000 ; below 159.29, 288,400,000 gals. 

On January 1, 1897, water in this reservoir stood at ele- 
vation 156.37. The surface rose, and on the 8th, 9th and 
10th, water was wasted over the stone crest of the dam. It 
soon receded, however, to 156.00, remaining at this level 
until about March 6, when it rose rapidly, and on the 7th 
began wasting over the crest. Waste continued until April 
2, when both sets of flash-boards were placed in position. On 
April 8 waste took place over the fash-boards and continued 
through the gates and over the flash-boards until the 21st. 
The reservoir remained practically full, with waste occurring 
at times, until August 8. On August 4 a gate was opened 
to draw the water out of the reservoir in order to allow the 
Metropolitan Water Board to prepare for the laying of a 
new 48-inch main from Reservoir No. 8 to Sudbury Aque- 
duct below Dam No. 1. The water in the reservoir was 
lowered to about elevation 148.00, where it remained until 
the latter part of November. In December the reservoir was 
allowed to fill, reaching grade 156.75 on December 31. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 159.66 
on June 10, and the lowest 145.90 on September 16. 

Both sets of flash-boards were placed in position on January 
18; they were removed on February 2, replaced on April 2, 
and finally removed on August 16. 

Water was not drawn wholly from this reservoir for the 
supply of the city during the year. It was drawn partially 
from this reservoir and from Reservoir No. 2 from 7 A.M., 
January 1, to 10.40 A.M., May 27, and from 7 A.M., August 
3,to 12 M., August4. It was drawn partly from this reser- 
voir and partly from Reservoir No. 8 from 7 A.M., July 380, 
to 7 A.M., July 31. 
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When the reservoir was emptied in the autumn the joints 
in the stone masonry overflow and in the wing-wall of the 
overflow and on theside of the gate-house were all thoroughly 
pointed. ‘Tlie masonry in the gate-house and in the wing- 
wall of the gate-house on the side next to the reservoir were 
also pointed where necessary. } 

The slope paving in front of and adjacent to the overflow 
was taken out in order to allow the joints of the crest stones 
at the back of the dam to be thoroughly pointed. Advan- 
tage was also taken of the low water to calk five joints in 
the 48-inch pipe from Dam No. 2, and two joints in the 48- 
inch pipe from Dam No. 8, where there were leaks. One 
joint was found from which the lead was partially, drawn out 
and this was thoroughly recalked. About 3800 feet of the 
48-inch pipe from Dam No. 8, from which the covering had 
been washed away, was recovered to an average depth of two 
feet. The 48-inch pipes have been flushed into the river be- 
low Dam No. 1 once during the year. 


RESERVOIR 2. 


Grades, H. W., 167.87; Tops of Flash-boards, 167.12 and 166.99; Crest of Dam; 
165.87. Area, Water Surface, at 167.87, 134 acres; Greatest Depth, 17 ft., 
Contents, below 167.87, 562,880,000 ; below 167.12, 529,860,000 gals. 


On January 1, 1897, the surface of the water in this 
reservoir stood at elevation 162.63, and on the 12th at 
165.72. It gradually receded to 160.35 on February 7. It 
soon rose again, however, and remained at about 162.50 until 
March 3 when it rose rapidly. 

Both sets of flash-boards were placed in position on March 
6, and on the 7th waste began over the tops of the flash- 
boards. On April 22 an extra set of flash-boards was put in 
place on top of the regular sets in order to store as much 
water as possible for the supply of the city. The water rose 
to 167.88 on April 80, remaining at about this grade until 
May 27, when it gradually receded to 164.85 on June 9, 
rising to 167.98 on June 14. By September 3 the water had 
fallen to 163.05. It was kept between 162.75 and 163.00 
on an average until November 12 by drawing, as occasion 
required, from Reservoirs Nos. 4, 6 and 8. The water then 
rose to 164.85 on December 8, remaining at about this height 
until December 15, when it rose and overflowed the lower 
set of flash-boards on December 16 and continued to over- 
flow until the 26th, the flash-boards being removed on the 
28th and 29th. Waste continued over the stone crest, and 
on December 81 the water stood at elevation 166.03 with 
waste still continuing. 
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The highest elevation that the water in the reservoir 
reached during the year was 168.09 on May 6, and the low- 
est 160.85 on February 7. 

The lowest set of flash-boards was placed in position on 
March 5, and the upper set on the 6th,and one-half of an 
extra set was placed on top of the regular flash-boards on 
April 16, and the remaining half of the additional set was 
placed in position on the 21st and 22d. All the flash- 
boards were removed on October 31 in order to point the 
joints of the stone crest. The lower set was replaced on 
November 6. On December 28 three bays of the lower set 
were removed and the remainder on the 29th. 

Water for the supply of the city was drawn wholly from 
this reservoir from 10.40 A.M., May 27, to11 A.M., July 138; 
from 7 P.M., November 6, to 10 A.M., November 10; from 
11 A.M., November 12, to 11 A.M., December 2, and from 
11 A.M., December 9, to 12 M., December 27. The water 
was drawn partly from this reservoir and partly from Reser- 
voir No. 3 from 11 A.M., July 18, to 7 A.M., July 30; from 
7 A.M., July 31, to 7 A.M., August 3; from 12 M., August 
4,to 3 P.M., October 24; from 11 A.M., October 26, to 7 
P.M., November 6 ; from 10 A.M., Nqvember 10, to 11 A.M., 
November 12; from 11 A.M., December 2, to 11 A.M., Dee. 
9, and from 12 M., December 28, to the end of the year. 
Water was drawn partly from this reservoir and partly from 
Reservoir No. 1, as already given under Reservoir No. 1. 

While Reservoir No. 1 was emptying in the autumn all of 
the joints of the crest stones of the overflow of Reservoir 
No. 2, and all the horizontal and vertical joints of the first 
three courses below the crest stones in the face of the over- 
flow were thoroughly cut out and pointed with Portland 
cement mortar. ‘The remainder of the joints in the masonry 
on the face of the overflow and also the joints in part of the 
wing wall of the overflow, and on that side of the gate-house 
facing the overflow, and below high water in Reservoir No. 
1, were repointed. Some repairs at the same time were made 
upon the paving on the embankments of the dam, and about 
1,600 feet of fence on Fountain street was built and painted. 

The average number of organisms present for the year was 
140 against 95 for 1896. The usual spring growth of 
Diatomacez was practically absent. The autumn growth 
commenced late in August, reached a maximum of 240 on 
September 9, and decreased throughout the remainder of the 
year. The growth of Chlorophyceew commenced in July, 
reached a maximum of 120 units on July 27, and disappeared 
early in October. Cyanophycee were unimportant except 
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during August and September when the growth consisted 
mainly of Anabena and Clathrocystis, and reached a maxi- 
mum of 480 units on August 12. Infusoria were present in 
small numbers throughout the year. ‘The maximum growth, 
consisting almost entirely of Uroglena, occurred on May 18, 
and amounted to 400 units per c.c. 


RESERVOIR 38. 


Grades, H. W., 176.74; Crest of Dam, 175.24, 
Area at 176.74, 263 acres ; Contents, below 176.74, 1,208.180,000 gals. 
Area at 176.24, 248 acres ; Contents, below 176.24, 1, ‘081, 500, 000 gals. 
Greatest depth, 21 feet. 

On January 1, 1897, water in this reservoir stood at grade 
174.82. On the 5th it rose to the stone crest and began flow- 
ing over the dam. It ceased overflowing on the 18th, but rose 
and fell alternately until March 13, and then continued to 
rise until April 1, when one set of flash-boards was placed 
on the crest. On April 20 a second set of flash-boards was 
placed in position and water wasted over the top of this set 
until August 1, after which time the surface receded to 
168.80 on September 23. On the 27thit rose to169.19 and 
was kept at about 169.25 by drawing from Reservoir No. 6 
until November 7; then it gradually rose to 170.55 on the 
27th. It was at grade 174.74 on December 381. 

The highest elevation that the water in the. reservoir 
reached during the year was 176.80 on July 2, and the low- 
est 168.80 on September 23. 

The first set of flash-boards was placed in position on the 
stone crest on April 1, one-half of the second set on the 17th, 
and the other half on the 20th. All the flash-boards were 
removed on December 11. ‘The top of the first set of flash- 
boards is at elevation 175.86, and the top of the second set 
at elevation 176.50. 

Water for the supply of the city was drawn wholly from 
this reservoir from 5.40 P.M., October 25, to 11 A.M., Octo- 
ber 26. Water was drawn partly from this reservoir and 
partly from Reservoirs Nos. 1 and 2 on dates already given. 

In order to increase temporarily the storage capacity of 
Reservoir No. 3, pin-holes were drilled in the stone crest and 
iron pins fixed in position to hold flash-boards. ‘This work 
was done early in the spring. . 

The average number of organisms for the year was 859 
against 006 for 1896. The spring growth of Diatomacez 
commenced about the first of April, reached a maximum of 
2,096 units per c.c. on June 30, and decreased during July. 
These organisms were present in large numbers again from 
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the first of October to the end of the year. Chlorophycez 
were present in moderate numbers from May until the end 
of the year. The maximum of 90 units per c.c. was reached 
on August 25. Cyanophyceze appeared in April and were 
abundant in June. The growth increased after July 15, 
reached a maximum of 640 units on September 15, and dis- 
appeared about the first of December. The growth consisted 
of Clathrocystis, Coelosphaerium, Microcystis and Anabzena 
Infusoria were present in large numbers throughout the 
year. Uroglena constituted almost entirely the large growth 
which extended from May 19 to July 7, and which reached a 
maximum of 4,515 units. 


RESERVOIR 4. 


Grades, H. W., 215.21; Tops of Flash-boards, 216.21 and 214.89.; Crest of Dam, 
Area, Water Surface, at 215.21, 167 Steg Greatest ee 49 feet; Contents, be- 
low 215. 21, 1,416,350,000 gals. 

On January 1, 1897, the surface of the water in this 
reservoir was at elevation 195.11. It rose to 218.90 on April 
2, when both sets of flash-boards were placed in position. It 
continued to rise, and on April 10 water was flowing over 
the tops of the flash-boards and continued to overflow, por- 
tions of the upper set of flash-boards being removed from 
time to time to prevent the water in the reservoir from rising 
too high. On July 1 a gate was opened to draw water into 
Reservoir No. 2. The surface had fallen to 208.24 on July 
23 when the gate was closed. The surface then rose to 
210.81 on September 5, when the gate was opened again. It 
then receded, with slight rises at times as the gate was opened 
and closed, reaching grade 200.96 on November 2, when the 
gate was finally closed for the year, except for one day at the 
last of the month. The surface stood at elevation 209.98 on 
December 381. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 215.51 
on May 12, and the lowest, 195.11 on January 1. 

Both sets of flash-boards were placed in position on April 
2, and on July 13 the flash-boards were removed. 

For several years it has been noticed that the berm at the 
foot of the slope paving, on the water side of the embank- 
ment, was gradually disappearing, and at places was lowered 
by the action of the ice and waves. Accordingly, when the 
water was lowered sufficiently in the autumn, a large quantity 
of stone was brought on rafts to the berm and put in place, 
and its width and grade restored. This work was completed 
from the overflow to a point 300 feet west of the gate-house, 
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a distance of about 650 feet. More of this work must be 
done as occasion allows. 

The stone masonry at the outlet of the two 48-inch pipes 
was pointed during the autumn. ‘The gate-house was pro- 
vided with a new door. 

Work on the Cold-spring brook channel near Main street, 
which was in progress at the beginning of the year, was 
finished about March 1. The abutments of the bridge over 
the channel at Main street were entirely rebuilt from the 
foundations, a difficult work on account of quicksand. Their 
lower portions were laid in cement. mortar and their upper 
portions were pointed only. A new bridge of wood was 
built across the stream. 

The average number of organisms for the year was 90 
against 105 for 1896. The organisms throughout the year 
were small. The spring growth of Diatomaceze commenced 
in the middle of May, reached a maximum in the middle 
of June, and disappeared July 6. The autumn growth 
commenced in October and continued throughout the year. 
Chlorophyceze were present from May until the end of 
November. They were most abundant during August and 
‘September, when they reached a maximum of 80 units. 
Cyanophycee growths were unimportant. Infusoria were 
present in small numbers throughout the year. A growth 
of Uroglena amounted to 400 units in the surface sample on 
April 6. 


RESERVOIR 5. 


Grades, H. W., 260.00; Top of Stone Crest, 249.00. Estimated Area 1,258 acres ; 
Estimated Contents, 7,609,000,000 gals. 

The construction of this reservoir was begun by the city 
of Boston, but it was seized by the Metropolitan Water Board 
on January 4,1896. While the construction of this reservoir 
is in the hands of the Metropolitan Water Board, the water 
has been considered by common consent to be under the con- 
trol of.the city of Boston. 

Owing to the completion of the sections in the lower por- 
tion. of the reservoir, 1,700,000,000 gallons were stored 
during the winter and spring of 1896-97 for a reserve for the 
use of the city. The reservoir was filled to a point within 16 
feet of the top of the overflow, but owing to the ample rain- 
fall it became necessary to use only a small portion of the 
water during the past year. The reservoir has been practi- 
cally completed and will be filled to the overflow by April, 
1898. 
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The average number of organisms for the year was 149. 
The spring growth of Diatomaceze commenced April 12, 
reached a maximum of 180 units on May 17, and disappeared 
the first of June. The autumn growth commenced September 
22, reached a maximum of 460 units on October 27, and de- 
creased to the end of the year. The most important form was 
Asterionella. Chlorophyceze appeared April 12 and con- 
tinued in small numbers throughout the year. The maximum 
of 70 units was reached in April. Gonium has been a char- 
acteristic form. Cyanophycee appeared August 11, reached 
a maximum of 250 on August 18, after which they decreased 
rapidly and remained only in small numbers during the 
remainder of the year. Infusoria were present in small 
numbers. throughout the year. During April and May 
they were present to the extent of about 100 units. The 
amorphous matter was very high from the time the samples 
were first collected until the middle of May, on account of 
filling the reservoir. 


RESERVOIR 6. 


Grades, H. W., 295.00; Tops of Flash-boards, 304.67 and 305.00; Crest of Dam, 
294.00 ; "Area, 185 acres; Contents, 1,520,900,000 g gals. 


On January 1, 1897, the surface of the water in this 
reservolr was at elevation 266.42. It gradually rose to 
294.00 on May 16, when the first set of flash-boards was put 
in position. The second set was added on the 19th. On 
June 7 water began to waste over the flash-boards and con- 
tinued to overflow until July 8, when an outlet gate was 
opened. From this date until October 7 the water was kept 
just below the top of the flash-boards, by wasting on Sunday 
into the brook, which was found not to interfere with the 
work on the new channel. After October 7, work in the 
new channel being finished, the gate was kept open nearly 
all the time, and water fell from 294.77 on the 7th to 291.62 
on November 4. On December 13 the gates were finally 
closed, and at that time the water stood at 292.12. The 
water then rose, and both sets of flash-boards having been 
removed it began to flow over the stone crest on December 
16, and continued to overflow until the end of the year. 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 295.32, 
on June 12, and the lowest, 266.33, on January 2. , 

Owing to the presence of Clathrocystis in this reservoir, 
all of the supply which was drawn for the city from the 
first week in August to November 27 was filtered through 
filter-beds Nos. 1, 2,3 and 4 for the purpose of removing 
algee. 
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On account of the work of excavation on Indian-brook 
channel, and the presence of alge in the water, this reservoir 
was not lowered during the year as much as usual. 

Early in the season a line of bench levels was run between 
Dam No. 6 and the permanent bench-marks on the line of 
Sudbury river. The connection which had previously been 
made with less precaution to ensure minute accuracy, was 
proved to be correct. 

For several years the city has been compelled to pay 
damages to Mrs. Levina Kk. Howes for flooding her land, 
which lies on both sides of Indian brook, when water was 
being drawn from the reservoir. ‘This flooding could only be 
prevented by excavating a capacious channel through her 
land, and extending it a few hundred feet further, through 
land of Emma E. Bowker to the falls. No arrangement 
could be made with Mrs. Bowker for her land, and accord- 
ingly a seizure was made of 2.75 acres. 

On July 6 a day force was placed on this work, and con- 
tinued until October 1. Fora length of 950 feet a recti- 
fied channel was excavated, 14 feet in width at bottom, with 
side slopes of 3 horizontal to 1 vertical, having a capacity of 
100 cubic feet per second when the water is a foot below the 
surface of the meadow. Thenext 200 feet or more of channel 
was through a mass of boulders, and its section was made 20 
feet wide at bottom with very steep side slopes. For 380 feet 
further down stream the old bed of the brook was enlarged 
and deepened by removing boulders and stones. At Cross- 
street bridge it was intended to widen and deepen the channel 
and build new abutments for the bridge, but the selectmen 
of Ashland insisted that the city should build a stone arch. 
The plan was therefore changed, and the channel was 
deepened temporarily by building a wooden flume between 
the abutments. 

In September a small force was employed on improving the 
grounds at the south end of the dam and near the attendant’s 
house. The work was not entirely finished. 

While the filter beds were in use during the autumn the 
water on Bed No. 1 almost disappeared at one time, and it 
was found that the wall of an old cellar, which was just 
below the surface of the bed and which extended under the 
edge of the outside embankment, was acting as a blind drain. 
This wall which was about 3 feet deep and 24 feet long, was 
removed and the hole filled with gravel. 

The average number of organisms for the year was 536 
against 137 for 1896. Diatomacez appeared in June, and 
continued in moderate numbers throughout the year. Chlo- 
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rophycee appeared in April, and continued in small numbers 
throughout the year. Cyanophycee mainly Clathrocystis, 
appeared in large numbers on July 27, reached a maximum of 
2,630 on October 12, and decreased during the remainder 
of the year. Infusoria were present throughout the year, 
but were unimportant except from April to June and during 
August and September. 


RESERVOIR &. 


Grades, H. W., 327.91; Bottomof Gates, 317.78. 
Area at 327.91, €01 acres ; Contents, between 327.91 and 317.78, 1,256,900,000 
H. W. of temporary Dam., 329.91; Contents at 329.91, 1,654,800,000 gals. 

On January 1, 1897, the surface of the water in this reser- 
voir stood at elevation 324.77 or 3.14 feet below old high 
water. On February 2 it reached grade 325.45, when the 
outlet gate was opened to lower the water for aiding work on 
the coffer-dam. The water fell to 325.29 on March 4 when 
the gate was closed. The water then rose to 328.66 on 
July 8, when the gate was opened again to feed Reservoir 
No. 2. The water rose and fell alternately, remaining gen- 
erally at about grade 826.50 until December 81, when it 
stood at 326.43. ; 

The highest elevation reached during the year was 328.76 
on June 15, 20 and 21, and the lowest 524.77 on January 1 
and 2. | 

The work of increasing the storage of this reservoir was 
alluded to in the last annual report. It was commenced on 
December 28, 1896, by the driving of sheeting at the site of 
the dike. 

On account of the fact that the completion of Reservoir 
No. 5 had been unavoidably delayed, it was necessary to store 
as much water as possible at other points on the works, and 
it was decided to raise the level of the pond two feet by the 
construction of another dam and a dike and other work con- 
nected therewith. Work on the dike was finished on March 
4,1897. The raising of a road, including the building of a 
culvert, was begun on January 22, and finished on February 
23. The building of the coffer-dam, just above the site of 
the old dam, was begun on January 15 and finished March 
18. The work of erecting this coffer-dam was very difficult 
on account of the presence of a large quantity of boulders 
at the bottom of the reservoir, making it difficult to drive the 
4-inch sheeting. A great many of the boulders had to be 
removed, and some were blown out with dynamite before the 
sheeting could be driven. The coffer-dam was internally 
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braced and filled with earth. The raising of the water 
line two feet flooded quite an amount of land which was 
covered with brush and trees. Arrangements were made 
with the various owners of the land bordering on the reser- 
voir to remove the timber, and in consideration of their tak- 
ing the wood they were obliged to remove the brush. From 
June 1 to July 8 men were employed in clearing away the 
rubbish, filling cellars and grading grounds on the site of the 
Wood shoe factory and of the houses bought by the city on 
Exchange street. 

The bulkhead and gates in the outlet flume of the reser- 
voir, which were old and weak, were removed, and a new 
bulkhead and gates built and put in place. 

In July the overflow of the first mill-pond below Reservoir 
No. 8 was thoroughly rebuilt and a new gate erected at the 
entrance to the waste pipe. 

The average number of organisms at the dam was 386, on 
the shallow portions of the reservoir 341, and at the up- 
per 241. Diatomaceze were present in small numbers 
throughout the year. Chlorophyceze have been most abund- 
ant in the shallow flowage, especially during February, 
April, May, September and October. With the exception of 
a single sample, taken during February, which contained 
1,020 units of Gloescystis, the maximum was 200 units. 
Cyanophycee were present in considerable quantity near 
the dam, especially during June, September and October. 
Infusoria have been present at various times in large num- 
bers at all parts of the pond. A growth of Mallomonas 
occurred during August at some depth below the surface in the 
upper pond, and reached a maximum of 2,209 units. In the 
shallow portion Infusoria were abundant during February 
and again during May, when they reached a maximum of 900 
units; Uroglena were present during September and Octo- 
ber, and reached a maximum of 1,200 units on October 11. 
At the dam, Infusoria were abundant during March and 
April and the first part of May; Uroglena appeared about 
September 20, reached a maximum of 2,012 on October 11, 
and disappeared during November. 


FARM POND. 


Grades, H. W., 149.25; Low Water, 146.00, 
Area at 149,25, 159 acres; Contents, between 149.25 and 146.00, 167,520,000 gals. 
On January 1, 1897, the water in this pond stood at eleva- 
tion 148.78, on March 25 at 149.40, and was kept at about 
149.00 until September 11. 
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The highest elevation reached during the year was 149.50 
on April 16 to 22 inclusive, and the lowest 147.84 on Decem- 
ber 1. 

No water has been drawn from this pond for the supply of 
the city. Owing to the fact that the flow of 1,500,000 gal- 
lons, which is required by law to be wasted into the river 
every day, could not be drawn from Reservoir No. 1 while 
the trench for the 48-inch pipe was being sunk into the bed 
of the stream just below Dam No.1 by the Metropolitan 
Water Board, arrangement was made to draw this amount of 
water from Farm pond from September 14 to December 1. 
Owing to this draught, the pond fell to 147.88 on Octo- 
ber 24 and 147.84 on December 1. The pond was par- 
tially refilled after the above dates by water drawn from 
Reservoirs Nos. 2 and 8. On December 31 the pond stood at 
grade 148.70. 

The Framingham Water Company has pumped 117,600,000 
gallons during the year, an average of 322,192 gallons daily. 

The total waste into the river from Farm pond during the 
year was 117,200,000 gallons. 

During the autumn the coping stones at the entrance to 
Farm-pond sluice were anchored by iron rods to timbers laid 
in concrete, to prevent them from being moved by ice. 


LAKE COCHITUATE.

On January 1, 1897, the water in the lake stood at eleva- 
tion 127.43, or 6.93 feet below high water mark. By drafts 
from the Sudbury source the water was raised to 184.35 on 
April 10. Between April 11 and 16 the wiste gate at the 
dam was opened to prevent the water rising too far. From 
April 16 to June 27 the water was maintained above eleva- 
tion 134.00; it then receded gradually, with slight gains at 
times due to drafts from the Sudbury source, dropping to 
129.42 on November 1. It then rose slightly, but remained 
below 130.00 until December 15, after which it rose quite 
rapidly for a time, and was at 130.84 on December 31. 

The total waste from the lake at the outlet was 
117,000,000 gallons, all during the month of April. 
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The following table shows the amounts of water drawn 
into the lake from the Sudbury reservoirs during the year:

Owing to the widening of the Boston & Albany Railroad in 
1896 a large mud bank was formed on the northerly side of 
the railroad, reaching within a few feet of high water mark. 
This mud bank was covered with four inches of clean, coarse 
gravel in the month of January. 

The average number of organisms in the lake water for 
the year was 698, against 569 in 1896. The spring growth 
of Diatomaceze was large and long continued, extending from 
April to July. It reached a maximum of 710 on June 15, 
which was considerably later than usual, owing to the colder 
spring weather. ‘They were not abundant again until the 
appearance of the autumn growth about the first of Octo- 
ber, continuing until the end of the year. ‘The spring 
erowth consisted mainly of ‘Tabellaria, and the autumn 
growth of Tabellaria, Melosira and Asterionella. There have 
been no growths of Chlorophyce of any importance. They 
were present in January and February and reappeared on 
the first of June, the maximum autumn growth amounting 
to 575 on October 25, which consisted of Aphanizomenon. 
Infusoria were present in considerable numbers throughout 
the year. They were particularly abundant during January, 
April and the autumn months. The general forms were 
Synura, Glenodinium and Dinobryon. Crenothrix was 
present at the bottom as usual throughout the year. It was 
present at the surface about the first of April and at the time 
of the overturn about the middle of November. 

The Pegan filters have been in use almost continuously 
during the year. The following table shows the total 
number of gallons pumped and the amount delivered to each 
bed:

The total amount of coal used during the year was 282,030 
pounds ; 886.3 gallons were pumped per pound of coal. 

All of the water of Pegan brook was filtered during the 
year and none ran over the waste way. ‘The area available 
for filtration was much reduced by the new location of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, which passed through the filter 
beds, and it was found impossible to stop the flow upon any 
bed long enough to clean it. It is also necessary to main- 
tain a greater depth of water upon the beds than was origi- 
nally intended. By an arrangement with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, water was pumped on toa large area of 
land west of Bed No. 8 and between the old and new loca- 
tions of the railroad, and on March 30 water was delivered 
on to this area, which has been used from time to time as 
convenience required. ‘This area is designated in the table 
as Bed No. 4. Surveys, plans and estimates have been made 
for a new bed to restore the capacity lost by the new location 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad.

& Albany Railroad :

Grades, H. W., 146.46; 18-inch Pipe, 180.36 and 127.86. 


Area, Water Surface, 81 acres; Greatest Depth, 27 feet; Coiwtents, above 130.36, 
250,000,000 gals. 


On January 1, 1897, water in this pond stood at an eleva- 
tion Of 143.16, 3.5 feet below high water mark, and on De- 
cember 31 it was at grade 143.24. No water has been 
drawn from the pond during the year. 


SUDBURY—RIVER AQUEDUCT. 
Grades, 141.35 at Farm Pond; 124.05 at Terminal Gate-House, 


Length of main aqueduct, 15.89 miles; size, 7 ft.8 in. x 9 ft.; present capacity, 
86,000,000 gals. in 24 hours. 


The three parts of this aqueduct are in good condition. 
The main aqueduct has been in use 3854.2 days, and the sup- 
ply aqueduct from Dam No. 1 to Farm pond 356.9 days, as 
it was necessary to run water into Farm pond several times 
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while drawing the daily flow of 1,500,000 gallons from that 
pond. ‘The flow in the aqueduct has been stopped for clean- 
ing, and to put in and remove. the coffer dam in the supply 
aqueduct at the entrance of the chamber at the end of the new 
48-inch main at Reservoir No. 1, on account of the Metro- 
politan Water Works; it has also been stopped for purpose 
of making preparations for cleaning the southerly pipe at the 
Rosemary siphon; in all, twelve times during the year. 

The amount of water sent to the city has been 15,451,- 
100,000 gallons, a daily average of 43,332,000 gallons. In 
addition to the above, 948,000,000 gallons have been supplied 
to Lake Cochituate. 

At the Rosemary siphon, between August 31 and Septem- 
ber 8, the tubercles were carefully removed from the interior 
of the southerly 48-inch main. The pipe had been in use 
about twenty-one years. The inside surface was about half 
covered with tubercles. These were carefully scraped off 
with special wooden tools, so as to not injure the tar coating 
under the tubercles. Fifteen cubic feet of tubercles were 
wheeled out, and the pipe carefully washed and brushed. 
Fifteen men were employed for four days in cleaning the 
pipe, which is 1,800 feet in length. Eighteen joints were 
pointed with Portland cement, mixed with one part of sand. 
They were from one to two inches in width and 1% inches in 
depth. 

On October 11, Course brook waste-weir, the Rockland 
tunnel, Badger Hill tunnel, Waban bridge and Bacon’s and 
Fuller’s waste-weirs were cleaned. They were all covered 
with a dirty, black deposit, and a large quantity of sponge 
was removed from the bottoms of the tunnels. 

The supply and Farm-pond aqueducts were cleaned twice 
by machine, on’ April 28 and September 30. The main 
aqueduct was cleaned by machine from Farm pond to the 
west siphon chamber on October 25 and 26. The length 
was 10.25 miles. The aqueduct was very dirty and cov- 
ered with a black deposit. A large amount of sponge 
was found on the bottom and sides, extending to a level 
about one foot above the skew-back. The easterly part 
of the aqueduct could not be cleaned at this time, owing to 
work which the city of Newton was carrying on below 
Clark’s waste-weir. 

On December 28 the Beacon-street tunnel was carefully 
examined for its entire length. No fallen stone was found 
except about three cubic feet at Station 783+50, in the slate 
section, and one cubic foot at Station 789+ 25. 
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The old flap-gates at the east siphon chamber were_re- 
placed with new ones of kyanized spruce. 


CoOcHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


Grades, 121.03 at Lake; 116.77 at Brookline Reservoir. 
Length, 14.60 miles; Size, 5 ft.x6 ft. 4 in.; Capacity, 16,000,000 gals. in 24 hours. 

This aqueduct has been in constant use during the year, 
except from 5 P.M, April 11, to 5 A.M., April15, when the 
flow was stopped for cleaning. The aqueduct was cleaned 
at this time from Lake Cochituate to the influent gate-house 
at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. From the lake to Station 130 
the interior was covered with large patches of sponge and 
a great quantity of black deposit; this section had to be 
washed twice. Irom the siphon at Charles-river bridge east- 
erly the sponge gradually diminished. On October 21 and 
22 the portion of the aqueduct from the intermediate gate- 
house to the Brookline Reservoir was cleaned. On December 
14 two new galvanized-iron gate-rods were put into Webbers’s 
waste-weir. A depth of six and one-half feet at the lake has 
been maintained in the aqueduct throughout the year, except 
for the first five days in January, when the lake was not 
high enough to furnish this flow. 

In May the city of Newton laid a sewer-pipe over the 
aqueduct in the Newton Boulevard near Chestnut-Hill 
Reservoir. The pipe was ten inches in diameter and thirty- 
six feet in length, with leaded joints, with a sub-drain four 
inches in diameter. ‘The pipes were encased in Portland 
cement concrete, ten inches in thickness, to prevent any pos- 
sible leakage into the aqueduct. 

The leakage at Waban bridge has been the same as in pre- 
vious years. The frequent freezings and thawings have acted 
upon the cement joints in the masonry on the exterior, and 
also on the interior below the bottom of the aqueduct. It 
will be necessary during the coming year to point the granite 
belting courses and the exterior of the brickwork. The 
asphalt covering also requires to be renewed. 

The granite belting courses on the Charles-river bridge 
need repointing; also portions of the granite-work on the 
north and south sides of the structure. Some of the external 
brickwork also needs repairmg. At the top of the pilasters 
the bricks are cracked, and portions are falling out. ‘The con- 
crete on top of the bridge also should be renewed. | 

The following repairs have been made during the year: 
Bacon’s and Fuller’s waste-weirs were scraped, pointed and 
painted with asphalt paint by the aqueduct force; a con- 
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siderable amount of fencing has been built, and the whole 
extent of the line has been mowed from South Framingham 
to Newton Centre; the culverts have been kept in good order, 
and the channels leading to and from them cleaned out. 


CHESTNUT—HILL RESERVOIR. 


Grades, H. W., 124.00; Dam, 128; Effluent pipes, 99.80. 
Area, Lawrence Basin, 87.5 acres; Contents, 166,000,000 gals.; Area, Bradlee 
Basin, 87.5 acres ; Contents, 391,000,000 gals. 
Total Contents above grade, 100.00, 557,000,000, gals. 


In November the Metropohtan Water Board began the lay- 
ing of two hnes of 48-inch pipes through the grounds on the 
southerly side of the Bradlee basin. During the summer a 
road was constructed from Commonwealth avenue to the 
reservoir driveway, through the old right-of-way known as 
Brown’s lane. The street was built by representatives of 
Margaret Wade, and was constructed on the lines given by 
the Street Laying-Out Department. As it was extremely 
undesirable that a road should enter the driveway, a fence 
was built across the end of the road, and although the owners 
of the land threatened to remove the fence this was not 
done. Later, plans were prepared for the taking of the land 
necessary to protect the driveway at this point. ‘The drive- 
way entering Commonwealth avenue on the north-west side of 
the Lawrence basin was closed to travel during the year 
owing to the danger threatening bicyclists at this pomt. The 
driveways and buildings have been properly cared for during 
the year, but the large amount of new work upon which the 
Metropolitan Water Board is entering has made more or less 
confusion in different portions of the grounds, especially east 


of the pumping station. Late in the autumn the carriage 


shed at the westerly end of the pumping station and the 
shrubbery surrounding the station were removed preparatory 
to the construction of the extension of the pumping station 
by the Metropolitan Water Board. 

The area of water works’ land taken by the Street De- 
partment for the extension of Commonwealth avenue was 
ascertained to be 104,528 square feet.. The extension of 
this boulevard was referred to in the last annual report. 

In March some experiments were made under my direc- 
tion by Mr. Charles W. Sherman, Assistant Engineer, on 
losses of head due to friction m the 30-inch force main. 
The velocities ranged from 0.75 to 5.1 feet per second. The 
pipe was laid in 1887, and its length is 5,740 feet. The quan- 
tity of water flowing was measured over the 5-foot weir at 
Fisher Hill. The losses of head were determined by the 
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readings of piezometer gauges placed on the pipes. The 
coefficient ¢ in the Chezy formula v =e (RS)? was found 
to be 103+, corresponding to Kutter’s coefficient for rough- 
ness n = .0133. 

At the same time a single experiment was made on the 
36-inch pipe, which showed its condition to be about the same 
as at the time of the test made last year. The following 
table gives the results of the several experiments -on both

It appears that the condition of the 30-inch pipe in 1888, 
one year after laying, was about the same as that of the 56- 
inch pipe in 1897, three years after laying. Both of these 
pipes were opened by the Metropolitan Water Works in 
December, for the purpose of making connections, and an 
examination of the pieces taken out showed the interior condi- 
tion of the pipes to be quite similar as far as the organic 
erowth of plant and animal life was concerned. On the 30- 
inch pipe the iron tubercles were nearly twice as large as 
those on the 36-inch pipe. 

It is probable that the rapid deterioration in the first year or 
so after the large mains were laid is due to growths of proto- 
zoa, Sponge, ete., and the formation of incipient iron tubercles ; 
and the subsequent slow increase in frictional resistance is 
due to the growth of the tubercles. 

Measuring tapes-of steel were tested during the year by 
comparison with the standard of length at Chestnut-Hill 
Reservoir for the Massachusetts Topographical Survey Com- 
mission, the Engineering and Street Laying-Out Departments 
of the city of Boston, the Engineering Departments of the 
cities of Cambridge and Newton, and the Metropolitan 
Water Works. ‘This work has been done free of charge. A 
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number of levelling rods have also been tested for the Metro- 
politan Water Works. 

The number of organisms in the samples collected during 
the year at the effluent gate-house averaged 866, against 224 
for 1896. The number of organism, in the samples collected 
during ten months from the surface, mid-depth and bottom of 
the middle of the reservoir, averaged 373, against 245 for a 
period of nine months during 1896. Diatomacez ap- 
peared during the last of April, reached a “maximum 
of 685 units on June 21, and were present in considerable 
numbers throughout the remainder of the year. Chlo- 
rophycez were present from April until the middle of Decem- 
ber. They reached a maximum of 70 units on July 23. 
Cyanophyces appeared during the last of May, and con- 
tinued throughout the remainder of the year. The maxi- 
mum growth amounting to 250 units occurred on October 
18. Infusoria were present throughout the year, and were 
especially abundant during May, June and August. The 
maximum growth of 195 units occurred May 1. During 
August there was a considerable growth of Synura, which 
was unusual, as Synura is generally abundant only in cold 
weather. 


CHESTNUT—HILL PUMPING STATION. 


Two Gaskill Pumping Engines, Capacity, 8,000,000 gals. each per day, and 
one Leavitt Pumping Engine, Capacity, 20,000,000 gals. per day. 

During September, the work on the extension of the pump- 
ing station was commenced by the Metropolitan Water 
Board preparatory to the installation of the new 80-million- 
gallon pumping engine to be furnished by the E. P. Allis 
Company of Milwaukee. 

The dynamo engine, which was furnished by the lighting 
department of the city, was found not to be up to the con- 
tract capacity. It was tested by Messrs. Dean and Main. 
A new engine was afterwards put in place. 

The extensive repairs on Gaskill Engine No. 1 by the 
Lockwood Manufacturing Company were completed early in 
the present year, and Gaskill Engine No. 2 has been over- 
hauled and put into good condition. 

During the year stuffing boxes were placed upon the plun- 
gers of the pumps connected with the Leavitt engine. It 
was found that a considerable amount of water was passing 
around the plungers, due to wear on the bottom, which gave 
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a very large slip. The following table shows the decrease 
in slip due to the repairs:

The Metropolitan Water Board makes a seizure of this 
pumping station on January 1, 1898, and it now passes 
into the control of that Board. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 
Grade, H. W., 124.00; Area, 23 acres; Greatest depth, 24 feet; Contents, 
115,000,000 gals. 

Everything in connection with this reservoir is in good 
condition. ‘The Metropolitan Water Board laid a 42-inch 
main across the reservoir grounds at the westerly end, and 
this work has somewhat disturbed the condition of the 
erounds. No special work of maintenance has been done at 
this point during the year. 


FIsSHER—H tit RESERVOIR. 


Grades, H. W., 241.00; Pipe inverts, 220.00; Depth, 21 feet; Contents, 
15,400,000 above 223.00. 


This high service reservoir is in good condition. It was 
maintained during the year by the force at Chestnut-Hill 
Reservoir. The 10-foot weir at the reservoir was built of 
wood and was intended only as a temporary expedient for 
measuring the flow from the pumps at the pumping station. 
I recommend its removal under proper supervision as soon 
as it can conveniently be undertaken.

These forty-five sewered cases are included in the 192 
remedied cases, and, in the regular order, would not be re- 
ported as “ Eliminated ” until January, 1899.

BIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The laboratory is now under the charge of F.S. Hollis, 
Ph.D. During the year 1897, 1,921 microscopical and 1,749 
bacteriological examinations of water were made at the labora- 
tory. Of the microscopical examinations, 1,675 were of the 
regular weekly samples, and 246 were in connection with 
special investigations of the sources of supply. Samples for 
bacteriological examination have been taken regularly from 
the middle of Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, the gate-houses at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, tap at Park square in Boston, and 
occasionally from the sources of supply. In addition to the 
sources before examined, samples have been taken regularly 
during the year from Reservoirs Nos. 5 and 8. 
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Special attention has been given, as in former years, to 
following the indications obtained from the analyses of the 
regular samples and tracing them to their original sources and 
studying the causes. As examples may be mentioned the 
study of the occurrence of Uroglena in Reservoirs Nos. 3 
and 8 of Clathrocystis in Reservoir No. 6, and of Synura in 
Lake Cochituate. No water was drawn from these sources 
for use while the growths were abundant 

The degree of turbidity of the water of Reservoir No. 5, 
resulting from filling the newly stripped area and from work 
still in progress at the upper end, has been studied by means 
of frequent series of disc readings. ‘The study of stagna- 
tion phenomena has been made by means of the regular 
series of temperature observations and color readings taken 
at the different sources. Color readings have been taken 
frequently as an aid in regulating the flow of water from the 
Sudbury and Cochituate aqueducts through the distributing 
reservoirs. 

Boston Tap Water.—'The average number of organisms 
for the year was 3851 against 182 for 1896. Diatomacez 
were present in considerable numbers throughout the year. 
They were present to the extent of 953 units in June, and 
of 450 units in November. Chlorophycee were unimpor- 
tant, but were present throughout the year. Cyanophy- 
ces were present throughout the year, except during the 
latter part of March and during April. They were most 
abundant from July to the end of the year, reaching a maxi- 
mum of 500 on August 80. Infusoria were present through- 
out the year, amounting to 240 units on April 20, and 225 
units on November 16. 

Opportunities have occurred during the year for the ex- 
amination of growths in the Sudbury aqueduct, the conduit 
leading from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir to Brookline Reservoir, 
and the 30-inch and 36-inch mains leading from the Chest- 
nut-Hill Reservoir to Fisher-Hill Reservoir. Considerable 
information of interest has been gained by these examina- 
tions. . © 

During the year the form heretofore provisionally called 
Anabiena (sterile), which is characteristic of Lake Cochituate, 
has been definitely identified as Aphanizomenon flos aqua. 
This identification was confirmed by Prof. W. G. Farlow. ° 

The following tables give, first, the average condition of 
the tap water shown by the chemical analyses made under 
the direction of the State Board of Health, and secondly, the 
averages of monthly analyses of the sources of supply; then 
follow the biological tables giving the results of these works at 
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the laboratory at Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. Following these 
tables are the usual tables of detailed expenditures and of 
rainfall. | 

As nearly all of the works connected with what has been 
known as the Western Division of the Boston Water Works 
pass to-day into the control of the Metropolitan Water Board, 
this is the last report that will be made of these works 
under the control of the city of Boston. The undersigned 
has had immediate charge of this division for the past 
twenty-five years, and has seen the consumption grow from 
15,000,000 gallons daily from the Cochituate works in 
1872 to 60,000,000 gallons daily from the Sudbury and 
Cochituate works in 1898.

‘This was rendered 
possible by the completion of the stripping contracts in the 
lower portions of the reservoir.

At the West Roxbury pumping-station the daily average 
quantity pumped was 283,300 gallons, an increase of 11.9 
per cent. over the amount pumped in the previous year. At 
the East Boston pumping-station 447,200 gallons have been 
pumped for the supply of the high-service district, and 
61,800 gallons per day for the Breed’s Island high service. 
Owing to the non-completion of the 36-inch high-service line 
through Roxbury, it has been necessary to maintain the pump- 
ing plant on Blue Hill avenue and Wayne street during the 
year, and to keep it in constant service. 


Mystic LAKE. 


On January 1, 1897, the water surface was 1.66 feet below 
high water. Water wasted over the dam from January 5 to 
12, January 22 to 25, Febuary 7 to 10, February 18 to 19, 
February 23 to April 24, from April 28 to May 20, May 25 
to June 22, from June 25 to 26, and from June 30 to July 
8, inclusive, when waste stopped. 

The water surface which on July 8 was at grade 6.77 
gradually fell, reaching its lowest point—0.90 on Novem- 
ber 2. 

Filling gradually since that date it reached grade 6.04 on 
December 19. Waste occurred over the stop-planks from 
December 16 to 24, and on December 27, 28 and 31. On 
January 1, 1898, the water surface was at grade 5.75. The 
fish-way was opened on April 10, and kept open until June 
25, when it was closed and remained so during the remainder 
of the year.

CORROSION OF PipES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


A general and marked improvement has been observed 
during the past year, in the electrical conditions of the 
water-pipes throughout the city; this result has been at- 
tained largely by reason of the work done by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, for the improvement of its re- 
turn circuits. While the danger districts in the city have 
been apparently reduced in number, yet sections still remain 
in which the conditions are far from satisfactory, and sys- 
tematic and frequent observations are necessary to guard 
against damage in the future. 

The electrical investigations have been carried on during 
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the year by Messrs. Stone & Webster; details of their 
work is given in the following report:

DEAR Sir: At your request in the autumn of last year, 
1897, we continued our investigation of the electrical condi- 
tions of the water-pipes in the City of Boston and beg to 
report as follows: 

We first made an examination throughout the entire city 
to find whether there was any general improvement in condi- 
tions over the previous years, and also to find whether there 
were any places that needed special investigation. 

We found that the electrical conditions of the piping in 
nearly all sections of the city were such as to indicate less 
lability to corrosion from electrolysis than in the year 1896. 

We did not take as many readings in the general survey 
of the city as in former years, because we have found that 
there is in no case a serious danger district local to two or 
three hydrants. We therefore took only about 600 hydrant 
readings, while in 1896 we took about 1,000. The improve- 
ment in general conditions is shown by the small number of 
danger districts, and by the decrease in the percentage of 
positive readings, and by the decrease in the average size 
of the negative readings. This is shown approximately in 
the following table which is based upon readings taken in the 
same localities each year. The figures are not exact as some 
of the readings are unreliable, and were therefore not taken 
into account in making up the averages:

Negative readings indicate safety to the pipes at the points 
at which the readings are taken, because they show that the 
current is flowing on to the pipes at these places. It is im- 
portant, however, to reduce the size of the negative readings 
as well as that of the positive, because high negative readings 
show that there is a strong tendency for the current to flow 
on to the pipes, and any current which flows on must pass 
through the joints to be taken off at other points. The size 
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of the readings must not, however, be considered as a very 
accurate indication of the average conditions for the two years, 
because a change in the amount of moisture in the earth 
might make avery decided change in the size of the readings. 

One exception to the general improvement was found in 
the Dorchester district. Here the new power station on 
Freeport street was started by the West End Street Railway 
Company about a year ago, and in the neighborhood of the 
station we found many places where there were indications of 
current flowing off the service pipes sufficient, probably, to 
do them decided injury in the course of a few years. We 
had excavations made on Park and Freeport streets and 
found signs of corrosion in four out of six places examined, 
and in one of these places the pipe had been badly attacked. 
We think, therefore, that this district should be carefully 
watched so long as there are indications of general or large 
local flow of current from the pipes to the ground. In 
the part of Park street where the indications of danger were 
most decided there are no car tracks, but the feeder and 
retugn wires are laid under the street in a wooden conduit, 
the feeders being, we are told, encased in tubing, and the 
returns laid in a bed of cement. Between the outside of the 
wooden conduit, which was damp, and the service pipes, we 
found a difference of potential as high as .3 of a volt, a suf- 
ficient indication that a considerable current might be flowing 
between them. 

In addition to the general survey we have made a special 
investigation on the boundary lines of the city and find that 
there is a tendency for the current to flow between the piping 
system of Boston and those of the surrounding towns. In 
general the flow of current is from other piping systems to 
that of Boston, but four places were found where the current 
flowed first in one direction and then in the other, though 
apparently not in very large quantities. These four places 
were between Newton and Boston on Tremont street; 
between Brookline and Boston on Huntington avenue; 
between Cambridge and Boston on Western avenue, and 
between Hyde Park and Boston on River street. The dan- 
ger around the boundary lines is, therefore, in most cases, to 
the pipes of surrounding towns, but as the current flowing 
into the Boston piping system must leave it again and must 
flow through the joints, there is a chance that electrolytic 
action may be produced. 

It is probable that the amount of current flowing in this 
way is not sufficient to do any serious damage, but we think 
that the matter should be examined into more carefully to 
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make sure that this is the case. We had hoped to obtain 
more complete information on the subject during the fall, and 
had prepared a special testing outfit for the work, but were 
able to use it only a few times owing to the setting in of the 
cold weather. 

It seems to us advisable to continue investigation along 
the boundaries more carefully in the spring, and to take 
measurements from time to time in the Dorchester district 
and certain other localities. 

The accompanying blue prints show the location of posi- 
tive readings of .005 volt or higher for 1896 and 1897. 

At your request we have secured the following detailed 
information regarding the work done by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company to improve its return circuit : 

‘¢’The company has complete records of the electrical condi- 
tions in the different parts of its system and examinations 
and tests are made often enough to show any material 
changes that may occur. For each part of the track a dia- 
eram is prepared showing the difference of potential between 
the track and water-pipes and also the current that willlow 
when these two points are connected. 

«¢On many of these diagrams the resistances of the rail joints 
are also plotted. These diagrams are on uniform sheets, 
which are bound together so that the data for ali parts of the 
system can be readily inspected at any time. 

‘‘In the last three years a large amount of copper has been 
put in to increase the efficiency of the return circuit. This 
copper is in the form of 500,000 circular mil. cable. The 
following table shows the increase in the amount installed:

“The efficiency of the rail bonds has been greatly increased, 
and all new track is now bonded with two No. 0000 copper 
bonds.

DISTRIBUTION. 


On the Cochituate Works 26.6 miles of pipe were laid and 
7.5 miles were abandoned, making a net increase of 19.1 
miles and a total length of 627.1 miles. 
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A statement of the larger sizes of mains laid during the 
past year is as follows: 

In Fisher avenue, Brookline, between Boylston street and 
Fisher-Hill Reservoir, a 42-inch pipe was laid for a distance 
of 1,108 feet, giving a second line where the high-service 
supply for the city has been dependent upon a single 30-inch 
pipe; the Dorchester high service has been advanced by 
laying 5,100 linear feet of 36-inch pipe in Columbus avenue, 
Walnut park and Georgia street, and 1,506 linear feet in Blue 
Hill avenue, Geneva avenue and Bowdoin street, making the 
86-inch line continuous as far as Grove Hall, with the excep- 
tion of a short gap at the crossing of Stony brook which 
can be filled up early in the coming season. Owing to the 
fact that Congress street is about to be raised over the 
tracks of the N. E. R.R., it was necessary to lay 1,520 linear 
feet of 30-inch and 24-inch pipe in Danby and C streets, 
abandoning at the same time 1,464 linear feet of 30-inch and 
24-inch pipe in D and Congress streets, the latter work being 
done by contract; in South street and the roadway of Arnold 
arboretum, 1,500 linear feet of 24-inch pipe was laid (about 
840 feet of it by contract) forming part of the West Rox- 
bury high service. ‘The 24-inch low service in Dorchester 
was extended, by laying a 20-inch main in Adams street for a 
distance of 5,474 feet, making a needed improvement in the 
service at Neponset and Milton Lower Mills. For better fire 
protection a 20-inch pipe was laid in Canton street, from 
Albany to Tremont street, a distance of 2,554 feet, connecting 
with the large supply mains in the latter street. In East 
Boston, 1,500 linear feet of 20-inch pipe was laid in Border 
street, from Maverick street to Central square in extension of 
the 20-inch line laid last season. 

An unusually large amount of relaying has been done 
during the year; among the important pieces of work of this 
class are the following: Washington street, Kneeland street 
to Dover street relaid with 16-inch; State street, Washing- 
ton street to Commercial street, relaid with 16-inch ; Maverick 
street, New street to Chelsea street, relaid with 16-inch; 
Boylston street, Tremont street to Park square, relaid with 
12-inch ; Tremont street, Boylston street to Warrenton street, 
reli id with 12-inch. 

The necessity for relaying must become more urgent each 
successive year. Up to 1853 about 733 miles of water-pipes, 
less than twelve inches in diameter, had been laid in the 
streets of the city, and during the succeeding twenty years 163 
additional miles of these smaller pipes were laid; a large part 
of this pipe is still in service, dangerously weak in places, 
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and everywhere badly tuberculated and filled up; two pieces 
of pipe have been recently taken out while relaying, in which 
the sound iron remaining represented in one case but 51 per 
cent. and in the other but 59 per cent. of the original 
section, the unsound parts being soft enough to be readily 
cut with a knife and extending in places almost through 
the pipe; the destruction of the iron in these two cases 
was not caused by the action of electricity generated for 
street railway purposes, electric lighting, etc., but was due 
to the soil in which the pipe was laid. In relaying the 
older pipes opportunity is taken in almost every case to 
increase the sizes, largely for the purpose of affording 
better fire protection. How important this action is, can 
be fully realized when it is remembered that the ‘hand 
tubs’ of 1850 have given place to the modern steam fire- 
engines, some of which, now in commission in Boston, have 
a capacity of 1,350 gallons per minute. 

On the Mystic Works the distributing mains have been 
extended 3.2 miles, and 4.9 miles have been relaid; the total 
length now connected with the system is 187.2 miles. 

There has been an increase of 178 in the number of 
hydrants connected with the Cochituate Works, making a 
total number of 6,842. 

On the Mystic Works 78 hydrants have been added, and 
the total number in service is 1,718. 

During the year all main-pipe and other castings have been 
carefully inspected at the foundries; plans have been made 
for all pipe laid and lines and grades given when required; 
217 petitions for main pipe have been reported upon and 
68 contracts for rock excavation have been made. ‘The large 
number of patterns of special castings, valves, hydrants, 
etc., have been marked with brass numbers, catalogued and 
systematically arranged in a storeroom. Various studies 
have been made, and a large amount of general routine work 
has been done. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, etc., for the past year, and in addition, 
tables are given of the rainfall, rainfall collected, and per- 
centage collected on the Cochituate water-shed since 1863, 
on the Sudbury-river water-shed since 1875, and on the 
Mystic water-shed since 1878. These will be found valuable 
for future reference.

FOR THE YEAR 1897.

Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor: 


Str: I respectfully submit my second annual report and 
the fourth issued since the Wire Department was established, 
covering the expenses incurred and the work accomplished 
by it from February 1, 1897, to February 1, 1898. 

I must again protest against the present method of grant- 
ing pole rights to the various companies and individuals 
seeking them from the Board of Aldermen. I do not for a 
moment deny the right of the Board to grant such locations, 
but since the law was passed giving it such right, the condi- 
tions attending the transmission of electrical energy have 
changed very greatly. At that time the telephone, electric 
light, electric motor and electric street railroad were un- 
known; poles and wires were erected for the transmission of 
messages by telegraph only, and the dangers attending the 
indiscriminate stringing of high and low tension wires as is 
done to-day were not foreseen or thought of; our streets were 
not made brilliant by the rays of the are light and the dangers 
attending the transmission of the necessary energy thereto 
were unknown. ‘To continue the practice of granting pole 
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locations in the streets of the city without intelligent examina- 
tion, and strict supervision during the construction, by some 
department vested with authority to do so, is to invite dangers 
that can be avoided, and to expose the lives and property of 
our citizens by the indiscriminate stringing of wires of all 
kinds on the same poles or on separate poles on the same side 
of the streets. 

I believe the law gives me the right to designate the dis- 
tance between the overhead wires, cables or conductors of 
any person, firm or corporation, and those of any other person, 
firm or corporation, and in my judgment the full width of 
our streets is none too little distance to maintain between 
high and low tension wires. My reasons for assuming this 
position are that overhead wires will break and fall from their 
supports with great frequency, particularly the iron and 
copper wires used for telephone, telegraph and other pur- 
poses, and as they are usually placed above the electric lght, 
power and street railway wires, they are very apt to cross 
the same and become far more dangerous; a broken end 
dangling in the air can often be as effective an executioner 
as a rope thrown over the limb of a tree with a noose at one 
end and self-constituted judges, juries and executioners at 
the other. As incendiaries they are nearly as expert as any 
professional defrauder of insurance companies. 

Upon the completion of the underground system within 
the district prescribed by the Commissioner of Wires in any 
calendar year he can cause the removal of the poles and wires 
in the streets, but not so with the wires and fixtures on the 
roofs of buildings ; this department has no control over these 
fixtures after they have been stripped of the wires they 
formerly supported; they are then within the control of the 
owner of the building or the parties who erected them, and 
cannot be removed without the consent of one or both of 
these parties. While some of the owners of these fixtures 
remove them when requested to do so, many others do not, 
but permit them to remain like spectres — all that there is to 
remind the people of the time when the air was filled with 
the throbbing pulsations of the dynamo and the minute 
waves set in motion by the vibrations of the diaphragm of the 
telephone transmitter. 

While permitted to remain with or without the knowledge 
of the owners or occupants of the buildings to which they 
are attached, neglected as they must be, they are sure to 
become a menace to the public and the fire department in the 
performance of its duties, besides adding fuel to the flames 
in case of fire. Again, so long as these structures remain

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they afford a ready means of support for “tramp” wires of 
all kinds, and a sure temptation to people who know little, 
and care less, of the dangers attending poor construction of 
overhead circuits, or the law governing the same. For this 
reason these abandoned structures are a constant source of 
anxiety to this department; abandoned by their owners they 
become the prey of all kinds of electrical ‘ pirates’ who 
string wires on them for all purposes and in violation of all 
law or good practices. 

When such wires are not “tagged”? with the ownev’s 
name [ have instructed the men of this department to cut 
them down. I believe the law gives me that right and this 
is the most direct way to put a stop to this practice, as the 
owners will then seek the Wire Department instead of that 
department seeking them as has been done heretofore. 

I would suggest that an ordinance be passed authorizing 
this department to remove all abandoned fixtures that are not 
removed by the owners when notified to do so. 

While it is expected that the work of placing the overhead 
wires within the prescribed district underground must be 
completed on or before the first of February of each year, 
yet in practice it is found impossible to do so, because the 
owners of such wires push the work of constructing the 
electric conduits and manholes during the entire portion of 
the year when the streets of the city can be opened for this 
character of work. With the beginning of the winter 
months this work ceases, but the work of laying service ducts 
continues the year round. , 

After the conduits are completed the wires and cables 
must be drawn in and spliced, and service wires and cables 
from the street mains to the buildings in which electric lights 
are used, and to lamps for street lighting connected. ‘These 
different systems of wires and cables must in most cases be 
completed and lamps, motors, instruments, etc., connected 
thereto before the overhead wires which they supplant, can 
be disconnected from the dynamos and removed from the 
poles in the streets and fixtures on the housetops. Almost 
invariably the poles and fixtures support wires of all kinds 
that are owned by as many different parties, while the com- 
pany owning the poles may remove theirs with reasonable 
promptness, other occupants of such poles and fixtures often 
prove very delinquent in this direction, while some of the 
owners of iron wire deeming it of no value often deny such 
ownership and in that case the task of its removal falls upon 
this department. All this requires time, and causes what 
may seem to the public unnecessary delay, but inasmuch as 
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the work of removing such wires within the district pre- 
scribed by the Act of 1894 is now practically finished, nearly 
two years before the time set by law (January 1, 1900), such 
apparent delay can be submitted to without serious appre- 
hension lest the interests of the public may be neglected. 

In justice to the companies and firms engaged in the trans- 
mission of electrical energy it must be said that without their 
hearty codperation with this department, which they have so 
freely given, the important work of clearing the streets of 
poles and wires would not have reached the present very 
satisfactory stage. 

With the close of the year 1899 the Wire Department 
would cease to exist according to the terms of the act creat- 
ing it, and the department for the inspection and supervision 
of wires (which it absorbed) would have to be revived in 
compliance with chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890, had not 
the Legislature at its present session so amended the law of 
1894, that beginning in January, 1900, the Commissioner of 
Wires shall cause to be removed from two miles of streets 
each year for ten years, poles and overhead wires and place 
the latter underground, in such portions of the city as he may 
deem best, making a total of twenty miles of streets to be 
cleared with the close of the year 1910. This amendment 
will continue the Wire Department in existence for ten years 
longer than the Act of 1894 contemplated. 

When it is considered that the number of miles of streets 
cleared of wires up to the present time averaged over 7.6 per 
year the amount for the next ten years seems rather small, 
but there are several good reasons for not attempting to ac- 
complish more within the time specified. First: The cost 
of the work already done within the prescribed district is 
very great, as it includes not only the construction of an 
entirely new system of electrical transmission, but the wiping 
out of the entire capital invested in the old one. To insist 
upon the removal of overhead wires at the same ratio as has 
been maintained up to the present time would be to impose 
an unreasonable burden on many of the owners thereof. 
Second: All of them are now convinced of the great benefits 
they derive from the underground system, and will continue 
to enlarge it as rapidly as the condition of their finances will 
permit, regardless of any law compelling them to do so. 
Third: Owing to the experience of some of the companies 
during the last snow storm, and for other reasons, a large 
amount of wire will be placed underground that will not be 
included in the amount prescribed each year by the Com- 
missioner of Wires. Fourth: The removal of the overhead 
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wires and the placing of them underground is not by any 
means the most. important part of the duties of the Wire 
Department, and its life should be prolonged for the good it 
has done and is now doing regardless of the underground 
wires. 

The duty of the Fire Department is to extinguish fires 
when once ignited, but the duty of the Wire Department is 
to prevent them. Electrical energy in its generation and 
transmission is a source of danger to life and property unless 
kept within proper bounds, and it is the duty of this depart- 
ment to see that it is so kept. 

The storm that began on January 31, and ended February 
1, of the current year, brings more vividly before the minds 
of the public than any words of mine can, the necessity for 
gradually removing the overhead wires and maintaining the 
best form of construction possible; this was powerfully set 
forth by the elements on that occasion. 

This was one of those snow storms that visit portions of 
New Ingland occasionally, the snow clinging with the 
tenacity of glue to poles, fixtures and wires, bringing whole 
lines of the former down in the streets and in many cases 
rendering the same impassible. Owing to the fact that most 
of the large fixtures on the roofs in the prescribed district 
were relieved of most of the wires they formerly contained, 
but few of them were brought down by the weight of the 
snow or force of the wind. 

During the night of January 81 and February 1, the tem- 
perature decreased very rapidly, and the snow-encased wires 
were covered with a coat of ice which nothing but a warm 
rain could remove. ‘The accumulated weight of snow and 
ice brought down wires of all kinds in one tangled mass, the 
so-called harmless ones becoming equally as dangerous, and 
more so owing to their previous good character than their 
powertul neighbors. 

Owing to the fact that the high potential currents with the 
exception of that of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
were cut off at an early hour and that the severity of the 
storm kept all people off the streets except those whose busi- 
ness compelled them to be there, no fatal accidents occurred. 
Many horses were killed during the night of January 31, and 
the early morning hours of February 1, and in every case 
these horses were killed by the low tension wires that were 
harmless in themselves, but having fallen across those of high 
potential, their character was entirely changed. Before day- 
light these wires could not be seen by horses or drivers until 
the animals ran against them with fatal results, unless some 
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one was present with the necessary toois and skill to cut them 
free from these instruments of torture. 

The number of fires caused by the crossing of electric 
wires during this storm was twenty-one, fourteen of which 
originated on the outside of buildings and seven on the inside, 
the current being carried over the overhead wires into the 
same. ‘The loss was from a few dollars to several thousands, 
one building having been totally destroyed. 

To the rigid enforcement by this department of that clause 
in chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890, section 1, which provides 
that “the owners of all-wires other than a wire designed to 
carry an electric light or power current, shall attach to it at 
suitable and convenient points in the circuit, an appliance 
calculated to prevent at all times a current of electricity of 
such intensity or volume as to be capable of injuring electri- 
cal instruments or causing fire from entering the building by 
means of such wire, beyond the point at which such apph- 
ance is attached,” can be attributed the small number of 
fires during this severe storm. Hundreds of devices of this 
kind proved effective in preventing the flow of dangerous 
currents into the buildings over wires used for the trans- 
mission of electric currents of low potential. Out of “the 
many thousands of these devices known as “safety fuses ” 
but three are known to this department to have failed to do 
that which is expected of them, viz.: prevent fires and injury 
to persons ; proving the wisdom of the law, and more than 
compensating for the time and labor spént by this depart- 
ment in enforcing it. 

With the exception of the fire-alarm telegraph and police 
signal systems the owners of all low tension wires are required 
to “fuse” them at the point where they enter buildings ; 
the enforcement of the law and the rules of this department 
no doubt prevented a recurrence of the fire which occurred 
on Thanksgiving Day, 1889, causing the loss of many lives 
and much valuable property, and finally aroused public opin- 
ion to the necessity of placing all electric wires and appliances 
under municipal control. 

This storm threw a large amount of responsibility and a 
vast amount of labor on this department. When it became 
apparent that the practical destruction of nearly all overhead 
circuits was assured, steps were taken to discontinue the use 
of high potential currents with the exception of those used 
for the propulsion of street cars. This exception was made, 
because of the necessity of keeping the snow ploughs run- 
ning to keep the tracks clear of snow that was falling and 
drifting. Had this not been done, days if not weeks would 
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have elapsed before travel by street cars could be resumed 
with any degree of regularity, thus causing great inconven- 
ience and loss to the thousands who depend on this means of 
transportation. 

That there was some risk in permitting the current to 
traverse over this tangled mass of metal, could not be denied, 
but relying on the presence and efficiency of the safety 
devices before mentioned to guard against fires, and knowing 
that the pressure maintained in the trolley and feed wires 
(550 volts.) seldom if ever proved fatal to human beings due 
to shocks received therefrom, it was decided not to cut off 
the current from the street railway system, which decision 
proved a wise one, for while from fifteen to twenty horses of 
greater or less value were killed, no persons so far as known 
were even slightly injured, and when it is considered that 
thousands of buildings are crossed and entered by electric 
wires of all kinds, and that outside the underground district 
the fire-alarm telegraph system was rendered utterly useless 
and its wires and fixtures a total wreck, the loss by fire was 
very slight indeed. 

On the morning of February 1, the small force comprising 
this department found a tremendous task before it — to clear 
the streets of wires and place them beyond the reach of those 
prompted by curiosity or ignorance to handle or touch them. 
The men were divided up into squads, and sent out into the 
streets occupied by the tracks of the street railway to clear 
them of broken and fallen wires first, and later on the same 
was done in other streets in the city. 

This necessitated the employment of extra men who were 
unskilled in this dangerous kind of work, in order to shorten 
the time in which a large portion of our streets would be 
kept in darkness. : 

Early in the day at my request you promptly issued an 
order forbidding the turning on current of high tension light- 
ing circuits outside the underground district until it could be 
done safely. This order was complied with by all the electric 
lighting companies whose wires were overhead. Were it not 
for the promulgation and enforcement of this order a much 
longer time would be required to clear the streets and restore 


the electric light service, as skilled men in addition to our | 


own force would be needed, and they could not be procured 
at any price. | 
After the removal of the wreckage from the streets, the 


_ lighting circuits were carefully inspected one by one before 


they were put in service, but owing to the weight of snow 
and ice on all wires a constant patrol and inspection had to 
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be maintained until the warm rain of Saturday, the 5th, 
relieved them of this excessive weight. Up to that time 
every one of the employees of this department were engaged 
in clearing away fallen and falling wires, a portion of the 
force being kept on duty every night to respond to the many 
calls that were sent in of troubles that were constantly 
occurring. 

This storm proved beyond doubt the unreliability of over- 
head electric circuits, the possible dangers attending the 
same, and the great cost to their owners of maintaining them. 
No one can be found in Boston to-day who can or will say 
that the proper place for them is not underground. 

With the close of the year 1897 the work of laying the 
necessary conduits in which to place the overhead wires 
within the district prescribed by the Act of 1894 was practi- 
cally ended, and during the early months of 1898 the work 
_of drawing in and connecting up the cables will be completed, 
and the poles and wires removed from the streets. It is true 
that there is one section of the city known as the 1898 
district from which the poles and wires are yet to be removed, 
but they are so few in number that the task will be a very 
light one. It is to the credit of this department and to the 
companies engaged in the prosecution of this most important 
work that it will be completed so well within the time lmit. 

The presence of lines of poles and wires within the under- 
eround district may seem strange to many people but these 
are the lines of the long distance telephone company, which 
‘are exempt from the operation of the law of 1894. There 
are electrical difficulties attending the burying of long 
distance telephone wires that render it impracticable which I 
hope will be overcome in time, when these poles and wires 
will disappear from view with the others. 

The same can be said of the overhead trolley wire, for 
while it is true that it can be dispensed with yet the difficul- 
ties to be overcome in laying down an open slot conduit 
between the tracks within the present underground district 
is so great that they can hardly be overcome. The cost of 
removing the obstructions alone would no doubt exceed the 
cost of relaying the track (which would have to be done in 
building the conduit). No estimate can be made of the 
amount and kind of obstructions to be met and removed in 
constructing an underground trolley system such as is in 
successful operation in New York, Washington and some 
other cities, in the narrow streets of our city where such a 
system is most desired. I trust that before many years some 
system will be devised equally as efficient as the underground 
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trolley which will not require the excavation of the streets 
or the relaying of the tracks. 

The very objectionable practice of using the housetops for 
distribution points is gradually being discontinued, the electric 
companies conforming to the expressed wish of this depart- 
ment where it is possible to do so. 

Underground wires can be highly insulated and kept in that 
condition for a number of years. Overhead wires are not so 
insulated and if they were could not be maintained in that con- 
dition for areasonable length of time. Most of the fires caused 
by electric wires occur in the interior of our buildings, and those 
that attain large proportions occur when the occupants are 
absent or sleeping. Fires on the outside of buildings occur 
on trees, poles and fixtures most frequently, and when wires 
come in contact with metal portions of buildings such as 
eutters, ventilators, lightning rods, iron fronts, rails, ete. 
The insulation of overhead wires may be worthless (most of 
it is), the covering may all rot off (much of it does), then 
they become a source of danger to firemen, workmen and 
others, and would prove an indirect menace to buildings, 
their contents and inmates were it not for the high standard 
of work and material that is maintained in the installation of 
electric lights, motors, wires and fixtures by the interior divi- 
sion of this department. Miles upon miles of wire are placed 
within our buildings, hidden from view between floors and 
ceilings and concealed in hollow partitions, which, if not 
properly installed, would be a constant menace to buildings 
and contents, and the lives of the occupants as well. Upon 
the faithful supervision by the men of the interior division, 
together with the codperation of the honest electricial con- 
tractor and electric companies depends the safety of this 
community. 

The people of Boston note with pleasure the disappearance 
of unsightly poles, wires and fixtures, and commend this 
department for its persistence in pushing the good work along, 
not knowing that this is but a portion and by no means the 
most important part of the work of this department. 

The interior wiring of buildings is constantly on the 
increase, and the small force employed in this division 
scarcely keeps up with it. Reinspection of old wiring and 
fixtures is absolutely necessary, but with the present force it 
cannot be done, as the entire time of the men is devoted to 
the supervision of new work; even when additions are 
made to existing plants a reinspection of the first installation 
is not possible. This is unfortunate as the bell-wirer, gas- 
fitter, plumber and amateur electrician may undo much that

has been done to insure the safe transmission of electrical 
energy. 

The work of the interior division will continue to increase, 
no doubt, for some years to come as it has done steadily in 
the past, and as the thorough inspection and maintenance of 
the highest standard possible of such work and material con- 
tributes so largely to the safety of life and property, I trust 
this division will be given everything necessary to continue 
the good work already done. 

In addition to their regular duties these men respond to 
all second alarms of fires, and respond to all calls from the 
officers of the Fire Department when they have any reason to 
believe that they are called upon to extinguish any fire due 
to electricity, when they proceed to make a careful examina- 
tion; they make similar investigations when electric fires are 
reported by any reliable person. 

The competition in the electric business is as fierce, if not 
more so, than that existing in other lines of trade, and the 
temptation to use cheap material and flimsy applances is 
ever present. Owing to the ignorance of the general public 
on such matters those so disposed could use material and 
appliances, the use of which would be absolutely dangerous, 
were it not for the restraining hand of this department. To 
the credit of most of the manufacturing companies, be it said, 
they do not care to make material that is sure to cause 
serious loss, and in the end throw discredit on the electric busi- 
ness and eventually injure their own. Large amounts of this 
worthless stuff are condemned by this department, and sent 
to towns and cities where sharp-eyed inspectors are not 
present to interfere with their emphatic objections to the use 
of the same. While much of the material and many of the 
devices can be rejected or approved after a careful examina- 
tion, there is a large amount on which judgment cannot be 
so passed, but actual electrical tests must be made to deter- 
mine their true character. If the price at which certain 
material, on which depends the safe transmission of electrical 
energy depends, is sold for is any criterion of its worth, there 
is much of it installed at the present time that in the near 
future will cause no end of trouble and losses that cannot be 
now estimated. 

The crying need of this department at the present time is 
a well-equipped electrical laboratory where all material could 
be submitted to test, and where our men could receive much 
valuable instruction; it is as necessary for the prosecution of 
the work of this department as engines, trucks and fire-boats 
are to the Fire Department, or surgical instruments to the 
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City Hospital. Unless this is soon provided I fear that we 
cannot continue to say in the future as we have in the past 
that “no fires or accidents due to imperfect wires or appliances 
have occurred in buildings inspected and approved by this 
department.” 

For the next two years there will be but little underground 
work done aside from service connections and any extensions 
the companies may see fit to make outside the prescribed 
district, and for the ten years, beginning with 1900, the Com- 
missioner can compel the removal of poles and wires from 
but two miles of streets, while the average number of miles 
cleared per year in the district prescribed by the Act of 1894 
was 7.6; this will reduce the amount of work to be per- 
formed by the underground division very largely, unless the 
companies decide to push the underground work faster than 
the law requires. 

With the completion of the work in the underground dis- 
trict the number of overhead wires in the city will be greatly 
reduced, and the duties of the overhead division correspond- 
ingly so, and I hope that this state of affairs will continue 
until all overhead wires disappear. 

The practice of placing transformers within or on build- 
ings, or on poles and fixtures, has never been looked upon 
with favor by this department. In the underground district 
this objection is being overcome by placing large transformers 
of sufficient capacity to supply one or more blocks in the 
manholes, thereby avoiding the necessity of carrying the 
high potential wires within the buildings. 

Gas is still found in the manholes in dangerous quantities, 
quite frequently in different sections of the city, five explo- 
sions of illuminating gas having occurred in the same, which 
fortunately resulted in no serious injury to any one, due in 
a great measure to the fact that there were but few people in 
the vicinity when the heavy cast-iron covers were blown into 
the air. 

I still maintain that it is the duty of the Gas Light Com- 
panies to keep this dangerous product within their mains 
and distribution pipes, for when it escapes into the electric 
conduits and manholes they become as dangerous as powder 
magazines, for the means of igniting this explosive product 
is nearly always present in the form of stray currents that 
traverse the lead covering of the cables, any interruption of 
which will cause a spark that is sufficient to ignite this ex- 
plosive compound. 

In justice to the Gas Light Companies I must say that when 
notified by this department of the presence of gas in the 
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manholes, immediate. steps have been taken to seek out and 
stop the leaks, and in nearly all cases they have been suc- 
cessful. 

All companies owning manholes are required to open them 
frequently, and if gas is present report the fact to this office, 
when the necessary steps are taken to keep them ventilated 
and the leaks stopped. 


WorK OF THE OVERHEAD DIVISION. 


It will be seen that there was much less wire and a less 
number of poles and fixtures in the district prescribed for 
the year 1897 than in any of the districts prescribed for any 
of the preceding years; for instance, there was but one-sixth 
the amount of wire therein than was found in the 1896 dis- 
trict. For this reason this division has been able to give 
very much more attention to overhead construction in those 
portions of the city outside the underground district than 
formerly. 

The condition of nearly all overhead construction shows a 
marked improvement in many respects, due mainly to the 
persistent efforts on the part of this department. The method 
of running wire and supporting it is under the control of this 
department, but the location of poles and fixtures is not. 

No improvement in the insulation of high or medium ten- 
sion wires has been attempted, as no manufacturers of such 
wires have succeeded in producing a covering that offers a 
large amount of insulating resistance and will resist the 
action of the elements sufficiently to assure a reasonable 
amount of life. 

The number of transformers that have been placed on fix- 
tures, on roofs, and on the walls of buildings, has been materi- 
ally reduced within the underground district, as they are now 
being placed in the manholes in the streets very generally; 
this removes them beyond the reach of the public, and they 
cease to be a source of danger to the firemen while in the 
discharge of their duties. 

That part of the law compelling the owners of low tension 
wires to insert fuses or some other equally good device 
therein is now generally complied with, and non-compliance 
with this clause is the exception and not the rule as was the 
case previous to the organization of this department. 

Neariy all wires remaining overhead are now suitably 
tagged with the owner’s name or initials so that the work of 
fixing the ownership and responsibility for unsafe or defec- 
tive wires is now very much reduced.

There has been an appreciable increase in the work re- 
quired of this division over that of former years. With 
few exceptions new buildings erected are wired for the use 
. of electricity for lighting, power or heating, or possibly for 
all three of the purposes mentioned. 

It has been a physical impossibility for the limited force of 
this division to give the installing of electrical wires and 
apparatus during the year that constant and careful superyi- 

sion which it should have received; and that which was 
~ installed at some time in the past, and which comes under 
the designation of old work, has received very little attention, 
with the exception that the old wiring of theatres, public 
halls and large area buildings, where great numbers of people 
assemble or are employed, has received that special attention 
which circumstances required. 

The work of the division has been so systematized, however, 
that its energies have been utilized to the best advantage, 
and a very creditable decrease is shown in the number of 
defects reported in comparison with former years. This 
indicates that the work of the department is resulting in 
more careful work by electrical contractors with a consequent 
decrease of defective work. 

So called “temporary wiring” for electrical effects in 
theatres and on the outside of buildings has been given 
special attention. 

Many times during the past year wiring of a dangerous 
character was brought to this city by travelling theatrical 
companies, and were it not for the vigilance of this depart- 
ment, fires with possible loss of life might have resulted from 
the defective condition of the same. 

All fires and accidents caused or supposed to be caused by 
electricity have been carefully investigated. 
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The total number of fires due to electrical causes is 113, 
and they are classed as follows:

As results of the accidents three men were killed, thir- 
teen received severe shocks, burns or other severe injuries, 
and several were slightly injured. 

Of the fires in the interior of buildings, four were caused by 
abnormal currents entering over low potential wires designed 
to carry harmless currents, due to their being crossed on the 
outside by high potential wires used for the transmission of 
electric light or power current, six were due to defective or 
unsuitable appliances, three to current entering buildings by 
the way of pipes, and the balance, sixteen in number, was 
due to miscellaneous causes of an electrical nature. 

No fires or accidents were caused by wires or appliances 
that had been inspected and approved by the Wire Depart- 
ment. 

A detailed account of the fires and accidents is herewith. 
submitted. 


FIRES. 


February 16. Corner Green and Staniford streets. Electric car 
_ fire; cause, defective insulation. Still alarm. 

March 4. At 11.45 A.M., an explosion of gas that had accumu- 
lated, occurred in the space between the top of the subway and the 
under surface of a temporary bridge that was constructed at the 
junction of Tremont and Boylston streets, over the excavations for 
and roof of the finished subway. It was not the province of this 
department to determine the cause of the presence of gas in this 
cavity, and it did not undertake to do so ; but as some of the electrical 
conduits passed through this space a thorough investigation was 
made to determine whether they caused the ignition of the gas or 
not. Such was not the case. An arc established between the 
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wheels of one of the cars passing this point and the rails, no doubt 
ignited the gas that was present and escaping between the openings 
in the planking. 

The following were killed: W. A. Start, Benj. Downing, W. L. 
Vinal and Robert Libby. 

The following died a few days later: B. R. Sargent, Georgianna 
Bates. 

The total number injured was fifty. One street car was burned 
and several others wrecked. Four horses were killed, and the 
damage to property amounted to over $32,000. 

March 9. No. 159 Green street, Jamaica Plain. Slight fire ona 
painter’s staging, due to the same being in contact with an are light 
circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company. 

March 9, Berkeley bridge. Slight fire under side of bridge, 
caused by a short circuit on street mains belonging to the Edison 
Electric Dluminating Company. The underground pipe of this set 
of mains terminated beneath the easterly end of the bridge, then 
three wires ran on porcelain on under side of bridge above and 
across the railroad tracks to where mains entered the pipe beneath 
the westerly end of the bridge. From a derrick in the yard of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., four metal guy-ropes ran. One of these 
guy-ropes was secured to an iron girder or beam beneath the 
easterly end of the bridge ; this guy-rope was also in contact with 
one of the wires, the insulation of which had gradually chafed and 
deteriorated, until finally wire was ‘‘ grounded”’ by this guy-cable, 
resulting in a short circuit. Alarm from box No. 769. 

March 23. Opposite No. 266 Bennington street. Wire of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company broke and fell to 
the ground, crossing in its fall with a West End Street Railway 
Company feed wire at a poorly insulated joint, resulting in flashing 
and arcing until New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
wire burned off. Still alarm. 

March 28. Boylston street, between Washington and Tremont 
streets. Electric car fire caused by a defective rheostat. Still alarm. 

March 26. No. 928 Washington street. Cause, located on wall 
between two shelves upon which were piled skates and other metallic 
articles was a jack-knife switch. A short circuit was made at this 
switch by a skate or other metallic article jarring down and coming 
in contact with the blades of the same. Loss considerable. Alarm 
from box No. 64. 

March 29. Tremont row. Electric car fire, caused by a loose 
contact in a switch or cut-out box, as a result of which box and ad- 
jacent woodwork were ignited. Damage slight. Still alarm. 

April 8. No.25 Hawley street. A set of mains covered with so- 
called ‘* Underwriters’ Insulation ’’? was in contact with a steam-pipe 
beneath sidewalk lights. These lights were not in perfect condition, 
the night was stormy and water came through, wetting the insulation 
of the wires, thereby grounding them on the pipe. The are which 
resulted started a fire. Alarm from box No. 41. 

April 10. Washington street, near Hollis street. Slight fire in 
electric car, caused by sparks from rheostat. Still alarm. 

April 18. No. 465 Washington street. Opening of an are light 
ee in an are light cut-out in the doorway. Alarm from box 
No. 49. 

April 22. Corner of State and Devonshire streets. Electric car 
Saerncls by sparks from a defective rheostat. Alarm from box

April 24. Dudley street. Electric car fire. Damage slight. 
Still alarm. 

April 29. P-street car station, South Boston. Displaced trolley- 
arm of a car formed a circuit between the trolley wire and a water- 
pipe used for automatic sprinkling system. Damage slight. Box 
No. 153. 

May 4. No. 318 Federal street. Building was being torn down 
to make way for the new Southern Station; building material and 
rubbish were thrown upon the service wires of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, a short circuit occurring as a result of same. 
Rubbish was ignited, causing considerable of a fire, but very little 
loss, as the material burned was of little value. Engine No.7 called 
on still alarm. 

May 6. Atlantic avenue, foot of High street. Electric car fire ; 
cause, defective insulation. Still alarm. 

May 7. Broadway,South Boston, opposite Lincoln School. Tree 
fire, caused by a wire of a series arc light circuit of the Boston 
Electric Light Company becoming detached from a tree insulator 
and ‘‘ grounding ’’ on the same. 

May 10. Corner Clark and Commercial streets. Electric car 
fire ; cause, defective insulation. Alarm from box No. 14. 

May 13. Corner Albany street and Massachusetts avenue. Pole 
fire, caused by a series arc light circuit wire of the Boston Electric 
Light Company becoming detached from the insulator and ‘“ ground- 
ing’? on pole. Damage trifling. 

May 6. No. 262 Washington street. The feed of a linotype 
machine becoming clogged, an employee set to work correcting the 
difficulty; an incandescent lamp fed from the ‘‘ grounded”? neutral 
system of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, being held in 
close proximity to the linotype machine to afford the necessary light 
to work by. While work was in progress what is known as a space 
band dropped out of the feed slot of the machine, one end of the 
same striking against the linotype machine which was ‘‘ grounded,”’ 
and the other end against the butt of the lamp, causing a short cir- 
cuit, with the result that space band was melted and hot metal flew 
about the room. <A few minutes after this occurred smoke was dis- 
covered coming up from between the floors, but the fire was extin- 
guished without serious damage. 

May 23. Opposite No. 32 Hawley street. Burn-out on Edison 
mains. 

June 1. No. 56 Kilby street. Short circuit of service wires at 
end of service pipe. No damage except to service. 

June 8. No. 1054 Washington street. Burn-out of a defective are 
light cut-out on the outside wall of building. Still alarm. 

June 11. No.9 Elm street, Jamaica Plain. Fire on the outside 
of astable; cause, primary wires of the Suburban Light and Power 
Company in contact with woodwork near a transformer. Raining 
hard at the time. 

June 14. Atlantic avenue, near Broad street. Electric car fire; 
cause, defective insulation. Still alarm. 

June 18. Congress street. Electric car fire; cause, defective 
insulation. Still alarm. 

June 18. Corner Elm Hill avenue and Howland street. Tree fire, 
caused by high potential wires of the Suburban Light and Power 
Company coming in contact with and ‘ grounding’? on tree limbs. 
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June 20. Corner Harrison avenue and East Lenox street. Burn- 
out of a defective are light cut-out located just inside of the building. 
Still alarm. 

June 29. No. 1079 Boylston street. Cause, a short circuit and 
burning out of a steel-covered service cable of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company. This was a new cable just installed, and 
the burning out of the same was due either to an existing defect 
in the cable before it was installed or else injury to the same while 
being put in. Still alarm. 

July 8. Nos. 8 and 10 Winter street. Fire, caused by a short 
circuit in a service cable of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, the wood sheathing of wall and ceiling ignited thereby. 
Alarm from box 46. 

July 11. Nos. 62 and 64 Harvard street, city. Cause, overheat- 
ing of the resistance coils at the top of a low potential are lamp, the 
overheating of the coils being due to the feed mechanism of the lamp 
failing to operate properly, the carbons thereby coming together and 
remaining so. . This lamp was hung so that the top of the same came 
in the space between two floor timbers. A box had been made in 
this space and lined with 2-inch asbestos. The lamp was suspended 
from a porcelain hanger-board which was mounted on porcelain insu- 
lators. The asbestos, porcelain, hanger-board, etc., were insufticient, 
as when the coils became overheated the temperature in the box in- 
creased rapidly, and in a short time the wood behind the asbestos was- 
ignited, and fire was then communicated to the building. Loss con- 
siderable. Alarm from box 57. . 

July 18. Near No. 48 Centre street. Tree fire, caused by a high 
potential wire of the Suburban Light and Power Company coming in 
contact with and ‘‘ grounding’? on a limb of a tree some 5 inches 
thick during a severe rain storm. Limb was burned completely off. 

July 18. Opposite No. 897 Albany street. A series are wire of 
the Boston Electric Light Company came in contact with and 
‘‘orounded’’ on an iron brace to a cross-arm of a pole. No 
damage. 

July 19. No.89 Bedford street. Cause, leaking gas at a defective 
insulating joint of combination fixture which was ignited by a short 
circuit in fixture. Stili alarm. 

July 17. No. 507 Washington street. On front of building over 
a show-window and doorway was an advertising sign, the letters of 
this sign were made of wood 23 inches thick, in which holes were 
bored at regular intervals, through which the butts of incandescent 
lamps passed and were then screwed into receptacles in back of 
letters. These holes were countersunk on the face of the letters so 
that only a portion of the lamp bulbs projected beyond the face of 
the sign. The fire was due solely to the heat of the lamps night after 
night, as a result of which the wood with which they were in close 
proximity was charred and finally ignited. Still alarm. 

July 21. Boston & Albany Railroad station, Kneeland street. Fire 
was in the office of the Western Union Telegraph Company and was 
the result of a cross between one of their circuits and a high potential 
wire at some point unknown. Alarm from box 56. 

July 24. Corner Portland and Sudbury streets. Electric car fire; 
cause, broken wire, the arcing between the ends of the same caus- 
ing sparks which ignited woodwork. Still alarm. 

July 24. Nos. 98 and 100 Merrimac street. A short circuit on a 
metal cross bar 500-volt service switch. A severe thunder storm was 
in progress at the time and it is probable that a lightning discharge 
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pierced the washers that insulated the cross-bar from blades and then 
the 500-volt current followed the path made by the lightning. Switch 
destroyed, insulation on wires and backboard of switch burned. Still 
alarm. 

August 4. No. 228 Eliot street. An underground service of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company entered this basement and 
terminated in a service cut-out beneath show-window of store above. 
This show-window was used for the display of fish, and water from 
ice for keeping the same dripped down upon the cut-out and an arc 
was started and maintained at the terminals of the cut-out for a con- 
siderable length of time. Cut-out and switch were destroyed, service 
cable badly injured and woodwork scorched. Still alarm. 

August 11. Opposite No. 226 Hancock street, Dorchester. Tree 
fire caused by series arc wires coming in contact with and ‘‘ground- 
ing’? on limbs of trees. Still alarm. 

August 16. No.11 Bay State road. Cause, electric lighting wires 
and gas lighting wires in contact with a canopy of a combination wall 
bracket, the gas lighting wires being ‘‘grounded”’ in another part of 
the building on an iron beam. Current from the electric light wires 
which was fed from the *‘ grounded ”’ neutral system of the Edison 
Electric Lluminating Company passed to canopy, and arc being 
established between gas lighting wires and iron beam, igniting insu- 
lation of wire, which communicated fire to neighboring woodwork. 
Still alarm. 

September 7. Corner Shawmut avenue and Groton street. Electric 
car fire; cause, defective insulation. 

September 13. No. 1156 Washington street. Break down of the 
insulation of a transformer on outside wall of building. No damage 
to building. Still alarm. 

September 21. No.147 Tremont street. A low potential arc lamp 
had been installed at a ceiling outlet intended and formerly used to 
feed incandescent lamps; this outlet was on the same circuit with a 
wall bracket outlet for 2 lights. The resistance used with this are 
lamp was cut into the circuit at the circuit cut-out. As a result of the 
above faulty construction (done without the inspection or approval 
of this department) the bracket lamps and the are lamp were in 
multiple with each other, and each was in series with the are lamp 
rheostat. Under these conditions bracket lamps of course were of 
no service, but the bracket wiring had not been detached from circuit. 
One of the sockets of the lamps on the bracket became broken, and a 
short circuit in the same occurred, as a result of which, in combi- 
nation with existing conditions, the are light rheostat became over- 
heated, but beyond scorching paint no damage was done to the 
building. A neighboring fire company was notified, however, by 
messenger, and members of the same responded. 

September 28. Nos. 45 and 47 Court street. On the outside wall, 
caused by a cross between low potential wires of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and high potential wires of the 
Boston Electric Light Company. Damage to wires only. Fire de- 
partment called by an alarm from box 326 of the automatic system. 

September 24. Blue Hill avenue, near Dudley street. Electric 
car fire; caused by arcing of rheostat. Still alarm. 

September 25. Corner of Seventh and C streets, South Boston. 
Electric car fire; cause, defective insulation. Alarm from box 129. 

September 28. Dudley street, near Blue Hill avenue. Electric 
car fire; cause, ‘‘grounded’”’ motor feed wire. Still alarm. 
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September 29. Corner Dorchester avenue and Broadway. Elec- 
tric car fire; cause, the blowing of a fuse displaced a motor feed 
wire and caused same to ‘‘ ground’? on motor frame. Still alarm. 

September 30. WHarrison avenue and Harvard street. Electric 
car fire; cause, defective insulation. Still alarm. 

September 30. Opposite No. 109 Dorchester avenue. Electric 
car fire; cause, sparks from rheostat ignited woodwork of car. 
Still alarm. 

October 3. Tremont street. Cause, fuse in a primary cut-out 
blew and an arc maintained across terminals of same. Cut-out de- 
stroyed and insulation on wires ignited. Fire extinguished without 
other damage. 

October 4. Nos. 395 to 403 Washington street. Cause, a short 
circuit of main which ran in moulding up an elevator well to the 
level of third floor, then across the well in moulding, except at point 
where wires passed in tubes behind guide-rail of elevator. Short 
circuit occurred at point where wires left moulding and passed in 
back of guide-rail, and was caused by a guide on bottom of elevator 
car striking against mains while car was in motion. Still alarm. 

October 4. Vale street. Burning out of transformer on a fixture 
on the roof igniting the same; cause, overload on transformer. 
Alarm from box No. 271. 

October 12. No. 84 Howard street. Suspended from ceiling of 
auditorium of this theatre was a metallic revolving trapeze decorated 
with about 200 incandescent lights. This trapeze was steadied by 
means of metal guy-cables on wires, one of which was in contact 
with a gas-pipe in O. P. flies. The wiring of trapeze was 
‘¢ orounded ”’ on metal frame work of same. Current was furnished 
by the ‘‘grounded’’ system of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company. As result of the above-mentioned conditions, when the 
current was switched on the wiring of the trapeze it became over- 
loaded and the insulation on the same threw off quantities of smoke. 
Further trouble was averted by the opening of the switch controlling 
the mains feeding this wiring. Fuses did not operate; they were 
of greater carrying capacity than they should have been, and 
‘¢srounds’’ were not heavy enough to constitute a short circuit. 
This department was not notified of the installing of this trapeze, 
and the first knowledge of the same was when examination was 
made on receipt of trouble notification from the Fire Department. 

October 12. Corner Howland street and Elm Hill avenue. Tree 
fire; cause, the breaking of a limb of the tree brought in contact 
with high potential wires of the Suburban Light and Power Com- 
pany and low potential wires of the New England Telegraph and 
Telephone Company, burning tree limbs badly. Still alarm. 

October 12. Nos. 961 and 963 Washington street. <A slight roof 
fire, caused by tbe ‘‘ grounding ”’ of a series are circuit of the Subur- 
ban Light and Power Company due to poor insulation. A severe 
rain-storm was in progress at the time. Alarm from Box 64. 

October 18. Corner Broadway and B street, South Boston. Elec- 
tric car fire; cause, defective insulation. Still alarm. 

October 19. Corner Bulfinch street and Bulfinch place. Cause, a 
short circuit occurred in the armature of a passenger elevator motor, 
as a result of which the solenoid controlling the contact arm of 
automatic rheostat was robbed of current and the arm threw over 
slowly, putting the coils of the rheostat in circuit with the motor 
armature. As a result of this combination of circumstances the 
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motor stopped, the elevator car being between floors at the time. 
The elevator attendant climbed out of the car, neglecting to first 
open the switch controlling the current for motor, and went in 
search of the manager. In the meantime the coils of rheostat over- 
heated and rubber insulation of wires ignited and communicated fire 
to surrounding woodwork. Loss considerable. Still alarm. 

October 20. Nos. 120 and 122 North street. Electric arcs formed 
between drain and water-pipes which ran in close proximity to each 
other, and as a result of same the water-pipe was melted in four 
places; § inch, 13 inches, 3? inches and 6 inches being the re- 
spective lengths of the several places melted. The drain pipe for 
this building passed through the wall to basement of Nos. 116 and 118 
North street, and then just before passing into the street this drain 
pipe crossed over and rested upon the tube of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company’s service entering this basement. To this 
contact, between the drain pipe and the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company’s service tube, in combination with electrical trouble in 
their underground system, was undoubtedly due the arcing between 
the two pipes and consequent melting of water-pipe, as the current 
followed back over the service-pipe into the building, then from 
service-pipe to drain-pipe; thence to water-pipe to ground. No 
damage except to water-pipe. 

October 26. Corner Washington and Eliot streets. Electric car 
fire; cause, burning out of armature. Still alarm. 

November 1. Just south of Massachusetts avenue on line of 
Boston and Albany Railroad, a cable box of a Western Union Tele- 
graph Company pole was burned and a switch-board and telegraph 
instruments belonging to above company in switch-house No. 7 
were destroyed. Caused by across between low potential wires of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company and high potential wires of 
the Boston Electric Light Company on Boylston, near Hereford 
street. 

November 11. No. 255 Beacon street. Moulding containing 
wires run in that part of basement beneath sidewalk became satu- 
rated with water from a leak which had evidently existed for some 
time, and a leakage of current took place between the enclosed 
wires. Smoke was discovered issuing from the moulding and the 
current was cut off, thereby preventing further trouble. No damage 
except to wires and moulding. 

November 12. Northern Union Station, Causeway street. The 
burning of insulation for a few feet of a 180-wire cable beneath floor 
of baggage-room and the charring of timbers and floor boards at the 
point where fire occurred; cause, cross between a wire or wires of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company with high potential wires at 
some point unknown. 

November 15. Huntington avenue. Electric car fire; cause, 
defective insulation on wires running between controller and motor. 
Still alarm. ° 

November 26. No. 989 Washington street. Cause, opening of a 
series are circuit at a point about three inches from where circuit 
wire entered binding-post of lamp, the arc resulting igniting insula- 
tion of wire, scorching ceiling, etc. The switch on hanger-board of 
this lamp was operated by means of a pole in the hands of occupants 
of the premises. The opening of circuit was due to the weakening 
and finally breaking of the wire as a result of accidental blows given 
to same when switch was being operated, Alarm from Box 64. 
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November 26. Zeigler street, near Warren street. Tree fire; 
cause, high potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company 
became detached from insulator and ‘* grounded.’’ Still alarm. 

November 26. Warren, opposite Dale street. Tree fire; cause, 
high potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company became 
detached from an insulator and ‘‘ grounded.”’ Still alarm. 

December 4. Corner Dudley and Greenville streets. Tree fire; 
cause, high potential wires of the Boston Electric Light Company 
‘‘orounding’’ on trees. Still alarm. 

December 30. Corner Franklin and Arch streets. Cause, burn- 
out in defective cut-out box at top of outside standpipe. Alarm from 
Box 49. 

November 28. Manhole atthe corner of Summer and Otis streets. 
Burn-out of feeders in underground cables of the West End Street 
Railway Company; cause, ‘‘ grounding’”’ of one of the feed cables 
due to failure or injury of insulation. 

January 4. Boylston, near Washington street. Electric car fire; 
cause, sparks from a defective rheostat. 

January 10. No. 80 Dorchester avenue. H. G. Jordan & 
Co. Cause, vibration of building caused a wire to break where 
it took a turn about an insulator and arc between broken ends of wire 
ignited insulation of same. 

January 12. No. 935 Washington street. Wires of a series arc 
circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company were in the way of 
painters who were at work renovating the premises. Under the sup- 
position that wires were dead the foreman of the painters took a 
chisel and hammer and cut one of the wires off. The arc resulting 
at the point where the circuit was opened ignited insulation on wire 
and also the adjacent woodwork. Alarm from Box 65. 

January 20. Opposite 28 to 88 Portland street. Burn-out inthe 
feeder tie line of the Edison Electric luminating Company. 

January 20. No. 28 Portland street. A current of electricity 
entered these premises over the gas-pipe, heating the same, melting 
lead joint at gas meter and arcing between gas and water pipes; 
cause, a burn-out in a feeder tie line of the Edison Electric Ilumi- 
nating Company, the pipe of which was in contact with a gas main 
in the street. 

January 20. No. 42 Portland street. A current of electricity 
entered this building over a gas-pipe, arced to water-pipe, melting a 
hole in same, charged an iron clothes line which was stretched 
across the kitchen and was in contact with water and gas-pipes, arc- 
ing at points of contact, igniling woodwork. Due to same cause as 
fire at 28 Portland street. 

January 31. Corner Tremont and West streets. Electric car 
fire. Cause, sparks from a defective controller-box. 

January 31. Kneeland street, Boston & Albany Railway Station, 
Western Union Telegraph office. Cause, a cross between wires 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company and high potential wires 
at some unknown point outside of the building. 


ACCIDENTS. 


February 12. Mr. A. E. Treen, a carpenter in the employ of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, while at their Ferdinand street 
station had his right hand badly burned and his face singed as a 
result of a short circuit of a 500-volt switch, the base of which he

was measuring at the time. A pair of metal calipers were used for 
getting sizes of holes, metal parts, etc., which were laid down on 
wood frame work just above the switch; he then proceeded to get 
the dimensions of the base of switch, and while he was doing this 
the calipers was knocked down or otherwise caused to fall from where 
they had been and drop against the contacts of switch. 

April 6. Opposite No. 1063 Boylston street. Employees of the 
West End Street Railway Company while attempting to get into 
position a metal guy rope from a derrick to an anchor post, lost con- 
trol of it and let it fall on a trolley wire which was burnt off and fell 
to the ground; the insulation of the feed wires was also ignited. 

March 10.. Tremont street, opposite Casile street. Explosion of 
illuminating gas which had collected in the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company manhole at above place. Cover of this 
manhole was blown about fifteen feet into the air and the door to 
the fire alarm box No. 85, which is nearby, was blown open and 
hinges of the same broken. 

April 17. No. 18 Faneuil Hall square. Complaints were made 
that persons entering the doorway at above number received shocks 
of electricity. In this doorway was a set of mains in moulding 
run on a partition wall. For about two inches above floor moulding 
had rotted and insulation on the wire was badly injured, as a result 
of dampness due to the close proximity of a fish-chest or tank on the 
other side of a partition. As the day was stormy the floor of the 
entry-way was wet and became charged with electricity from defect- 
ively insulated mains. These mains were fed from a ‘‘ grounded”? 
system and as the wet sidewalk was a better ‘‘ ground’’ than floor 
of entry-way, people on entering same with one foot on the sidewalk 
and the other on the entry-way floor would receive shocks. 

April 26. No. 552 Washington street. Mr. A. A. McDonald had 
two fingers severely burned as a result of a short circuit caused by 
the metal blade of a screw-driver, which he had in his hand at the 
time, coming in contact with the terminals of an electric light service 
cut-out. Changes were being made in the basement of above-named 
number, and service cut-out, cable, etc., had been pulled down and 
dropped upon the floor. Later, Mr. McDonald attempted to move or 
throw them out of his way with the result above stated. 

May 1. Mr. George Williamson, while at work repairing a private 
telephone line between house No. 493 Centre street and the house 
next to it, received a shock of electricity which rendered him uncon- 
scious for upwards of fifteen minutes. He also received a burn 
across the fingers of one hand. Passing down between these two 
houses was a primary circuit of the Suburban Light and Power 
Company which it appears Mr. Williamson had been informed was 
a telephone circuit. The morning was damp, and he stood on the 
lawn between the houses and attempted to throw a coil of bare 
copper wire over the primary circuit, at the same time holding one 
end of it in his hand. Fortunately the attempt was unsuccessful but 
the coil struck one of the primary wires as a result of which contact, 
current of the primary circuit was momentarily ‘‘ grounded” through 
Mr. Williamson’s body. 

June 1. Mr. T.-T. Kelley received severe burns on his right hand 
as a result of a short circuit while making connections on a 220-volt 
power circuit on the roof of the Carter-Rice Building, No. 226 
Devonshire street. 
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July 12. Washington street, opposite Hotel Langham. ‘Trolley 
wire broke and fell to the ground; in the meantime the trolley of car 
No. 2172 slipped from the wire and the slack of the same came in 
contact with the base of the trolley-arm. The flasbing and arcing 
that resulted at the point where the contact between the trolley-arm 
and wire occurred, alarmed the passengers in the car and a number 
of them jumped to the street, receiving injuries in so doing. 

July 13. Mr. M. Kearney, a lineman in the employ of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, was severely shocked and received burns to 
both hands by coming in contact with a 2,000-volt alternating circuit 
of the Boston Electric Light Company on B street, between West 
Fourth street and Broadway, South Boston. He was in a tree for 
the purpose of pulling through a new wire; between the branches of 
the same tree also ran the 2,000-volt alternating circuit before men- 
tioned. Mr. Kearney’s spurs slipped and he slid down the limb of 
the tree, his left hand coming in contact with one of the wires of the 
alternating circuit at a point where it was fastened with tie wire toa 
tree insulator. The circuit thereby being ‘‘ grounded’? momentarily 
through Mr. Kearney and the tree. 

July 16. Corner Centre and Old Heath streets. While metal 
guys attached to a tower used for excavating purposes in the Stony- 
brook sewer construction were being shifted, the slack in them per- 
mitted a contact with the trolley wire of the West End Street Railway 
Company; they became charged thereby, and the employees were 
compelled to abandon them, a number of the men getting severe 
shocks before so doing. ‘The tower, guy and span wires fell to the 
‘ground. The foreman in charge of the,men claimed to have received 
a bad shock, and two horses were disabled. 

July 17. William H Barker, of the Boston Fire Alarm Company, 
climbed the pole on the reservoir grounds, corner White and Eutaw 
streets, East Boston, for the purpose of making repairs on a fire- 
alarm circuit. Upon reaching the bottom cross-arm occupied by 
high potential wires of the Boston Electric Light Company he 
received a shock sufficient to throw him to the ground. His injuries 
were serious, and he was removed to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

August 3. Longe Purella, nine years of age, fell from an electric 
lamp pole on.Commercial street, opposite Henchman street, about 9 
P.M., and died the following morning at 3 A.M. Purella climbed 
the pole (the ordinary type of iron street electric lamp pole) in search 
of sparrows that make their nest in the iron hoods, and fell from the 
top of the pole to the sidewalk, fracturing his skull. His fingers of 
both hands had blisters or burns and it is probable that when he 
reached the top of the pole he stood on the wooden cross-arm of 
same, grasped the hood rod with one hand, and with the other hand 
reached up over the hanger-board where the birds usually roost, and 
in so doing touched the live connections of the hanger-board, thereby 
‘¢ vrounding ”’ the circuit through himself and the lamp post. 

August 11. William Nelson received severe burns on his face 
and arms as a result of a short circuit which he accidentally caused 
while attempting to place a fuse in position. 

August 16. Frank Harkins, a lamp trimmer in the employ of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, while attempting to trim a city 
lamp at the corner of Pleasant and Thornley streets, Dorchester, at 
about 10.30 A.M., received a shock of electricity and fell from the 
pole as a result of which his right wrist and ankle were fractured. 
The palm of the right hand bore a slight burn-mark, showing where 
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electrical contact was made. The circuit of which this lamp forms 
a part is a night circuit, and its being alive at the time of the acci- 
dent was due to the fact that it was crossed at another part of the. 
circuit with a live primary alternating circuit. 

August 18. Mr. C. D. Hodel, an oiler in the employ of the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company, was found lying on the floor of the 
company’s South Boston station by a fellow employee, and although 
immediate steps were taken the attempts to resuscitate him were 
unsuccessful. Mr. Hodel was found near a 50-light T. and H. are 
light dynamo, and it is supposed that he was about to pass by the 
same and observing that one of the brushes was loose, attempted to 
fasten it properly in place, using his left hand for this purpose, his 
right arm being in contact with the frame of the dynamo, either by 
accident or by his leaning against the same at the time. The brush 
referred to was found out of position immediately after the accident, 
and evidences of burns were found on the frame of the dynamo 
where the man’s right arm was supposed to have touched. Burns 
were found on the inside of the left hand and on the outside of the 
right forearm, showing plainly where electrical contacts had been 
made. The leads from the dynamo were lead-sheathed cable, the 
lead being cut back from the ends of the same several inches. The 
exposed rubber insulation of one of these leads was badly rotted, 
caused by drippings of oil on the same, and the wire had evidently 
been at some time, and probably at the time of the accident, in con- 
tact with the frame of the dynamo. 

September 5. Explosion on Washington street, opposite Hollis 
street, at a Lowry hydrant, the cover of the same being blown into 
the air by the force of the explosion, and flames issuing from the 
hydrant hole somewhat damaged the clothing of a lady passing by. 
Passing beneath and in contact with the box of this hydrant was an 
underground main of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, in 
which at a point directly beneath this hydrant box a short circuit 
occurred about the time of the explosion. In the space enclosed by 
the wooden box frame of the hydrant there may have been illuminat- 
ing or sewer gas which was ignited by the are of the short circuit, or 
the gas may have been due to the action of the heat generated by 
the short circuit on the insulating compound in the Edison tube, the 
gas forming an admixture with air and then being exploded by the 
are of the short circuit. 

September 16. Thomas Kelley received a severe shock and had 
the palm side of the fingers of his right hand badly burned by the 
same coming in contact with a broken and uninsulated iron wire of 
the Postal Telegraph Cable Company, the end of which had been 
tied around a West End Street Railway Company pole, bringing the 
wire at a point higher up, in contact with a series arc circuit of the 
Boston Electric Light Company. Whoever tied the end of the wire 
around the pole experienced no trouble as the are circuit was dead. 
at the time. In the early evening, when the are circuit was put in 
operation, the broken wire of the Postal Telegraph Cable Company 
was charged, due to its contact with the same. 

September 23. Washington street, between Newton and Canton 
streets. The trolley of a passing car left the wire and the trolley- 
arm flew up against a span wire, causing the trolley wire to break 
and fall to the ground. A number of passengers jumped from the 
car, and among them was Mr. John Spellman, who was injured by 
being struck in the face by the fallen wire. The West End Street 
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Railway Company employees were soon on the scene, and in mak- 
ing repairs, lineman Florman, owing to a ladder being misplaced, 
fell to the ground, a distance of about fifteen feet, sustaining 
injuries to his back. 

October 1. Albert Walsh, a lineman in the employ of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, while on a pole opposite No. 162 Pleasant 
street, Dorchester, for the purpose of cutting a portion of a live 
primary alternating circuit of the above-mentioned company, 
received a shock and fell to the ground; he was removed to the City 
Hospital where he died the same day. He had cut one wire and 
was in the act of cutting the other, the tip of his left elbow being in 
contact with the live portion of the first wire at the time, and his 
left hand being in electrical connection with his cutters, owing to 
the end of one handle of the same being devoid of insulation. The 
tip of his left elbow and palm of his left hand showed plainly by 
marks of burns where electrical contacts were made. 

October 12. Workmen while operating one of the derricks at the 
site corner of Boylston street and Bumstead court, where the foun- 
dation for a new addition to the Hotel Reynolds was in process of 
construction, allowed the metal block from the boom of a derrick to 
strike against the trolley-wire of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany thereby ‘‘ grounding’’ the same through the block, metal hoist 
rope and guy cables of the derrick. The trolley-wire melted and the 
ends dropped to the street as a result of which the trolley-wire heated 
and the solder at the trolley-wire hangers melted, allowing it for a 
distance of 150 feet or more to fall to the street. 

October 28. Lineman Roberts, an employee of the Suburban 
Light and Power Company, while standing on his spurs on a wooden 
pole at the corner of Swett street and Massachusetts avenue, and 
while in the act of cutting a live wire of a 2,000-volt alternating cir- 
cuit received a shock (by being ‘‘grounded’’ through the pole) 
sufficient to throw him to the sidewalk, a distance of about 25 feet, 
fracturing his right thigh and badly bruising the right side of his 
face. It had been raining hard for some hours previous to the 
accident, and the pole was saturated with water. 

November 1. Kneeland street, opposite Lincoln street and South 
street. Explosions of illuminating gas occurred in the manholes of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company at above locations, blowing 
covers into the air and breaking the same. 

November 2. Park square. Pole supporting trolley wire charged 
with electricity. ‘The charging of this pole was due to the breaking 
down of an insulator of a trolley-wire guy running to this pole. 
Beyond slight shocks to passers-by and to a letter-carrier while at- 
tempting to collect letters from the mail-box on this pole no harm 
was done. 

December 14. Corner Dorchester street and Dorchester avenue, 
-horse killed by alive wire. At the time of the accident linemen of 
the Boston Electric Light Company were removing a wire guy which 
crossed Dorchester avenue, and during the operation allowed the 
slack to hang within such a distance of the ground that a horse and 
buggy belonging to Mr. William Tyner collided with the same, the 
wire lodging between the horse and one of the shafts. Before he 
could be brought to a standstill the guy wire was dragged sufliciently 
to permit a portion of the same to come in contact with the trolley 
wire of the West End Street Railway Company, the guy wire thereby 
becoming charged with a current of electricity sufficient in intensity 
to kill the horse. 
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December 29. Harvard street, Dorchester. Violent explosion of 
gas in a manhole, cover being blown into the air to a height of about 
30 feet and striking the cross-arm of a telegraph pole in its descent 
breaking it off. 

January 2. Explosion in manhole of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company on Eliot street, near Washington street, and on 
Kneeland street, near Washington street. At the first-mentioned 
place the manhole cover was thrown into the air to a height of 
about 6 feet and at the other the cover was thrown to a height of 
about 25 feet and was broken when it struck the ground. Cause, 
illuminating gas in manhole ignited by an electric spark. 


UNDERGROUND DIVISION. 


The men employed in this division obtain and keep a rec- 
ord of the amount of trench opened, ducts laid, manholes 
built and feet of cable drawn in, also the style of ducts and 
material of which they are made, together with the kind of 
cables and the insulating material used on the conductors. 

They are especially charged with the duty of keeping all 
electrical conduits of any electrical systems clear of gas, water, 
steam or other pipes laid in the streets or private ways of the 
city. ‘This precaution is absolutely necessary, for in case of 
the failure of the insulation of the cables the conduits and 
pipes described above when in contact would afford a path 
over which currents of electricity could reach the interior 
of buildings, which might cause serious damage to property 
or injury to persons; such escape of current has taken place 
in the past, but fortunately resulted in but small loss of prop- 
erty and no injury to persons. Failures of insulation of 
underground conductors if discovered before current escapes 
to the ground in quantities sufficiently large to cause a 
“burn-out ’”’ will cause no serious damage to cables or ducts, 
and the defective sections can be removed or repaired and 
the cause of the failure ascertained ; but when current enough 
escapes to burn the insulation serious consequences result 
both to cables and ducts. Where a number of cables or con- 
ductors are in one duct they are all pretty apt to be injured 
where a “ burn-out” occurs in one of them. 

Where possible the men of this division report the ‘ burn- 
outs ” and the causes if they can be ascertained, but very 
often this cannot be done. ‘There has not been a very large 
number of failures of insulation of underground conductors 
considering the large amount now in use, and as most of them 
occur at night they have to be repaired as promptly as possi- 
ble, consequently I have to depend in a measure on the com- 
panies owning the cables for the number of accidents of this 
kind, and the causes when they can be determined; this 
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information is cheerfully given by them. In the drawing-in 
system a section of the cable that fails can be drawn out and 
replaced; but one instance has occurred where it could not 
be done as the lead and copper of the cables were welded to 
the iron of the ducts owing to the excessive heat. 

Where burn-outs occur in the solid system the street must 
be opened in order to remove the damaged section and sub- 
stitute another therefor. A large number of the failures in 
this system have been due to excavations under and around 
the tubes enclosing the conductors (those engaged in such 
excavations not taking necessary precautions to properly sup- 
port the tubing after the earth on which it had rested had 
been removed). 

Daily insulation measurements are made of all under- 
eround conductors where possible, and where this cannot be 
done such measurements are made weekly; this is done in 
order to detect any failure of the insulation. While a grad- 
ual drop in the insulation of underground conductors indi- 
cating a general failure thereof can be detected and guarded 
against, a slight injury to the insulation or slight defects at 
points widely separated from each other cannot always be 
detected by insulation measurements, and when not de- 
tected in this manner a “ burn-out ” results rendering that sec- 
tion of the cable inoperative. If such defects are in the 
manholes they can be as a rule easily remedied, but when 
they occur in the ducts between the manholes the section of 
the conductor must be drawn out. ; 

Reports of all insulation tests are made to this department 
and if the insulation falls below the point fixed by it the use 
of such cables must be discontinued until such time as the 
insulation is restored to a satisfactory condition. 

When deemed advisable the insulation measurements are 
witnessed by a representative of this department, and if the 
results are not satisfactory steps are taken to locate the 
trouble or discontinue the use of the cable. 


DISTRICT FOR 1897. 


The 1897 district covered that portion of the underground 
territory bounded as follows: Commencing at the junction 
of Tremont and Bromfield streets, the boundary line runs 
through Tremont street to Tremont row, through Tremont 
row to Hanover street, through Hanover to Washington street, 
through Washington street to Haymarket square, through 
Haymarket square to Charlestown street, through Charles- 
town to Causeway street, through Causeway to Commercial 
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AND COVERED WITH SNOW AND ICE. 


NORTH HARVARD STREET SHOWING POLES BROKEN OFFf AND RESTING 
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street, through Commercial to Hanover street, through Han- 
over street to the water-front; commencing at this point the 
line runs along the Harbor Commissioners’ line to Cam- 
bridge street; thence through Cambridge to Joy street, 
through Joy to Beacon street, through Beacon to Park street, 
through Park to Tremont street, through Tremont to Brom- 
field street, to the point of beginning. 

This district contains 10,157,040 square feet, or between 
one-fourth and one-fifth of the total prescribed district. 

The work of building the electrical subways in this district 
has been completed, and cable drawn in to replace the over- 
head wires. In addition, a large amount of work has been 
done in other sections of the underground district and in 
streets of the city outside the same. 

The section of the city prescribed for the year 1898 is that 
portion bounded as follows: Commencing at the junction ~ 
of Joy and Beacon streets, the boundary line will run- 
through Joy to Cambridge street, through Cambridge street 
to the water-front; commencing at this point the line will 
follow the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the extension of 
the line of Berkeley street ; thence through Berkeley to Tre- 
mont street, through Tremont street to Castle square, through 
Castle square to Ferdinand street, through Ferdinand street 
to Columbus avenue, through Columbus avenue to Park 
square, through Park square to Charles street, through 
Charles to Beacon street, and through Beacon street to the 
point of beginning at Joy street. 

This district contains 7,346,300 square feet, and is the only 
remaining district of the section of the city proper, north of 
Dover street and Berkeley street, in which wires were to be 
placed underground by authority of mg 454, of the Acts 
of 1894.

The number of permits and electrical approvals for street 
openings granted by this department in connection with the 
underground work is 1,851. 

Before a permit is granted for underground conduits a 
plan is required at a scale of 20 feet to the inch, showing 
everything underground in the street and the proposed loca- 
tion of the conduits. After the conduits are laid a finished 
plan is filed, showing the exact location of the conduits. 

The number of underground plans filed during the year 
is 180. 

The main conduits laid this year consist of cement-lined 
vitrified clay, wrought-iron or wooden duct; only a small 
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amount of the last-named was laid. For the service connec- 
tions made from the manholes to points of service, wrought- 
iron pipe is used exclusively.

NEw ENGLAND TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


The underground work this year is principally an exten- 
sion of the system outside the prescribed district. Cement- 
lined pipe was used almost exclusively for the main conduits.

The work on Hanover street, Washington street (city 
proper) and Court street was for the purpose of relocating 
the conduits on account of subway work by the Boston 
Transit Commission. 

The work on Oxford street was for the purpose of con- 
necting the underground system with a new telephone ex- 
change to be located there. 

The cables drawn in during the year are lead-covered and 
paper-insulated. 

The special solid system first laid last year has been ex- 
tended on Bay State road from Raleigh to Deerfield street, 
and the same system adopted on Beacon street from Otter 
street to Massachusetts avenue. This solid: system is used in 
connection with the drawing-in system and the construction — 
consists of 3-inch creosoted wooden boxing, in which is laid 
a lead-covered paper insulated cable covered with a mixture 
of sand and pitch. <A 5-pair cable is laid from the main 
cable to the basement of each building in which service is 
desired.

The work on Leverett, Charles, Green, Court, Causeway 


and Cambridge streets was carried on in combination with 
that of the Boston Elevated Railway Company by request of 
this department, the two conduits being laid side by side in 
the same trench, but with separate manholes. This was done 
to avoid unnecessary street openings and so that the work of 
burying wires on these streets might be carried on with the 
least possible inconvenience to the public. 

The cables employed by this company are rubber and 
paper insulated.

The conduit work of this company in the 1897 district on 
Leverett, Charles, Green, Court, Causeway and Cambridge 
streets was done in combination with that of the Boston 
Electric Light Company. The cables drawn into these con- 
duits connect at Craigie’s bridge with sub-marine cables 
carrying current from the power-house in Cambridge and 
also tie-in with the cables from the central power-station 
on Albany street. 

In addition a heavy conduit line was laid from the central 
power-station through Harrison avenue, Savoy, Washington, 
Acton and Bradford streets to Shawmut avenue. From this 
point a branch conduit was laid through Shawmut avenue to 
the subway at Shawmut avenue and Pleasant street, and 
through the subway, under Tremont street to Boylston street. 
Another branch conduit was laid through Milford street from 
Shawmut avenue to Tremont street. 

This work furnished a direct route for the subway feeders, 
independent of the old conduit line through Albany street, 
and also provided for the removal of the overhead wires on 
Harrison avenue and Dover street. 

Cement-lined duct is used for the main conduits and wrought- 
iron pipe for the pole connections.

This department utilizes the ducts of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company wherever possible, and 
connections are made from the manholes of this company to 
the new combination posts, each of which supports a signal 
box and gas lamp. 

One-duct conduits were laid in the following streets: 


Blossom, Exchange pl., Poplar, 
Central, Marine park, Spring, 
Chardon, North Grove, Spruce. 
Congress, 


The conduit on Congress street, Exchange place and 
Central street was laid in the same trench with a 12-inch 
salt-water pipe for fire purposes, and will provide a means of 
communication between the fire-boat and the fire-posts in the 
district. This conduit consists of a single cement-lined pipe 
laid in concrete, and terminating in manholes in which are 
located the gates controlling the water-supply. 

The cables drawn in by this department are rubber insu- 
lated and contain 10, 15, 19 and 37 conductors.

Boston AUXILIARY FIRE-ALARM COMPANY. 


Nine signal boxes of the Boston Auxiliary Fire-Alarm 
Company have been connected to the underground system 
of the Fire Department during the year. 


BROOKLINE GAS LicHT COMPANY. 


The station of this company is located in Allston, and the 
business is confined chiefly to Allston, Brighton, Brookline 
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and the Back Bay District. During the past year this com- 
pany has engaged in underground work in the Back Bay on 
Bay State road and Boylston-street extension. 

The work on Bay State road consisted in laying three 
cement-lined ducts with manholes and handholes from Granby 
street to No. 74 Bay State road. The top duct is for distri- 
bution purposes, and is provided with handholes, about fifty 
feet apart, set opposite each house lot. 

A similar conduit of three ducts was laid in Boylston- 
street extension from Brookline avenue to Ipswich street. 

Wrought-iron pipe is employed for service connections. 
The cables drawn into the conduit on Boylston-street exten- 
sion are lead-covered and rubber-insulated, and carry current 
for arc-lighting purposes.

Plate No. 22, 
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The practice of taking photographs of the most interesting 
portions of the work of the department, showing the condi- 
tion of the poles, fixtures and wires in the streets and on the 
housetops, together with the conduits, manholes, etc., under 
the streets, has been continued, and a number of such illus- 
trations are presented in this report. 

Plate No. 1 shows the condition of the roof of the building 
No. 183 Devonshire street, with large structures, and the 
wires and cables they supported erected thereon. 

Plate No. 2 shows the conditions as they exist to-day, 
structures and wires having been removed. 

Plate No.3 is a view from the roof of the Boston “ Globe” 
building, showing wires, cables and structures as they have 
existed. 

Plate No. 4 is a view from the same spot as that of Plate 
No. 3 with the obstructions shown in said plate removed; 
the marked difference in the two views can be seen without 
artificial aid to the ordinary vision. 

Plate No. 5 shows views of Hanover street before and after 
the removal of the poles and wires from the same. 

Plate No.6 gives views of Commercial street when two 
lines of poles supporting a large number of wires occupied 
both sides of this street. It also shows the improved appear- 
ance of the street with these lines removed. 

Plate No. 7 gives two views of Devonshire street, one 
showing the wires crossing and recrossing the same from 
the fixtures on the roofs of the tall buildings, the other show- 
ing the street as it now appears with them removed. 

Plate No. § is the first of a series of views, showing the 
effects of the snowstorm of January 31—February 1 of the 
present year; in this case a roof structure was torn from its 
fastenings by the weight of snow and ice that accumulated 
on the wires it supported. 

Plate No. 9 shows another view of a roof fixture pulled 
down during the storm, which narrowly escaped falling into | 
the street below. 

Plate No. 10 is a view of the corner of Northampton and 
Washington streets, where a large number of horses were 
killed by coming in contact with broken low tension wires 
that were charged by high tension circuits across which they 
had fallen. 

Plate No. 11 shows a large pole on Roxbury street. The 
lower portion of this pole stands erect, the top was broken 
off, and rested on the building in front of which it stood. 

Plate No. 12 is a view of Roxbury street at Guild row, 
showing another large pole broken off and with its tangled 
mass of snow-encased wires resting on the ground. 
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Plate No. 15 isa view of Harrison avenue, showing a large 
pole, sixty feet high, broken off about midway between the 
eround and the lower cross-arm, the upper portion being held 
erect by the wires it was intended to support. ‘This pole 
carried 110 low tension and 18 high tension wires, the latter 
being below the former, a form of construction that is not 
approved by this department, because it adds to the dangers 
attending the transmission of electrical energy, particularly 
during a storm of this character. 

Plate No. 14 is a view of Commonwealth avenue, showing 
the wires encased in snow and ice, many of them being 
broken, while others are elongated to the breaking point by 
the excessive weight imposed on them. 

Plate No. 15 is a view of North Harvard street, showing 
three large poles broken off, one of which is resting on the 
roof of a dwelling, one on the limb of a tree, while the third 
is supported by the combined strength of the wires. 

Plate No. 16 is a view of Swett street from Andrews 
square, South Boston, where two lines of poles each carrying 
trunk lines of wires can be seen hanging in the street, where 
they were carried by excessive weight and the force of the 
wind. It also shows the amount of snow and ice which 
accumulated on the wires that are shown in the foreground. 

Plate No. 17 is a view on Lamartine street, showing two 
broken poles, the tops with their cross-arms and wires being 
held up by the roof of the building which is occupied by the 
Boston Ice Company. These poles support the wires of the 
Boston Fire-Alarm Telegraph, the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and electric light wires, a very un- 
desirable combination at any time, but particularly during a 
storm of this kind. : 

Plate No. 18 shows two pieces of No. 12 iron wire encased 
in snow and ice. One of these pieces weighed one and forty- 
one one-hundredths (1.41) pounds per linear foot, while the 
other weighed three and two-tenths (8.2) pounds per linear 
foot, or in one case the weight of 100 lineal feet was 141 
pounds and in the other 320 pounds. A large amount of the 
overhead wires remained in the condition herein depicted 
until a warm rain came to remove this covering. 

Plate No. 19 is a view of a manhole in which sections of 
the underground conduits terminate. This view was taken 
during the process of construction. Herein is shown very 
clearly two of the many obstructions met with in the con- 
struction of electrical conduits. In this particular case they 
consist of an 18-inch water-pipe at the top, and a 3-feet brick 
sewer through the bottom of the manhole. In this case it 
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was necessary to enclose the sewer within the manhole, but 
the water-pipe was avoided by shelving in the upper part of 
the brickwork, leaving the pipe on the outside. ‘This is done 
in all cases, where possible, for two reasons, viz., to facilitate 
repairs and changes when needed, and to carry out the policy 
of this department of keeping the ducts and cables as widely 
separated as possible from water, gas or other metal pipes 
that might convey current into buildings in case of failure 
of the insulation of the cables. 

Plate No. 20 is a view of a thirty-six duct conduit owned 
by the Edison Electric [luminating Company which runs 
through the cellar of a private house in order to reach their 
Head-place station. This plan was adopted because there 
was no room in the street in which to lay this conduit. In 
many of the narrow streets of the city it proved a very diffi- 
cult problem to find a sufficient amount of room to lay the 
necessary conduits; the sidewalks had to be invaded in 
many cases in order to complete the system. 

Plate No. 21 isa view of the method of laying underground 
conduit. This trench is 9 feet deep in order to avoid 
the 8-inch gas pipe shown on the right of the plate and 
other obstructions that were met, but not here shown. 

Plate No. 22 is a fair sample of some of the obstructions 
met and difficulties to be overcome in the construction of 
underground conduits. This trench contains one 6-inch 
water-pipe, one 6-inch and one 4-inch gas pipe, 5 Edison 
tubes and a large drain pipe; and in addition to these, 
space had to be found in which to place electrical conduits. 

Plate No. 23 shows the method of laying wrought-iron 
conduit on the bridges; it also gives a clear view of the 
manner in which they enter the manhole shown in the fore- 
eround. 

Plate No. 24 is a view of the subway through which are 
run the cars of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. On 
each side are laid conduits,’ containing six ducts each; on 
the left is shown one of the manholes used for the conduit 
system in the subway.
